Gazette of the State of Gujarat. 

CHAPTER -1 

MANAGEMENT OF THE CLEARING CORPORATION 
1. General Powers of the Board of Directors 

(a) Subject to the provisions of the Securities Laws, the Board of Directors shall have complete and absolute 
jurisdiction over all matters of the Clearing Corporation and all Clearing members and shall have 
supervisory jurisdiction over any and all subjects and matters referred to any Committee or employee(s) of 
the Clearing Corporation and may direct and control their actions or proceedings at any stage thereof. The 
Board of Directors shall have absolute power and right to interpret the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of 
the Clearing Corporation and to decide all points, questions and disputes relating to the Clearing 
Corporation matters and relating to the administration, functions, working and affairs of the Clearing 
Corporation and relating to the conduct of Clearing Members.Unless the context otherwise requires, words 
and expressions shall have the same meaning as assigned to them in the Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Clearing Corporation, including any modification thereof, and in case a term is defined at more than one of 
the above, then its meaning as defined in the Bye-laws shall prevail, unless necessitated otherwise. Any 
interpretation made or decision taken by the Board of Directors shall be final and conclusive and binding 
on the parties concerned without prejudice to the powers of the Board of Directors to review, revise, 
rescind or clarify the same. 

(b) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing powers, the Board of Directors may exercise powers, 
inter alia, in respect of all or any of the following matters: 

(i) Organising, maintaining, controlling, managing, regulating and facilitating the conduct of the 
business in the Clearing Corporation; 

(ii) Making or amending the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation for all or 
any matters relating to the regulation and control of Clearing Members and regulation and control 
of settlement of deals; 

(iii) Admission of Clearing Members, conditions for continued admission of Clearing Members, 
procedure for application and admission and for the said purpose to specify conditions for 
admission, continued admission, including but not limited to constitution and structure, 
qualification, education and training, experience, capital adequacy, fees, levies, charges, deposits, 
security deposits, margins and other funds payable and the matters similar or incidental or relating 
thereto; 

(iv) Conduct of business in the Clearing Corporation; 

(v) Conduct of Clearing Members; 

(vi) Withdrawal or restriction of clearing or other facilities, suspension, declaration of default, 
expulsion, compulsory termination of clearing membership, surrender of clearing membership; 

(vii) Revocation of cessation of clearing membership; 

(viii) Re-admission after cessation of clearing membership; 

(ix) Prescription for maintenance of records, documents and books of accounts by Clearing Members, 
inspection and audit of records, books of accounts and affairs of Clearing Members; 

(x) Investigation of affairs, financial conditions, business conduct and dealings of Clearing Members; 

(xi) Disciplinary action against Clearing Members for non-compliance, violation, contravention, 
disregard, disobedience or evasion of Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations, circulars, directives, 
orders, notices and resolutions passed or issued by the Clearing Corporation and/ or SEBI; 

(xii) Norms, procedures, forms and conditions of contracts to be entered into, and the time, mode and 
manner of performance of contracts between Clearing Members inter-se or between Clearing 
Members and their clients; 

(xiii) Norms and procedures for clearing and settlement of contracts/deals or other arrangements for 
clearing and settlement including through the Clearing Corporation and for providing guarantee of 
settlement; 
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(xiv) To create, maintain and deal with the Settlement Guarantee Fund; 

(xv) Norms and procedures in respect of, and incidental or consequential to, closing out of 
contracts/deals; 

(xvi) Dissemination of information through web site or any other mode; 

(xvii) Code of Conduct for the members of the Board/Committee and any other persons identified by the 
Relevant Authority; implementation and monitoring of the Code of Conduct, consequence of non¬ 
adherence and the matters incidental or relating thereto; 

(xviii) Appointment and dissolution of Committee or Committees of the Clearing Corporation for any 
purpose.; 

(xix) Manner of operation and interfacing with exchanges, custodians depository, clearing banks(s); 

(xx) Holding and conducting meeting/s for dispatchingthe business, adjourn and otherwise regulate its 
meetings in such manner as it may be deem fit, and as may be specified in Rules, Bye-laws and 
Regulations or Articles of Association of Clearing Corporation, from time to time. 

(xxi) Such other matters in relation to the Clearing Corporation as may be specified under the 
provisions of Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations or as may be necessary or expedient for the 
organization, maintenance, control, management, regulation and facilitation of the operations of 
the Clearing Corporation, Clearing Members, Clearing Banks etc. and generally for conduct of 
business of the Clearing Corporation. 

(c) The Board of Directors may make regulations in respect of all or any of the matters relating to the 
functioning and operations of the Clearing Corporation and the Clearing Members of the Clearing 
Corporation in general and in respect of all or any of the matters specified in Rule 1(b) as above, in 
particular. The Board of Directors may, without prejudice to the powers to make regulations, issue 
guidelines, norms, procedures, terms and conditions, directives, orders, notices, decisions, rulings and the 
like in respect of any or all such matters. 

2. Delegation of Powers 

The Board of Directors may, subject to such conditions and limitations, as it may deem fit, delegate such of its 
powers, except the power to make, amend, add to and rescind Rules or Bye-laws of the Clearing Corporation to such 
person(s), as it may deem fit and proper, with power to such person to sub-delegate, all or any of the powers vested 
in it, upon such terms, conditions, limitations and to such extent as it may deem fit, to manage all or any of the 
affairs of the Clearing Corporation and to revoke, withdraw, alter or vary all or any of such powers. 

3. Constitution of Committees 

(a) The Relevant Authority may constitute one or more Committees for such purpose, as it may deem fit, 
including for the purpose of managing all or any of the affairs of the Clearing Corporation or for advising 
thereon. Such Committees may, unless otherwise specified to the contrary by SEBI, include one or more of 
the following category of persons, namely the Managing Director/CEO or other employee of India 
International Clearing Corporation (IFSC) Limited , one or more members of the Board of Directors, such 
persons of eminence in the field of finance, accounting, law, capital markets, risk management, information 
technology, telecommunications or other discipline; and Clearing Members; provided that if Clearing 
Members are included in the Committee, then the number of such Clearing Members in the Committee 
shall not exceed such strength, if any, that may be specified by SEBI or the Relevant Authority. 

(b) A Committee so constituted may constitute, subject to the terms and conditions of its constitution, such 
sub-committees for such purposes as it may deem fit. The constitution, powers and responsibilities of such 
sub-committee(s) may be determined by the Committee which constitutes such sub-committee(s). 

(c) The Managing Director/CEO or a Committee may also constitute a Committee or Committees as he or it 
may deem fit in the manner laid down under Rule 3. 

(d) The Board of Directors shall constitute such committees as shall be prescribed/ required by SEBI, from 
time to time. All such committees shall function/ operate in such manner to be in accordance with the 
provisions appearing in Rule 3 to Rule 12Aherein under, to the extent that such provisions are not contrary 
to those specified by SEBI/ Clearing Corporation from time to time. 

4. Tenure of Members of Committee 

The tenure of the members of the Committee/s shall be such as may be specified in case of Committees, by the 
Relevant Authority and in case of sub-committees, by the Committee constituting such sub-committees. 
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5. Delegation by Committee 

The Committee/s may, within the scope of its delegated powers and responsibilities, authorise the Managing 
Director/CEO or one or more officials of the Clearing Corporation or such other person(s) as such Committee/s may 
deem fit to carry out such acts, deeds and functions in accordance with such provisions as may be laid down in this 
regard for fulfilling the responsibilities and exercising the powers delegated to it by the Relevant Authority. 

6. Disqualification of Member 

No person shall be eligible to be appointed as a member of any Committee, if he suffers any disqualification 
applicable to such member as specified in the Rules, Regulations & Bye-Laws or the Articles of Association of the 
Clearing Corporation or as specified by the Board of Directors and a member of the Committee shall, ipso facto, 
vacate the office, if he suffers any such disqualification. 

7. Chairman of the Committee 

The members of the Committee may elect a Chairman from among themselves. 

8. Committee may regulate its proceedings 

A Committee may meet at such intervals as it may decide, adjourn and otherwise regulate its meetings and 
proceedings as it thinks fit. 

9. Quorum for Meetings of the Committee 

A quorum for a meeting of the Committee shall be one-third of the total strength of such Committee (any fraction 
being rounded off as one) or two, whichever is higher, unless any higher quorum is specified by the appointing 
authority; provided that where at any time the number of interested members exceeds two-thirds of the total strength, 
then the number of remaining members, i.e., the number of members not interested, being not less than two, shall be 
the quorum for the meeting. 

10. Who may convene and when 

The Chairman of a Committee or any employee of the Clearing Corporation under the authority of the Chairman 
may at any time convene a meeting of such Committee. 

11. Decisions at the Meeting 

Decisions at any meeting of the Committees shall be taken by a majority of the members. Every member of the 
Committee shall have only one vote, except that in the case of an equality of votes, the Chairman of the Committee 
who presides over the meeting shall have a second or casting vote. 

12. Proceedings at Committee Meetings 

(a) At all meetings of the Committee, the Chairman of the Committee shall ordinarily preside and in his 
absence, the members of the Committee present may choose one from among themselves to be the 
Chairman of such meeting in accordance with the manner prescribed, if any, by SEBI/Clearing 
Corporation. Any member of the Committee shall disclose his interest in the business, if any, before the 
meeting and shall abstain from discussions, voting and decisions on the said matter. If Chairman is having 
such interest, he shall abstain from chairing the meeting. 

(b) No attendance or voting by proxy shall be allowed in a Committee meeting in respect of any matter. 

(c) The Committee at its meeting at which a quorum is present, shall be competent to exercise all or any of the 
powers and discharge functions vested in or exercisable by such Committee. 

12A. Duties of Regulatory Authority 

Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing powers and to any power or authority impliedly and expressly 
conferred by any Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations for the time being in force, the Relevant Authority shall have the 
following duties and powers in accordance with the policy laid down by the Clearing Corporation from time to time: 

(i) Implementing the decisions or policies specified by the Clearing Corporation on all matters relating to market 
regulation and compliance thereof and levy of penaltiesfor non-compliance, excluding the specific areas 
assigned to any Committee by the Relevant Authority; 

(ii) Disciplining a Clearing Member in all aspects in relation to its dealing and settlement on the Clearing 
Corporation and in relation to any or all of its business transactions in securities; 

(iii) Settlement of all transactions in securities entered by a Clearing Member with its clients; 

(iv) Imposition of various types of margins including special margins; 
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(v) Withdrawal or restriction of the clearing facility of a Clearing Member for non fulfilment of obligations 
relating to clearing membership, margin and settlement or due to surveillance measures; 

(vi) Causingthe members to maintain registers, documents and records as required by the Rules, Bye-Laws and 
Regulations; 

(vii) Receiving and resolving complaints and making such enquiry and collecting such information as may be 
required and initiating necessary action as provided in the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations; 

(viii) Taking consequential action pursuant to any circulars, directives or inspection report issued by SEBI; 

(ix) Signing and issuing or causing to sign and issue all notifications and press releases; 

(x) Enforcing the directives, orders, guidelines, norms and circulars issued by Government of India or SEBI or 
the Relevant Authority from time to time, and under the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations; 

(xi) Recovering of various amounts due and payable by Clearing Members to the Clearing Corporation/SEBI by 
debiting the accounts of Clearing Members; 

(xii) Approving change of status or constitution and transfer in respect of clearing membership; 

(xiii) Calling upon attendance and information including books, papers, documents and other records or 
information from any Clearing Member who are already admitted as Clearing Members or from members 
which are seeking admission to the Clearing Corporation; 

(xiv) Taking suitable measures relating to clearing so as to safeguard and protect the interests of the Clearing 
Corporation, Clearing Members and their Clients; 

(xv) Calling upon for examination and investigation of the business and conduct and dealings of the Clearing 
Members; 

(xvi) Representing the Clearing Corporation as its official representative in all matters; 

(xvii) Performing such other duties and functions as are incidental and ancillary for the performance of the above 
duties and exercising such other powers as may be delegated toit or as may be entrusted to it by SEBI. 

13. Delegation of Powers by the Relevant Authority 

The Relevant Authority may delegate its powers, duties and functions to any one or more of the employees of the 
Clearing Corporation or any one or more of the Committees as may be necessary for the conduct of business and 
subject to such restriction as it may deem fit and to revoke or withdraw powers, duties and functions delegated by it. 
The Relevant Authority may also provide for the appointment of any person or persons for the management of the 
affairs of the Clearing Corporation and confer on such person, such powers as the Relevant Authority may deem fit 
and remove and to appoint another or others in place of any person or persons so removed. A person aggrieved by 
the decision of the Relevant Authority may prefer an appeal to the Board of Directors within such time as may be 
specified. 

CHAPTER - II 
CLEARING MEMBERSHIP 

14. The rights, privileges, duties and responsibilities of a clearing member shall be subject to and in accordance with all 
applicable laws. Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. The clearing membership right shall 
be personal and the same is non-transferable and/or non-assignable except as otherwise provided in the Rules. 

Unless exempted by SEBI, any Relevant Authority, any person seeking to act as a clearing member of the Clearing 
Corporation shall, over and above complying with the requirements of the Clearing Corporation, shall also obtain 
registration from SEBI. 

The Relevant Authority may define and admit more than one category of Clearing Members and may specify 
different norms including eligibility, admission and cessation of membership for each type of Clearing Members. 

15. Admission and Fees 

(a) The Relevant Authority may specify different requirements regarding qualification, net worth, infrastructure 
and other relevant norms for Clearing Members; 

(b) The Relevant Authority may specify pre-requisites, conditions, formats and procedures for application for 
admission, termination, re-admission, etc. of Clearing Members to the Clearing Corporation. The Relevant 
Authority may, at its absolute discretion, refuse permission to any applicant to be admitted as a Clearing 
Member; 

(c) The Relevant Authority may, from time to time, provide for payment or provision by the Clearing Member at 
the time of admission and subsequently during the currency of its membership, such fees, charges, security 
deposits, margin money, contribution, collateral security, sureties, and other amounts as may be specified 
by it. 
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16. Eligibility 

The following personsshall be eligible to become Clearing Members of the Clearing Corporation: 

(a) a company, incorporated under the provisions of the Companies Act, 1956 or the Companies Act, 2013 
(including any modification or re-enactment thereof); 

(b) Any other person permitted by anyRelevant Authority. 

17. Conditions Precedent for Admission 

(a) The Clearing Corporation may admit a personas a Clearing Member of the Clearing Corporation, 
if such person: 

(i) is not disqualified under the Securities Laws from becoming a Clearing Member of a Clearing 
Corporation; 

(ii) fulfils the requirements prescribed under the Securities Laws; 

(b) The following entities shall not be entitled to become Clearing Members of the Clearing Corporation, if it: 

(i) is a company which has had a provisional liquidator or receiver or official liquidator appointed 
for itself under the provisions of the applicable law; 

(ii) has been adjudged bankrupt or a receiving order in bankruptcy has been made against such person 
under any applicable law; 

(iii) has been at any time expelled or declared a defaulter by any other clearing corporation; 

(iv) has been previously refused admission to membership unless a period of one year has elapsed 
since the date of rejection; 

(v) incurs any disqualification under the provisions of the Securities Laws, which disentitles such 
person from seeking membership of a clearing corporation; 

(vi) has been restrained from accessing the securities market by the Regulators in the foreign 
jurisdiction. 

(c) No person shall be eligible to be admitted to the clearing membership of the Clearing Corporation unless 
the person satisfies: 

i) the requirements prescribed in that behalf under the applicable laws, rules, regulations, 
guidelines, directives and circulars issued by the relevant regulatory authority and 

ii) such additional eligibility criteria as the Board or relevant authority may prescribe from time to 
time. 

18. Additional Eligibility Criteria 

The Relevant Authority may, in addition to the above, prescribe from time to time, further and other criteria for 
eligibility for admission to, or retention of Clearing Membership. No personshall be eligible to be admitted to the 
Clearing Membership of the Clearing Corporation unless the person also satisfies such additional eligibility criteria. 

Provided however that the Relevant Authority may waive compliance with any or all of the admission conditions 
and at its discretion waive the requirements set out as above, if it is of the opinion that the personseeking admission 
is considered by the Relevant Authority to be otherwise qualified to be admitted as a Clearing Member by reason of 
its means, position, integrity, knowledge and experience of business in securities. 

19. Admission 

(a) Any persondesirous of becoming a Clearing Member shall apply to the Clearing Corporation for admission 
to the Clearing Membership. Every application shall be dealt with by the Relevant Authority, which shall 
be entitled to admit or reject such application at its own discretion. 

(b) The application for admission of Clearing Member shall be made in such format as may be specified by the 
Relevant Authority from time to time. 

(c) The application shall have to be submitted along with such fees, security deposit and other monies in such 
form and in such manner as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

(d) The applicant shall furnish such declarations, undertakings, certificates, confirmations and such other 
documents or papers as the Relevant Authority may specify from time to time. 
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(e) The Relevant Authority shall have the right to call upon the applicant to pay such fees or deposit such 
additional security in cash or kind, deposit or contribution to Settlement Guarantee Fund and any other 
fund that may be maintained by the Clearing Corporation from time to time, to furnish any additional 
guarantee or to require contribution to the fund established for training or fees, as the Relevant Authority 
may prescribe from time to time. 

(f) The Relevant Authority may provisionally admit the applicant to Clearing Membership provided that the 
applicant satisfies the eligibility conditions and other procedures and requirements of application subject to 
such terms and conditions as may be specified by the Relevant Authority. Upon the Relevant Authority 
being satisfied that all other terms and conditions and other requirements for the Clearing Membership 
have been complied with, the applicant may be admitted as a Clearing Member. The grant of provisional 
membership shall not entitle the applicant to any privileges and rights of Clearing Membership. 

(g) The Relevant Authority may at its absolute discretion reject any application for admission without giving 
any reasons therefor. 

(h) If for any reason the application is rejected, the application fee or admission fee, if any, or part thereof as 
may be decided by the Relevant Authority in its discretion, may be dealt with in such manner as the 
Relevant Authority deems fit. 

(i) The Relevant Authority may at any time revoke the admission and expel a Clearing Member if it has in, or 
at the time of its application for admission to clearing membership or during the course of inquiry made by 
the Relevant Authority preceding its admission:- 

(i) Made any wilful misrepresentation; or 

(ii) Suppressed any material information required of it as to its character and antecedents; or 

(iii) Has directly or indirectly given false particulars or information or made a false declaration. 

(j) When a person is admitted to the clearing membership of the Clearing Corporation, intimation of the 
admission shall be sent to the applicant and to the SEBI. If the applicant admitted to the membership of the 
Clearing Corporation and after intimation of its admission is duly sent, does not comply with acts and 
procedures for exercising the privileges of membership as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority 
within a specified time period from the date of despatch of the intimation of admission or such other 
period, the fee/deposits or such sums paid by the clearing member shall be forfeited by the Relevant 
Authority in the manner prescribed from time to time. 

20. Transfer of Clearing Membership 

a) The Clearing Membership shall not be transferable except as mentioned herein. Without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing, a Clearing Member shall not assign, mortgage, pledge, hypothecate or charge its 
right of membership or any rights or privileges attached thereto nor shall it have the right to give license or 
grant a power of attorney in respect of such rights and privileges and no such attempted assignment, 
mortgage, pledge, hypothecation or charge or license or power of attorney shall be effective as against the 
Clearing Corporation for any purpose, nor shall any right or interest in any Clearing Membership other than 
the personal right or interest of the Clearing Member therein be recognised by the Clearing Corporation. The 
Relevant Authority may suspend any Clearing Member from the Clearing Corporation which acts or attempts 
to act in violation of the provisions of this Rule or take any other disciplinary action as it may deem fit. 

b) Subject to the provisions of the Securities Laws and other terms and conditions as the Clearing Corporation 
may specify in this regard. Clearing Membership may be transferred with prior written approval of the 
Clearing Corporation in the following circumstances: 

(i) Merger or amalgamation of the Clearing Member with another company or body corporate; 

(ii) In the event of loss of majority holding in or control of management of a Clearing Member, 
directly or indirectly, in such manner and to such extent as may be specified by the Clearing 
Corporation; 

(iii) Demerger of Clearing membership from the Clearing Member company; 

(iv) By takeover of a Clearing Member company by any person which may or may not be a Clearing 
Member; 

(v) By dilution of existing holding in or control of management of a Clearing Member; 

(vi) By two or more Clearing Members coming together to form a new Clearing Member entity; 
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(vii) By transfer of the clearing membership of a Clearing Member to another person; 

(viii) By making nomination under these Rules and on the nomination becoming effective; 

Explanation: 

For the purpose of Rule 20 (b) above, “transfer of Clearing Membership” means transfer of clearing 
membership from a Clearing Member to any other person and also includes, unless otherwise provided for, 
change in status or constitution, arising out of amalgamation, merger, de-merger, takeover or loss of 
holding or control in the management of the Clearing Member or dilution of holding or control in the 
management of the Clearing Member, in such manner and to such extent as specified by the Relevant 
Authority. 

c) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules but subject to Rule 20 (b) above, change in status or 
constitution arising out of amalgamation, merger, de-merger or takeover or loss of majority holding in or 
control in the management of the Clearing Member or dilution of existing holding in or control in the 
management or transfer of clearing membership to another person shall not be deemed to be a transfer for the 
purpose of these Rules, unless it results in the loss of majority in, and / or control of management of, directly 
or indirectly, the Clearing Member in such manner and to such extent as specified by the Relevant Authority. 

d) The Clearing Corporation may, while permitting a transfer or nomination, specify such conditions as it may 
deem fit, including payment of transfer fee, deposits, past dues or other funds, settlement of investor 
grievances and constitution and structure for the person taking up the clearing membership. 

e) Without prejudice to any other provision of these Rules, the clearing membership may be suspended or the 
clearing facility may be withdrawn or restricted, for such period as the Relevant Authority may deem fit, 
upon a Clearing Member or a shareholder of a Clearing Member, having such holding in the company as may 
be specified by the Relevant Authority, in the opinion of the Relevant Authority, being unable to carry on the 
business on account of physical or mental disability or infirmity or continued non-availability or death or 
dissolution or deadlock in the management. 

Explanation: 

For the purposes of Clause (e) above, the term “Deadlock in the Management” means a situation wherein 
there is a loss of confidence or disagreement among the directors or shareholders of a Clearing Member 
company, which in the opinion of the Relevant Authority, will affect or is likely to affect the conduct of 
business by the Clearing Member, or an equality of votes at a meeting of the directors or shareholders of a 
Clearing Member company. 

21. Nomination 

(a) On the default of the Clearing Member its right of nomination shall cease and vest in the Clearing 
Corporation. 

(b) The forfeited right of membership of a defaulter shall be restored to it if it be re-admitted as a member within 
six months from the date of default but if an application by a defaulter for re-admission be rejected by the 
Relevant Authority or if no such application be made within six months of the declaration of default, the 
Relevant Authority may at any time exercise the right of nomination in respect of such membership. 

(c) When the Relevant Authority has exercised the right of nomination in respect of a membership which had 
vested in the Clearing Corporation upon a member having been declared a defaulter, the consideration 
received therefor shall be paid to the Defaulters’ Committee, to be applied for the purposes and in the order 
of priority specified in the Bye-Laws and the Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. 

22. Suspension of Clearing Membership rights. 

Without prejudice to any other provision of the Rules, the operations of the Clearing Member may be suspended, for 

such period as the Relevant Authority may deem fit, in the following circumstances: 

(a) In the event of the Clearing Member not paying the fees, margins, deposits required to be paid by the 
Clearing Member to the Clearing Corporation; 

(b) In the event of the Clearing Member being in any breach or default of these Rules, Bye-Laws or 
Regulations; 

(c) In the event of any court, tribunal, forum or any other authority, duly authorized in that behalf ordering and 
directing the Clearing Corporation to do so; 

(d) In the event of any provisional liquidator being appointed or winding up petition being admitted against the 
Clearing Member; 
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(e) In the event, bankruptcy proceeding has been initiated against the Clearing Member or the Clearing 
Member is declared as bankrupt. 

(f) In any circumstances in which the Relevant Authority may consider it necessary to suspend the operations 
of the Clearing Member in the interest of the securities market or in the interest of investors; 

The Clearing Member shall be entitled to an opportunity to make a representation before the Relevant Authority, 
before a final decision on suspension of the Clearing Member is taken by the Relevant Authority. 

23. Conditions 

(a) Clearing Members shall adhere to the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation and 
shall comply with such operational parameters, rulings, notices, guidelines, circulars and instructions of the 
Relevant Authority as may be issued by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

(b) Clearing Members shall furnish declarations, undertakings, confirmation and such other documents and 
papers relating to such matters and in such forms as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time 
to time. 

(c) Clearing Members shall furnish to the Clearing Corporation such audited and/or unaudited financial or 
qualitative information and statements and in such manner as may be required by the Relevant Authority 
from time to time. 

(d) Clearing Members shall comply with such requirements as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority from 
time to time with regard to advertisements, booklets and issue of circulars in connection with their activities 
as Clearing Members. 

(e) Clearing Members shall extend full cooperation and furnish such information and explanation and in such 
manner as may be required by theRelevant Authority or authorised person of the Clearing Corporation 
forinspection or audit or in regard to any dealings, settlement, accounting and/or other related matters. 

24. Compulsory Termination of Clearing Membership 

Without prejudice to any other provision of these Rules, the clearing membership may be compulsorily terminated 
by the Clearing Corporation if an acceptable nomination or restructuring of the entity, as the case may be, does not 
take place to the satisfaction of the Clearing Corporation within such period as may be permitted by the Clearing 
Corporation. 

25. Cessation of Clearing Membership 

(a) A clearing membership right of a Clearing Member may cease, if any of the following apply: 

(i) by surrender of clearing membership in accordance with such procedure and subject to such terms 
and conditions as may be specified by the Clearing Corporation; 

(ii) by bankruptcy; 

(iii) by dissolution; 

(iv) by winding up; 

(v) by expulsion; 

(vi) by being declared a defaulter; 

(vii) by compulsory termination of clearing membership in case of inability or failure of the Clearing 
Member to meet the continued admission norms or if an acceptable nomination or restructuring of 
the entity as mentioned in Rule 24 doesnot take place; 

(viii) by cancellation of Certificate of Registration by SEBI as a stock broker. 

(ix) by violating any Securities Law which warrant the cessation of the membership right. 

(b) On cessation of clearing membership of a Clearing Member, the clearing membership extinguishes, provided 
however, all the obligations and liabilities incurred, while the personwas a Clearing Member shall continue. 

(c) Without prejudice to the right of the Clearing Corporation to take any other action under these Rules 
including suspension, withdrawal or restriction on clearing rights or other facilities of the Clearing Member, 
the Clearing Corporation may compulsorily terminate the clearing membership of a Clearing Member, if such 
Clearing Member fails to meet the conditions of continued admission specified by the Relevant Authority 
from time to time. 
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26. Re-Admission 

(a) The Clearing Corporation may at its discretion re-admit, a Clearing Member declared as a defaulter or a 
person whose clearing membership has been compulsorily terminated, as a Clearing Member subject to such 
terms and conditions as may be specified by the Clearing Corporation. However, the Clearing Corporation 
shall not re-admit a Clearing Member expelled due to disciplinary action taken against it. 

(b) The Clearing Corporation may, at its discretion, re-admit only such defaulter or such person, whose clearing 
membership has been compulsorily terminated and who, in the opinion of the Clearing Corporation: 

(i) has paid up all the dues, crystallized or admitted, to SEBI and Clearing Corporation; 

(ii) has paid up all the dues, crystallized or admitted, to other Clearing Members, clients and such other 
persons as may be specified by the Clearing Corporation; 

(iii) has no bankruptcy or dissolution or winding up proceedings pending against it; 

(iv) has defaulted owing to the default of clients whom it might have reasonably expected to be good for 
their commitments; 

(v) has not been guilty of material breach of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing 
Corporation; 

(vi) has complied with the terms of valid nomination or whose restructuring is acceptable to the Relevent 
Authority; 

(vii) has been irreproachable in its general conduct; 

(viii) meets all the eligibility criteria for admission as a Clearing Member. 

CHAPTER - III 

DISCIPLINARY PROCEEDINGS, PENALTIES, SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION 
27 . Disciplinary Jurisdiction 

(a) The Clearing Corporation may expel or suspend or censure or warn or reprimand any Clearing Member or 
impose fine or penalty on any Clearing Member, or withdraw or restrict all or any of its clearing 
membership rights or facilities, if it is found guilty of contravention, non-compliance, disobedience, 
disregard or evasion of any of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation or 
circulars, orders, notices, directions, decisions or rulings of the Relevant Authority or the Clearing 
Corporation or of any conduct, proceeding or method of business which the Clearing Corporation in its 
absolute discretion deems dishonourable, disgraceful or unbecoming of a Clearing Member of the Clearing 
Corporation or inconsistent with just and equitable principles of trade or detrimental to the interests, good 
name or welfare of the Clearing Corporation or prejudicial or subversive to its objects and purposes. 

(b) Penalty for Misconduct, Un-businesslike conduct and Unprofessional Conduct. 

In particular and without in any way limiting or prejudicing the generality of the provisions in Clause (a) 
above, the Clearing Corporation may expel or suspend, censure, warn, reprimand any Clearing Member or 
impose fine or penalty on any Clearing Member or withdraw or restrict all or any of the clearing 
membership rights or facilities for any misconduct, un-businesslike conduct or unprofessional conduct in 
the sense of the provisions contained herein and in the Securities Laws. 

(c) Misconduct : A Clearing Member shall be deemed to be guilty of misconduct for any of the following or 
similar acts or omissions namely: 

(i) Fraud : If it is convicted of a criminal offence or if it has committed fraud or a fraudulent act which 
in the opinion of the Clearing Corporation renders it unfit to be a Clearing Member; 

(ii) Violation of Securities Laws : If it has violated or contravened provisions of the Securities Laws, 
code of conduct for Clearing Members, directions, orders, guidelines, notices or circulars issued 
by the Clearing Corporation governing the activities, business and operations of the Clearing 
Corporation in particular, and of the securities business in general; 

(iii) Abetment of the Breach of Rules. Bye-laws and Regulations : If it abets or shields or assists or 
omits to report any Clearing Member whom it has known to have committed a breach or evasion 
of any Rule, Bye-law and Regulation of the Clearing Corporation or circular, order, notice, 
direction, decision or ruling of the Clearing Corporation; 

(iv) Failure to comply : If it contravenes or refuses or fails to comply with or abide by any circular, 
order, notice, direction, decision or ruling of the Clearing Corporation and the Relevant Authority; 
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(d) Improper conduct : If in the opinion of the Relevant Authority, it is guilty of dishonourable or disgraceful or 

disorderly or improper conduct on the Clearing Corporation or of wilfully obstructing the business of the 

Clearing Corporation including the below: 

(i) Failure to testify or produce document : If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit to the Relevant 
Authority within the time specified by it, such books, correspondences, documents, data and 
papers or any part thereof as may be required to be produced or to appear and testify before or 
cause any of its attorneys, representatives or employees to appear and testify before the Relevant 
Authority or such Committee or employee of the Clearing Corporation or other person authorised 
in that behalf; 

(ii) Failure to submit information : If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit to the Relevant Authority 
within the time specified in that behalf returns, documents, certificates, declarations, audited or 
unaudited accounts in such form as the Relevant Authority may specify together with such other 
information as the Relevant Authority may require whenever circumstances arise which in the 
opinion of the Relevant Authority make it desirable that such special returns or information should 
be furnished by any or all the Clearing Members; 

(iii) False or misleading submissions : If it submits any false or misleading returns, documents, 
certificates, declaration, audited or un-audited accounts required to be submitted to the Relevant 
Authority or makes any false or misleading statement therein; 

(iv) Vexatious complaints : If it brings before the Relevant Authority, a complaint, which in the opinion 
of the Relevant Authority is frivolous, vexatious or malicious; 

(v) Failure to pay dues and fees : If it fails to pay subscription fees, charges, levies, recoveries, 
deposits, or any other money which may be due from it or any fine or penalty imposed on it within 
the time specified by the Relevant Authority; 

(vi) Non co-operation and threat : If it neglects or fails or refuses to cooperate with the Relevant 
Authority or threatens or causes any harm to the Clearing Corporation or to the employees or 
representatives of the Clearing Corporation or obstructs the Clearing Corporation or its employees 
or representatives in the performance of duties or fails or neglects or refuses to allow access to its 
premises, records, the computer and other information systems and telecommunication systems. 

(vii) False or misleading returns : 

If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit or makes any false or misleading statement in its clearing 
forms or returns required to be submitted to the Clearing Corporation under the Bye-laws, Rules 
and Regulations; 

(e) Un-businesslike Conduct : A Clearing Member shall be deemed guilty of unbusinesslike conduct if it acts in 

un-businesslike manner, inter alia, in the following eventualities: 

(i) Fictitious Names : If it transacts its own business or the business of its clients in fictitious names or 
if it carries on business on the Clearing Corporation under fictitious names; 

(ii) Fictitious dealings : If it makes a fictitious transaction of dealing in securities; 

(iii) Circulation of rumors : If it, directly or indirectly in any manner, circulates or causes to be 
circulated, any rumors; 

(iv) Prejudicial business : If it makes or assists in making or with such knowledge is a party to or 
assists in carrying out any plan or scheme for the making of any purchases or sales or offers of 
purchase or sale of securities for the purpose of upsetting the equilibrium of the market or bringing 
about a condition in which prices will not fairly reflect market values; 

(v) Market manipulation and price rigging : If it, directly or indirectly, alone or with other persons, 
effects series of transactions in any security to create actual or apparent active clearing in such 
security or raising or depressing the prices of such security for the purpose of inducing purchase or 
sale of such security by others or for its benefit or for the benefit of any other person in any 
manner; 

(vi) Misleading transactions ; If it, with an intention of creating false or misleading appearance with 
respect to the market or the price of any security, places orders for purchase or sale of securities or 
enters any order for the purchase or sale of any security with knowledge that an order at 
substantially the same size, price and time for sale or purchase of such security has been or will be 
entered by or for the same or different parties or places orders for purchase and sale of securities at 
substantially the same size, price and time for sale and purchase of such security; 
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(vii) Unwarranted business : If it engages in reckless or unwarranted or un-businesslike dealings in the 
market or effects purchases or sales for its client's account or for any account, in which it is 
directly or indirectly interested, and if such purchases or sales are excessive in view of its client's 
or its own means and financial resources or in view of the market for such security; 

(viii) Failure to carry out transactions for clients : If it fails to carry out transactions for its clients 
without sufficient cause; 

(ix) Parting with rights and privileges : If it assigns, pledges, hypothecates or charges its right of 
clearing membership or any other rights or privileges attached thereto or it attempts to assign, 
pledge, hypothecate or charge its right of clearing membership or any other rights or privileges 
attached thereto. 

(f) Unprofessional Conduct : A Clearing Member shall be deemed to be guilty of unprofessional conduct for 

any of the following or similar acts or omissions namely: 

(i) Business in securities in which dealings not permitted : If it is settling deals and securities in which 
dealings are not permitted; 

(ii) Business for defaulting client : If it transacts business directly or indirectly or executes an order for 
a client who has within its knowledge failed to carry out obligations relating to securities 
transactions and is in default to another Clearing Member, unless such client has made a 
satisfactory arrangement with the Clearing Member who is its creditor; 

(iii) Business for insolvent : If, without first obtaining the consent of the Clearing Corporation, 
associates itself in business or transacts any business with or for any individual who has been 
bankrupt or insolvent even though such individual may have obtained its final discharge from a 
competent court; 

(iv) Business without permission when under suspension : If without the permission of the Clearing 
Corporation, it does business on its own account or on account of a constituent with or through a 
Clearing Member during the period it is suspended by the Clearing Corporation; 

(v) Business for or with suspended, expelled and defaulter ClearingMembers/trading member : If 
without the permission of the Clearing Corporation, it deals with any Clearing Member/trading 
member which has been suspended, expelled or declared a defaulter; 

(vi) Business for employees of other Clearing Members : If it transacts any business directly or 
indirectly, for or with an employee of another Clearing Member without the written consent of 
such employing Clearing Member; 

(vii) Advertisement : If it advertises for business purposes or issues regularly circular or other business 
communications to persons other than its own clients, or publishes pamphlets, circular or any 
other literature or report or information relating to the stock markets in contravention of the 
advertisement code as may be specified by the Clearing Corporation; 

(viii) Evasion of margin requirements : If it evades or attempts to evade or assists in evading the margin 
requirements specified by the Clearing Corporation; 

(ix) Dealings with persons prohibited to buy or sell or deal in securitiesmarket : If it deals, directly or 
indirectly, in the course of its business with or transacts any business with or for any person, 
which has been prohibited by SEBI to buy or sell or deal in the securities market or by any other 
concerned authority. 

(x) Clearing outside the Clearing Corporation : If it transacts outside the clearing system of the 
Corporation, unless otherwise permitted. 

28 . Clearing Member’s responsibility for the acts of its employees 

A Clearing Member shall be responsible for the acts or omissions of its attorneys, representatives, employees and 
any other person authorised directly or indirectly by the Clearing Member and shall be liable therefor to the same 
penalty to the same extent as if such act or omission had been done or omitted by the Clearing Member itself. 

29. Clearing Members and others to testify and give information 

A Clearing member shall appear and testify before and cause its attorneys, representatives and employees to appear 
and testify before the Clearing Corporation and shall produce or cause to be produced before it, such books, 
correspondences, documents, papers and records or any part thereof which may be in its possession and which may 
be deemed relevant or material to any matter under inquiry or investigation or proceeding. 
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30. Permission Necessary for Legal Representation 

No entity shall have the right to be represented by counsel, attorney, advocate or other representative in any 
investigation or inquiry or proceeding or hearing before the Clearing Corporation, unless the Clearing Corporation 
permits. 

31. Temporary Suspension 

(i) If in the opinion of the Relevant Authority it is necessary to do so, it may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, temporarily suspend a Clearing Member, pending completion of disciplinary proceedings under 
this Chapter by the Clearing Corporation, and no hearing shall be required for such temporary suspension 
and such temporary suspension shall have the same consequences of suspension under this Chapter. 

(ii) A notice to show cause shall be issued to the Clearing Member within a reasonable period of such 
temporary suspension. 

(iii) Any such temporary suspension may be revoked at the discretion of the Relevant Authority, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, if the Relevant Authority is satisfied that the circumstances leading to the formation 
of opinion of the Relevant Authority to effect temporary suspension, have ceased to exist or are 
satisfactorily resolved. 

(iv) A Clearing Member aggrieved by the temporary suspension may appeal to the Board of Directors, provided 
that such appeal shall not automatically suspend the temporary suspension, unless otherwise directed by the 
Relevant Authority. 

32. Withdrawal or restriction of facilities extended to the Clearing Member 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Rules, the Clearing Corporation, may withdraw or restrict any facilities 
including clearing facility of a Clearing Member, or direct such Clearing Member to withdraw or restrict such 
facility, if the situation so warrants, for the reasons to be recorded in writing. No hearing shall be required for such 
withdrawal or restriction of facilities of Clearing Member. 

33. Effect of Suspension of Registration by SEBI 

Notwithstanding anything contained in any of the Rules, Regulations and Bye-Laws of the Clearing Corporation, if 
the registration of a Clearing Member is suspended by SEBI, such Clearing Member shall ipso facto stand 
suspended from the clearing membership of the Clearing Corporation for the period during which such suspension is 
in force. 

34. Disciplinary Action(s) may be single or co-joint 

The disciplinary action of expulsion or suspension, fine or penalty, censure, warning, reprimand or withdrawal of all 
or any of the clearing membership rights of a Clearing Member may be imposed singly or co-jointly by the Clearing 
Corporation. 

35. Specification of Penalty Structure 

The Clearing Corporation may specify the penalty structure for imposing fines, the period of any suspension, 
withdrawal of clearing membership rights, and the amount of any fine or penalty, censure, warning, reprimand that 
would be imposed on contravention, non-compliance, disobedience, disregard or evasion of any Rules, Bye-Laws or 
Regulation of the Clearing Corporation or circular, order, notice, direction, decision or ruling thereunder, and may 
authorise any employee of the Clearing Corporation to impose penalties in accordance with the penalty structure 
specified as above. However, such pre-specification will not restrict the powers of the Clearing Corporation to 
impose additional or higher penalties, if the circumstances so warrant. 

36. Commutation 

(a) The Clearing Corporation in its discretion may reduce or remit any disciplinary action taken against a 
Clearing Member, on such terms and conditions as it deems fit. 

(b) The Clearing Corporation may of its own motion or on an application by the Clearing Member concerned, 
review its decision and may rescind, revoke or modify any disciplinary action taken against that Clearing 
Member, provided however, that an application for review by a Clearing Member shall be filed within a 
period of one month of the date of receipt of the decision. The Clearing Corporation may, at its discretion, 
consider the application for review on such terms as it may deem fit, provided fine or penalty amount has 
already been paid or recovered or reject the same. 

37. Failure to Pay Fines and Penalties 

If a Clearing Member fails to pay any fine or penalty imposed on it within such period as specified by the Clearing 
Corporation after notice in writing has been served on it, it may be suspended by the Clearing Corporation or its 
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facilities including the clearing facility may be withdrawn or restricted, until it makes payment and if within a 
further period as specified, it fails to make such payment, it may be expelled by the Clearing Corporation. Without 
prejudice to the power of the Clearing Corporation to take any of the above action, the Clearing Corporation may 
recover such fine or penalty amount from other funds due to the Clearing Member. 

38. Consequences of Suspension 

The suspension of a Clearing Member shall have the following consequences namely: 

(a) Suspension of Clearing membership rights : The suspended Clearing Member shall during the terms of its 
suspension be deprived of and excluded from all the rights and privileges of clearing membership, but it 
may be proceeded against by the Clearing Corporation for any offence committed by it either before or 
after its suspension and the Clearing Corporation shall not be debarred from taking cognizance of and 
adjudicating on or dealing with any claim made against it by any of its clients or creditors. 

(b) Fulfilment of contracts : The suspended Clearing Member shall be bound to fulfil contracts outstanding at 
the time of its suspension; 

(c) Further business prohibited : The suspended Clearing Member shall not during the term of its suspension 
make any trade or transact any business with or through a Clearing Member provided that it may with the 
permissionof the Clearing Corporation close with or through a Clearing Member the transactions 
outstanding at the time of its suspension. 

(d) Rights of Creditors Unimpaired : The suspension shall not affect the rights of the members who are 
creditors of the suspended Clearing Member. 

(e) Collateral Suspension of Clearing Rights : If the membership right of an Exchange in favour of a Clearing 
Member is suspended, then the Relevant Authority may, as it deems fit and as may be determined by it on a 
case to case basis, call for suspension of its Clearing Membership during the period of such suspension. 

39. Consequences of Expulsion 

The expulsion of a Clearing Member shall have the following consequences namely: 

(a) Extinguishments of Clearing membership rights : The clearing membership of the expelled Clearing 
Member shall extinguish and such member shall cease to be a member of the Clearing Corporation but any 
liability of any such Clearing Member to the Clearing Corporation, SEBI or to any client or creditor shall 
continue and remain unaffected by its expulsion; 

(b) Fulfilment of contracts : The expelled Clearing Member shall be bound to fulfil transactions outstanding at 
the time of its expulsion and it may with the permission of the Clearing Corporation close such outstanding 
transactions with or through a Clearing Member; 

(c) Consequences of declaration of defaulter to follow : In the case of expulsion or compulsory termination of a 
Clearing Member, the provisions of the Bye-laws pertaining to default and Settlement Guarantee Fund 
respectively shall become applicable as if such Clearing Member has been declared a defaulter. 

(d) Expulsion from All Memberships: The expelled Clearing Member shall cease to be a member of the 
Clearing Corporation and shall stand expelled from the membership of the Clearing Corporation and all 
its membership right with the Clearing Corporation shall stand cancelled. 

40. Expulsion Rules to Apply 

When a Clearing Member ceases to be a Clearing Member by reason of being expelled or pursuant to Rule 25 (a) 
(ii), (iii), (iv), (vii) or (viii) hereinabove, the provisions contained in Rule 39 shall apply, unless specified otherwise. 

41. Notification of Penalty Imposed 

The Clearing Corporation may, in its absolute discretion and in such manner as it thinks fit, notify or cause to be 
notified to the Clearing Members of the Clearing Corporation or to the public that any personwho is named in such 
notification has been expelled, suspended, penalised or declared a defaulter or ceased to be a Clearing Member. No 
action or other proceedings shall in any circumstances be maintainable by such personagainst the Clearing 
Corporation or any employee, officer, representatives of the Clearing Corporation for the publication or circulation 
of such notification.

CHAPTER -1 

1. PRELIMINARY & DEFINITIONS 


PRELIMINARY 
Short Title 

These Bye- Laws shall be called “Bye-Laws” or “Clearing Corporation Bye-Laws”. 

Applicability of the Securities Laws 

These Bye-Laws and Regulations prescribed there under shall be subject to the provisions of the Securities Laws. 

Definitions: 

1.1 Board Of Directors or Board 

"Board of Directors” or “Board" means Board of Directors of the Clearing Corporation; 

1.2 Bye-laws 

"Bye-Laws” means bye-laws of Clearing Corporation for the time being in force and any amendments made thereto 
from time to time; 

1.3 Clearing And Settlement 

"Clearing and Settlement” means clearing or settlement or clearing and settlement of Deals in such manner and 
subject to such conditions as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time, unless the context 
indicates otherwise; 

1.4 Clearing Bank(s) 

“Clearing Bank(s)” shall mean the banks presently engaged by the Exchange to act as clearing banks, banks that 
may be engaged by the Exchange in future to act as clearing banks and such bank(s) as the Clearing Corporation 
may appoint to act as funds settling agency, to collect margin money for all Deals and any other funds movement 
inter se between Clearing Members and Clearing Members and the Clearing Corporation as may be directed by the 
Clearing Corporation from time to time; 

1.5 Clearing Corporation 

“Clearing Corporation” means India International Clearing Corporation (IFSC) Limited; 

1.6 Clearing Member 

"Clearing Member” shall mean a person who has been admitted as a member by Clearing Corporation to clear or 
settle trades executed on the platform of the Exchange ; 

1.7 Clearing Segment 

"Clearing Segment” means segment for clearing and settlement of deals as may be classified by the Relevant 
Authority from time to time; 

1.8 Client/Constituent 

“Client” or “Constituent” shall mean and include a person/entity who has agreed to avail the services of the member 
of the Exchange in accordance with circulars issued by the SEBI from time to time; 

1.9 Committee 

“Committee/s” mean the committees formed by the Board of Directors of the Clearing Corporation in accordance 
with the decision of the relevant authority or as directed by SEBI from time to time; 

1.10 Contracts 

“Contract” means a contract for or relating to the purchase or sale of a security through the platform of the 
Exchange,and may also be called as a “transaction”, “dealing” or “bargain”; 

1.11 Deal 

"Deals" means, unless the context indicates otherwise, deals which are admitted to be traded on the platform of the 
Exchange and cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation; 
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1.12 Delivering Member / Selling Member 

"Delivering Member / Selling Member" means a Clearing Member who ought to or has effected delivery in 
fulfillment of contracts to which these Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations apply, unless the context indicates 
otherwise; 

1.13 Exchange 

“Exchange” means India International Exchange (IFSC) Limited or any other exchange situated in IFSC with whom 
the Clearing Corporation has entered into an arrangement for clearing and settling of the trades; 

1.14 Guidelines 

“Guidelines” shall mean Securities and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) 
Guidelines, 2015 in force from time to time; 

1.15 International Financial Service Centre 

“International Financial Service Centre” or “IFSC” shall meaninternational Financial Service Centre located in the 
state of Gujarat or in such other place as may be notified by Government of India; 

1.16 Issuer 

“Issuer” shall include a company incorporated in India or a company or any entity incorporated in a foreign 
jurisdiction, which is permitted by the SEBI to raise capital in foreign currency other than Indian Rupee; 

1.17 Member 

“Member/s” as the context may require, means either the Trading Member or the Clearing Member or both; 

1.18 Security/ies 

“Security/ies” shall mean and include:- 

i) Equity shares of a company incorporated outside India; 

ii) Depository receipt(s); 

iii) Debt securities issued by eligible issuers; 

iv) Currency and interest rate derivatives; 

v) Index based derivatives; 

vi) Commodities derivatives; 

vii) Such other securities/derivatives/products of any kind as may be permitted by SEBI from time to time; 

1.19 Receiving Member / Buying Member 

"Receiving Member / Buying Member" shall mean a Clearing Member who ought to or has taken delivery in 
fulfillment of contracts to which these Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations apply; 

1.20 Regulations 

“Regulations”, unless the context indicates otherwise, includes business rules, circulars, notices, code of conduct and 
such other regulations prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time inter alia, for the administration and 
operations of the Clearing Corporation; 

1.21 Relevant Authority 

"Relevant Authority" shall mean the Board, Securities and Exchange Board of India, Managing Director of Clearing 
Corporation, Exchange, such other person or committee, as the context may admit or require, or any 
person/committee as may be specified by the Board from time to time; 

1.22 Rules 

“Rules”, unless the context indicates otherwise, means the rules framed by the Clearing Corporation from time to 
time in accordance with the provisions of the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956, Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) Guidelines, 2015 or in accordance with the directions of 
Securities and Exchange Board of India from time to time; 

1.23 SEBI Act 

“SEBI Act” means Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992 (Act No. 15 of 1992); 
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1.24 SEBI 

“SEBI” means Securities and Exchange Board of India established under Section 3 of Securities and Exchange 
Board of India Act, 1992; 

1.25 SCRA 

“SCRA” means Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 (Act No.42 of 1956); 

1.26 SCRR 

“SCRR” means Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1957; 

1.27 Securities Laws 

“Securities Laws” includes the SCRA, SEBI Act, Depositories Act 1996, Companies Act 1956 and 2013, such other 
Acts, Regulations and Rules framed thereunder and any statutory modification or re-enactment thereto, the circulars, 
notifications, directives, guidelines made or issued thereunder by Central Government or SEBI or any other 
concerned authority to facilitate and regulate financial services relating to securities market in Special Economic 
Zone from time to time; 

1.28 SECC Regulations 

“SECC Regulations” means Securities Contracts (Regulation) (Stock Exchanges and Clearing Corporations) 
Regulations, 2012; 

1.29 SEZAct 

“SEZ Act” means Special Economic Zones Act, 2005; 

1.30 Settlement Guarantee Fund 

“Settlement Guarantee Fund” means a fund established and maintained in accordance with the relevant provisions of 
the Bye-Laws of Clearing Corporation; 

1.31 Trading Member 

"Trading Member" means any person which is admitted as a member of the Exchange and the term “Trading 
Membership” shall be construed accordingly; 

1.32 Interpretation 

Unless in the context it is explicitly stated otherwise, all words and expressions used in these Regulations but 
not defined, and defined in the following, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them therein: 

(1) The Securities Contract (Regulations) Act, 1956 and the Rules/Regulations made there-under 

(2) The Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992 and the Regulations made there-under 

(3) The Depositories Act, 1996 and the Regulations framed there under 

(4) The Companies Act, 1956/the Companies Act, 2013 

(5) Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange 

(6) Rules andBye-lawsof the Clearing Corporation. 

In case a term is defined in more than one of the above, then such term will derive its meaning from the statute 
(along with the Rules, Bye-laws and/or Regulations) provided prior in the order above, unless it is explicitly stated 
otherwise. 

1.33 Headings shall not affect the construction or interpretation of any Rule; 

1.34 Words importing masculine gender shall include feminine gender and vice versa and neutral gender in the case of 
companies, corporations, firms, etc., unless the context otherwise requires. Any defined term herein may or may not 
be capitalized in the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations and shall not convey a different meaning merely by reason 
of non-capitalistion of such term, unless the context requires otherwise. 

CHAPTER - II 

2. CLEARING SEGMENT 

2.1 The Clearing Corporation shall establish clearing segment as determined by the Relevant Authority. 
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CHAPTER - III 

3. COMMITTEE(S) 

3.1 Various Committee(s) shall be formed by the Board/Relevant Authority in such manner as may be prescribed by the 
SEBI from time to time. 

3.2 Such Committee(s) shall function and shall have such powers/responsibilities as may be laid down in the Rules or as 
may be specified by SEBEBoard/Relevant Authority. 

CHAPTER - IV 

4. REGULATIONS 

4.1 The Relevant Authority may prescribe regulations from time to time for the functioning and operations of the 
Clearing Corporation and to regulate the functioning and operations of the Clearing Members of the Clearing 
Corporation. 

4.2 Without prejudice to the generality of the above, the Relevant Authority may prescribe regulations from time to 
time, inter alia, with respect to; 

(a) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions for admission of Clearing Member/Clearing Banks; 

(b) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions to be complied with for admission of Deals for clearing and 
settlement by the Clearing Corporation; 

(c) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions for clearing and settlement of Deals for different securities and 
instruments; 

(d) Forms and conditions of Deals to be entered into, and the time, mode and manner for performance of Deals 
between Clearing Members inter se or between Clearing Members and their Constituents; 

(e) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions for guaranteed settlement by the Clearing Corporation; 

(f) Prescription from time to time and administration of penalties, fines and other consequences including 
suspension/expulsion of Clearing Members from the Clearing Corporation for defaults; 

(g) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions for imposition and administration of different types of margins 
and other charges and restrictions that may be imposed by the Clearing Corporation from time to time. 

(h) Determination from time to time, of fees, system usage, charges, deposits, margins and other monies 
payable to the Clearing Corporation by Clearing Members and the scale of clearing and other charges that 
may be collected by Clearing Members; 

(i) Supervision of the clearing operations and promulgation of such Business Manual, circulars, notices, 
documents etc. containing the framework prescribed by the Clearing Corporation for management, 
operation and administration of a Clearing Corporation as it may deem fit; 

(j) Inspection and audit of records and books of accounts; 

(k) Administration, maintenance and investment of the corpus of the Settlement Guarantee Fund/Fund(s) set up 
by the Clearing Corporation; 

(l) Establishment, norms, terms and conditions, functioning and procedures of Clearing Corporation, clearing 
through depository or other arrangements including custodial services for clearing and settlement; 

(m) Norms, procedures, terms and conditions in respect of, incidental to or consequential to closing out of 
Deals; 

(n) Dissemination of information and announcements; 

(o) Any other matter as may be decided by the Relevant Authority. 

CHAPTER - V 

5. CLEARING MEMBERS 

5.1 The Relevant Authority is empowered to admit Clearing Members in accordance with Rules, Bye-laws and 
Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. The Clearing Member shall pay such fees, security deposits and other 
monies as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time, on admission of the Clearing Member and 
for continued admission. The fees, security deposits, other monies and any additional deposits paid, whether in the 
form of cash, bank guarantee, securities or otherwise, with the Clearing Corporation, by the Clearing Member from 
time to time, shall be subject to a first and paramount lien for any sum due to the Clearing Corporation and all other 
claims against the Clearing Member for fulfillment of engagements, obligations and liabilities of Clearing 
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Members arising out of or incidental to any Dealing made subject to the Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations of the 
Clearing Corporation. The Clearing Corporation shall be entitled to adjust or appropriate such fees, deposits and 
other monies for such dues and claims, to the exclusion of the other claims against the Clearing Member, without 
any reference to the Clearing Member. The proceeds arising out of invocation of the bank guarantees furnished by 
the Clearing Member in lieu of security deposits or additional deposits, on being invoked by the Clearing 
Corporation, shall not be reckoned as part of the Clearing Member’s deposits for the purpose of exposure, etc., 
unless the Clearing Member complies with the conditions imposed by the Relevant Authority from time to time. The 
proceeds from invoking the bank guarantees shall be dealt with by the Clearing Corporation as it may deem fit. 

5.2 Clearing Member may clear and settle Deals through the Clearing Corporation in such manner and mode and subject 
to such terms and conditions and procedures as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority. 

5.3 Clearing Member may clear and settle Deals either on their own account or on behalf of their Clients unless 
otherwise specified by the Relevant Authority and subject to such terms and conditions which the Relevant 
Authority may prescribe from time to time. 

5.4 On cessation of clearing membership right of a Clearing Member, all security deposits and monies not applied under 
the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation, shall at the cost of the Clearing Member be 
returned and/or transferred either to it or as it shall direct or in absence of such direction to its legal 
representatives/successors/assignees. For the purpose of ascertaining legal representatives/successors/assignees, the 
Relevant Authority shall prescribe such course of action to be taken by the concerned person(s) as it may in its 
absolute discretion and in the interest of the Clearing Corporation, deem fit and proper. 

CHAPTER - VI 

6. CLEARING AND SETTLEMENT OF DEALS 

6.1 Clearing and Settlement Of Deals 

6.1.1 The Clearing Corporation shall not clear and settle the Deals which are not carried out in accordance with the 
provisions of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

6.1.2 Notwithstanding what is stated above, the Relevant Authority may in its discretion and subject to provision of the 
Securities Laws and such conditions as it may deem fit, admit any other deals which are not carried out in 
accordance with the provisions of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

6.1.3 “Netting” means the determination by the Clearing Corporation of net payment or delivery obligations of the 
Clearing Members of the Clearing Corporation by setting off or adjustment of the inter- se obligations or claims 
arising out of buying and selling of securities, including the claims and obligations arising out of the termination,by 
the Clearing Corporation or the Exchange, in such circumstances as the Clearing Corporation may specify in the 
Bye-Laws, of the transactions admitted for settlement at a future date, so that only a net claim be demanded, or a net 
obligation be owed 

6.1.4 Settlement and Netting: 

(1) The payment and settlement in respect of a transaction executed on the Exchange shall be determined in 
accordance with the netting or gross procedure as specified in the Bye-Laws of the Exchange and/or the 
Clearing Corporation, with the prior approval of the SEBI. 

(2) Payment and settlement in respect of a transaction between parties referred to in the above Bye-Law (1), 
effected under the Bye-Laws of the Exchange or the Clearing Corporation, shall be final, irrevocable and 
binding on such parties. 

(3) When a settlement has become final and irrevocable, the right of the Exchange or the Clearing Corporation, as 
the case may be, to appropriate any collaterals or deposits or margins contributed by the trading member, 
clearing member or client towards its settlement or other obligations in accordance with the Bye-Laws of the 
Exchange or the Clearing Corporation shall take priority over any other liability of or claim against the said 
trading member, clearing member or client, as the case may be. 

Explanation. - For removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the settlement, whether gross or net, referred to in 
this Bye-Law is final and irrevocable as soon as the money, securities or other transactions payable as a result of 
such settlement is determined, whether or not such money, securities or other transactions is actually paid. 

6.1.5 Right of Clearing Corporation 

The right of the Clearing Corporation to recover the dues from its clearing members, arising from the discharge of 
their clearing and settlement functions, from the collaterals, deposits and the assets of the clearing members, shall 
have priority over any other liability of or claim against the clearing members. 
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6.2 Admission of Deals 

6.2.1 Clearing and settlement shall be permitted on the Clearing Corporation in Deals which are from time to time 
admitted forclearing by the Relevant Authority in accordance with the provisions of the Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

6.2.2 The Relevant Authority may specify securities from time to time, dealings in which may be admitted in accordance 
with the provisions of the Bye-Laws and Regulations in that regard. 

6.2.3 The Relevant Authority may specify the Exchange, dealings on which may be admitted for clearing and settlement 
by the Clearing Corporation in accordance with the provisions of the Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing 
Corporation. 

6.3 Conditions and requirements of Clearing and Settlement 

The Relevant Authority may grant admission for clearing and settlement of deals executed on the Exchange, 
provided all the conditions and requirements including the conditions and requirements prescribed by the Relevant 
Authority are duly fulfilled by the parties concerned. 

6.4 Refusal of Admission of Deals 

The Relevant Authority may, in its sole discretion, approve admission of deals or defer, or reject admission of deals 
for clearing and settlement on the Clearing Corporation, subject to such terms as it deems fit. 

6.5 Deals in Provisional Documents 

6.5.1 The Relevant Authority may, in its discretion, admit deals in Provisional Documents. 

6.5.2 Provisional Documents for the purpose of these Bye-Laws and Regulations denote Coupons, Fractional Certificates, 
Letters of Renunciation, or transferable Letters of Allotment, Acceptance or Application or options or other rights or 
interests in securities, warrants issued or to be issued by an issuer or other similar documents in respect of an issuer 
whose securities are sought to be admitted to be cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation. 

6.6 Specific Deals 

The Relevant Authority may, in appropriate cases solely at its discretion from time to time decide specific deals to 
be cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation in case of securities which are not admitted for clearing on 
the Clearing Corporation or are for the time being prohibited or suspended. 

6.7 Suspension of Admission of Deals 

The Relevant Authority may suspend at any time admission of deals including of any security of the Exchange for 
such period as it may determine and reinstate such deals subject to such conditions as it may deem fit. 

6.8 Withdrawal of Admission of Deals 

The Relevant Authority may where it deems necessary withdraw admission to dealings of the Exchange either for 
breach of or non-compliance with any of the conditions or requirements of admission of dealings or for any other 
reason whatsoever. 

6.9 Readmission of Deals 

The Relevant Authority in its discretion may readmit deals of the Exchange which have been previously 
suspended/withdrawn. 

6.10 Clearing and Settlement 

Settlement shall be effected by the Clearing Members selling the securities by giving delivery and receiving 
payment and by the Clearing Members buying securities by receiving securities and paying funds, as the case may 
be or as specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time in the Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

6.11 Privity of Contract 

6.11.1 Except as provided herein, the Clearing Members giving and receiving delivery and/or payment as provided in the 
Bye-Laws and Regulations shall be deemed, notwithstanding that no direct contract may exist between them, to 
have made a contract with each other as sellers and buyers. However the rights and liabilities of delivering and 
receiving member with their respective immediate contracting party shall not be affected thereby. The selling 
member (unless itself is the delivering member) shall however be released from all responsibility in regard to the 
title, ownership, genuineness, regularity and validity of the documents once the documents are received by the 
receiving member and in the event of any loss and/or damages arising to the receiving member therefrom, the same 
shall be dealt with in accordance with the provisions of Bye-Laws and Regulations thereof. 

6.11.2 In cases where the Clearing Corporation may specify either generally or specifically. Clearing Members giving and 
receiving delivery and paying and receiving funds as provided in the Bye-Laws and Regulations shall be deemed. 
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notwithstanding that no direct contract exists between them, to have made a contract with the Clearing Corporation 
through full novation as sellers and buyers and between themselves as delivering and receiving members; provided 
further however that in such event the rights and liabilities of delivering and receiving member shall not be deemed 
to be affected thereby and the Clearing Corporation shall not be responsible in respect of the title, ownership, 
genuineness, regularity and validity in respect of the documents delivered or received and in the event of any loss 
and/or damages arising to the delivering and receiving members therefrom, shall be dealt with in accordance with 
the provisions of Bye-Laws and Regulations thereof. 

6.12 Arrangement for Clearing and Settlement 

6.12.1 Clearing and settlement of deals shall be effected by Clearing Members by adopting and using such arrangements, 
systems, agencies or procedures as may be prescribed or specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 
Without prejudice to the generality of the above, the Relevant Authority may prescribe or specify from time to time 
such custodial, depository and other services for adoption and use by Clearing Members and their constituents to 
facilitate smooth operation of the clearing and settlement arrangement or system. 

6.12.2 The clearing and settlement function may be performed by the Clearing Corporation or it may take assistance of any 
agency identified by the Relevant Authority for the purpose. 

6.12.3 Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Bye-Laws and Regulations, when funds and securities are cleared 
and/or settled under a prescribed arrangement, the settlement responsibility shall rest solely upon the counter parties 
to the contract and/or the concerned Clearing Members as the case may be and the Clearing Corporation shall act as 
the common agent of the Clearing Members for receiving or giving delivery of securities and for receiving and 
paying funds, without incurring any liability or obligation as a principal. 

6.13 Operational Parameters for Clearing 

6.13.1 The Relevant Authority may determine and announce from time to time operational parameters regarding clearing of 
deals through the Clearing Corporation which the Clearing Members shall adhere to. 

6.13.2 The operational parameters may, inter alia, include: 

(a) Clearing limits allowed which may include clearing limits with reference to net worth and capital adequacy 
norms; 

(b) Clearing volumes and limits at which it will be incumbent for Clearing Members to intimate the Clearing 
Corporation; 

(c) Fixation of delivery lots for different settlement types; 

(d) Other matters which may affect smooth operation of clearing of Deals keeping in view larger interest of the 
public; 

(e) Determining types of deals permitted for a particular kind of Clearing Member and for a security; 

(f) Determining functional details of the clearing and settlement system including the system design, user 
infrastructure and system operation. 

6.14 Clearing Hours 

6.14.1 The hours for clearing and settlement of deals on the Clearing Corporation shall be such as may be decided by the 
Relevant Authority from time to time. The Relevant Authority may, from time to time, specify clearing hours for 
different types of deals. 

6.14.2 The Relevant Authority may decide such number of days as holidays in a calendar year and declare a list of such 
holidays to the Clearing Members. The Relevant Authority may, from time to time, alter or cancel any of the 
holidays so fixed. The Relevant Authority may suspend clearing and settlement operations on days other than or in 
addition to holidays. 

6.14.3 Business Days: 

(a) The Clearing Corporation shall be open on all business days, which shall be declared in advance by the 
Relevant Authority. 

6.14.4 Alteration or Cancellation of Clearing Corporations’ Holidays 

6.14.4.1 The Relevant Authority may from time to time: 

(a) alter or cancel any of the Clearing Corporations holidays fixed in accordance with these provisions; 

(b) keep the Clearing Corporation open for clearing and settlement of Deals on any day . 
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6.14.5 Closure of Clearing Corporation during Market Closure 

The Relevant Authority may, for reasons to be recorded, close the Clearing Corporation on the market closure days 
other than or in addition to holidays. 

6.14.6 Clearing and Settlement Session 

Meetings of the Clearing Members for clearing and settlement purposes, to be called clearing and settlement 
sessions, shall be held in such manner as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

6.14.7 Altering Time of Clearing Session 

The Relevant Authority may reduce, extend or otherwise alter the time of clearing session of the Clearing 
Corporation on any particular day. 

6.15 Delivery of Securities 

6.15.1 Delivery and settlement of all securities, documents and papers and payment in respect of all Deals shall be in such 
manner and at such place(s) as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

6.15.2 The Relevant Authority shall specify from time to time, the securities, documents and papers which, when delivered 
in prescribed manner, shall constitute good delivery. Where circumstances so warrant, the Relevant Authority may 
determine, for reasons to be recorded, whether or not a delivery constitutes a good delivery, and such findings shall 
be binding on parties concerned. Where the Relevant Authority determines that a delivery does not constitute a good 
delivery, the delivering party shall be required to substitute such delivery with the good delivery acceptable to the 
Relevant Authority within such time as may be specified. 

6.15.3 The norms and procedures for delivery with respect to market lot, odd lot, minimum lot, part delivery, delivery of 
partly paid securities etc., shall be as prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

6.15.4 The requirements and procedures for determining disputed deliveries or defective deliveries, and measures, 
procedures and system of resolving the dispute or defect in deliveries or of consequences of such deliveries or their 
resolution shall, subject to these Bye-Laws and Regulations, be as prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to 
time. 

6.16 Closing Out 

6.16.1 A deal admitted for clearing and settlement may be closed out on failure of a Clearing Member to comply with any 
of the provisions relating to delivery, payment and settlement of deals or on any failure to fulfill the terms and 
conditions subject to which the deal has been made, or such other circumstances as the Relevant Authority may 
specify from time to time. The deal may be closed out by the Clearing Corporation in such manner, within such time 
frame and subject to such conditions and procedures as the Relevant Authority may prescribe from time to time. 

6.16.2 Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, the Relevant Authority may close out deals, inter alia, by 
buying in or selling out against a Clearing Member as follows:- 

(a) in case of the selling Clearing Members, on failure to complete delivery on the due date; 

(b) in case of the buying Clearing Members, on failure to pay the amount due on the due date; and 

(c) any loss, damage or shortfall sustained or suffered as result of such closing out shall be payable by the 

Clearing Members who failed to give due delivery or to pay the amount due. 

6.17 Borrowing of Securities 

6.17.1 Notwithstanding anything contained in Bye-Law 6.16 hereinabove, in the event of failure of the Delivering Member to 
complete delivery of specified securities on the due date, the Clearing Corporation may borrow the securities specified by it 
on behalf of such Delivering Member in such manner, within such time frame and subject to such conditions and procedures 
as the Relevant Authority may prescribe from time to time, and deliver them to the Receiving Member(s) and / to complete 
the delivery. Such Delivering Member shall return the specified securities within the time stipulated by the Relevant 
Authority together with such fees and charges as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority. 

6.17.2 In the event of failure of the Delivering Member to return the securities borrowed by the Clearing Corporation on its behalf 
within the stipulated time, the Clearing Corporation shall buy the securities on behalf of the member in the manner and 
method prescribed by the Relevant Authority and may recover the amount thereof from such member together with such 
other fees and charges as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority. 

6.17.3 In the event the Clearing Corporation fails to buy-in the securities to be returned on behalf of such borrowing 
Delivering Member, the Clearing Corporation may effect close out in respect of the securities, to the extent that it 
could not be bought in, in the manner prescribed by the Relevant Authority and recover the amount of such close out 
and fees from such member.

Failure to meet obligations 

In the event of Clearing Member failing to meet its obligations to the Clearing Corporation arising out of clearing 
and settlement operations of admitted deals, the Relevant Authority may charge such interest, impose such penalties 
and fines and take such disciplinary action against the Clearing Member as it may determine from time to time. Any 
disciplinary action which the Relevant Authority takes pursuant to the above shall not affect the obligations of the 
Clearing Member to the Clearing Corporation or any remedy to which the Clearing Corporation may be entitled to 
against such Clearing Member under applicable law. 

CHAPTER - VII 

7. DEALINGS BY CLEARING MEMBERS 


Jurisdiction 

All deals admitted by the Clearing Corporation for clearing and settlement which are subject to the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation shall be deemed to have been entered into exclusively in the 
International Financial Services Centre and the courts which exercise jurisdiction over the International Financial 
Services Centre shall have exclusive jurisdiction with regard to such deals, admitted on the Clearing Corporation. 

Record for Evidence 

The record of the Clearing Corporation as maintained by a central processing unit or a cluster of processing units or 
computer processing units or in any other manner shall constitute the agreed and authentic record in relation to any 
deals cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation. In the event of any dispute or claim between the 
constituents and the Clearing Member of the Clearing Corporation or between the Clearing Members inter-se of the 
Clearing Corporation or between the Clearing Members and the Clearing Corporation regarding clearing and 
settlement of deals, the records maintained by the Clearing Corporation shall constitute valid and final evidence. 

Clearing Member only Parties to Deals 

The Clearing Corporation shall not recognise as parties to deals any person other than its own Clearing Members. 
Every Clearing Member is liable for due fulfillment of the Deal and to the Clearing Corporation as may be specified 
by the Relevant Authority, whether such deal be for account of the Clearing Member effecting it or on account of a 
Constituent. 

All Deals subject to Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations 

All Deals shall be made subject to the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation and such 
Rules, Regulations and Bye-Laws shall form a part of the terms and conditions of all such Deals. The deals shall be 
subject to the exercise by the Relevant Authority of the powers with respect thereto vested in it by the Rules, Bye- 
Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. 

Inviolability of Admitted Deals 

All dealings in securities on the Clearing Corporation made subject to the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the 
Clearing Corporation shall be inviolable and shall be cleared and settled in accordance with these Bye-Laws and 
Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. Provided that the deals are not annulled by the Exchange in the manner 
prescribed by SEBEthe Exchange from time to time. 

Deals by Representative Clearing Members 

The Clearing Member may authorise another Clearing Member to act as its representative for a specified period with 
the prior permission of the Relevant Authority. 

Indemnity 

The Clearing Corporation shall not be liable for any activity of the Clearing Member or any person acting in the 
name of the Clearing Member whether authorised or not including deals cleared and settled through the Clearing 
Corporation save and except and to the extent provided for in the Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

CHAPTER - VIII 

8. MARGINS 


Margin Requirements 

The Relevant Authority may from time to time prescribe requirements of margins including collection of margins 
(including VaR margins) on an upfront basis for deals cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation and the 
Clearing Member shall furnish such margin as a condition precedent from such date as may be specified by the 
Clearing Corporation. 
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8.1.2 Every Clearing Member has continuing obligation to maintain margins at such levels and during such periods as 
may be stipulated by the Clearing Corporation from time to time. Out of the margins so required to be deposited 
and maintained by a Clearing Member, margins deposited by Clearing Members on their own account and on behalf 
of their Constituents or the trading members of an Exchange, shall be segregated by the Clearing Corporation in 
such manner as it may deem fit. 

8.2 Form of Margin 

The margins to be provided by the Clearing Member under the Bye-Laws and Regulations shall be in cash. The 
Relevant Authority may, at its discretion and on such terms and conditions as it may deem fit to impose, accept 
deposit receipts, guarantee of bank(s) or such securities as may be approved by it, as margin. Any such substitute of 
cash like deposit receipts, bank guarantee/s, securities approved by it shall be deemed to have been pledged and/or 
hypothecated as the case may be in favour of the Clearing Corporation. 

8.3 Quantum of Margin 

The Clearing Member depositing margins, in the form of securities shall always maintain the value thereof so that 
the same does not go below the quantum of margin required to be deposited by such member. In the event of the 
value of such securities going below the level of margin, then such member shall provide further security to the 
satisfaction of the Relevant Authority. The Relevant Authority alone shall be entitled to determine the value of the 
additional security provided by such member. 

8.4 Margin to be held by the Clearing Corporation 

The margins shall be held by the Clearing Corporation and when such margin is in the form of bank deposit receipts 
and/or securities, such deposit receipts and/or securities may be transferred to such person/s and/or to the custodian 
and/or to such other entity approved by the Clearing Corporation. All margin deposits shall be held either by the 
Clearing Corporation, the approved persons and/or the Custodian, as the case may be, for and on account of the 
Clearing Corporation without any right whatsoever of the Clearing Member depositing such margin or such 
authorized persons/custodian to call in or question the exercise of such discretion by the Clearing Corporation. 

8.5 Lien on Margins 

The cash or substitute thereof, paid or deposited by the Clearing Member as margin shall be subject to first and 
paramount lien for all sums due to the Clearing Corporation. Margin shall be available in preference to all other 
claims against the Clearing Member for due fulfillment of its obligations and liabilities arising out of or incidental 
to any deals made subject to the Rules, Bye- Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation or anything done in 
pursuance thereof. 

8.6 Utilisation for failure to meet obligations 

In the event of the Clearing Member failing to meet its obligations to the Clearing Corporation arising out of 
clearing and settlement operations of such deals as provided in these Bye-Laws and Regulations, the Relevant 
Authority shall be entitled to utiliseany amount paid by the Clearing Member to the Clearing Corporation either in 
the form of margin, deposit, security or in any other form or any other payment retained by the Clearing Corporation 
for the purpose of clearing and settlement of the deals of such Clearing Member subject to Bye-law 9.14. 

8.7 Evasion of Margin Requirements Forbidden 

The Clearing Member shall not directly orindirectly enter into any agreement/arrangement or adopt any method for 
the purpose of evading or assisting in the evasion of the margin requirements prescribed under the Bye-Laws and 
Regulations. 

8.8 Suspension on failure to pay margin 

If the Clearing Member fails to pay any margin as required in the Bye-Laws and Regulations, the Relevant 
Authority may take such action as it may deem fit against such Clearing Member, including suspension of such 
Member. 

8.9 Interest, Dividend and Calls 

8.9.1 The receiving member shall be entitled to receive all vouchers, coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights 
and other privileges which may relate to securities bought cum voucher, cum coupons, cum dividends, cum cash 
bonus, cum bonus issues, cum rights, etc. The delivering member shall be required to provide all such vouchers, 
coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights and other privileges which may relate to securities sold ex 
voucher, ex coupons, ex dividends, ex cash bonus, ex bonus issues, ex rights, etc. 

8.9.2 The manner, mode, information requirements, alterations, date and timing etc., of adjustment with respect to 
vouchers, coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights and other privileges between the receiving and 
delivering member shall be as prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time. Save as otherwise provided 
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in the Bye-Laws and Regulations, the Clearing Members shall be responsible between themselves and to their 
constituents for effecting such adjustments. 

8.9.3 In respect of a deal in securities which shall become or are exchangeable for new or other securities under a scheme 
of reconstruction or reorganisation, the delivering member shall deliver to the receiving member, as the Relevant 
Authority directs, either the securities contracted for or the equivalent in securities and/or cash and/or other property 
receivable under such scheme of reconstruction or reorganisation. 

8.10 Clearing Fees 

The Relevant Authority may from time to time prescribe fees, charges and recoveries to be levied on the Clearing 
Members in respect of clearing and settlement of deals and in respect of any dues payable by such Clearing Member 
to the Clearing Corporation. 

CHAPTER - IX 

9. RIGHTS, DUTIES AND LIABILITIES OF THE CLEARING MEMBERS AND CONSTITUENTS 

9.1 Margin from Constituents 

A Clearing Member shall have the right to demand from its Constituent the margin it has to provide under the Rules, 
Bye-Laws and Regulations in respect of the business done by it for such Constituent. The Clearing Member shall 
also have the right to demand an initial margin in cash or the substitute for cash from its Constituent/s before 
undertaking to clear his/its obligations and to stipulate that the constituent shall pay margin or furnish additional 
margin according to changes in market prices. The Constituent shall be bound to comply with the directions of the 
Clearing Member, when called upon to do so as required under the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations. 

9.2 Constituent in Default 

9.2.1 The Clearing Member shall not transact business directly or indirectly for a constituent who to its knowledge is in 

default to another Clearing Member unless such constituent shall have made an arrangement satisfactory to the 
Clearing Member proposing to act for such constituent that such Constituent has or shall settle the claim of the 
Clearing Member who is its creditor. 

9.3 Closing-Out of Constituent's Account 

Unless otherwise prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time, at the time of closing-out the account of a 
Constituent, the Clearing Member may assume or take over such deals to its own account as a principal at prices 
which are fair and justified by the condition of the market or he may close-out in the open market and any expense 
incurred or any loss arising therefrom shall be borne by the Constituent. 

9.4 Clearing Member not liable to attend to Registration of Transfer 

Unless otherwise prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time, a Clearing Member shall not be deemed to 
be under any obligation to attend to the transfer of securities and the registration thereof in the name of the 
Constituent. If it attends to such work in the ordinary course or at the request or desire or by the consent of the 
Constituent it shall be deemed to be the agent of the Constituent in the matter and shall not be responsible for loss in 
transit or for the company's refusal to transfer or not be under any other liability or obligation other than that 
specifically imposed by the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations. The stamp duty, the transfer fees and other charges 
payable to the company, the fee for attending to the registration of securities and all incidental expenses such as 
postage incurred by the Clearing Member shall be borne by the Constituent. 

9.5 Registration of Securities when in the name of Clearing Member or Nominee 

9.5.1 When the time available to the Constituents of the Clearing Member is not sufficient for them to complete transfers 

and lodge the securities for registration before the closing of the transfer books and where the security is purchased 
cum interest, dividend, bonus or rights which the company may have announced or declared, the Clearing Member 
may register the securities in its or its nominee's name and recover the transfer fee, stamp duty and other charges 
from the buying Constituent. 

9.5.2 The Clearing Member shall give immediate intimation to the Clearing Corporation of the names of such 

Constituents and details of the deals as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. The Clearing 

Member shall also give immediate intimation thereof to the buying Constituent and shall be indemnified for the 
consequences of any delay in delivery caused by such action. 

9.5.3 The Clearing Member shall be obliged to re-transfer the security in the name of the original Constituent as soon as it 
has become ex interest, dividend, bonus or rights. 

9.6 Closing-Out by Constituent on failure to perform a Deal 

If the Clearing Member fails to complete the performance of a deal by delivery or payment in accordance with 
provisions of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations the Constituent shall, after giving notice in writing to the 
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Clearing Member, close out such deal through any other Clearing Member as soon as possible and any loss or 
damages sustained as a result of such closing out shall be immediately payable by the defaulting Clearing Member 
to the Constituent. If the closing out be not effected as provided herein, the damages between the parties shall be 
determined on such basis as may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority from time to time and the Constituent and 
the Clearing Member shall forfeit all further rights of recourse against each other to the extent of the damages 
sustained by the aggrieved party. 

9.7 Complaint by Constituent 

When a complaint has been lodged by a Constituent with the Relevant Authority that any Clearing Member has 
failed to perform as per his/its instructions, the Relevant Authority shall investigate the complaint and if it is 
satisfied that the complaint is justified it may take such disciplinary action as it deems fit against the Clearing 
Member. 

9.8 Relationship between the Clearing Member and Constituent 

Without prejudice to any other law for the time being in force and subject to these Bye-Laws, the mutual rights and 
obligations inter se between the Clearing Members and their Constituents shall be such as may be prescribed by the 
Relevant Authority and/or SEBI from time to time. 

9.9 Closing-out in the event of bankruptcy/ insolvency/dissolution 

A Clearing Member may close-out all open transactions on account of a Constituent or a trading member of the 
Exchange, becoming bankrupt or insolvent or making or attempting to make a composition with his/its creditors or 
with any of them or who shall have given any admission or intimation or indication of the fact that he/it will be 
unable to fulfill his/its obligations or who in case of a firm undergoes dissolution. 

9.10 Release of funds and securities by Clearing Members 

A Clearing Member shall make payout of funds and Securities in such manner so as to ensure full and timely 
compliance of all relevant requirements in this regard as may be prescribed by SEBEClearing Corporation. 

9.11 Confidentiality to be maintained 

The Clearing Corporation shall maintain the details of the Constituents in confidence and it shall not disclose such 
details to any person / entity, except as required under the law or by any authority. 

9.12 Transfer of some positions by Clearing Member 

The Clearing Corporation may suo moto or on the application of a Constituent of a suspended or defaulter Clearing 
Member or and on such terms and conditions as the Clearing Corporation deems fit to impose, permit all or any 
open positions of the Clearing Member (whether on its own account or on account of its Constituent) or Constituent 
to be transferred to another Clearing Member who agrees to accept such open positions. 

9.13 Segregation of Dues 

The accounts of the Constituent of the Clearing Member, the trading members of an Exchange for whom the 
Clearing Member is acting as a Clearing Member and the clients of such trading members of an Exchange, shall be 
segregated from each other and the amounts and assets standing to the debit and credit of a Clearing Member or a 
Constituent shall not be adjusted against the credit or debit of another Constituent or Clearing Member and one 
Client’s or Clearing Member’s funds or assets shall not be utilised for payment of another Constituent’s or Clearing 
Member’s dues. Obligations payable by a Clearing Member on its own account shall not be paid or met out of 
money / assets of a Constituent or trading members of an Exchange. However amounts or assets payable 
/deliverable to a Clearing Member (on its own account) by the Clearing Corporation may be applied for paying 
amounts /assets payable / deliverable by the Clearing Member or by any Constituent of the Clearing Member or any 
trading member of an Exchange (whose trades the Clearing Member had agreed to clear) or any client of such 
trading members of an Exchange, the Clearing Corporation or any Member or any Constituent of the Clearing 
Member or of any trading members of an Exchange (whose trades the Clearing Member had agreed to clear). 

CHAPTER - X 

10. DEFAULT 

10.1 Declaration of Default 

The Clearing Member may be declared a defaulter by direction/circular/notification of the Relevant Authority if: 

10.1.1 it is unable to fulfill its clearing or settlement obligations; or 

10.1.2 it admits or discloses its inability to fulfill or discharge its duties, obligations and liabilities; or 
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10.1.3 it fails or is unable to pay within the specified time the damages and the money difference due on a closing-out 
effected against it under the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations; or 

10.1.4 it fails to pay any sum payable by it to the Settlement Guarantee Fund as the Relevant Authority may from time to 
time prescribe; or 

10.1.5 it fails to pay or deliver all monies, securities and other assets due to the Clearing Member who has been declared a 
defaulter within such time of declaration of default of such Clearing Member in such manner and to such person as 
the Relevant Authority may direct; or 

10.1.6 under any other circumstances as may be decided by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

10.1.7 a clearing member who opts for voluntary winding up shall ipso facto be declared a defaulter though it may not 
have defaulted on any of its obligations on the Clearing Corporation. 

10.1.8 a clearing member is declared bankrupt or bankruptcy proceedings are pending against it. 

10.1.9 without prejudice to the foregoing provisions contained in Bye-Law 11.1, where the Clearing Member, who is also 
a trading member the Exchange is declared a defaulter by such Exchange, the said Clearing Member shall ipso 
facto stand declared a defaulter by the Relevant Authority. 

10.2 The Clearing Member’s Duty to Inform 

The Clearing Member shall be bound to notify the Clearing Corporation immediately if there be a failure by any 
Clearing Member to discharge its liabilities in full. 

10.3 Compromise Forbidden 

The Clearing Member shall not accept from any Clearing Member anything less than a full and bona fide money 
payment in settlement of a debt arising out of a deal cleared through the Clearing Corporation. 

10.4 Notice of Declaration of Default 

On the Clearing Member being declared a defaulter, a notice shall be forthwith issued by the Relevant Authority to 
all the other Clearing Members of the Clearing Corporation. 

10.5 Notice to the Exchange 

On the Clearing Member being declared a defaulter, a notice shall be forthwith issued by the Relevant Authority to 
the Exchange if the Clearing Member is also a trading member of that Exchange and similarly to the other exchange 
and clearing corporation situated at the IFSC . 

10.6 Defaulter’s Books and Documents 

When the Clearing Member has been declared a defaulter, the Relevant Authority shall take charge of all its books 
of accounts, documents, papers and vouchers to ascertain the status of its affairs and the defaulter shall hand over 
such books, documents, papers and vouchers to the Relevant Authority. 

10.7 List of Debtors and Creditors 

The defaulter shall file with the Relevant Authority within such time of it being declared a defaulter as the Relevant 
Authority may direct, a written statement containing the complete list of its debtors and creditors and the sum owed 
by the defaulter Clearing Member to each of them. 

10.8 Defaulter to Give Information 

The defaulter shall submit to the Relevant Authority such statement of accounts, information and particulars of its 
affairs as the Relevant Authority may from time to time require and if so desired shall appear before the Relevant 
Authority at its meetings held in connection with its default. 

10.9 Inquiry 

The Relevant Authority shall conduct an inquiry into the accounts and dealings of the defaulter in the market 
including inquiry with regard to anything improper, unbusinesslike or unbecoming of a Clearing Member which 
may come to its knowledge. 

10.10 Defaulter’s Assets 

The Relevant Authority shall call in and realise the security deposits in any form, margin money, other amounts 
lying to the credit of and securities deposited by the defaulter and recover all moneys, securities and other assets 
due, payable or deliverable to the defaulter by any other Clearing Member in respect of any Deal or dealing made 
subject to the Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation and such assets shall vest ipso facto, on 
declaration of any Clearing Member as a defaulter, in the Clearing Corporation for the benefit of and on account of 
the Clearing Corporation, the Exchange, Securities and Exchange Board of India, other Clearing Members, 
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Constituents of the defaulter, approved banks and any other persons as may be approved by the Relevant Authority 
and Exchange / Clearing Corporation. 

10.11 Payment to Relevant Authority 

(a) All monies, securities and other assets due, payable or deliverable to the defaulter must be paid or delivered 
to the Relevant Authority within such time of the Clearing Member being declared a defaulter as the 
Relevant Authority may direct. A Clearing Member violating this provision may be declared a defaulter. 

(b) The Clearing Member who shall have received a difference on account or shall have received any 
consideration in any deal prior to the date fixed for settling such account or deal shall, in the event of the 
Clearing Member from whom it received such difference or consideration being declared a defaulter, 
refund the same to the Relevant Authority for the benefit and on account of the creditor members. Any 
Clearing Member who shall have paid or given such difference or consideration to any other Clearing 
Member prior to such settlement day shall again pay or give the same to the Relevant Authority for the 
benefit and on account of the creditor member in the event of the default of such other member. 

(c) The Clearing Member who receives from another Clearing Member during any clearing a claim note or 
credit note representing a sum other than difference due to it or due to its constituent which amount is to be 
received by it on behalf and for the account of that constituent shall refund such sum if such other Clearing 
Member be declared a defaulter within such number of days as prescribed by the Relevant Authority after 
the settling day. Such refunds shall be made to the Relevant Authority for the benefit and on account of the 
creditor members and it shall be applied in liquidation of the claims of such creditor members whose claims 
are admitted in accordance with the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations. 

10.12 Distribution 

The Relevant Authority shall at the risk and cost of the creditor members pay all assets received in the course of 
realisation into such bank and/or keep them with the Clearing Corporation in such names as the Relevant Authority 
may from time to time direct and shall distribute the same in accordance with the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations. 

10.13 Closing-Out 

(a) The Clearing Members having open deals with the defaulter shall close out such deals after such defaulter 
member being declared a defaulter. Such closing out shall be in such manner as may be prescribed by the 
Relevant Authority from time to time. Subject to the Bye-laws and Regulations in this regard prescribed by 
the Relevant Authority, when in the opinion of the Relevant Authority, circumstances so warrant, such 
closing out shall be deemed to have taken place in such manner as may be determined by the Relevant 
Authority. 

(b) Differences arising from the above adjustments of closing out shall be claimed from the defaulter or paid to 
the Relevant Authority for the benefit of creditor Clearing Members of the defaulter. 

10.14 Claims against Defaulter 

Within such time of the defaulter being declared as such the Relevant Authority may direct every Clearing Member 
carrying on business on the Clearing Corporation either to compare with the Relevant Authority its accounts with 
the defaulter duly adjusted and made up as provided in the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations or furnish a statement 
of such accounts with the defaulter in such form or forms as the Relevant Authority may prescribe or render a 
certificate that he has no such account. 

10.15 Delay in comparison or Submission of Accounts 

Any Clearing Member failing to compare its accounts or send a statement or certificate relating to a defaulter within 
the time prescribed shall be called upon to compare its accounts or send such statement or certificate within such 
further time as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

10.16 Penalty for failure to Compare or Submit Accounts 

The Relevant Authority may take such action as it may deem fit including levying of fine and suspension on any 
Clearing Member who fails to compare its accounts or submit a statement of its account with the defaulter or a 
certificate that he has no such account within the prescribed time. 

10.17 Misleading Statement 

The Relevant Authority may take such action as it may deem fit including levying of fine and suspension, if it is 
satisfied that any comparison statement or certificate relating to a defaulter sent by such Clearing Member was false 
or misleading. 
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10.18 Accounts of Relevant Authority 

The Relevant Authority shall keep a separate account in respect of all monies, securities and other assets payable to 
a defaulter which are received by it and shall defray therefrom all costs, charges and expenses incurred in or about 
the collection of such assets or in or about any proceedings it takes either in connection with the default/s committed 
by the defaulter Member or against such defaulter Member. 

10.19 Application of Assets 

The Relevant Authority shall apply the net assets remaining in its hands after defraying all such costs, charges and 
expenses, in accordance with Bye-law 11.22. 

10.20 Certain Claims not to be entertained 

The Relevant Authority shall not entertain any claim against a defaulter: 

10.20.1 which arises out of a contract in securities, dealings in which are not permitted or which are not made subject to 
Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation or in which the claimant has either not paid himself 
or colluded with the defaulter in evasion of margin payable on bargains in any security; 

10.20.2 which arises out of a contract in respect of which comparison of accounts has not been made in the manner 
prescribed in the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations or when there has been no such comparison, a contract note in 
respect of such deals not having been rendered as provided in the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations; 

10.20.3 which arises from any arrangement for settlement of claims in lieu of bonafide money payment in full on the day 
when such claims become due; 

10.20.4 which arises from any outstanding balance or any outstanding difference upon previous transactions which has not 
been claimed at the proper time and in the manner prescribed in these Bye-Laws and Regulations; 

10.20.5 which is/are in respect of a loan/s with or without security; 

10.20.6 which is not filed with the Relevant Authority within such time of date of the defaulter being declared as such as 
may be prescribed by the Relevant Authority. 

10.21 Assignment of Claims on Defaulter’s Estate 

The Clearing Member being a creditor of a defaulter shall not sell, assign or pledge the claim on the estate of such 
defaulter without the consent of the Relevant Authority. 

10.22 Proceedings in the name of or against Defaulter 

The Relevant Authority shall be empowered to (a) initiate any proceedings in a court of law either in the name of the 
Clearing Corporation or in the name of the defaulter against any person for the purpose of recovering any amounts 
due to the defaulter (b) initiate any proceedings in a court of law either in the name of Clearing Corporation or in the 
name of the creditors (who have become creditors of the defaulter as a result of deals cleared and settled subject to 
Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation) of the defaulter against the defaulter for the purpose 
of recovering any amounts due from the defaulter. The defaulter as well as the creditors of the defaulter shall be 
deemed to have appointed the Relevant Authority, Clearing Corporation as their constituted attorney for the purpose 
of taking such proceedings. 

10.23 Payment of Relevant Authority 

If any Clearing Member takes any proceedings in a court of law against a defaulter whether during the period of its 
default or subsequent to its re-admission to enforce any claim against the defaulter's estate arising out of any 
admitted deals in the market made subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation 
before such a Member was declared a defaulter and obtains a decree and recovers any sum of money thereon, it shall 
pay such amount or any portion thereof as may be fixed by the Relevant Authority for the benefit and on account of 
the creditor members having claims against such defaulter. 

10.24 Default in case of Multiple Membership: 

I. Whenever a member is declared a defaulter on the Clearing Corporation, the Exchange/Clearing Corporation 
shall immediately declare it a defaulter.lt shall also immediately inform all other stock exchanges/clearing 
corporations the details of the defaulter member such as name of the member, the names of the 
promoters/dominant shareholders, as applicable. 

II. The Clearing Corporation shall take appropriate action against the associate(s) of defaulter member. In this 
regard, ‘associate(s)’ shall have the meaning as defined by SEBI. 
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CHAPTER - XI 

11. SETTLEMENT GUARANTEE FUND AND DEFAULTS SUBSEQUENT TO COMMENCEMENT OF OPERATION 

OF SETTLEMENT GUARANTEE FUND 


11.1 Definitions 

11.1.1 In Bye-Laws 11.1 to 11.30, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context: 

(a) “Associate" in relation to a person shall include another person: 

(i) who, directly or indirectly, by himself, or in combination with other persons, exercises control over the 
first person; 

(ii) who holds more than fifteen per cent shares in the paid up equity capital of the first person; 

(iii) who is a holding company or a subsidiary company of the first person; 

(iv) such other cases where SEBI is of the view that a person shall be considered as an associate based on 
the facts and factors including the extent of control, independence, conflict of interest. 

(b) “Approved Scheme” shall mean such schemes under which Clearing Members may be entitled to lend and 
borrow securities and otherwise participate in such securities borrowing and lending schemes or any other sub¬ 
schemes of the Clearing Corporation under the Securities Lending Scheme, 1997, as may be from time to time 
approved by the Relevant Authority. The Relevant Authority may at any time in its discretion withdraw 
approval to a securities borrowing and lending scheme or sub-scheme previously approved by it. 

(c) “Fund” shall mean the Settlement Guarantee Fund (SGF); 

(d) “Settlement” shall include an auction settlement and a settlement pursuant to an Approved Schemebut shall not 
include a bad delivery settlement. 

(e) “Settlement in which a Clearing Member or a defaulter has been declared a defaulter” shall have the 
following meaning: 

Where a Clearing Member has been declared a defaulter for non-payment of any amount payable by it into the 
Clearing Corporation in respect of any settlement period, then the settlement period in respect of the non¬ 
payment of which the Clearing Member is declared a defaulter shall be the “Settlement in which the Clearing 
Member or the defaulter is or has been declared a defaulter”; and where the Clearing Member has failed to pay 
any amount payable by it into the Clearing Corporation in respect of more than one settlement period then the 
“Settlement in which the Clearing Member or the defaulter is or has been declared a defaulter” shall be the 
settlement so specified by the Relevant Authority which has declared it as a defaulter. 

(f) “Default Waterfall” defines the overall loss absorption capacity of the Clearing Corporation and lays down in 
order, the hierarchy in which the losses arising out of counterparties’ defaults will be absorbed across the 
various capital layers, which may inter-alia include the defaulting members’ assets, insurance cover, the 
Settlement Guarantee Fund, the networth (or part of) of the Clearing Corporation, additional capped 
contribution from non-defaulting members and variation margin haircutting. 


11.1.2 In the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context: 

“Date on which the Settlement Guarantee Fund becomes operational” means the date specified by the Relevant 
Authority as the date on which the Settlement Guarantee Fund shall become operational”. 


11.1.3 (a) 


(b) 

(c) 


(d) 


The Clearing Corporation shall establish a fund as determined under Bye-law 11.1.1 which shall be known 
as the “Settlement Guarantee Fund” or by such nomenclature as Clearing Corporation may specify, in such 
manner as may be prescribed by SEBI from time to time and such Fund shall be used for such purposes as 
specified herein or as specified by SEBI from time to time. 

The corpus of the Fund shall consist of such amounts as provided in Bye-law 11.5. 

The purpose of the Fund is to guarantee the settlement of trades executed on the Exchange. In the event of a 
clearing member (member) failing to honour settlement commitments in respect of any trade executed on 
the Exchange, the Fund shall be used to fulfill the obligations of that member and complete the settlement 
without affecting the normal settlement process. 

The Relevant Authority shall be entitled to make such regulations as it thinks fit and proper in connection 
with the manner, norms and procedures of the Fund and defaults declared subsequent to the 
commencement of the operation of the Fund. 
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(e) Without prejudice to the generality of clause (d) above, the Relevant Authority shall be entitled to make 
regulations relating to norms, procedures and manner in respect of: 

(i) the management and administration of the Fund; 

(ii) the structure and composition of the Fund; 

(iii) the contributions to be made to the Fund by the Exchange, Clearing Members of the Clearing 
Corporation and others; 

(iv) investment of the Fund; 

(v) application of the Fund; 

(vi) persons who would be disentitled from receiving a benefit from the Fund; 

(vii) minimum value of funds in the Fund; 

(viii) the money and property to be paid to or received by the Relevant Authority; 

(ix) the application of the money and property paid to or received by the Relevant Authority including 
the order of priority in which they shall be applied; 

(x) the closing-out, adjustment, settlement and/or cancellation of contracts entered into by a Clearing 
Member with the defaulter; 

11.2 Management of the Fund 

(a) The Defaulter's Committee/SGF Utilization Committee of the Clearing Corporation shall manage the Fund. 

(b) Subject to the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation, the Relevant Authority shall 
have complete control over the management and administration of the Fund. The Relevant Authority shall 
be vested with all powers, authorities and discretions necessary or expedient for or incidental to the 
management and administration of the Fund or for achieving the object and purpose of the Fund; 

(c) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, the Relevant Authority shall have, for the purposes of 
the Fund, the power to: 

(i) summon the Clearing Members, associates of Clearing Members and directors of the Clearing 
Members to appear before the Relevant Authority and question them; 

(ii) call upon the Clearing Members, associates of Clearing Members, and directors of the Clearing 
Members to furnish to the Relevant Authority such information, documents and papers as the 
Relevant Authority may require and within the period specified by the Relevant Authority; 

(iii) prescribe forms, agreements, affidavits, undertakings and other writings to be signed by the 
Clearing Members, directors of the Clearing Members and specify the period within which the 
same should be signed and submitted; 

(iv) invest or otherwise deal with the money of the Fund; 

(v) call for and hold any security for the payment of any amount payable to the Fund, and realiseor 
otherwise deal with any security or other property offered to the Fund; 

(vi) borrow money without security or against the security of the Fund or any property of or available 
to or accessible by the Fund or otherwise; 

(vii) enter into financial arrangements with banks, institutions, companies and other persons; 

(viii) issue guarantees and indemnities; 

(ix) delegate any of its powers and functions to any person subject to such terms and conditions as the 
Relevant Authority may think fit to impose, and subject to overall ratification by the Relevant 
Authority; 

(x) do all such acts as the Relevant Authority considers necessary to protect or advance the interests of 
the Fund or to achieve the purposes and objects of the Fund; 

(xi) institute and conduct legal proceedings to recover assets of a defaulter or a member. 

11.3 Accounts and Audit of the Fund 

Unless the Relevant Authority otherwise directs, the accounts of the Fund shall be prepared and maintained as a part 
of the accounts of the Clearing Corporation and shall be audited as a part of the accounts of the Clearing 
Corporation. 
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11.4 Documents to be executed by the Clearing Member 

11.4.1 Within such period as may be specified by the Relevant Authority (which may be extended by the Relevant 
Authority from time to time), every Clearing Member which is carrying on business on the Clearing Corporation 
shall sign and deliver to the Relevant Authority agreements and other writings in such form as may be prescribed by 
the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

11.4.2 In the event of any change in the form of any agreements or writings the Relevant Authority may require every 
Clearing Member which is carrying on business on the Clearing Corporation to sign and deliver to the Relevant 
Authority supplemental agreements or writings or fresh agreements or writings within such period or extended 
period as may be specified by the Relevant Authority from time to time. 

11.5 Composition of Fund 

1. Subject to circular/direction issued by SEBI from time to time, the contributions of various contributor to the 
Fund shall be such as specified by Clearing Corporation. Clearing Corporation shall have the flexibility to 
collect Clearing Member’s primary contribution either upfront or staggered over a period of time. In case of 
staggered contribution, the remaining balance shall be met by the Clearing Corporation to ensure adequacy of 
the total corpus of the Fund at all times. Such contribution of the Clearing Corporation shall be available to the 
Clearing Corporation for withdrawal as and when further contribution from the Clearing Members is received. 

2. Any penalties levied by the Clearing Corporation ( on the Clearing Members shall be credited to the Fund. 

3. Interest on cash contribution to the Fund shall also accrue to the Fund and shall be pro-rata attributed to the 
contributors in proportion to their cash contribution. 

4. Clearing Corporation shall ordinarily accept cash collateral for the contribution of the Clearing Members to the 
Fund. However, Clearing Corporation may accept Clearing Member’s contribution in the form of bank fixed 
deposits. The Clearing Corporation shall adhere to the specific guidance which may be issued by Securities and 
Exchange Board of India from time to time in this regard. 

11.6. Liability of Clearing Member Unaffected by Cessation of Membership 

Any unsatisfied obligation of a Clearing Member to the Fund shall not be discharged or otherwise prejudicially 
affected by the cessation of its membership. 

11.7. Action for Failure to Pay to Fund 

The Relevant Authority may take such action as it thinks fit and proper against a Clearing Member which fails to 
pay any amount to the Fund, including an action by way of suspension of business or membership right of the 
Clearing Member, fine, and/or expulsion from the membership of the Clearing Corporation. 

11.8. Replacement of Contribution 

Unless otherwise provided by the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation, the Relevant 
Authority may permit a Clearing Member to withdraw its contribution after it has furnished to the Fund other 
contribution of the same or greater value and of a nature acceptable to the Relevant Authority. 

11.9. Discharge of Clearing Member’s Obligations 

In the event of a Clearing Member ceasing to be a Clearing Member of the Clearing Corporation otherwise than by 
being declared a defaulter, the Relevant Authority may retain and/or apply any unutilised contribution of the 
Clearing Member towards discharging any of its obligations under the Rules and Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Clearing Corporation in such manner and in such order or priority as the Relevant Authority thinks fit. 

11.10. Investment of Fund 

(a) The Relevant Authority may: 

(i) open, maintain, operate and close one or more bank accounts; and 

(ii) invest the money of the Fund in such investments as are permissible for investing the funds and 
money of the Clearing Corporation and sell, transfer, vary, transpose and otherwise deal with 
such investments; 

(b) All investments of the Fund may be held in the name(s) of, and all bank accounts of the Fund or may be 
held in the name(s) of and operated by, the Relevant Authority; 

(c) The Relevant Authority shall be entitled to utilise the money of the Fund only for the purposes of the 
Fund. 
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11.11. Loss to Fund Investments 

Any loss or diminution in value of the investments of the Fund from whatever cause arising, not being due to the 
willful default or fraud of any member(s) of the Relevant Authority, shall be borne by the Fund and the members of 
the Relevant Authority shall incur no responsibility or liability by reason of or on account thereof. In case of any 
such loss or diminution by reason of willful default or fraud by any member or members of the Defaulters’ 
Committee, the persons committing the willful default or fraud shall be personally liable for the loss or diminution 
and other persons who are not parties to the willful default or fraud shall not be liable for the loss or diminution. 

11.12. Intimation of Clearing Member’s Apprehended Failure 

A Clearing Member which has a reason to apprehend that it may commit any of the acts or omissions referred to in 
Bye-Law 11.1, shall immediately notify the Relevant Authority: 

(a) the details of such acts or omissions; 

(b) the details and value of all its commitments, obligations and liabilities to the other members arising out of 
contracts or transactions made subject to the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing 
Corporation/Exchange; 

(c) the extent to which it will be able to discharge and meet such commitments and obligations out of its own 
funds and/or out of funds obtained by it from others; and 

(d) all the facts and circumstances which have caused or contributed to the apprehended failure to meet such 
commitments and obligations. 

11.13. Utilisation for Failure to Meet Obligations 

(a) The terms and conditions specified by the Relevant Authority may include, inter alia, terms and conditions 
as to interest, repayment, suspension of membership rights and reduction of exposure limits of the 
concerned Clearing Member. 

(b) The concerned Clearing Member shall be obliged to repay the amount so utilised from the Fund within 
such period as the Relevant Authority may specify together with interest thereon at the rate specified by the 
Relevant Authority. If a Clearing Member fails to repay the amount so utilized from the Fund or a part 
thereof or any interest thereon within the period specified by the Relevant Authority, the Clearing Member, 
may be declared a defaulter. 

11.14. Payment under Settlement Guarantee 

Upon a Clearing Member being declared a defaulter, if the settlement which has not been completed by reason of 
the default by the defaulter, the Relevant Authority shall: 

(a) pay from the Fund before the pay-out of the relevant settlement the unpaid settlement dues payable by the 
defaulter to the Clearing Corporation; and 

(b) within such time as may be determined by the Relevant Authority from the date of Pay-out deliver the 
securities to be delivered by the defaulter, in respect of the settlement in which the defaulter has been 
declared a defaulter. 

11.15. Certain claims not to be entertained 
Notwithstanding an 5 Thing stated in Bye-Law 11.14, 

(I) the Relevant Authority shall pay only such amounts as are payable by the defaulter to the other Clearing 
Member and into the Clearing Corporation in respect of the any dealings in settlement of which he has been 
declared a defaulter. 

(II) in case of the defaulter having failed to deliver any security into the Clearing Corporation in respect of the 
settlement in which he has been declared a defaulter, the Relevant Authority may deliver the security into 
the Clearing Corporation or directly to the concerned member, within such time as may be determined by 
the Relevant Authority, by acquiring the same from the market, or otherwise, failing which the provisions 
of closing-out of contracts will apply. 

(III) Notwithstanding anything stated elsewhere in the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations, the Relevant 
Authority shall not pay from the Fund to a Clearing Member, if it has reason to believe that any transaction: 

a) is not bona fide; 

b) is disallowed under any Bye-Law; or 

c) is connected with payment or repayment of a deposit or loan (other than a deposit or loan under or 
pursuant to an Approved Scheme). 
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(IV) For the purpose of determining whether or not a clearing member is entitled for the payment from the Fund, 
the Relevant Authority shall be entitled to consider, inter alia, the surrounding circumstances, the usual 
course of dealings on the Clearing Corporation, the relationship between the defaulter and the claimant, the 
quantity and price of the securities involved in the transaction, other transactions in the same scrip and such 
other matters as the Relevant Authority thinks fit. 

11.16. Outstanding Contracts in Other Settlements 

(a) In respect of any settlement or settlements which is or are incomplete at the time when a Clearing Member 
is declared a defaulter, the Relevant Authority may at the risk and cost of the defaulter, square up all or any 
of the defaulters’ outstanding sales and purchase positions by entering into corresponding purchase and sale 
contracts in the market. The profit or loss on such squaring up shall, in the first place, be paid to or by the 
Fund and credited or debited by the Fund to the defaulter’s account with the Fund; 

(b) Upon a member being declared a defaulter, in addition to the provisions of clause (a) of this Bye-Law, the 
provisions of Bye-Laws 11.14 and 11.15 and other applicable Bye-Laws shall apply mutatis mutandis to 
any settlement or settlements other than the settlement in which the defaulter has been declared a defaulter, 
unless the Relevant Authority, for reasons to be recorded, passes a resolution determining otherwise, in 
which case no payment shall be made from the Fund in respect of such settlement or settlements (other than 
the settlement in which the defaulter has been declared a defaulter) as the Relevant Authority may specify. 

11.17. Repayment by Payee Disentitled to Receive 

If the Relevant Authority has paid any sum under these Bye-Laws and it is subsequently found that the payee was 
for any reason not entitled to receive such amount then the payee shall forthwith repay the same to the Relevant 
Authority together with interest thereon at the rate of 2.5% per month (or such other rate as the Relevant Authority 
may specify) for the period commencing on the date on which the payment was received by the payee and ending on 
the date on which such amount is repaid by the payee. 

11.18. Money and Property of Defaulter 

All money (including margin money and Contribution, securities and other property) whatsoever of the defaulter 
with the Clearing Corporation (save and except those which may be at any time excluded by the Relevant Authority 
from the provisions of this Bye-Law) and all securities and money delivered or paid by the Clearing Members into 
the Clearing Corporation to the credit of the defaulter shall be handed over to the Relevant Authority or held by the 
Clearing Corporation subject to these Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of Clearing Corporation and the directions 
of the Relevant Authority. 

11.19. Utilisation of Money and Property for Payment and Order of Priority 

The Clearing Corporation shall generally follow the Default Waterfall in the followingOrder for utilizing the 
amounts for settling any outstanding obligations of the Clearing Members - 

1. Monies of defaulting member (including defaulting member's primary contribution to Fund(s) and excess 
monies of the defaulter in other segments) 

2. Insurance (if any) 

3. Clearing Corporation and Exchange’s contribution to Fund to the extent of at least 5% of the minimum default 
fundof the segment 

4. Remaining Fund: Clearing Corporation’s contribution. Exchange’s contribution and non-defaulting members’ 
primary contribution to Fund on pro-rata basis 

5. Remaining Clearing Corporation resources (excluding Clearing Corporation contribution to any other Funds and 
USD 10 million) 

6. Capped additional contribution by non-defaulting members of the segment (subject to such cap as may be 
decided by the Clearing Corporation in consultation with SEBI) 

7. Any remaining loss to be covered by way of pro-rata haircut of variation margin gains for the settlement day of 
the default(s) 

11.20. Repayment and Payment of Interest by Defaulter 

If on account of the default of a Clearing Member any amount is paid by the Relevant Authority out of the money or 
property referred to at Bye-Law 11.18,then the defaulter shall be liable to forthwith repay the same to the Clearing 
Corporation or to the Relevant Authority to the credit of the Fund together with such interest as may be determined 
by the Relevant Authority from time to time commencing on the date of payment by the Relevant Authority and

ending on the date of repayment; and, for the purposes of the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Clearing 
Corporation, such interest shall be deemed to be an amount paid out of/due to the Fund. 

11.21. Application of Defaulters’ Assets and Other Amounts 

(1) The Relevant Authority shall realise and apply all the money, rights and assets of the defaulter which have 
vested in or which have been received by the Relevant Authority and all other assets and money of the 
defaulter in the Clearing Corporation including the money and securities receivable by it from any other 
Clearing Member, money and securities of the defaulter lying with the Clearing Corporation or credit 
balances lying in the Clearing Corporation, security deposits, any bank guarantees furnished on behalf of 
the defaulter, fixed deposit receipts discharged or assigned to or in favour of the Clearing Corporation, 
Clearing Member’s Contribution deposited with the Clearing Corporation by the defaulter, any security 
created or agreed to be created by the defaulter or any other person in favour of the Clearing Corporation or 
the Relevant Authority for the obligations of the defaulter to the following purposes and in the following 
order of priority, viz.: 

(a) First - to make any payments made from the Fund; 

(b) Second - the payment of such subscriptions, debts, fines, fees, charges and other money as shall have been 
determined by the Relevant Authority to be due to the Clearing Corporation or to Securities and Exchange 
Board of India, or to the Exchange, in the order of priority as mentioned hereinabove; 

(c) Third- Dues to the extent of principle amount to other related members and constituents of the defaulter the 
payments of which have been admitted by the relevant authority. Provided that if the amount is insufficient 
then the amounts shall be distributed pro rata amongst other members and the constituents of the defaulter. 
The other members shall in turn share the amounts so received with their constituents on a pro rata basis; 

Provided however that if any amount is payable by such member or constituent under the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations, to the Exchange, then the relevant authority shall be entitled to set-off such amount 
/obligation payable by such member or constituent against the amount payable from the defaulters’ assets. 

(d) Fourth - to reimburse and/or compensate the Investor Protection Fund for any payments made therefrom; 

(e) Fifth - for clearing the dues of a clearing bank to the extent of the principle amount; if there are more than 
one clearing banks then the amounts, if any, shall be distributed amongst all clearing banks on a pro rata 
basis; 

(f) Surplus assets, if any, may be released to the defaulter in accordance with the decision taken by relevant 
authority; 

(2) Any amounts determined and payable on a pro-rata basis to the persons referred to under sub-clause (c) 
hereinabove, shall be distributed/ paid either by crediting itsaccount with the Clearing Corporation or in 
such other manner as the Relevant Authority directs. If any amounts, determined on a pro-rata basis 
referred to in sub-clause (c) hereinabove, remain unclaimed for such period as may be determined by the 
Relevant Authority, the same shall be dealt with or disposed of by the relevant authority as it deems fit. If 
any person(s) referred to under sub-clause (c) hereinabove, entitled to receive the amounts which have been 
determined on a pro-rata basis, be dead, all such amounts due to such person(s) shall be paid to his/its legal 
representative or heirs. 

11.22. Charge on Members’/Defaulters’ Assets 

For the purpose of satisfying the liabilities/obligations of a defaulter under the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations, 
the Clearing Corporation and the Relevant Authority shall each have a first charge on the contribution made by the 
member to the Settlement Guarantee Fund, all assets and properties of the defaulter member, whereever situated 
and of whatsoever nature, as security for the repayment of such money/obligation and the payment of interest 
thereon. 

11.23. Proceedings by Relevant Authority and Exchange 

(a) For the purpose of recovering any amount payable by the defaulter member, the Clearing Corporation, the 
Defaulters Committee or such other entity, as may be decided by the Relevant Authority shall be entitled to 
take such steps and proceedings (including but not limited to sale of any property or a portion thereof) as it 
or they may think fit either in the name of the Clearing Corporation or the defaulter or the creditors against 
the defaulter member, the defaulter member's property or other parties and their properties/assets. 

(b) The defaulter as well as the creditors of the defaulter shall be deemed to have appointed such entities as 
referred to Bye-law 11.23(a) as their constituted attorney for the purpose of taking such proceedings. 
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11.24. Borrowings 

For the purpose of making any payments referred to at Bye-Law 11.14 and/or Bye-Law 11.16 or for making any 
payment pursuant to Bye-Law 11.13 and/or Bye-law 11.15, the Relevant Authority may borrow money without 
security and/or against the security of any property of the Fund and/or any property offered to it as security by the 
defaulter or any member. 

11.25. Protection for Acts Done in Good Faith and Indemnity 

Save and except in the case of willful default and fraud, the Relevant Authority shall not be liable for any acts or 
omissions on its or bis part in the exercise of its or his duties and functions. 

Without prejudice to the above, tbe Fund shall bear all costs, charges and expenses for all suits, actions, proceedings 
and claims filed or made against the Relevant Authority or any member of the Relevant Authority, except those 
arising out of their willful default or fraud and the members of tbe Relevant Authority shall be indemnified by tbe 
Fund from and against all actions, proceedings, losses, damage, claims, liabilities, costs, charges and expenses in 
connection with the Fund or the creation, management and administration thereof or any dealings therewith except 
those arising by reason of their willful default or fraud. 

11.26. Meetings of Relevant Authority 

The Relevant Authority shall meet for such number of times during every calendar year as it may decide from time 
to time. 

11.27. Meetings bow Convened 

The Relevant Authority shall convene its meetings in accordance with the procedure that it may decide from time to 
time. 

11.28. Confidentiality 

All minutes and proceedings of all the meetings of the Relevant Authority, Clearing Corporation and the Relevant 
Authority shall be deemed confidential. 

11.29. Minutes 

Minutes of the proceedings of the Relevant Authority shall be maintained under the authority of such person as may 
be designated by the Relevant Authority. Such minutes shall be confidential. 

11.30. Correspondence 

The Relevant Authority shall not be obliged to recognise or act upon any communication unless it is in writing, 
discloses the identity and address of the person addressing the communication and is signed by the person 
addressing the communication. 

CHAPTER - XII 
12. MISCELLANEOUS 

12.1 Save as otherwise specifically provided in the Bye-Laws and Regulations prescribed by the Relevant Authority 
regarding clearing and settlement arrangement, in promoting, facilitating, assisting, regulating, managing and 
operating the Clearing Corporation, the Clearing Corporation should not be deemed to have incurred any liability, 
and accordingly no claim or recourse in respect of or in relation to any dealing in securities or any matter connected 
therewith shall lie against the Clearing Corporation or any authorised person(s) acting for the Clearing Corporation. 

12.2 No claim, suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Clearing Corporation or any authorised 
person(s) acting for the Clearing Corporation in respect of anything which is in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuance of any order or other binding directive issued to the Clearing Corporation under any law or 
delegated legislation for the time being in force. The Courts which exercise jurisdiction over International Financial 
Service Centre (IFSC) where the Clearing Corporation is situated shall have exclusive jurisdiction in respect of all 
proceedings under these Bye-laws to which the Clearing Corporation is a party.

III. The objects for which the Company is established are:- 

(A) THE OBJECTS TO BE PURSUED BY THE COMPANY ON ITS INCORPORATION ARE: 

1. To carry on business as a clearing corporation and to assist, regulate, control and/or otherwise associate 
with the business of clearing and settlementof equity shares, depository receipt(s), debt securities, currency 
and interest rate derivatives, index based derivatives, commodities derivatives, products in the equity 
shares, depository receipt(s), debt securities, currency and interest rate derivatives, index based derivatives, 
commodities derivatives and such other securities/derivatives/products of any kind as may be permitted by 
Securities and Exchange Board of India or any other concerned authorities from time to time in primary as 
well as secondary market, to facilitate and regulate financial services relating to securities market in 
International Financial Services Centres, set up under Special Economic Zones Act, 2005, and to provide 
specialized, advanced, automated and modern facilities and mechanism for clearing and settlement of 
securities/derivatives/products/instrumentsto ensure completion and guarantee of settlement and to 
facilitate, promote, assist, regulate and manage dealings in securities, derivatives, products and instruments 
in accordance with the framework/business manual of India International Clearing Corporation (IFSC) 
Limited (“Clearing Corporation”). 

2. To establish, operate, regulate, maintain and manage facilities including a clearing corporation in an 
International Financial Services Centre in Special Economic Zone situated in Gujarat and in Special 
Economic Zones in any other State in India, enabling the members of the Clearing Corporation, their 
authorized agents and constituents and other participants to clear and settle trades done on the stock 
exchange(s) set up in an International Financial Services Centre in Special Economic Zone situated in 
Gujarat and in Special Economic Zones in any other State in India, in different types of contracts in equity 
shares, depository receipt(s), debt securities, currency and interest rate derivatives, index based derivatives, 
commodities derivatives, products in the equity shares, depository receipt(s), debt securities, currency and 
interest rate derivatives, index based derivatives, commodities derivatives and such other 
securities/derivatives/products of any kind as may be permitted by Securities and Exchange Board of India 
or any other concerned authorities from time to time in primary as well as secondary marketand to provide, 
initiate, facilitate and undertake all support services relating thereto for ensuring greater liquidity, 
facilitating intra and inter market dealings and generally facilitate clearing and settlement of transactions in 
securities, derivatives, products and instruments of all kinds. 

3. To promote participation of members, investors and participants in international markets by facilitating 
arrangement with International Financial Market Infrastructure Institutions through the Clearing 
Corporation.

CLAUSE - III(A) ARE : 

4. To apply for and obtain from the Securities and Exchange Board of India and/or Reserve Bank of India 
and/or any other regulatory authority as may be required, recognition of the India International Clearing 
Corporation (IFSC) Ltd as a recognized clearing corporationin accordance with applicable regulatory 
framework. 

5. To procure the incorporation, registration or other recognition of the Company in any country, state or 
place outside India and to establish and maintain local registers and branch places of business in any part of 
the world subject to law in force. 

6. To frame, amend and enforce from time to time. Articles of Association of the Company, and legal and 
directory framework, rules, regulations, bye-laws, guidelines, circulars or business manual etc., defining the 
terms and conditionsand regulating the conduct of the business to be transacted on Clearing Corporation. 

7. To decide all questions of clearing and settlement methods, practices, usages, customs or courtesies for 
conduct of business on the Clearing Corporation. 

To form other company or companies or subsidiaries for carrying out the operations of theCompany or for 
carrying out some business or operation which is ancillary or incidental to the business of the Company or 
expedient inthe interests of Company and also to outsource some of the business activities of the Company 
to suchother company/ies. 

9. To purchase, acquire, undertake or takeover, the whole or any part of the business, profession, goodwill, 
assets, properties (movable or immovable), contracts, agreements, rights, privileges, effects, obligations 
and liabilities of any persons, firm, company or companies or any other entity or entities, carrying on or 
proposing to carry on or ceasing to carry on any business, profession or activities which the person, firm, 
company or such entity is authorized to carry on or the acquisition of all or any of the properties, rights and 
assets of any person, firm, company or entity, or subject to the provisions of the Companies Act, 2013 or 
any other law for the time being in force, the control and management of such person, firm company or 
entity or the undertaking of the acquisitions of any other object or objects which in the opinion of the 
Company could or might directly or indirectly be beneficial or advantageous to the Company and to pay all 
or any of the costs and expenses incurred in connection with any such takeover or acquisition and to 
remunerate any person, firm,company or entity in any manner, it shall think fit for services rendered or to 
be rendered for and in respect of such takeover or acquisition or in obtaining subscription of or the placing 
of any shares, stocks, bonds, debentures, obligations or securities of any such person, firm, company or 
companies or entity, subject to the applicable provisions of the Companies Act, 2013or any other law for 
the time being force. 

10. Subject to the provisions of applicable law to procure registration, incorporation or recognition of the 
Company in any country, state or place and to establish and regulate agencies for the purpose of the 
company’s business and to apply or join in applying to any parliament, local government, municipal or 
other authority or body, Indian or foreign for any rights or privileges that may seem conducive to the 
Company’s objects or any of them and to oppose any bills, proceedings or applications which may seem 
calculated directly or indirectly to prejudice the Company’s interest. 

11. Topreserve and disseminate statistical or other information in connection with the business of the 
Company, to maintain a library and to print, publish, undertake, manage and carry on any newspaper, 
journal, magazine, pamphlet, official yearbook, or other work in connection with or in furtherance of the 
objects of the Company. 

12. To hold, provide assistance or aid for, promote, sponsor, conduct seminars, lectures, programmes, debates, 
togethers etc. for developing, improving or elevating the technical and business knowledge of persons 
engaged in or about to be engaged in trade, industry, banking, commerce, finance or company 
administration/and in particular in the business of the Company for dealing in contracts for 
securities,derivatives, products and instruments of all kinds, or in connection therewith, and to test by 
examination or otherwise the competence of such person(s) and to award certificates and diplomas and to 
institute and establish scholarships, grants and other beneficiation and to setup or form any technical or 
other educational institution and to run, manage or administerit. 

13. To subscribe for becoming a member in, or to cooperate with, any other association or entity, whether 
incorporated or not, in India or abroad, whose objects are to promote the interests represented by the 
Company so as to advise the general commercial and trade interests and to procure from and communicate 
to such association or entity such information as may further the objects of the Company. 

14. To take part in the management of, or setup a research, testing or training division and/or to act as 
consultants or advisors for the setting up and organizing of exchanges and/or clearing corporations in India 
or abroad whether by subscription or on cooperation principle. 

15. To enter into partnership, LLP or any arrangement for sharing or pooling profits, amalgamations, union of 
interest, co-operation, joint venture, reciprocal concessions or to amalgamate with any person or company 
carrying on or engaged in or about to carry on or engaged in any business, undertaking or transactions 
which this company is authorized to carry on or engaged in any business, undertaking or transactions which 
may seem capable of being carried on or conducted, so as directly or indirectly, to benefit the company. 

16. To amalgamate or merge with, or absorb or takeover any company or companies or any body corporate, 
whether or not having similar objects with the Company, or to sell, exchange, lease, underlease, surrender, 
abandon, amalgamate, merge, demerge, slump-sale, sub-divide, mortgage or otherwise deal with, either 
absolutely, conditionally or for any limited interest, all or any part of the undertaking(s), property rights or 
privileges of the Company, as a going concern or otherwise, to/with any public body, corporation, 
company, society or association, or to any person or persons, whether or not having similar objects as of 
this Company, for such consideration as the Company may think fit, and in particular for any stock, shares 
(whether wholly or partly paid), debentures, debenture-stock, securities or property of any other company 
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and to do all such incidental acts, deeds and things as may be necessary to give effect to the amalgamation, 
merger, absorption, acquisition, takeover, demerger, slump-sale or any other arrangement, as the case may 
be. 

17. To do business in India and abroad either as principals, agents, trustees, contractors, or otherwise alone in 
conjunction with others and either by or through agents, contractors, trustees or otherwise for the 
attainment of the objects of the Company. 

18. To exercise all or any of its corporate powers, rights and privileges and to conduct its business in any or all 
States, territories, possessions, colonies and dependencies thereof in India and in any foreign country. 

19. To subscribe, contribute, make donations or grants or guarantee money for any general or usefulobject and 
to aid any association, body or movement in India and aboard, subject to the compliance with the 
provisionsof the Companies Act, 2013 or any other law for the time being force. 

20. To establish and support, or assist in the establishment and support of any fund, trust or any other 
associationto advance and further the objects and purposes of the Company in particular, and the capital 
and financial markets in general, including markets in currency products. 

21. To establish, continue and support or aid in the establishment of cooperative societies, association and other 
institutions, funds, trusts, amenities and conveniences calculated to benefit or indemnify or insure 
employees or ex-employees of the Company or directors or ex-directors of the Company or the dependants 
or connections of such persons and at its discretion to construct, maintain, buildings, houses, dwelling or 
chawls or to grant bonus, pensions and allowance and to make payments towards insurance and to pay for 
charitable or benevolent objects, also to remunerate or make donations by cash or other assets or to 
remunerate by the allotment of shares credited as fully or partly paid for services rendered or to be rendered 
in placing or assisting to place any shares in the Company’s capital or any debentures, debenture-stock or 
other securities of the Company in or about the formation or promotion of the Company or for the conduct 
of its business. 

22. To make, draw, accept, endorse, discount, execute, negotiate, assign or transfer instruments and issue 
cheques, promissory notes, drafts, hundies, bonds, railway receipts, bills of exchange, bills of lading, 
warrants, debentures, and other negotiable or transferable instrument. 

23. Subject to provisions of Companies Act, 2013 and the rules framed there under and the directives issued by

27. To guarantee the payment of money secured or unsecured by or payable under or in respect of any 
promissory notes, bonds, debenture stocks, contracts, mortgages, charges, obligations, instruments and 
securities of any company or of any authority, central, state, municipal, local or of any person whomsoever 
whether incorporated or not incorporated and generally to guarantee or become sureties for the performance 
of any contracts or obligations of any person, firm or company and to guarantee the repayment of loan with 
interest availed from Financial Institution/s, Banks, Private Financiers, availed by any person, company, 
firm, society, trust or body corporate. 
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28. To guarantee or become liable for the performance of the obligations and the payment of interest on any 
debentures or securities of any company, corporation or association or a persons in which such guarantees 
may be considered beneficial or advantageous, directly or indirectly to further the objects of the Company 
or the interest of the members. 

29. To apply for, purchase, acquire, and protect, prolong and renew in any part of the world any patents, patent 
rights, brevets invention, licences, protections and concessions which may appear likely to be advantageous 
or useful to the Company and to use and turn to account and or grant licences or privileges in respect of the 
same and to spend money in experimenting upon and testing and improving or seeking to improve any 
patents, inventions or rights which the Company may acquire or proposes to acquire. 

30. Subject to the provisions of the Companies Act, 2013 to accumulate funds and to invest or deal with and 
invest money, funds, profits etc., belonging to the Company in purchasing and acquiring any movable or 
immovable property, directly or indirectly or having any right, title or interest in any property directly or by 
virture of holding securities or in any other movable, immovable, tangible or intangible properties, 
includingin any deposits, shares, stocks, debentures, debenture-stocks, kinds obligations, or securities by 
original subscription or otherwise, participation in syndicates having similar objects and to tender, 
purchase, exchange and to subscribe for the same and to guarantee the subscription thereof and to exercise 
and enforce all the rights and powers conferred by or incidental to the ownership thereof. 

31. To acquire, build, construct, improve, develop, give or take in exchange or on lease, rent, hire, occupy, 
allow, control, maintain, operate, run, sell, dispose of, carry out or alter as may be necessary or convenient 
any lease-hold or freehold lands, movable or immovable properties, including building, workshops, 
warehouse, stores, easement or other rights, machineries, plant, work, stock in trade, industrial colonies, 
conveniences together with all modern amenities and facilities such as housing, schools, hospitals, water 
supply, sanitation, townships and other facilities or properties which may seem calculated directly or 
indirectly to advance the Company’s objects and interest either in consideration of a gross sum of a rent 
charged in cash or services.

34. To establish, provide, maintain and conduct research and training centres by engaging on remuneration 
necessary technical, research, teaching and administration personnel in pursuit of the objects of the 
Company or otherwise subsidise research laboratories, experimental stations, workshops and libraries for 
researches, experiments and tests of all kinds and to undertake and carry out research and investigations, to 
process, improve and invent new and better techniques and methods and products and to improve or secure 
any process, patent copy-right which the Company may acquire or deal with and to promote and publish 
studies, researches, surveys and investigations, either independently by the Company or by providing, 
subsidising, endowing or assisting laboratories, schools, colleges, universities, workshops, libraries, 
lectures, meetings, exhibitions and conferences and by providing for the remuneration of scientists, 
scientific or technical personnel or teachers, research workers and inventors, or generally to encourage, 
promote and reward studies, researches, experiments, tests and inventions of any kind which may be 
considered likely to assist any of the objects of the Company in India or abroad.

and/or grants or in any other manner.

55. To constitute any trust with a view to issue preferred and deferred or any other special stocks, securities 
certificates or other documents based on or representing any shares, stocks, securities certificates or other 
documents or other assets appropriated for the purpose of any such trust and to settle and regulate, and if 
required, to undertake and execute any such preferred, deferred or other special stocks, securities, 
certificates or documents.

(k) ‘Designated Officer’means an officer from a senior management of the Company, appointed for the 
purpose of enforcing compliance with regulatory requirements as required under Clause 9(2) of Securities 
and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) Guidelines, 2015. 

(l) ‘Directors’ means the Directors for the time being of the Company. 

(m) ‘Domestic Company’ means a company and includes a body corporate or corporation established under a 

Central or State Legislation for the time being in force. 

(n) ‘Exchange’ means BSE Limited and, where the subject so admits, shall include also BSE. 

(o) Indiainternational Exchange (IFSC) means INDIA INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE (IFSC) LIMITED. 

(p) ‘Financial Year’ shall unless otherwise specified by the Board, shall mean the 12 month period ending on 
March 3 L‘. 

(q) ‘First Directors’ shall have the meaning attributed to it in Article 97 of these Articles. 

(r) ‘Foreign Jurisdiction’ means a country, other than India whose securities market regulator is a signatory to 

International Organization of Securities Commission’s Multilateral Memorandum of Understanding

identified in the public statement of Financial Action Task Force as: 

i. a jurisdiction having a strategic Anti-Money Laundering or combating the Financing of Terrorism 
deficiencies to which counter measures apply; or 

ii. a jurisdiction that has not made sufficient progress in addressing the deficiencies or has not 
committed to an action plan developed with the Financial Action Task Force to address the 
deficiencies.

(iv) the Chief Financial Officer; and 

(v) such other officer as may be prescribed. 

(w) ‘Managing Director’ shall mean the Managing Director of the Company appointed by the Board under the 
provisions of these Articles. 

(x) ‘Members’ means member of the Company holding a share or shares of any class. 

(y) ‘Month’ shall mean a calendar month. 
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(z) ‘Office’ means the Registered Office for the time being of the Company. 

(aa) ‘Paid-up’ shall include ‘credited as fully paid-up’. 

(bb) ‘Person’ shall include any corporation as well as individual. 

(cc) ‘Proxy’ includes Attorney duly constituted under a Power of Attorney. 

(dd) “Public Company” means a Company which - 

(a) is not a Private Company 

(b) has minimum Paid-up Share Capital of Rupees Five Lakhs or such higher Paid-up Share Capital, 
as may be prescribed. 

Provided that a Company which is a Subsidiary of a Company, not being a Private Company, shall be 
deemed to be Public Company for the purposes of this Act even where such Subsidiary Company continues 
to be a Private Company in its Articles. 

(ee) ‘Regulations’ means the Regulations of the Company. 

(ff) ‘Register’ means the Register of Members to be kept pursuant to Section 88 of the Companies Act, 2013. 
(gg) ‘Rules’ means the Rules of the Company. 

(hh) ‘RBT means Reserve Bank of India. 

(ii) ‘SCRA’ means the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956.

Any offer of further shares 
shall be deemed to include a right, exercisable by the person to whom the shares are offered, to renounce 
the shares offered to him in favour of any other person. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of the Act, any redeemable Preference Share, including Cumulative Convertible 
Preference Share may, with the sanction of an ordinary resolution be issued on the terms that they are, or at 
the option of the Company are liable to be redeemed or converted on such terms and in such manner as the 
Company, before the issue of the shares may, by special resolution, determine. 

6. The Company in General Meeting, by a Special Resolution, may determine that any share (whether forming part of 
the original capital or of any increased capital of the Company) shall be offered to such persons (whether members 
or holders of debentures of the Company or not), giving them the option to call or be allotted shares of any class of 
the Company either at a premium or at par or at a discount, (subject to compliance with the provisions of Section 53) 
such option being exercisable at such times and for such consideration as may be directed by a Special Resolution at 
a General Meeting of the Company or in General Meeting and may take any other provisions whatsoever for the 
issue, allotment or disposal of any shares. 

7. The Board of Directors may at any time increase the subscribed capital of the Company by issue of new shares out 
of the unissued part of the Share Capital in the original or subsequently created capital, but subject toprovision under 
clause 10 (1) of the Guidelines , and subject to the following conditions namely: 

(a) Such further shares shall be offered to the persons who, at the date of the offer, are holder of the equity 
shares of the Company in proportion, as nearly as circumstances admit, to the capital paid up on those 
shares at that date. 

(b) The offer aforesaid shall be made by notice specifying the number of shares offered and limiting a time as 
prescribed in the Act, from the date of the offer within which the offer, if not accepted, will be deemed to 
have been declined. 

(c) The offer aforesaid shall be deemed to include a right exercisable by the person concerned to renounce the 
shares offered to him or any of them in favour of any other person and the notice referred to in clause (b) 
shall contain a statement of this right. 

(d) After the expiry of the time specified in the notice aforesaid, or in respect of earlier intimation from the 
person to whom such notice is given that he declines to accept the shares offered, the Board of Directors 
may dispose of them in such manner as it thinks most beneficial to the Company. 

II. The Directors may, with the sanction of the Company in General Meeting by means of a special resolution, offer and 
allot shares to any person / body corporate at their discretion by following the provisions of Section 62 of the Act 
and other applicable provisions, if any. 

III. Nothing in this Article shall apply to the increase in the subscribed capital of the Company which has been approved 
by:

Issue of further shares 

Subject to the provisions of the Act, the rights conferred upon the holders of the shares of any class issued with 
preferred or other rights or not, unless otherwise expressly provided for by the terms of the issue of shares of that 
class, be deemed to be varied by the creation of further shares ranking pari passu therewith. 

Issue of Shares with differential voting rights 

The Company may issue shares with differential voting rights as may be permitted under the Law. 

Power to Pay Commission 

The Company may, at any time, pay a commission to any person for subscribing or agreeing to subscribe (whether 
absolutely or conditionally) for any share, debenture or debenture stock of the Company or procuring or agreeing to 
procure subscriptions (whether absolute or conditional) for shares, such commission in respect of shares shall be 
paid or payable out of the capital, the statutory conditions and requirements shall be observed and complied with and 
the amount or rate of commission shall not exceed five percent of the price at which the shares are issued and in the 
case of debentures, the rate of commission shall not exceed, two and half percent of the price at which the 
debentures are issued. The commission may be satisfied by the payment of cash or the allotment of fully or partly 
paid shares or partly in one way and partly in the other. The Company may also, on any issue of shares, pay such 
brokerage as may be lawful. 

Liability of Joint Holders of Shares 

The joint holders of a share or shares shall be severally as well as jointly liable for the payment of all installments 
and calls due in respect of such share or shares. 

Trust not recognised 

Save as otherwise provided by these Articles, the Company shall be entitled to treat the registered holder of any 
share as the absolute owner thereof and accordingly, the Company shall not, except as ordered by a Court of 
competent jurisdiction or as by a statute required, be bound to recognise any equitable, contingent, future or partial 
interest lien, pledge or charge in any share or (except only by these presents otherwise provided for) any other right 
in respect of any share except an absolute right to the entirety thereof in the registered holder. 

Issue other than for Cash 

(a) The Board of Directors may issue and allot shares in the capital of the Company as payment or part 
payment for any property sold or goods transferred or machinery or appliances supplied or for services 
rendered or to be rendered to the Company in or about the formation or promotion of the Company or the 
acquisition and or conduct of its business and shares may be so allotted as fully paid-up shares, and if so 
issued, shall be deemed to be fully paid-up shares. 

(b) As regards all allotments, from time to time made, the Board of Directors shall duly comply with Section39 
of the Act. 

Acceptance of Shares 

An application signed by or on behalf of the applicant for shares in the Company, followed by an allotment of any 
share therein, shall be acceptance of the shares within the meaning of these Articles; and every person who thus or 
otherwise accepts any share and whose name is on the Register shall, for the purpose of these Articles, be a 
shareholder. 

Member’s Right to Share Certificates 

(1) Every person whose name is entered as a member in the Register shall be entitled to receive without 
payment; 

(a) One certificate for all his shares; or 

(b) Share certificate shall be issued in marketable lots, where the share certificates are issued either for 
more or less than the marketable lots, sub-division/consolidation into marketable lots shall be done 
free of charge. 

(2) The Company shall, within two months after the allotment and within fifteen days after application for 
registration of the transfer of any share or debenture, complete and have it ready for delivery; the share 
certificates for all the shares and debentures so allotted or transferred unless the conditions of issue of the 
said shares otherwise provide. 

(3) Every certificate shall be under the seal and shall specify the shares to which it relatesand the amount paid- 
up thereon. 
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(4) The certificate of title to shares and duplicates thereof when necessary shall be issued under the seal of the 
Company and signed by two Directors and the Secretary or authorized official(s) of the Company. 

One Certificate for Joint Holders 

17. In respect of any share or shares held jointly by several persons, the Company shall not be bound to issue more than 
one certificate for the same share or shares and the delivery of a certificate for the share or shares to one of several 
joint holders shall be sufficient delivery to all such holders. Subject as aforesaid, where more than one share is so 
held, the joint holders shall be entitled to apply jointly for the issue of several certificates in accordance with Article 
20 below. 

Renewal of Certificate 

18. If a certificate be worn out, defaced, destroyed, mutilated, torn or lost or if there is no further space on the back 
thereof for endorsement of transfer, it shall, if requested, be replaced by a new certificate without any fee, provided 
however that such new certificate shall not be given except upon delivery of the worn out or defaced or used up 
certificate, for the purpose of cancellation, or upon proof of destruction or loss, on such terms as to evidence, 
advertisement and indemnity and the payment of out of pocket expenses as the Board of Directors may require in the 
case of the certificate having been destroyed or lost. Any renewed certificate shall be marked as such in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act in force. 

19. For every certificate issued under the preceding Article, no fee shall be charged by the Company. 

Splitting and Consolidation of Share Certificate 

20. The shares of the Company will be split up/consolidated in the following circumstances: 

(i) At the request of the member/s for split up of shares in marketable lot. 

(ii) At the request of the member/s for consolidation of fraction shares into marketable lot. 

Directors may issue New Certificate(s) 

21. Where any share under the powers in that behalf herein contained are sold by the Directors and the certificate 
thereof has not been delivered up to the Company by the former holder of the said shares, the Directors may issue a 
new certificate for such shares distinguishing it in such manner as they think fit from the certificate not so delivered 
up. 

Person by whom installments are payable 

22. If, by the conditions of allotment of any share, the whole or part of the amount or issue price thereof shall be payable 
by instalments, every such instalment, shall, when due, be paid to the Company by the person who for the time 
being and from time to time shall be the registered holder of the share or his legal representative or representatives, 
if any. 

LIEN 

Company’s Lien on Shares 

23. The Company shall have first and paramount lien upon all shares other than fully paid-up shares registered in the 
name of any member, either or jointly with any other person, and upon the proceeds or sale thereof for all moneys 
called or payable at a fixed time in respect of such shares and such lien shall extend to all dividends from time to 
time declared in respect of such shares. But the Directors, at any time, may declare any share to be exempt, wholly 
or partially from the provisions of this Article. Unless otherwise agreed, the registration of transfer of shares shall 
operate as a waiver of the Company’s lien, if any, on such shares. 

As to enforcing Lien by Sale 

24. For the purpose of enforcing such lien, the Board of Directors may sell the shares subject thereto in such manner as 
it thinks fit, but no sale shall be made until the expiration of 14 days after a notice in writing stating and demanding 
payment of such amount in respect of which the lien exists has been given to the registered holders of the shares for 
the time being or to the person entitled to the shares by reason of the death of insolvency of the register holder. 

Authority to Transfer 

25. (a) To give effect to such sale, the Board of Directors may authorise any person to transfer the shares sold to 

the purchaser thereof and the purchaser shall be registered as the holder of the shares comprised in any such 
transfer. 

(b) The purchaser shall not be bound to see the application of the purchase money, nor shall his title to the 
shares be affected by any irregularity or invalidity in the proceedings relating to the sale. 
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Application of Proceeds of Sale 

26. The net proceeds of any such sale shall be applied in or towards satisfaction of the said moneys due from the 
member and the balance, if any, shall be paid to him or the person, if any, entitled by transmission to the shares on 
the date of sale. 

CALLS ON SHARES 

Calls 

27. Subject to the provisions of Section 49 of the Act, the Board of Directors may, from time to time, make such calls as 
it thinks fit upon the members in respect of all moneys unpaid on the shares held by them respectively and not by the 
conditions of allotment thereof made payable at fixed times, and the member shall pay the amount of every call so 
made on him to the person and at the time and place appointed by the Board of Directors. A call may be revoked or 
postponed at the discretion of the Board of Directors. 

When call deemed to have been made 

28. A call shall be deemed to have been made at the time when the resolution of the Directors authorising such call was 
passed. The Board of Directors making a call may by resolution determine that the call shall be deemed to be made 
on a date subsequent to the date of the resolution, and in the absence of such a provision, a call shall be deemed to 
have been made on the same date as that of the resolution of the Board of Directors making such calls. 

Length of Notice of Call 

29. Not less than thirty day’s notice of any call shall be given specifying the time and place of payment provided that 
before the time for payment of such call, the Directors may, by notice in writing to the members, extend the time for 
payment thereof. 

Sum payable in fixed instalments to be deemed calls 

30. If by the terms of issue of any share or otherwise, any amount is made payable at any fixed times, or by instalments 
at fixed time, whether on account of the share or by way of premium, every such amount or instalment shall be 
payable as if it were a call duly made by the Directors, on which due notice had been given, and all the provisions 
herein contained in respect of calls shall relate and apply to such amount or instalment accordingly. The joint 
holders of a share shall be jointly and severally liable to pay all calls in respect thereof. 

When interest on call or instalment payable 

31. If the sum payable in respect of any call or, instalment be not paid on or before the day appointed for payment 
thereof, the holder for the time being of the share in respect of which the call shall have been made or the instalment 
shall fall due, shall pay interest for the same at the rate of 12 percent per annum, from the day appointed for the 
payment thereof to the time of the actual payment or at such lower rate as the Directors may determine. The Board 
of Directors shall also be at liberty to waive payment of that interest wholly or in part. 

Sums payable at fixed times to be treated as calls 

32. The provisions of these Articles as to payment of interest shall apply in the case of non-payment of any such sum 
which by the terms of issue of a share, become payable at a fixed time, whether on account of the amount of the 
share or by way of premium, as if the same had become payable by virtue of a call duly made and notified. 

Payment of call in advance 

33. The Board of Directors, may, if it thinks fit, receive from any member willing to advance all of or any part of the 
moneys uncalled and unpaid upon any shares held by him and upon all or any part of the moneys so advanced may 
(until the same would, but for such advance become presently payable) pay interest at such rate as the Board of 
Directors may decide but shall not in respect of such advances confer a right to the dividend or participate in profits. 

Partial payment not to preclude forfeiture 

34. Neither a judgement nor a decree in favour of the Company for calls or other moneys due in respect of any share nor 
any part payment or satisfaction thereunder, nor the receipt by the Company of a portion of any money which shall 
from, time to time, be due from any member in respect of any share, either by way of principal or interest nor any 
indulgency granted by the Company in respect of the payment of any such money shall preclude the Company from 
thereafter proceeding to enforce a forfeiture of such shares as herein after provided. 

35. No member shall be entitled to receive any dividend or exercise any privilege as a member until he shall have paid 
all calls from the time being due and payable on every share held by him, whether alone or jointly with any person, 
together with interest and expenses if any. 
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FORFEITURE OF SHARES 
If call or instalment not paid, notice may be given 

36. If a member fails to pay any call or instalment of a call on the day appointed for the payment not paid thereof, the 
Board of Directors may during such time as any part of such call or instalment remains unpaid serve a notice on him 
requiring payment of so much of the call or instalment as is unpaid, together with any interest, which may have 
accrued. The Board of Directors may accept in the name and for the benefit of the Company and upon such terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon, the surrender of any share liable to forfeiture and so far as the law permits of 
any other share. 

Evidentiary Proof and action by Company against shareholders 

37. On the trial or hearing of any action or suit brought by the Company against any shareholder or his representative to 
recover any debt or money claimed to be due to the Company in respect of his share, it shall be sufficient to prove 
that the name of the shareholder as defendant is or was, when the claim arose, on the Register of shareholders of the 
Company as a holder, or one of the holders of the number of shares in respect of which such claim is made, and that 
the amount claimed is not entered as paid in the books of the Company and it shall not be necessary to prove the 
appointment of the Directors who made any call nor that a quorum of Directors was present at the Board of 
Directorsmeeting at which any call was made nor that the meeting at which any call was made was duly convened or 
constituted nor any other matter whatsoever; but the proof of the matters aforesaid shall be conclusive evidence of 
the debt. 

Form of Notice 

38. The notice shall name a further day (not earlier than the expiration of fourteen days from the date of service of the 
notice), on or before which the payment required by the notice is to be made, and shall state that, in the event of 
non-payment on or before the day appointed, the shares in respect of which the call was made will be liable to be 
forfeited. 

If notice not complied with, shares may be forfeited 

39. If the requirements of any such notice as, aforementioned are not complied with, any share in respect of which the 
notice has been given may at any time thereafter, before the payment required by the notice has been made, be 
forfeited by a resolution of the Board of Directors to that effect. Such forfeiture shall include all dividends declared 
in respect of the forfeited shares and not actually paid before the forfeiture. 

Notice after forfeiture 

40. When any share shall have been so forfeited, notice of the resolution shall be given to the member in whose name it 
stood immediately prior to the forfeiture and an entry of the forfeiture shall not be in any manner invalidated by any 
omission or neglect to give such notice or to make such entry as aforesaid. 

Boards’ right to dispose of forfeited shares or cancellation of forfeiture 

41. A forfeited or surrendered share may be sold or otherwise disposed off on such terms and in such manner as the 
Board of Directors may think fit, and at any time before such a sale or disposal, the forfeiture may be cancelled on 
such terms as the Board of Directors may think fit. 

Liability after forfeiture 

42. A person whose shares have been forfeited shall cease to be a member in respect of the forfeited shares but shall, 
notwithstanding such forfeiture, remain liable to pay and shall forthwith pay the Company all moneys, which at the 
date of forfeiture is payable by him to the Company in respect of the share, whether such claim be barred by 
limitation on the date of the forfeiture or not, but his liability shall cease if and when the Company received payment 
in full of all such moneys due in respect of the shares. 

Effect of forfeiture 

43. The forfeiture of a share shall involve in the extinction of all interest in and also of all claims and demands against 
the Company in respect of the shares and all other rights incidental to the share, except only such of these rights as 
by these Articles are expressly saved. When any share shall have been so forfeited an entry of the forfeiture with the 
date thereof shall be made in the Register of Members. 

Evidence of forfeiture 

44. A duly verified declaration in writing that the declarant is a Director of the Company and that a share in the 
Company has been duly forfeited on a date stated in the declaration, shall be conclusive evidence of the facts therein 
stated as against all persons claiming to be entitled to the share, and that declaration and the receipt of the Company 
for the consideration, if any, given for the shares on the sale or disposal thereof, shall constitute a good title to the 
share and the person to whom the share is sold or disposed of shall be registered as the holder of the share and shall

not be bound to see to the application of the purchase money (if any ) nor shall his title to the share be affected by 
any irregularity or invalidity in the proceedings in reference to the forfeiture, sale or disposal of the share. 

Non-payment of sums payable at fixed times 

The provisions of these regulations as to forfeiture shall apply in the case of non-payment of any sum which by 
terms of issue of a share, becomes payable at a fixed time, whether, on account of the amount of the share or by way 
of premium or otherwise as if the same had been payable by virtue of a call duly made and notified. 

Validity of such sales 

Upon any sale after forfeiture or for enforcing a lien in purported exercise of the powers herein before given, the 
Directors may cause the purchaser’s name to be entered in the register in respect of the shares sold and may issue 
fresh certificate in the name of such a purchaser. The purchaser/transferee shall thereupon be registered as the holder 
of the share. The purchaser shall not be bound to see to the regularity of the proceedings, nor to the application of 
the purchase money and after his name has been entered in the register in respect of such shares, the validity of the 
sale shall not be impeached by any person and the remedy of any person aggrieved by the sale shall be in damages 
only and against the Company exclusively. 

TRANSFER AND TRANSMISSION OF SHARES 


Transfer 

(a) The instrument of transfer of any share in the Company shall be executed both by the transferor and the 
transferee and the transferor shall be deemed to remain holder of the shares until the name of the transferee is 
entered in the register of members in respect thereof. 

(b) The Board of Directors shall not register any transfer of shares unless a proper instrument of transfer duly 
stamped and executed by the transferor and the transferee has been delivered to the Company along with 
the certificate and such other evidence as the Company may require to prove the title of the transferor or his 
right to transfer the shares. 

Provided that where it is proved to the satisfaction of the Board of Directors that an instrument of transfer 
signed by the transferor and the transferee has been lost, the Company may, if the Board of Directors thinks 
fit, on an application on such terms in writing made by the transferee and bearing the stamp required for an 
instrument of transfer, register the transfer on such terms as to indemnity as the Board of Directors may 
think fit. 

(c) An application for the registration of the transfer of any share or shares may be made either by the 
transferor or the transferee, provided that where such application is made by the transferor, no registration 
shall, in the case of partly paid shares, be effected unless the Company gives notice of the application to the 
transferee. The Company shall, unless objection is made by the transferee within two weeks from the date 
of receipt of the notice, enter in the register the name of the transferee in the same manner and subject to 
the same conditions as if the application for registration was made by the transferee. 

(d) For the purpose of Sub-clause (c), notice to the transferee shall be deemed to have been duly given if 
dispatched by prepaid registered post to the transferee at the address given in the instrument of transfer and 
shall be delivered in the ordinary course of post. 

(e) Nothing in Sub-clause (d) shall prejudice any power of the Board of Directorsto register as a shareholder 
any person to whom the right to any share has been transmitted by operation of law. 

(f) Notwithstanding an 5 Thing to the contrary contained in these Articles, the provisions of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) (Stock Exchange and Clearing Corporation) Regulation, 2012 (“SECC 
Regulations”) or any modification thereto, as the case may be, shall apply in respect of issue, acquisition 
and holding of equity shares of the Company. 

Form of Transfer 

Shares in the Company shall be transferred by an instrument in writing in such common form as specified in Section 

56 of the Act. 

Board’s right to refuse to register 

(a) The Board of Directors, may, at its absolute discretion and without assigning any reason, decline to 
register. 

(1) The transfer of any share, whether fully paid or not, to a person of whom they do not approve or 
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(2) Any transfer or transmission of shares on which the Company has a lien - 

(i) Provided that registration of any transfer shall not be refused on the ground of the 
transferor being either alone or jointly with any other person or persons indebted to the 
Company on any account whatsoever except a lien on the shares. 

(ii) If the Board of Directors refuses to register any transfer or transmission of right, it shall, 
within fifteen days from the date of which the instrument or transfer of the intimation of 
such transmission was delivered to the Company, send notice of the refusal to the 
transferee and the transferor or to the person giving intimation of such transmission as the 
case may be. 

(iii) In case of such refusal by the Board of Directors, the decision of the Board of Directors 
shall be subject to the right of appeal conferred by Section 58 of the Act. 

(iv) The provisions of this clause shall apply to transfers of stock also. 

(3) the transfer is being made otherwise than in accordance with relevant SEBI circulars and 
directivesbeside the provisions of the SECC Regulations or any modification thereto, as the case 
may be; 

Further right of Board of Directors to refuse to register 

50. (a) The Board of Directors may, at its discretion, decline to recognise or accept instrument of transfer of shares 

unless the instrument of transfer is in respect of only one class of shares. 

(b) No fee shall be charged by the Company for registration of transfers or for effecting transmission on shares 
on the death of any member or for registering any letters of probate, letters of administration and similar 
other documents. 

(c) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-articles (b) and (c) of Article 47, the Board of Directors may 
not accept applications for sub-division or consolidation of shares into denominations of less than hundred 
(100) except when such a sub-division or consolidation is required to be made to comply with a statutory 
order or an order of a competent Court of Law or a request from a member to convert his holding of odd 
lots, subject however, to verification by the Company. 

(d) The Directors may not accept applications for transfer of less than 100 equity shares of the Company, 
provided however, that these restrictions shall not apply to: 

(i) Transfer of equity shares made in pursuance of a statutory order or an order of competent court of 
law. 

(ii) Transfer of the entire equity shares by an existing equity shareholder of the Company holding less 
than hundred (100) equity shares by a single transfer to joint names. 

(iii) Transfer of more than hundred (100) equity shares in favour of the same transferee under one or 
more transfer deeds, one or more of them relating to transfer of less than hundred (100) equity 
shares. 

(iv) Transfer of equity shares held by a member which are less than hundred (100) but which have 
been allotted to him by the Company as a result of Bonus and/or Rights shares or any shares 
resulting from Conversion of Debentures. 

(v) The Board of Directors be authorised not to accept applications for sub-division or consolidation 
of shares into denominations of less than hundred (100) except when such sub-division or 
consolidation is required to be made to comply with a statutory order of a Court of Law or a 
request from a member to convert his holding of odd lots of shares into transferable/marketable 
lots, subject, however, to verification by the Company. 

Provided that where a member is holding shares in lots higher than the transferable limit of trading and 
transfers in lots of transferable unit, the residual shares shall be permitted to stand in the name of such 
transferor not withstanding that the residual holding shall be below hundred (100). 

Rights to shares on death of a member for transmission 

51. (a) In the event of death of any one or more of several joint holders, the survivor, or survivors, alone shall be 

entitled to be recognised as having title to the shares. 

(b) In the event of death of any sole holder or of the death of last surviving holder, the executors or 
administrators of such holder or other person legally entitled to the shares shall be entitled to be recognised 
by the Company as having title to the shares of the deceased. 
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Provided that on production of such evidence as to title and on such indemnity or other terms as the Board 
of Directors may deem sufficient, any person may be recognised as having title to the shares as heir or legal 
representative of the deceased shareholder. 

Provided further that if the deceased shareholder was a member of a Hindu Joint Family, the Board of 
Directors, on being satisfied to that effect and on being satisfied that the shares standing in his name in fact 
belonged to the joint family, may recognise the survivors of Karta thereof as having titles to the shares 
registered in the name of such member. 

Provided further that in any case, it shall be lawful for the Board of Directors in its absolute discretion, to 
dispense with the production of probate or letters of administration or other legal representation upon such 
evidence and such terms as to indemnity or otherwise as the Board of Directors may deem just. 

Rights and liabilities of person 

52. (1) Any person becoming entitled to a share in consequence of the death or insolvency of a member may, upon 

such evidence being produced as may from time to time be required by the Board of Directors and subject 
as herein, after provided elect either 

(a) to be registered himself as a holder of the share or 

(b) to make such transfer of the share as the deceased or insolvent member could have made. 

(2) The Board of Directors, shall, in either case, have the same right to decline or suspend registration as it 
would have had, if the deceased or insolvent member had transferred the share before his death or 
insolvency. 

Notice by such a person of his election 

53. (a) If the person so becoming entitled shall elect to be registered as holder of the shares himself, he shall 

deliver or send to the Company a notice in writing signed by him stating that he so elects. 

(b) If the person aforesaid shall elect to transfer the share, he shall testify his election by executing a transfer of 
the share. 

(c) All the limitations, restrictions and provisions of these regulations relating to the right to transfer and the 
registration of transfers of shares shall be applicable to any such notice or transfer as aforesaid as if the 
death or insolvency of the member had not occurred and the notice of transfer had been signed by that 
member. 

(d) A person becoming entitled to a share by reason of the death or insolvency of the holder shall be entitled to 
the same dividends and other advantages to which he would be entitled if he were the registered holder of 
the share, except that he shall not, before being registered as a member in respect of the share, be entitled in 
respect of it to exercise any right conferred by membership in relation to meetings of the Company. 

Provided that the Board of Directors may, at any time, give notice requiring any such person to elect either 
to be registered himself or to transfer the share, and if the notice is not complied with within ninety days, 
the Board of Directors may thereafter withhold payment of all dividends, bonuses or other monies payable 
in respect of the share, until the requirements of the notice have been complied with. 

No transfer to infant, etc. 

54. No transfer shall be made to an infant or a person of unsound mind. 

Endorsement of transfer and issue of certificate 

55. Every endorsement upon the certificate of any share in favour of any transferee shall be signed by the Secretary or 
by some person for the time being duly authorised by the Board of Directors in that behalf. 

Custody of transfer 

56. The instrument of transfer shall, after registration, remain in the custody of the Company. The Board of Directors 
may cause to be destroyed all transfer deeds lying with the Company for a period of ten years or more. 

57. Register of members 

(a) The Company shall keep a book to be called the Register of Members, and therein shall be entered the 
particulars of every transfer or transmission of any share and all other particulars of shares required by the 
Act to be entered in such Register. 

Closure of Register of memers 

(b) The Board of Directors may, after giving not less than seven days previous notice by advertisement in some 
newspapers circulating in the district in which the Registered Office of the Company is situated, close the 
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Register of Members or the Register of Debenture Holders for any period or periods not exceeding in the 
aggregate forty-five days in each year but not exceeding thirty days at any one time. 

When instruments of transfer to be retained 

(c) All instruments of transfer which shall be registered shall be retained by the Company but any instrument 
of transfer which the Directors may decline to register shall be returned to the person depositing the same. 

Company’s right to register transfer by apparent legal owner 

58. The Company shall incur no liability or responsibility whatever in consequence of their registering or giving effect 
to any transfer of shares made or purporting to be made by any apparent legal owner thereof (as shown or appearing 
in the Register of Members) to the prejudice of persons having or claiming any equitable right, title or interest to or 
in the same shares not withstanding that the Company may have had notice of such equitable right or title or interest 
prohibiting registration of such transfer and may have entered such notice referred thereto in any book of the 
Company and the Company shall not be bound by or required to regard or attend to or give effect to any notice 
which may be given to it of any equitable right, title or interest or be under any liability whatsoever for refusing or 
neglecting so to do, though it may have been entered or referred to in the books of the Company; but the Company 
shall nevertheless be at liberty to have regard and to attend to any such notice and give effect thereto, if the Board of 
Directors shall so think fit. 

59. Suspension of registration of transfer 

On giving not less than seven days’ previous notice in accordance with Section 91of the Act and rules made 
thereunder, the registration of transfers may be suspended at such times and for such period as the Board of 
Directors may from time to time determine. 

Provided that such registration shall not be suspended for more than thirty days at any one time or for more than 
forty-five days in the aggregate in any year. 

ALTERATION OF CAPITAL 

Alteration and consolidation, sub-division and cancellation of shares 

60. (a) The Company may, from time to time, in accordance with the provisions of the Act, alter by Ordinary 

Resolution, the conditions of the Memorandum of Association as follows: 

(1) increase its share capital by such amount as it thinks expedient by issuing newshares; 

(2) consolidate and divide all or any of its share capital into shares of larger amountthan its existing 
shares; 

(3) convert all or any of its fully paid-up shares into stock, and reconvert that stock intofully paid-up 
shares of the denomination; 

(4) Sub-divide its shares, or any of them, into shares of smaller amount than is fixed b 5 dhe 
Memorandum, so however, that in the sub-division on the proportion betweenthe amount paid and 
the amount, if any, unpaid, on each reduced share shall be thesame as it was in the case of the 
shares from which the reduced share is derived. 

(5) (i) Cancel shares which, at the date of passing of the resolution in that behalf, have not been 

taken or agreed to be taken by any person, and diminish the amount of its share capital by 
the amount of the shares so cancelled. 

(ii) The resolution whereby any share is sub-divided may determined that, as between the 
holder of the shares resulting from such sub-division, one or more such shares shall have 
some preference or special advantage as regards dividend, capital or otherwise over or as 
compared with the others. 

(6) Classify and reclassify its share capital from the shares on one class into shares of other class or 
classes and to attach thereto respectively such preferential, deferred, qualified or other special 
rights, privileges, conditions or restrictions and to vary, modify or abrogate any such rights, 
privileges, conditions or restrictions in such manner as may for the time being be permitted under 
legislative provisions for the time being in force in that behalf. 

Reduction of capital, etc. by Company 

61. The Company may, by Special Resolution, reduce in any manner with and subject to any incident authorised and 
consent as required by law: 

(a) its Share Capital 
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(b) any Capital Redemption Reserve Account, or 

(c) any Share Premium Account 

SURRENDER OF SHARES 

Surrender of Shares 

62. The Directors may, subject to the provisions of the Act, accept the surrender of any share by way of compromise of 
any question as to the holder being properly registered in respect thereof. 

MODIFICATION OF RIGHTS 

Power of modify shares 

63. The rights and privileges attached to each class of shares may be modified, commuted, affected, abrogated in the 
manner provided in Section 48 of the Act. 

SET OFF OF MONEY DUE TO SHAREHOLDERS 

Set-off of moneys due to shareholders 

64. Any money due from the Company to a shareholder may, without the consent of such shareholder, be applied by the 
Company in or towards payment of any money due from him, either alone or jointly with any other person, to the 
Company in respect of calls. 

CONVERSION OF SHARES INTO STOCK 

Conversion of shares 

65. The Company may, by Ordinary Resolution, convert all or any fully paid share(s) of any denomination into stock 
and vice versa. 

Transfer of stock 

66. The holders of stock may transfer the same or any part thereof in the same manner as, and subject to the same 
regulations, under which, the shares from which the stock arose might before the conversion have been transferred, 
or as near thereto as circumstances admit; provided that the Board of Directors may, from time to time, fix the 
minimum amount of stock transferable, so, however, that such minimum shall not exceed the nominal amount of the 
shares from which the stock arose. 

Right of stockholders 

67. The holders of the stock shall, according to the amount of the stock held by them, have the same rights, privileges 
and advantages as regards dividends, voting at meetings of the Company and other matters, as if they held the shares 
from which the stock arose, but no such privilege or advantage (except participation in the dividends and profits of 
the Company and its assets on winding up) shall be conferred by an amount of stock which would not, if existing in 
shares, have conferred that privilege or advantage. 

Applicability of regulations to stock and stockholders 

68. Such of the regulations contained in these presents, other than those relating to share warrants as are applicable to 
paid-up shares shall apply to stock and the words shares and shareholder in these presents shall include stock and 
stockholder respectively. 

DEMATERIALISATION OF SECURITIES 

69. (a) Definitions 

For the purpose of this Article: 

(i) ‘Beneficial Owner’ means a person or persons whose name is recorded as such with a depository; 


(ii) ‘Depository’ means a depository as defined in Clause (e) of Sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the 
Depositories Act, 1996 and 

(iii) ‘Securities’ means the securities as defined in clause (h) of Section 2 of the SCRA. 

(b) Dematerialization of securities 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Articles, the Company shall be entitled to dematerialise or 
rematerialise its securities and to offer securities in a dematerialised form pursuant to the Depositories Act, 
1996 and the rules framed thereunder, if any. 
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(c) Options for investors 

Every person subscribing to securities offered by the Company shall have the option to receive security 
certificates or to hold the securities with a depository as mandated under the Law. Such a person, who is the 
beneficial owner of the securities, can at any time opt out of a depository, if permitted by law, in respect of 
any security in the manner provided by the Depositories Act and the Company shall, in the manner and 
within the time prescribed, issue to the beneficial owner the required certificates of securities. If a person 
opts to hold his security with a depository, the Company shall intimate such depository the details of 
allotment of the security, and on receipt of the information, the depository shall enter in its record the name 
of the allottee as the beneficial owner of the security. 

(d) Securities in depositories to be in fungible form 

All securities held by a depository shall be dematerialised and be in fungible form. Nothing contained in 
Sections 89 and 186 of the Act shall apply to a depository in respect of the securities held by it on behalf of 
the beneficial owners. 

(e) Rights of depositories and beneficial owners 

(i) Notwithstanding an 5 ^thing to the contrary contained in the Act or these Articles, a depository shall 
be deemed to be the registered owner for the purposes of effecting transfer of ownership of 
security on behalf of the beneficial owner. 

(ii) Save as otherwise provided in (a) above, the depository, as the registered owner of the securities, 
shall not have any voting rights or any other rights in respect of the securities held by it. 

(iii) Every person holding securities of the Company and whose name is entered as the beneficial 
owner in the records of the depository shall be deemed to be a member of the Company. The 
beneficial owner of the securities shall be entitled to all the rights and benefits and be subject to all 
the liabilities in respect of his securities which are held by a depository. 

(f) Service of documents 

Notwithstanding anything in the Act or these Articles to the contrary, where securities are held in a 
depository, the records of the beneficial ownership may be served by such depository on the Company by 
means of electronic mode or by delivery of floppies or discs. 

(g) Transfer of securities 

Nothing contained in Section 56 of the Act or these Articles shall apply to transfer ofsecurities effected by 
a transferor and transferee both of whom are entered as beneficial owners in the records of a depository. 

(h) Allotment of securities dealt with in a depository 

Notwithstanding anything in the Act or these Articles, where securities are dealt with in a depository, the 
Company shall intimate the details thereof to the depository immediately on allotment of such securities. 

(i) Distinctive numbers of securities held in a depository 

Nothing contained in the Act or these Articles regarding the necessity of having distinctive numbers of 
securities issued by the Company shall apply to securities held in a depository. 

(j) Register and Index of Beneficial owners 

The Register and Index of Beneficial Owners, maintained by a depository under the Depositories Act, 
1996, shall be deemed to be the Register and Index of Members andSecurities Holders for the purposes of 
these Articles. 

(k) Company to recognize the rights of registered holders as also the beneficial owners in the records of the 
depository 

Save as herein otherwise provided, the Company shall be entitled to treat the person whose name appears 
on the Register of Members as the holder of any share, as also the beneficial owner of the shares in records 
of the depository as the absolute owner thereof as regards receipt of dividends or bonus or services of 
notices and all or any other matters connected with the Company, and accordingly, the Company shall not, 
except as ordered by a Court of competent jurisdiction or as by law required, be bound to recognize any 
benami trust or equity or equitable, contingent or other claim to or interest in such share on the part of any 
other person, whether or not it shall have express or implied notice thereof. 
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GENERAL MEETINGS 

Annual General Meeting 

70. The Company shall in each year hold in addition to the other meetings a general meeting which shall be styled as its 
Annual General Meeting at intervals and in accordance with the applicable provisions of Law. 

71. (1) Extraordinary General Meeting 

All general meetings other than Annual General Meeting shall be called Extraordinary General Meeting. 
Extraordinary General Meetings may be held either at the Registered Office of the Company or at such 
convenient place as the Board of Directors or the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer (subject 
to any directions of the Board of Directors) may deem fit. 

(2) Right to summon Extraordinary General Meeting 

The Chairman may, whenever they think fit, and shall if so directed by the Board of Directors, convene an 
Extraordinary General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined. 

72. Extraordinary Meeting by requisition 

(a) The Board of Directors shall, on the requisition of such number of members of the Company as is specified 
below, proceed duly to call an Extraordinary General Meeting of the Companyand comply with the 
provisions of the Act in regard to meetings on requisition. 

(b) The requisition shall set out matters for the consideration of which the meeting is to be called, shall be 
signed by the requisitionists and shall be deposited at the Registered Office of the Company or sent to the 
Company by Registered Post addressed to the Company at its Registered Office. 

(c) The requisition may consist of several documents in like forms, each signed by one or more requisitionists. 

(d) The number of members entitled to requisition a meeting in regard to any matter shall be such number of 
them as hold, on the date of the deposit of the requisition, not less than 1/10* of such of the paid-up capital 
of the Company as at the date carries the right of the voting in regard to the matter set out in the requisition. 

(e) If the Board of Directors does not, within 21 days from the date of receipt of deposit of the requisition with 
regard to any matter, proceed duly to call a meeting for the consideration of these matters on a date not later 
than 45 days from the date of deposit of the requisition, the meeting may be called by the requisitionists 
themselves or such of the requisitionists, as represent either majority in the value of the paid-up share 
capital held by them or of not less than one tenth of such paid-up capital of the Company as is referred to in 
Sub-clause (d) above, whichever is less. 

Length of notice for calling meeting 

73. A General Meeting of the Company may be called by giving not less than twenty one days notice in writing, 
provided that a General Meeting may be called after giving shorter notice if consent thereto is accorded by the 
members holding not less than 95 per cent of the part of the paid- up share capital which gives the right to vote on 
the matters to be considered at the meeting. 

Provided that where any member of the Company is entitled to vote only on some resolution or resolutions to be 
moved at a meeting and not on the others, those members, shall be taken into account for purpose of this clause in 
respect of the former resolution or resolutions and not in respect of the latter. 

Accidental omission to give notice not to invalidate meeting 

74. The accidental omission is to give notice of any meeting to or the non-receipt of any such notice by any of the 
members shall not invalidate the proceedings of any resolution passed at such meeting. 

Special business and statement to be annexed 

75. All business shall be deemed special that is transacted at an Extraordinary General Meeting and also that is 
transacted at an Annual General Meeting with the exception of declaration of a dividend, the consideration of 
financial statements and the reports of the Directors and Auditors thereon, the election of the Directors in the place 
of those retiring, and the appointment of and the fixing of the remuneration of Auditors. Where any item of business 
to be transacted at the meeting is deemed to be special as aforesaid, there shall be annexed to the notice of the 
meeting a statement setting out all material facts concerning each such item of business including in particular the 
nature of the concern or interest, if any, therein, of every Director and the Manager, if any, every other Key 
Managerial Personnel and the relatives of Directors, Manager and other Key Managerial Personnel. Where any item 
of business consists of the according of approval to any document by the meeting, the time and place where the 
document can be inspected shall be specified in the statement aforesaid. 
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Where any item of special business to be transacted at a meeting of the company relates to or affects any other 
company, the extent of shareholding interest in that other company of every promoter, director, manager, if any, and 
of every other key managerial personnel of the first mentioned company shall, if the extent of such shareholding is 
not less than two per cent of the paid-up share capital of that company, also be set out in the statement. 

Quorum 

76. The quorum requirements for General Meetings shall be as under and no business shall betransacted at any General 
Meeting unless the requisite quorum is present when the meetingproceeds to business: 

Number of members up to 1000 5 members personally present 

Number of members 1000 - 5000 :-15 members personally present 

Number of members more than 5000 30 members personally present 

If quorum not present, when meeting to be dissolved and when to be adjourned 

77. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the meeting, the quorum is not present, the meeting, if called upon 
the requisition of members, shall be dissolved; in any other case, it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next 
week and at the same time and place or to such other day and to be at such other time and place as the Board of 
Directors may determine and if at the adjourned meeting the quorum is not present within half an hour from the time 
appointed for the meeting, the members present shall be the quorum. 

Chairman of General Meeting 

78. The Chairman of the Board of Directors shall preside at every General Meeting of the Company and if he is not 
present within 15 minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, or if he is unwilling to act as Chairman 
of the Board of Directors shall preside over the General Meeting of the Company. 

When Chairman is absent 

79. If there is no such Chairman, or if at any General Meeting, the Chairman is not present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the meeting or if they are unwilling to take the chair, the members present shall 
choose one of their members to be the Chairman on show of hands. 

Adjournment of meeting 

80. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present and shall, if so directed by the 
meeting, adjourn that meeting from time to time from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any 
adjourned meeting other than the business left unfinished at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. 

When a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given as in the case of 
an original meeting. Save as aforesaid, it shall not be necessary to give any notice of adjournment or of the business 
to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 

Questions at General Meeting how decided 

81. At a General Meeting, a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of hands/result of 
electronic voting as per the provisions of Section 107 andl08, unless a poll is (before or on the declaration of the 
result of the show of hands/ electronic voting) demanded in accordance with the provisions of Section 109. Unless a 
poll is so demanded, a declaration by the Chairman that a resolution has, on a show of hands/ electronic voting, been 
carried unanimously or by a particular majority or lost and an entry to that effect in the book of the proceedings of 
the Company shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of the votes 
recorded in favour of or against that resolution. 

Casting vote 

82. In the case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall, whether on a show of hands, or electronically or on a poll, as 
the case may be, have a casting vote in addition to the vote or votes to which he may be entitled as a member. 

Taking of poll 

83. If a poll is duly demanded in accordance with the provisions of Section 109, it shall be taken in such manner as the 
Chairman, subject to the provisions of Section 109 of the Act, may direct, and the results of the poll shall be deemed 
to be the decision of the meeting on the resolution on which the poll was taken. 

In what cases poll taken without adjournment 

84. A poll demanded on the election of Chairman or on a question of adjournment shall be taken forthwith. Where a poll 
is demanded on any other question, adjournment shall be taken at such time not being later than forty-eight hours 
from the time which demand was made, as the Chairman may direct. 
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Business may proceed notwithstanding demand for poll 

85. A demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any business other than that 
on which a poll has been demanded; the demand for a poll may be withdrawn at any time by the person or persons 
who made the demand. 

Votes 

86. (a) Every member of the Company holding Equity Share(s), shall have a right to vote in respect of such capital 

on every resolution placed before the Company. On a show of hands, every such member present shall have 
one vote and shall be entitled to vote in person or by proxy and his voting right on a poll or on e-voting 
shall be in proportion to his share of the paid-up Equity Capital of the Company. 

(b) Every member holding any Preference Share shall in respect of such shares have a right to vote only on 
resolutions which directly affect the rights attached to the Preference Shares and subject as aforesaid, every 
such member shall in respect of such capital be entitled to vote in person or by proxy, if the dividend due 
on such preference shares or any part of such dividend has remained unpaid in respect of an aggregate 
period of not less than two years preceding the date of the meeting. Such dividend shall be deemed to be 
due on Preference Shares in respect of any period, whether a dividend has been declared by the Company 
for such period or not, on the day immediately following such period. 

(c) Whenever the holder of a Preference Share has a right to vote on any resolution in accordance with the 

provisions of this article, his voting rights on a poll shall be in the same proportion as the capital paid-up in 
respect of such Preference Shares bear to the total equity paid-up capital of the Company. 

Joint holders 

87. In the case of joint holders, the vote of the first named of such joint holders who tender a vote, whether in person or 
by proxy, shall be accepted to the exclusion of the votes of the other joint holders. 

Member of unsound mind 

88. A member of unsound mind, or in respect of whom an order has been made by any Court having jurisdiction in 
lunacy, may vote, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, by his committee or other legal guardian, and any such 
committee or guardian may, on a poll vote by proxy. 

No member entitled to vote while call due to Company 

89. No member shall be entitled to vote at a General Meeting unless all calls or other sums presently payable by him in 
respect of shares in the Company have been paid. 

Proxies permitted on polls 

90. On a poll, votes may be given either personally or by proxy provided that no Company shall vote by proxy as long 
as resolution of its Directors in accordance with provisions of Section 113 of the Act is in force. 

Instrument of proxy 

91. (a) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointed or of the attorney 

duly authorised in writing, or if the appointer is a Corporation, either under the common seal or under the 
hand of an officer or attorney so authorised. Any person may act as a proxy whether he is a member or not. 

(b) A body corporate (whether a company within the meaning of this Act or not) may: 

(1) If it is a member of the Company by resolution of its Board of Directors or other governing body, 
authorise such persons as it thinks fit to act as its representatives at any meeting of the Company, 
or at any meeting of any class of members of the Company; 

(2) If it is a creditor (including a holder of debentures) of the Company, by resolution of its Directors 
or other governing body, authorise such person as it thinks fit to act as its representative at any 
meeting of any creditors of the Company held in pursuance of this Act or of any rules made 
thereunder, or in pursuance of the provisions contained in any debenture or trust deed, as the case 
may be. 

(c) A person authorised by resolution as aforesaid shall be entitled to exercise the same rights and powers 
(including the right to vote by proxy) on behalf of the body corporate which he represents, as if he were 
personally the member, creditor or debenture holder. 

Instrument of proxy to be deposited at the office 

92. The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority, if any, under which it is signed or a 
notary certified copy of that power of authority shall be deposited at the Registered Office of the Company not less 
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than forty-eight hours before the time for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in 
the instrument proposes to vote, or, in the case of a poll, not less than twenty-four hours before the time appointed 
for the taking of the poll; and in default, the instrument of proxy shall not be treated as valid. 

Validity of vote by proxy 

A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid not withstanding the previous 
death of the appointer, or revocation of the proxy, or transfer of the share in respect of which the vote is given 
provided no intimation in writing of the death, revocation or transfer shall have been received at the Registered 
Office of the Company before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

Form of Proxy 

Any instrument appointing a proxy may be a two way proxy form to enable the shareholders to vote for or against 
any resolution at their discretion. The instrument of proxy shall be in the prescribed form as given in Form MGT-11. 

Custody of the instrument 

If any such instrument of appointment be confined to the object of appointing a proxy or substitute for voting at 
meeting of the Company it shall remain permanenetly or for such time as the Director may determine, in the custody 
of the Company, and if embracing other objects a copy thereof, examined with the original, shall be delivered to the 
Company to remain in custody of the Company. 

Time for objections to votes 

No objection shall be made to the validity of any vote except at the meeting or poll at which such vote shall be 
tendered, and every vote whether given personally or by proxy not disallowed at such meeting or poll, shall be 
deemed valid for all purposes of such meeting or poll whatsoever. 

DIRECTORS 


Number of Directors 

Unless otherwise determined by a General Meeting, the number of Directors shall not be less than 3 and not more 
than 15. 

The First Directors of the Company are: 

1. Mr. Nayan Chandrakant Mehta 

2. Mr. Balasubramaniam Venkataramani 

3. Mr. Nehal Naleen Vora 

Subject to the provisions of the Act as may be applicable, the Board of Directors may appoint any person as a 
Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer to perform such functions as the Board of Directors may decide 
from time to time. Such Director shall be a Member of the Board of Directors. 

Qualification of Directors 

Any person, whether a member of the Company or not, may be appointed as a Director. No qualification by way of 
holding shares in the capital of the Company shall be required of any Director. 

Director’s remuneration 

(a) Until otherwise determined by the Company in General Meeting, each Director shall be entitled to receive 
and be paid out of the funds of the Company a fee for each meeting of the Board of Directors or any 
committee thereof, attended by him as may be fixed by the Board of Directors from time to time subject to 
the provisions of Section 197 of the Act, and the Rules made thereunder. For the purpose of any resolution 
in this regard, none of the Directors shall be deemed to be interested in the subject matter of the resolution. 
The Directors shall also be entitled to be paid their reasonable travelling and hotel and other expenses 
incurred in consequence of their attendance at meetings of the Board of Directors or of any committee of 
the Board of Directors or otherwise in the execution of their duties as Directors either in India or elsewhere. 
The Managing Director and Chief Executive OfficerAVhole-time Director of the Company who is a full 
time employee, drawing remuneration will not be paid any fee for attending Board Meetings. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Directors may, with the sanction of a Special Resolution passed in 
the General Meeting and such sanction, if any, of the Government of India as may be required under the 
Companies Act, sanction and pay to any or all the Directors such remuneration for their services as 
Directors or otherwise and for such period and on such terms as they may deem fit. 

(c) Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Company in General Meeting may by Special Resolution sanction 
and pay to the Director in addition to the said fees set out in sub clause (a) above, a remuneration not 
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exceeding one per cent (1%) of the net profits of the Company calculated in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 198 of the Act. The said amount of remuneration so calculated shall be divided equally between 
all the Directors of the Company who held office as Directors at any time during the year of account in 
respect of which such remuneration is paid or during any portion of such year irrespective of the length of 
the period for which they held office respectively as such Directors. 

(d) Subject to the provisions of Section 188 of the Act, and subject to such sanction of the Government of 
India, as may be required under the Companies Act, if any Director shall be appointed to advise the 
Directors as an expert or be called upon to perform extra services or make special exertions for any of the 
purposes of the Company, the Directors may pay to such Director such special remuneration as they think 
fit; such remuneration may be in the form of either salary, commission, or lump sum and may either be in 
addition to or in substitution of the remuneration specified in clause (a) of the Article. 

Directors may act notwithstanding vacancy 

101. The continuing Directors may act notwithstanding any vacancy in their body, but subject to the provisions contained 
in Article 104 below. 

Chairman or Vice-chairman of the Board 

102 . 

(a) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Articles and pursuant to provisions of the Act, Board of 
Directors may choose the Chairman and Vice Chairman amongst the directors of the Company. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Chairman may be paid such remuneration for their services as 
Chairman and respectively, and such reasonable expenses including expenses connected with travel, 
secretarial service and entertainment, as may be decided by the Board of Directors from time to time. 

Casual vacancy 

103. If the office of any Director becomes vacant before the expiry of the period of his Directorship in normal course, the 
resulting casual vacancy may be filled by the Board of Directors at a Meeting of the Board of Directors subject to 
Section 161 of the Act. Any person so appointed shall hold office only up to the date which the Director in whose 
place he is appointed would have held office if the vacancy had not occurred as aforesaid. 

VACATION OF OFFICE BY DIRECTORS 

Vacation of office by Directors 

104. The office of a Director shall be vacated if: 

(1) he is found to be unsound mind by a Court of competent jurisdiction; 

(2) he applies to be adjudicated as an insolvent; 

(3) he is an undischarged insolvent; 

(4) he is convicted by a Court of any offence whether involving moral turpitude or otherwiseand is sentenced 
in respect thereof to imprisonment for not less than six months and aperiod of five years has not elapsed 
from the date of expiry of the sentence; 

(5) he fails to pay any call in respect of shares of the Company held by him, whether alone orjointly with 
others, within six months from the last date fixed for the payment of the call; 

(6) an order disqualifying him for appointment as Director has been passed by court ortribunal and the order is 
in force. 

(7) he has not complied with Subsection (3) of Section 152 of the Act. 

(8) he has been convicted of the offence dealing with related party transaction under sectionl88 at any time 
during the preceding five years. 

(9) he absents himself from all meetings of the Board of Directors for a continuous period of twelve months, 
with or without seeking leave of absence from the Board of Directors; 

(10) he acts in contravention of Section 184 of the Act and fails to disclose his interest in a contract in 
contravention of the said Section 184. 

(11) he becomes disqualified by an order of a court or the Tribunal 

(12) he is removed in pursuance of the provisions of the Act, 

(13) having been appointed a Director by virtue of holding any office or other employment in the Company, he 
ceases to hold such office or other employment in the Company; 
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Notwithstanding anything in Clause (4), (6) and (8) aforesaid, the disqualification referred to in those clauses shall 
not take effect: 

(1) for thirty days from the date of the adjudication, sentence or order; 

(2) where any appeal or petition is preferred within the thirty days aforesaid against the adjudication, sentence 
or conviction resulting in the sentence or order until the expiry of seven days from the date on which such 
appeal or petition is disposed off; or 

(3) where within the seven days as aforesaid, any further appeal or petition is preferred in respect of the 
adjudication, sentence, conviction or order, and appeal or petition, if allowed, would result in the removal 
of the disqualification, until such further appeal or petition is disposed off. 

105. Alternate Directors 

(a) The Board of Directors may appoint an Alternate Director to act for a Director hereinafter called in this 
clause “the Original Director” during his absence for a period of not less than 3 months from India. 

(b) An Alternate Director appointed as aforesaid shall vacate office if and when the Original Director returns to 
India. 

(c) Independent Directors 

(i) The Directors may appoint such number of Independent Directors as are required under Section 
149 of the Act or clause 49 of Listing Agreement, whichever is higher, from time to time. 

(ii) Independent directors shall possess such qualification as required under Section 149 of the Act and 
clause 49 of Listing Agreement. 

(iii) Independent Director shall be appointed for such period as prescribed under relevant provisions of 
the Act and Listing Agreement and shall not be liable to retire by rotation. 

Designated Officer 

(d) The company shall appoint an officer as ‘Designated Officer’ from a senior management of the Company, 
for the purpose of enforcing compliance with regulatory requirements as required under Clause 9(2) of 
Guidelines. 

Key Managerial Personnel 

(e) Subject to the provisions of the Act - 

(i) A chief executive officer, manager, company secretary or chief financial officer may be appointed 
by the Board of Directors for such term, at such remuneration and upon such conditions as it may 
thinks fit; and any chief executive officer, manager, company secretary or chief financial officer so 
appointed may be removed by means of resolution of the Board of Directors; 

(ii) A director may be appointed as chief executive officer, manager, company secretary or chief 
financial officer. 

Additional Directors 

106. The Directors may, from time to time, appoint a person as an Additional Director provided thatthe number of 
Directors and Additional Directors together shall not exceed the maximum numberof Directors fixed under Article 
97 above. Any person so appointed as an Additional Directorshall hold office upto the date of the next Annual 
General Meeting of the Company. 

Proportion of retirement by rotation 

(a) The proportion of directors to retire by rotation shall be as per the provisions of Section 152 of the Act. 
Debenture 

107. Any trust deed for securing debentures or debenture-stocks may, if so arranged, provide for the appointment, from 
time to time, by the Trustees thereof or by the holders of debentures or debenture-stocks, of some person to be a 
Director of the Company and may empower such Trustees, holder of debentures or debenture-stocks, from time to 
time, to remove and reappoint any Director so appointed. The Director appointed under this Article is herein referred 
to as “Debenture Director” and the term “Debenture Director” means the Director for the time being in office under 
this Article. The Debenture Director shall not be bound to hold any qualification shares and shall not be liable to 
retire by rotation or be removed by the Company. The Trust Deed may contain such ancillary provisions as may be 
arranged between the Company and the Trustees and all such provisions shall have effect notwithstanding any other 
provisions herein contained. 
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Disclosure of Interest of Directors 

108. (a) Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Directors shall not be disqualified by reason of their office as such 

from contracting with the Company either as vendor, purchaser, lender, agent, broker, or otherwise, nor 
shall any such contract or any contract or arrangement entered into by on behalf of the Company with any 
Director or with any company or partnership of or in which any Director shall be a member or otherwise 
interested be avoided nor shall any Director so contracting or being such member or so interested be liable 
to account to the Company for any profit realised by such contract or arrangement by reason only of such 
Director holding that office or of the fiduciary relation thereby established but the nature of the interest 
must be disclosed by the Director at the meeting of the Board of Directors at which the contract or 
arrangements is determined or if the interest then exists in any other case, at the first meeting of the Board 
of Directors after the acquisition of the interest. 

Provided nevertheless that no Director shall vote as a Director in respect of any contract or arrangement in 
which he is so interested as aforesaid or take part in the proceedings thereat and he shall not be counted for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether there is quorum of Directors present. This provision shall not apply to 
any contract by or on behalf of the Company to indemnify the Directors or any of them against any loss 
they may suffer by becoming or being sureties for the Company. 

(b) A Director may be or become a Director of any company promoted by this Company or in which this 
Company may be interested as vendor, shareholder or otherwise and no such Director shall be accountable 
to the Company for any benefits received as a Director or member of such company. 

Rights of Directors 

109. Except as otherwise provided by these Articles and subject to the provisions of the Act, all the Directors of the 
Company shall have in all matters equal rights and privileges, and be subject to equal obligations and duties in 
respect of the affairs of the Company. 

Directors to comply with Section 184 of the Act 

110. Notwithstanding an 5 Thing contained in these presents, any Director contracting with the Company shall comply with 
the provisions of Section 184 of the Act. 

Directors’ power of contract with Company 

111. Subject to the limitations prescribed in the Act, the Directors shall be entitled to contract with the Company and no 
Director shall be disqualified by having contracted with the Company as aforesaid. 

ROTATION OF DIRECTORS 

Rotation and retirement of Directors 

112. At every Annual Meeting, one-third of the Directors shall retire by rotation in accordance with provisions of Section 
152 of the Act. 

Retiring Directors eligible for re-election 

113. A retiring Director shall be eligible for re-election and the Company at the General Meeting at which a Director 
retires in the manner aforesaid may fill up vacated office by electing a person thereto. 

Which Directors to retire 

114. The Directors to retire in every year shall be those who have been longest in office since their last election, but as 
between persons who become Directors on the same day, those to retire shall, unless they otherwise agree among 
themselves, be determined by lot. 

Retiring Directors to remain in office till successors are appointed 

115. Subject to Section 152 of the Act, if at any meeting at which an election of Directors ought to take place, the place 
of the vacating or deceased Directors is not filled up and the meeting has not expressly resolved not to fill up or 
appoint the vacancy, the meeting shall stand adjourned till the same day in the next week at the same time and place, 
or if that day is a national holiday, till the next succeeding day which is not a holiday at the same time, place, and if 
at the adjourned meeting the place of vacating Directors is not filled up and the meeting has also not expressly 
resolved not to fill up the vacancy, then the vacating Directors or such of them as have not had their places filled up 
shall be deemed to have been reappointed at the adjourned meeting. 

Power of General Meeting to increase or reduce number of Directors 

116. Subject to the provisions of Sections 149, 151 and 152 of the Act, the Company in General Meeting may increase or 
reduce the number of Directors subject to the limits set out in Article 97and may also determine in what rotation the 
increased or reduced number is to retire. 
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Power to remove Directors by ordinary resolution 

117. Subject to provisions of Section 169 of the Act, the Company, by Ordinary Resolution, may at any time remove any 
Director before the expiry of his period of office, and may by Ordinary Resolution appoint another person in his 
place. The person so appointed shall hold office until the date upto which his predecessor would have held office if 
he had not been removed as aforementioned. A Director so removed from office shall not be re-appointed as a 
Director by the Board of Directors. Special Notice shall be required of any resolution to remove a Director under 
this Article, or to appoint somebody instead of the Director at the meeting at which he is removed. 

Rights of persons other than retiring Directors to stand for Directorships 

118. Subject to the provisions of Section 160 of the Act, a person not being a retiring Director shall be eligible for 
appointment to the office of a Director at any general meeting if he or some other member intending to propose him 
as a Director has not less than fourteen days before the meeting, left at the office of the Company a notice in writing 
under his hand signifying his candidature for the office of the Director, or the intention of such member to propose 
him as a candidate for that office, as the case may be “along with a deposit of such sum as may be prescribed by the 
Act or the Central Government from time to time which shall be refunded to such person or as the case may be, to 
such member, if the person succeeds in getting elected as a Director or gets more than 25% of total valid votes cast 
either on show of hands or electronically or on poll on such resolution”. 

Register of Directors and KMP and their shareholding 

119. The Company shall keep at its Registered Office a register containing the addresses and occupation and the other 
particulars as required by Section 170 of the Act of its Directors andKey Managerial Personnel and shall send to the 
Registrar of Companies returns as required by the Act. 

Business to be carried on 

120. The business of the Company shall be carried on by the Board of Directors. 

Meeting of the Board of Directors 

121. The Board of Directors may meet for the despatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate its meetings, as it 
thinks fit, provided that the Board of Directors shall hold at least four such meetings every year in such a manner 
that not more than one hundred and twenty days shall intervene between two consecutive meetings of the Board of 
Directors. 

Director may summon meeting 

122. A Director may at any time request the Secretary to convene a meeting of the Directors and seven days notice of 
meeting of directors shall be given to every director and such notice shall be sent by hand delivery or by post or by 
electronic means. 

Question how decided 

123. (a) Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act, a meeting of the Directors for the time being at which a 

quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all or any of the authorities, powers and discretions by or 
under the regulations of the Company for the time being vested in or exercisable by the Directors generally 
and all questions arising at any meeting of the Board of Directors shall be decided by a majority of the 
Board of Directors. 

(b) In case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote in addition to his vote as a 
Director. 

Right of continuing Directors when there is no quorum 

124. The continuing Directors may act notwithstanding any vacancy in the Board of the Company, but if and as long as 
their number if reduced below three, the continuing Directors or Director may act for the purpose of increasing the 
number of Directors to three or for summoning a General Meeting of the Company and for no other purpose. 

Quorum 

125. The quorum for a meeting of the Board of Directors shall be one third of its total strength (any fraction contained in 
that onethird being rounded off as one) or two Directors whichever is higher; provided that where at any time the 
number of interested Directors is equal to or exceeds two-thirds of the total strength, the number of the remaining 
Directors, that is to say, the number of Directors who are not interested and present at the meeting being not less 
than two shall be the quorum during such time. The total strength of the Board of Directors shall mean the number 
of Directors actually holding office as Directors on the date of the resolution or meeting, that is to say, the total 
strength of the Board of Directors after deducting therefrom the number of Directors, if any, whose places are vacant 
at the time. 
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Election of Chairman to the Board of Directors 

126. If no person has been appointed as Chairman or Vice Chairman under Article 102 (a) or if at any meeting, the 
Chairman or Vice Chairman of the Board of Directors is not present within fifteen minutes after the time appointed 
for holding the meeting, the Directors present may choose one of their members to be the Chairman of the meeting. 

127. Power to appoint Committees and to delegate 
Power to appoint Committees 

(a) The Board of Directors may, from time to time, and at any time and in compliance with provisions of the 
Act and listing agreement constitute one or more Committees of the Board of Directors consisting of such 
member or members of its body, as the Board of Directors may think fit. 

Delegation of powers 

(b) Subject to the provisions of Section 179 of the Act the Board of Directors may delegate from time to time 
and at any time to any Committee so appointed all or any of the powers, authorities and discretions for the 
time being vested in the Board of Directors and such delegation may be made on such terms and subject to 
such conditions as the Board of Directors may think fit and subject to provisions of the act and listing 
agreement. 

(c) The Board of Directors may from, time to time, revoke, add to or vary any powers, authorities and 
discretions so delegated subject to provisions of the Act and listing agreement. 

Proceedings of Committee 

128. The meeting and proceedings of any such Committee consisting of two or more members shall be governed by the 
provisions herein contained for regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Directors so far as the same are 
applicable thereto, and not superseded by any regulations made by the Directors under the preceeding Article. 

Election of Chairman of the Committee 

129. (a) The Chairman or the Vice Chairman shall be the Chairman of its meetings, if either is not available or if at 

any meeting either is not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, the 
members present may choose one of their numbers to be Chairman of the meeting. 

(b) The quorum of a Committee may be fixed by the Board of Directors and until so fixed, if the Committee is 
of a single member or two members, the quorum shall be one and if more than two members, it shall be 
two. 

Question how determined 

130. (a) A Committee may meet and adjourn as it thinks proper. 

(b) Questions arising at any meeting of a Committee shall be determined by the sole member of the Committee 
or by a majority of votes of the members present as the case may be and in case of an equality of votes, the 
Chairman shall have a second or casting vote in addition to his vote as a member of the Committee. 

Acts done by Board of Directors or Committee valid, notwithstanding defective appointment, etc. 

131. All acts done by the Board of Directors or a Committee thereof, or by any person acting as a Director shall not be 
deemed to be invalid, not withstanding that it was subsequently discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment of any of such Directors, or that any of them was disqualified or had terminated by virtue of any 
provision contained in this Actor in the Articles of the Company, and be as valid as if every such Director and such 
person had been duly appointed and was qualified to be a Director. 

Resolution by circulation 

132. Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act, a resolution in writing circulated in draft together with necessary 
papers, if any, to all the Directors, or members of the Committee in India (not being less in number than the quorum 
fixed for the meeting of the Board of Directors or the Committee as the case may) at their addressesregistered with 
the Company in India and has been duly approved by a majority of such ofthe Directors or members as are entitled 
to vote on the resolution shall be valid and effectual as if it had been a resolution duly passed at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors or Committee duly convened and held. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF DIRECTORS 
General Powers of Company vested in Directors 

133. The business of the Company shall be managed by the Directors who may exercise all such powers and do all such 
acts and things as the Company is authorized to exercise and do such acts and things, as provided under the Act or 
any statutory modification thereof for the time being in force, or by these Articles or in any regulations not 
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inconsistent therewith and duly made thereunder, including regulations made by the Company in the General 
Meeting;required to be exercised by the Company in General Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulation of 
these Articles, to the provisions of the said Act, and to such regulations being not inconsistent with the aforesaid 
regulations or provisions as may be prescribed by the Company in General Meeting; but no regulation made by the 
Company in General Meeting, shall invalidate any prior act of the Directors which would have been valid if that 
regulation had not been made. 

Attorney of the Company 

134. The Board of Directors may appoint at any time and from time to time by a power of attorney under the Company’s 
seal, any person to be the Attorney of the Company for such purposes and with such powers, authorities and 
discretions not exceeding those vested in or exercisable by the Board of Directors under these Articles and for such 
period and subject to such conditions as the Board of Directors may from time to time think fit and any such 
appointment, may, if the Board of Directors thinks fit, be made in favour of the members, or any of the members of 
any firm or company, or the members. Directors, nominees or managers of any firm or company or otherwise in 
favour of anybody or persons whether nominated directly or indirectly by the Board of Directors and any such 
power of attorney may contain such provisions for the protection or convenience of persons dealing with such 
attorney as the Board of Directors may think fit. 

Power to authorise sub-delegation 

135. The Board of Directors may authorise any such delegate or attorney as aforesaid to sub-delegate all or any of the 
powers and authorities for the time being vested in him. 

Directors’ duty to comply with the provisions of the Act 

136. The Board of Directors shall duly comply with the provisions of the Act and in particular with the provisions in 
regard to the registration of the particulars of mortgages and charges affecting the property of the Company or 
created by it, and keep a register of the Directors, and send to the Registrar an annual list of members and a 
summary of particulars relating thereto, and notice of any consolidation or increase of share capital and copies of 
special resolutions, and such other resolutions and agreements required to be filed under Section 117 of the Act and 
a copy of the Register of Directors and notifications of any change therein. 

Special power of Directors 

137. In furtherance of and without prejudice to the general powers conferred by or implied in Article 133 and other 
powers conferred by these Articles, and subject to the provisions of Sections 179 and 180 of the Act, that may 
become applicable, it is hereby expressly declared that it shall be lawful for the Directors to carry out all or any of 
the objects set forth in the Memorandum of Association and to the following things: 

(a) To acquire and dispose of property and rights 

To purchase or otherwise acquire for the Company any property, rights or privileges which the Company is 
authorised to acquire at such price and generally on such terms and conditions as they think fit and to sell, 
let, exchange, or otherwise dispose of the property, privileges and undertakings of the Company upon such 
terms and conditions and for such consideration as they may think fit. 

(b) To pay for property in debentures, etc 

At their discretion to pay for any property, rights and privileges acquired by or services rendered to the 
Company, either wholly or partially, in cash or in shares, bonds, debentures or other securities of the 
Company and any such shares may be issued either as fully paid-up or with such amount credited as paid- 
up, the sum as may be either specifically charged upon all or any part of the property of the Company and 
its uncalled capital or not so charged. 

(c) To secure contracts by mortgages 

To secure the fulfillment of any contracts or agreements entered into by the Company by mortgage or 
charge of all or any of the property of the Company and its uncalled capital for the time being or in such 
other manner as they think fit. 

(d) To appoint officers, etc. 

To appoint and at their discretion remove, or suspend such agents, secretaries, officers, clerks and servants 
for permanent, temporary or special services as they may from time to time think fit and to determine their 
powers and duties and fix their powers and duties and fix their salaries or emoluments and to the required 
security in such instances and to such amount as they think fit. 

(e) Legal proceedings 

To institute, conduct, defend, compound or abandon any legal proceedings by or against the Company or its 
officers or otherwise concerning the affairs of the Company and also to compound and allow time for 
payments or satisfaction of any dues and of any claims or demands by or against the Company. 
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(f) To refer to arbitration 

To refer to, any claims or demands by or against the Company to arbitration and observe and perform the 
awards. 

(g) To give receipt 

To make and give receipts, releases and other discharges for money payable to the Company and of the 
claims and demands of the Company. 

(h) To act in matters of bankrupts and insolvents 

To act on behalf of the Company in all matters relating to bankrupts and insolvents. 

(i) To give security by way of indemnity 

To execute in the name and on behalf of the Company in favour of any Director or other person who may 
incur or be about to incur any personal liability for the benefit of the Company such mortgages of the 
Company’s property (present and future) as they think fit and any such mortgage may contain a power of 
sale and such other powers, covenants and provisions as shall be agreed upon. 

(j) To give commission 

To give any person employed by the Company a commission on the profits of any particular business or 
transaction or a share in the general profits of the Company. 

(k) To make contracts etc. 

To enter into all such negotiations and contracts and rescind and vary all such contracts and execute and do 
all such acts, deeds and things in the name and on behalf of the Company as they consider expedient for or 
in relation to any of the matters aforesaid or otherwise for the purposes of the Company. 

(m) To set aside profits for provided fund 

Before recommending any dividends, to set-aside portions of the profits of the Company to form a fund to 
provide for such pensions, gratuities or compensations; or to create any provident fund or benefit fund in 
such or any other manner as the Directors may deem fit and as applicable. 

(n) To make and alter rules 

To make and alter rules and regulations concerning the time and manner of payments of the contributions 
of the employees and the Company respectively to any such fund and accrual, employment, suspension and 
forfeiture of the benefits of the said fund and the application and disposal thereof and otherwise in relation 
to the working and management of the said fund as the Directors shall from time to time think fit and as 
applicable. 

(o) To make business manual 

To make/amend the business manual for the management, operation and administration of the Company. 

(p) General 

And generally, at their absolute discretion, to do and perform every act and thing which they may consider 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of carrying on the business of the Company, excepting such acts and 
things as by Memorandum of Association of the Company or by these presents may stand prohibited. 

Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer 

(a) Subject to the provisions of Section 196,197, 2(94), 203 of the Act, the following provisions shall apply. 

(b) The Board of Directors may appoint or re-appoint one of their body to be the Managing Director and Chief 
Executive Officer of the Company for such period not exceeding 5 years as it may deem fit, subject to such 
approval of the Central Government as may be necessary in that behalf. 

(c) The remuneration payable to a Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer shall be determined by the 
Board of Directors subject to the sanction of the Company in General Meeting and of the Central 
Government, if required. 

(d) The Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer may exercise all the powers and perform all the duties 
that may be empowered to exercise or required to perform under the Act or by these presents or by any 
Resolution of the Board of Directors and subject also to such restrictions or conditions as the Board of 
Directors may from time to time impose. 
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(e) The Board of Directors may at any time and from time to time designate Managing Director and Chief 
Executive Officerby such other designation as it deems fit. 

(f) Subject to the supervision, control and directions of the Board of Directors, the Managing Director and 
Chief Executive Officer shall have the management of the whole of the business of the Company and of all 
its affairs and shall exercise all powers and perform all duties and in relation to the management of the 
affairs, except such powers and such duties as are required by Law or by these presents to be exercised or 
done by the Company in General Meeting or by the Board of Directors and also subject to such conditions 
and restrictions imposed by the Act or by these presents or by the Board of Directors. Without prejudice to 
the generality of the foregoing, the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officershall exercise all powers 
set out in Article 140 above except those which are by law or by these presents or by any resolution of the 
Board of Directors required to be exercised by the Board of Directors or by the Company in General 
Meeting. 

Whole-time Director 

139. (1) Subject to the provisions of the Act and subject to the approval of the Central Government, if any, required 

in that behalf, the Board of Directors may appoint one or more of its body, as Whole time Director or 
Whole time Directors on such designation and on such terms and conditions as it may deem fit. The 
Wholetime Directors shall perform such duties and exercise such powers as the Board of Directors may 
from time to time determine which shall exercise all such powers and perform all such duties subject to the 
control, supervision and directions of the Board of Directors and subject thereto the supervision and 
directions of the Managing Director. The remuneration payable to the Wholetime Directors shall be 
determined by the Company in General Meeting, subject to the approval of the Central Government, if any, 
required in that behalf. 

(2) A Wholetime Director shall (subject to the provisions of any contract between him and the Company) be 
subject to the same provisions as to resignation and removal as the other Directors, and he shall, ipso facto 
and immediately, cease to be Wholetime Director, if he ceases to hold the Office of Director from any 
cause except where he retires by rotation in accordance with the Articles at an Annual General Meeting and 
is re-elected as a Director at that Meeting. 

Secretary 

140. The Board of Directors shall have power to appoint a Secretary a person fit in its opinion for the said office, for such 
period and on such terms and conditions as regards remuneration and otherwise as it may determine. The Secretary 
shall have such powers and duties as may, from time to time, be delegated or entrusted to him by the Board of 
Directors. 

Powers as to commencement of business 

141. Subject to the provisions of the Act, any branch or kind of business which by the Memorandum of Association of 
the Company or these presents is expressly or by implication authorised to be undertaken by the Company, may be 
undertaken by the Board of Directors at such time or times as it shallthink fit and further may be suffered by it to be 
in abeyance whether such branch or kind ofbusiness may have been actually commenced or not so long as the Board 
of Directors may deem itexpedient not to commence or proceed with such branch or kind of business. 

Delegation of power 

142. Subject to Section 179 the Board of Directors may delegate all or any of its powers to any Director, jointly or 
severally or to any one Director at its discretion or to the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer. 

BORROWING 

Borrowing Powers 

143. (a) The Board of Directors may, from time to time, raise any money or any moneys or sums of money for the 

purpose of the Company; provided that the moneys to be borrowed together with the moneys already 
borrowed by the Company (apart from temporary loans obtained from the Company’s bankers in the 
ordinary course of business) shall not, without the sanction of the Company at a General Meeting, exceed 
the aggregate of the paid-up capital of the Company and its free reserves, that is to say, reserves not set- 
apart for any specific purpose and in particular but subject to the provisions of Section 179 of the Act, the 
Board of Directors may, from time to time, at its discretion raise or borrow or secure the payment of any 
such sum or sums of money for the purpose of the Company, by the issue of debentures to members, 
perpetual or otherwise including debentures convertible into shares of this or any other company or 
perpetual annuities in security of any such money so borrowed, raised or received, mortgage, pledge or 
charge, the whole or any part of the property, assets, or revenue of the Company, present or future, 
including its uncalled capital by special assignment or otherwise or transfer or convey the same absolutely 
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or entrust and give the lenders powers of sale and other powers as may be expedient and purchase, redeem 
or pay off any such security. 

Provided that every resolution passed by the Company in General Meeting in relation to the exercise of the 
power to borrow as stated above shall specify the total amount upto which moneys may be borrowed by the 
Board of Directors, provided that subject to the provisions of clause next above, the Board of Directors 
may, from time to time, at its discretion, raise or borrow or secure the repayment of any sum or sums of 
money for the purpose of the Company as such time and in such manner and upon such terms and 
conditions in all respects as it thinks fit and in particular, by promissory notes or by opening current 
accounts, or by receiving deposits and advances, with or without security or by the issue of bonds, 
perpetual or redeemable debentures or debenture stock of the Company charged upon all or any part of the 
property of the Company (both present and future) including its uncalled capital for the time being or by 
mortgaging or charging or pledging any land, building, bond or other property and security of the Company 
or by such other means as them may seem expedient. 

Assignment of debentures 

Such debentures, debenture stock, bonds or other securities may be made assignable, free from any Equities between 

the Company and the person to whom the same may be issued. 

Terms of debenture issue 

(a) Any such debenture, debenture stock, bond or other security may be issued at a discount, premium or 
otherwise, and with any special privilege as the redemption, surrender, drawing, allotment of shares of the 
Company, or otherwise, provided that debentures with the right to allotment or conversion into shares shall 
not be issued except with the sanction of the Company in General Meeting. 

(b) Any trust deed for securing of any debenture or debenture stock and or any mortgage deed and/or other 
bond for securing payment of moneys borrowed by or due by the Company and/or any contract or any 
agreement made by the Company with any person, firm, body corporate. Government or authority who 
may render or agree to render any financial assistance to the Company by way of loans advanced or by 
guaranteeing of any loan borrowed or other obligations of the Company or by subscription to the share 
capital of the Company or provide assistance in any other manner may provide for the appointment from 
time to time, by any such mortgagee, lender, trustee of or holders of debentures or contracting party as 
aforesaid, of one or more persons to be a Director or Directors of the Company. Such trust deed, mortgage 
deed, bond or contract may provide that the person appointing a Director as aforesaid may, from time to 
time, remove any Director so appointed by him and appoint any other person in his place and provide for 
filling up of any casual vacancy created by such person vacating office as such Director. Such power shall 
determine and terminate on the discharge or repayment of the respective mortgage, loan or debt or 
debenture or on the termination of such contract and any person so appointed as Director under mortgage or 
bond or debenture trust deed or under such contract shall cease to hold office as such Director on the 
discharge of the same. Such appointment and provision in such document as aforesaid shall be valid and 
effective as if contained in these presents. 

(c) The Director or Directors so appointed by or under a mortgage deed or other bond or contract as aforesaid 
shall be called a Mortgage Director or Mortgage Directors and the Director if appointed as aforesaid under 
the provisions of a debenture trust deed shall be called “Debenture Director”. The words “Mortgage” or 
“Debenture Director” shall mean the Mortgage Director for the time being in office. The Mortgage Director 
or Debenture Director shall not be required to hold any qualification shares and shall not be liable to retire 
by rotation or to be removed from office by the Company. Such mortgage deed or bond or trust deed or 
contract may contain such auxiliary provision as may be arranged between the Company and mortgagee 
lender, the trustee or contracting party, as the case may be, and all such provisions shall have effect 
notwithstanding any of the other provisions herein contained but subject to the provisions of the Act. 

(d) The Directors appointed as Mortgage Director or Debenture Director or under the Article shall be deemed 
to be ex-officio Directors. 

(e) The total number of ex-officio Directors, if any, so appointed under this Article together with the other ex- 
officio Directors, if any, appointment under any other provisions of these presents shall not at any time 
exceed one-third of the whole number of Directors for the time being. 

Charge on uncalled capital 

Any uncalled capital of the Company may be included in or charged by mortgage or other security. 

Subsequent assignees of uncalled capital 

Where any uncalled capital of the Company is charged, all persons taking any subsequent charge thereon shall take 

the same subject such prior charge, and shall not be entitled, by notice to the shareholder or otherwise, to obtain 

priority over such prior charge. 
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Charge in favour of Director of indemnity 

148. If the Directors or any of them or any other person shall become personally liable for the payment of any sum 
primarily due from the Company, the Board of Directors may execute or cause to be executed any mortgage, charge 
or security over or affecting the whole or any part of the assets of the Company by way of indemnity to secure the 
Directors or other person so becoming liable as aforesaid from any loss in respect of such liability. 

Powers to be exercised by Board of Directors only at meeting 

149. (a) Subject to the provisions of section 179 of the Act, the Board of Directors shall exercise the following 

powers on behalf of the Company and the said power shall be exercised only by resolution passed at the 
meetings of the Board of Directors. 

i. to make calls on shareholders in respect of money unpaid on their shares; 

ii. to carry on business as a Clearing Corporation and to assist, regulate, control and/or otherwise 
associate with the business of clearing and settlement as more specifically dealt in the 
Moemorandum of Articles of the Company. ; 

iii. to borrow monies; 

iv. to invest the funds of the company; 

V. to grant loans or give guarantee or provide security in respect of loans; 

vi. to approve financial statement and the Board of Director’s report; 

vii. to diversify the business of the company, as and when applicable; 

viii. to approve amalgamation, merger or reconstruction; 

ix. to take over a company or acquire a controlling or substantial stake in another company; 

X. to make political contributions; 

xi. to appoint or remove key managerial personnel (KMP); 

xii. to take note of appointment(s) or removal(s) of one level below the Key Management Personnel; 

xiii. to appoint internal auditors and secretarial auditor; 

xiv. such other business as may be prescribed by the Act/Guidelines/Articles of the Company. 

(b) The Board of Directors may by a meeting delegate to any Committee of the Board of Director or to the 
Managing Director and/ or Chief Executive Officer the powers specified in Sub-clauses (iii), (iv) and (v) 
above. 

(c) Every resolution delegating the power set out in Sub-clause (iii) shall specify the total amount outstanding 
at any one time up to which moneys may be borrowed by the said delegate. 

(d) Every resolution delegating the power referred to in Sub-clause (iv) shall specify the total amount upto 
which the funds may be invested and the nature of investments which may be made by the delegate. 

(e) Every resolution delegating the power referred to in Sub-clause (v) above shall specify the total amount 
upto which loans may be made by the delegate, the purposes for which the loans may be made, and the 
maximum amount of loans that may be made for each such purpose in individual cases. 

Register of mortgage to be kept 

150. The Directors shall cause a proper register and charge creation documents to be kept in accordance with the 
provisions of section 85 of the Act for all mortgages and charges specifically affecting the property of the Company 
and shall duly comply with the requirements of the said Act, in regard to the registration of mortgages and charges 
specifically affecting the property of the Company and shall duly comply with the requirements of the said Act, in 
regard to the registration of mortgages and charges therein specified and otherwise and shall also duly comply with 
the requirements of the said Act as to keeping a copy of every instrument creating any mortgage or charge by the 
Company at the office. 

Register of holders of debentures 

151. Every register of holders of debentures of the Company may be closed for any period not exceeding on the whole 
forty five days in any year, and not exceeding thirty days at any one time. Subject as the aforesaid, every such 
register shall be open to the inspection of registered holders of any such debenture and of any member but the 
Company may in General Meeting impose any reasonable restriction so that at least two hours in every day, when 
such register is open, are appointed for inspection. 
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Inspection of copies of and Register of Mortgages 

152. The Company shall comply with the provisions of the Act, as to allow inspection of copies kept at the Registered 
Office in pursuance of the said Act, and as to allowing inspection of the Register of charges to be kept at the office 
in pursuance of the said Act. 

Supplying copies of register of holder of debentures 

153. The Company shall comply with the provisions of the Act, as to supplying copies of any register of holders of 
debentures or any trust deed for securing any issue of debentures. 

Right of holders of debentures as to Financial Statements 

154. Holders of debentures and any person from whom the Company has accepted any sum of money by way of deposit, 
shall on demand, be entitled to be furnished, free of cost, or for such sum as may be prescribed by the Government 
from time to time, with a copy of the Financial Statements of the Company and other reports attached or appended 
thereto. 

Minutes 

155. (a) The Company shall comply with the requirements of Section 118 of the Act, in respect of the keeping of 

the minutes of all proceedings of every General Meeting and every meeting of the Board of Directors or 
any Committee of the Board of Directors. 

(b) The Chairman of the meeting shall exclude at his absolute discretion such of the matters as are or could 
reasonably be regarded as defamatory of any person irrelevant or immaterial to the proceedings or 
detrimental to the interests of the Company. 

Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer’s power to be exercised severally 

156. All the powers conferred on the Managing Director and Chief Executive Offficer by these presents, or otherwise 
may, subject to any directions to the contrary by the Board of Directors, be exercised by any of them severally. 

MANAGER 

Manager 

157. Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Directors may appoint any person as Manager for such term not exceeding 
five years at a time at such remuneration and upon such conditions as they may think fit and any Manager so 
appointed may be removed by the Board of Directors. 

COMMON SEAL 

Common Seal 

158. The Board of Directors shall provide a common seal of the Company and shall have power from time to time to 
destroy the same and substitute a new seal in lieu thereof. The common seal shall be kept at the Registered Office of 
the Company and committed to the custody of the Directors. 

Affixture of Common Seal 

159. The seal shall not be affixed to any instrument except by the authority of a resolution of the Board of Directors or 
Committee and unless the Board of Directors otherwise determines, every deed or other instrument to which the seal 
is required to be affixed shall, unless the same is executed by a duly constituted attorney for the Company, be signed 
by one Director and the Secretary in whose presence the seal shall have been affixed or such other person as may, 
from time to time, be authorised by the Board of Directors and provided nevertheless that any instrument bearing the 
seal of the Company issued for valuable consideration shall be binding on the Company notwithstanding any 
irregularity touching the authority to issue the same provided also the counter signature of the Chairman or the Vice 
Chairman, which shall be sealed in the presence of any one Director and signed by him on behalf of the Company. 

DIVIDENDS AND RESERVES 

Rights to Dividend 

160. The profits of the Company, subject to any special rights relating thereto created or authorized to be created by these 
presents and subject to the provisions of these presents as to the Reserve Fund, shall be divisible among the Equity 
Shareholders in accordance with the provisions of Chapter VIII of Companies Act 2013. 

Declaration of Dividends 

161. The Company in General Meeting may declare dividends but no dividend shall exceed the amount recommended by 
the Board of Directors. 
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What to be deemed net profits 

162. The decisionof the Directors as to the amount of the net profits of the Company shall be conclusive. 

Interim Dividend 

163. Subject to the provisions of section 123, the Board of Directors may from time to time pay to the members such 
interim dividends as appear to it to be justified by the profits of the Company. 

Dividends to be paid out of profits only 

164. No dividend shall be payable except out of the profits of the year or any other undistributed profits except as 
provided by Section 123 of the Act. 

Reserve Funds 

165. (a) The Board of Directors may, before recommending any dividends, set aside out of the profits of the 

Company such sums as it thinks proper as a reserve or reserves which shall, at the discretion of the Board 
of Directors, be applicable for any purpose to which the profits of the Company may be properly applied, 
including provision for meeting contingencies or for equalizing dividends and pending such application 
may, at the like discretion either be employed in the business of the Company or be invested in such 
investments (other than shares of the Company) as the Board of Directors may, from time to time, think fit. 

(b) The Board of Directors may also carry forward any profits which it may think prudent not to divide without 
setting them aside as Reserve. 

Method of payment of dividend 

166. (a) Subject to the rights of persons, if any, entitled to share with special rights as to dividends, all dividends 

shall be declared and paid according to the amounts paid or credited as paid on the shares in respect 
whereof the dividend is paid. 

(b) No amount paid or credited as paid on a share in advance of calls shall be treated for the purposes of these 
regulations as paid on the share. 

(c) All dividends shall be apportioned and paid proportionately to the amounts paid or credited as paid on the 
shares during any portion or portions of the period in respect of which the dividend is paid but if any share 
is issued on terms providing that it shall rank for dividends as from a particular date, such shares shall rank 
for dividend accordingly. 

Deduction of arrears 

167. The Board of Directors may deduct from any dividend payable to any member all sums of money, if any, presently 
payable by him to the Company on account of calls in relation to the shares of the Company or otherwise. 

Adjustment of dividend against call 

168. Any General Meeting declaring a dividend or bonus may make a call on the members of such amounts as the 
meeting fixes, but so that the call on each member shall not exceed the dividend payable to him and so that the call 
be made payable at the same time as the dividend and the dividend may, if so arranged between the Company and 
themselves, be set off against the call. 

Payment by cheque or warrant 

169. (a) Any dividend, interest or other moneys payable in cash in respect of shares may be paid by cheque or 

warrant sent through post directly to the registered address of the holder or, in the case of joint holders, to 
the registered address of that one of the joint holders who is first named in the Register of Members or to 
such person and to such address of the holder as the joint holders may in writing direct. 

(b) Every such cheque or warrant shall be made payable to the order of the person to whom it is sent. 

(c) Every dividend or warrant or cheque shall be posted within thirty days from the date of declaration of the 
dividends. 

Retention in certain cases 

170. The Directors may retain the dividends payable upon shares in respect of which any person is under the transmission 
clause entitled to become a member in respect thereof or shall duly transfer the same. 
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Receipt of joint holders 

(A) Where any instrument of transfer of shares has been delivered to the Company for registration on holders, 
the Transfer of such shares and the same has not been registered by the Company, it shall, and 
notwithstanding anything contained in any other provision of the Act: 

(a) transfer the dividend in relation to such shares to the Special Account referred to in Sections 123 
and 124 of the Act, unless the Company is authorised by the registered holder, of such shares in 
writing to pay such dividend to the transferee specified in such instrument of transfer, and 

(b) Keep in abeyance in relation to such shares any offer of rights shares under Clause(a) of Sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 62 of the Act, and any issue of fully paid-up bonus shares in pursuance of 
Sub-section (3) of Section 123 of the Act 

(c) Any one of two of the joint holders of a share may give effectual receipt for any dividend, bonus, 
or other money payable in respect of such share. 

Notice of Dividends 

171. Notice of any dividend that may have been declared shall be given to the person entitled to share therein in the 

manner mentioned in the Act. 

Dividend not to bear interest 

172. No dividend shall bear interest against the Company. 

Unclaimed Dividend 

173. No unclaimed dividends shall be forfeited. Unclaimed dividends shall be dealt with in accordance to the provisions 

of Sections 123 and 124 of the Act. 

Transfer of share not to pass prior Dividend 

174. Any transfer of shares shall not pass the right to any dividend declared thereon before the registration of the transfer. 

CAPITALISATION OF PROFITS 


Capitalisation of Profits 

175. (a) The Company in General Meeting, may on the recommendation of the Board of Directors, resolve: 

(1) that the whole or any part of any amount standing to the credit of the Share Premium Account or 
the Capital Redemption Reserve Fund or any money, investment or other asset forming part of the 
undivided profits, including profits or surplus moneys arising from the realisation and (where 
permitted by law) from the appreciation in value of any Capital assets of the Company standing to 
the credit of the General Reserve, Reserve or any Reserve Fund or any amounts standing to the 
credit of the Profit and Loss Account or any other fund of the Company or in the hands of the 
Company and available for the distribution as dividend capitalised; and 

(2) that such sum be accordingly set free for distribution in the manner specified in Sub-clause (2) 
amongst the members who would have been entitled thereto if distributed by way of dividend and 
in the same proportion. 

(b) The sum aforesaid shall not be paid in cash but shall be applied, subject to the provisions contained in 
Subclause (3) either in or towards: 

(1) paying up any amount for the time being unpaid on any share held by such members respectively; 

(2) paying up in full unissued shares of the Company to be allotted and distributed and credited as 
fully paid-up to and amongst such members in the proportion aforesaid; or 

(3) partly in the way specified in Sub-clause (i) and partly in that specified in Sub-clause (ii). 

(c) A share premium account and a capital redemption reserve account may for the purpose of this regulation 
be applied only in the paying up of unissued shares to be issued to members of the Company as fully paid 
bonus shares. 


(d) The Board of Directors shall give effect to resolutions passed by the Company in pursuance of this Article. 
Powers of Board of Directors for declaration of Bonus 


176. (a) 


Whenever such a resolution as aforesaid shall have been passed, the Board of Directors shall: 

(1) make all appropriations and applications of the undivided profits resolved to be capitalised thereby 
and all allotments and issue or fully paid shares if any; and 
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(2) generally do all acts and things required to give effect thereto. 

(b) The Board of Directors shall have full power: 

(1) to make such provision by the issue of fractional certificates or by payments in cash or otherwise 
as it thinks fit in the case of shares becoming distributable in fractions and also; 

(2) to authorise any person to enter on behalf of all the members entitled thereto into an agreement 
with the Company providing for the allotment to them respectively credited as fully paid-up of any 
further shares to which they may be entitled upon such capitalisation, or (as the case may require) 
for the payment by the Company on their behalf, by the application thereto of their respective 
proportions of the profits resolved to be capitalised of the amounts or any part of the amounts 
remaining unpaid on the existing shares. 

(c) Any agreement made under such authority shall be effective and binding on all such members. 

ACCOUNTS 


Books of account to be kept 

177. (a) The Board of Directors shall cause proper books of accounts to be kept in respect of all sums of money 

received and expanded by the Company and the matters in respect of which such receipts and expenditure 
take place, of all sales and purchases of goods by the Company, and of the assets and liabilities of the 
Company. 

(1) All the aforesaid books shall give a fair and true view of the affairs of the Company or of its 
branch as the case may be, with respect to the matters aforesaid, and explain in transactions. 

(2) The books of accounts shall be open to inspection by any Director during business hours. 

Where books of account to be kept 

178. The books of account shall be kept at the Registered Office or at such other place as the Board of Directors thinks 
fit. 

Inspection by members 

179. The Board of Directors shall, from time to time, determine whether and to what extent and at what time and under 
what conditions or regulations the accounts and books and documents of the Company or any of them shall be open 
to the inspection of the members and no member (not being a Director) shall have any right of inspection any 
account or book or document of the Company except as conferred by statute or authorised by the Board of Directors 
or by a resolution of the Company in General Meeting. 

Statement of account to be furnished to General Meeting 

180. The Board of Directors shall lay before every Annual General Meeting, financial statements made up as at the end 
of the financial year which shall be a date which shall not precede the day of the meeting by more than six months or 
such extension of time as shall have been granted by the Registrar under the provisions of the Act. 

Financial Statements 

181. Subject to the provisions of Section 129 and 133 of the Act, every financial statements of the Company shall be in 
the forms set out in Parts I and II respectively of Schedule III of the Act, or as near thereto as circumstances admit. 

Authentication of Financial Statements 

182. (a) Subject to Section 134 of the Act, every financial statements of the Company shall be signed on behalf of 

the Board of Directors by not less than two Directors. 

(b) The financial statements shall be approved by the Board of Directors before they are signed on behalf of 
the Board of Directors in accordance with the provisions of this Article and before they are submitted to the 
Auditors for their report thereon. 

Auditors Report to be annexed 

183. The Auditor’s Report shall be attached to the financial statements. 

Board of Director’s Report to be attached to Financial Statements 

184. (a) Every financial statement laid before the Company in General Meeting shall have attached to it a report by 

the Board of Directors with respect to the state of the Company’s affairs, the amounts, if any, which it 
proposes to carry to any reserve either in such Balance Sheet or in a subsequent Balance Sheet and the 
amount, if any, which it recommends to be paid by way of dividend. 
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(b) The report shall, so far as it is material for the appreciation of the state of the Company’s affairs by its 
members and will not in the Board of Director’s opinion be harmful to its business or that of any of its 
subsidiaries, deal with any change which has occurred during the financial year in the nature of the 
Company’s business or that of the Company’s subsidiaries and generally in the classes of business in which 
the Company has an interest and material changes and commitments, if any, affecting the financial position 
of the Company which has occurred between the end of the financial year of the Company to which the 
Balance Sheet relates and the date of the report. 

(c) The Board of Directors shall also give the fullest information and explanation in its report or in case falling 
under the provision of Section 134 of the Act in an addendum to that Report on every reservation, 
qualification or adverse remark contained in the Auditor’s Report. 

(d) The Board of Director’s Report and addendum, if any, thereto shall be signed by its Chairman if he is 
authorised in that behalf by the Board of Directors; and where he is not authorised, shall be signed by such 
number of Directors as is required to sign the Financial Statements of the Company under Article 184. 

(e) The Board of Directors shall have the right to charge any person not being a Director with the duty of 
seeing that the provisions of Sub-clauses (a) to (e) of this Article are complied with. 

Right of member to copies of Financial Statements 

185. IThe Company shall comply with the requirements of Section 136 of the Act. 

ANNUAL RETURNS 

Annual Returns 

186. The Company shall make the requisite annual return in accordance with Section 92 of the Act. 

AUDIT 

Accounts to be audited 

187. (a) Every Financial Statement shall be audited by one or more Auditors to be appointed as hereinafter 

mentioned. 


(b) Subject to provisions of the Act, the Company at the Annual General Meeting shall appoint an Auditor or 
Firm of Auditors to hold office from the conclusion of that meeting until the conclusion of the fifth Annual 
General Meeting and shall, within seven days of the appointment, give intimation thereof to every Auditor 
so appointed unless he is a retiring Auditor. 

(c) At every Annual General Meeting, reappointment of such auditor shall be ratified by the shareholders. 

(d) Where at an Annual General Meeting no Auditors are appointed or reappointed, the Central Government 
may appoint a person to fill the vacancy. 

(e) The Company shall, within seven days of the Central Government’s power under Sub-Clause (d) becoming 
exercisable, give notice of that fact to the Government. 

(f) (1) The first Auditor or Auditors of the Company shall be appointed by the Board of Directors within 

one month of the date of registration of the Company and the Auditor or Auditors so appointed 
shall hold office until the conclusion of the first Annual General Meeting. 

Provided that the Company may at a General Meeting remove any such Auditor or all or any of 
such Auditors and appoint in his or their places any other person or persons who have been 
nominated for appointment by any such member of the Company and of whose nomination notice 
has been given to the members of the Company, not less than 14 days before the date of the 
meeting; and 

(2) If the Board of Directors fails to exercise its power under this Sub-clause, the Company in General 
Meeting may appoint the first Auditor or Auditors. 

(g) The Directors may fill any casual vacancy in the office of an Auditor, but while any such vacancy 
continues, the remaining Auditor or Auditors, if any, may act, but where such a vacancy is caused by the 
resignation of an Auditor, the vacancy shall only be filled by the Company in General Meeting. 

(h) A person other than a retiring Auditor, shall not be capable of being appointed at an Annual General 
Meeting unless Special Notice of a resolution for appointment of that person to the office of Auditor has 
been given by a member to the Company not less than fourteen days before the meeting in accordance with 
Section 115 of the Act and the Company shall send a copy of any such notice to the retiring Auditor and 
shall give notice thereof to the members in accordance with Section 190 of the Act and all other provisions 
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of Section 140 of the Act shall apply in the matter. The provisions of this Sub-clause shall also apply to a 
resolution that retiring Auditor shall be reappointed. 

(i) The persons qualified for appointment as Auditors shall be only those referred to in Section 141 of the Act. 

(j) Subject to the provisions of Section 146 of the Act, the Auditor of the company shall attend general 
meetings of the company. 

Audit of Branch Offices 

188. The Company shall comply with the provisions of Section 143 of the Act in relation to the audit of the accounts of 
Branch Offices of the Company. 

Remuneration of Auditors

The remuneration of the Auditors shall be fixed by the Company in General Meeting except that the remuneration of 

any Auditor appointed to fill and casual vacancy may be fixed by the Board of Directors. 

Rights and duties of Auditors 

(a) Every Auditor of the Company shall have a right of access at all times to the books of accounts and 
vouchers of the Company and shall be entitled to require from the Directors and officers of the Company 
such information and explanations as may be necessary for the performance of his duties as Auditor. 

(b) All notices of, and other communications relating to any General Meeting of a Company which any 
member of the Company is entitled to have sent to him shall also be forwarded to the Auditor, and the 
Auditor shall be entitled to attend any General Meeting and to be heard at any General Meeting which he 
attends on any part of the business which concerns him as Auditor. 

(c) The Auditor shall make a report to the members of the Company on the accounts examined by him and on 
Financial statements and on every other document declared by this Act to be part of or annexed to the 
Financial statements, which are laid before the Company in General Meeting during his tenure of office, 
and the report shall state whether, in his opinion and to the best of his information and according to 
explanations given to him, the said accounts give the information required by this Act in the manner so 
required and give a true and fair view: 

(1) in the case of the Balance Sheet, of the state of affairs as at the end of the financial year and 

(2) in the case of the Statement of Profit and Loss, of the profit or loss for its financial year. 

(d) The Auditor’s Report shall also state: 

(a) whether he has sought and obtained all the information and explanations which to the best of his 
knowledge and belief were necessary for the purpose of his audit and if not, the details thereof and 
the effect of such information on the financial statements; 

(b) whether, in his opinion, proper books of account as required by law have been kept by the 
company so far as appears from his examination of those books and proper returns adequate for 
the purposes of his audit have been received from branches not visited by him; 

(c) whether the report on the accounts of any branch office of the company audited under sub-section 
(8) of Section 143 of the Act by a person other than the company’s auditor has been sent to him 
under the proviso to that sub-section and the manner in which he has dealt with it in preparing his 
report; 

(d) whether the company’s balance sheet and profit and loss account dealt with in the report are in 
agreement with the books of account and returns; 

(e) whether, in his opinion, the financial statements comply with the accounting standards; 

(f) the observations or comments of the auditors on financial transactions or matters which have any 
adverse effect on the functioning of the company; 

(g) whether any director is disqualified from being appointed as a director under subsection (2) of 
section 164 of the Act; 

(h) any qualification, reservation or adverse remark relating to the maintenance of accounts and other 
matters connected therewith; 

(i) whether the company has adequate internal financial controls system in place and the operating 
effectiveness of such controls; 
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(j) whether the company has disclosed the impact, if any, of pending litigations on its financial 
position in its financial statement; 

(k) whether the company has made provision, as required under any law or accounting standards, for 
material foreseeable losses, if any, on long term contracts including derivative contracts; 

(l) whether there has been any delay in transferring amounts, required to be transferred, to the 
Investor Education and Protection Fund by the company. 

(e) Where any of the matters referred to in Clauses (i) and (ii) of Sub-section (2) of Section 143 of the Act or 
in Clauses (a), (b) and (c) of Sub-section (3) of Section 143 of the Act or Sub-clause (4) (a) and (b) and (c) 
hereof is answered in the negative or with a qualification, the Auditor’s Report shall state the reason for 
such answer. 

(f) The Auditor’s Report shall be read before the Company in General Meeting and shall be open to inspection 
by any member of the Company. 

Accounts whether audited and approved to be conclusive 

191. Every account of the Company when audited and approved by a General Meeting shall be conclusive except as 
regards any error discovered therein within three months next after the approval thereof. Whenever any such error is 
discovered within that period, the accounts shall forthwith be corrected, and henceforth be conclusive. 

Service of documents on the Company 

192. A document may be served on the Company or any officer thereof by sending it to the Company or officer at the 
Registered Office of the Company by Registered Post, or by leaving it at the Registered Office or in electronic mode 
in accordance with the provisions of the act. 

How documents to be served to members 

A document (which expression for this purpose shall be deemed to included and shall include any 
summons, notice, requisition, process, order judgement or any other document in relation to or the winding 
up of the Company) may be served personally or by sending it by post to him to his registered address or in 
electronic mode in accordance with the provisions of the act., or (if he has no registered address in India) to 
the address, if any, within India supplied by him to the Company for the giving of notices to him. 

All notices shall, with respect to any registered shares to which persons are entitled jointly, be given to 
whichever of such persons is named first in the Register, and notice so given shall be sufficient notice to all 
the holders of such shares. 

Where a document is sent by post: 

(i) service thereof shall be deemed to be effected by properly addressing prepaying and posting a 
letter containing the notice, provided that where a member has intimated to the Company in 
advance that documents should be sent to him under a Certificate of Posting or by Registered Post 
with or without acknowledgment due and has deposited with the Company a sum sufficient to 
defray the expenses of doing so, service of the documents shall not be deemed to be effected 
unless it is sent in the manner intimated by the member, and such service shall be deemed to have 
been effected; 

(a) in the case of a notice of a meeting, at the expiration of forty-eight hours after the letter 
containing the notice is posted, and 

(b) in any other case, at the time at which the letter should be delivered in the ordinary course 
of post. 

Members to notify address in India 

194. Each registered holder of share(s) shall, from time to time, notify in writing to the Company some place in India to 
be registered as his address and such registered place of address shall for all purposes be deemed to be his place of 
residence. 

Service on members having no registered address in India 

If a member has no registered address in India and has not supplied to the Company an address within India for the 
giving of notices to him, a document advertised in a newspaper circulating in the neighbourhood of the Registered 
Office of the Company shall be deemed to be duly served on him on the day on which the advertisement appears.

196. A document may be served by the Company to the persons entitled to a share in consequence of the death or 
insolvency of a member by sending it through the post in a prepaid letter addressed to them by name, or by the title 
of representatives of deceased or assignees of the insolvent or by any like descriptions at the address, if any, in India 
supplied for the purpose bythe persons claiming to be so entitled or (until such an address has been so supplied) 
byserving the document in any manner in which the same might have been served if the death orinsolvency had not 
occurred.

197. Any notice of document delivered or sent by post or left at the registered address of any member in pursuance of 
these presents shall, notwithstanding that such member by then deceased and whether or not the Company has notice 
of his decease, be deemed to have been duly served in respect of any registered share whether held solely or jointly 
with other persons by such member until some other person be registered in his stead as the holder or joint holder 
thereof and such service shall for all purposes of these presents be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or 
document on his or on her heirs, executors or administrators, and all other persons, if any, jointly interested with him 
or her in any such share. 

Persons entitled to Notice of General Meeting 

198. Subject to the provisions of Section 101 the Act and these Articles, notice of General Meeting shall be given to; 

(a) every member of the company, legal representative of any deceased member or the assignee of an insolvent 
member; 

(b) the auditor or auditors of the company; and 

(c) every director of the company. 

Any accidental omission to give notice to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any member or other person who is 
entitled to such notice for any meeting shall not invalidate the proceedings of the meeting. 

Advertisement 

199. (a) Subject to the provisions of the Act, any document required to be served on or sent to the members, or any 

of them by the Company and not expressly provided for by these presents, shall be deemed to be duly 
served or sent if advertised in a newspaper circulating in the district where the Registered Office of the 
Company is situated. 

(b) Every person who by operation of law, transfer or other means whatsoever shall become entitled to any 
share shall be bound by every notice in respect of such share which previously to his name and address 
being entered in the Register shall be duly given to the person from whom he derived his title to such share 
or stock. 

Transference, etc. bound by prior notices 

200. Every person, who by the operation of law, transfer, or other means whatsoever, shall become entitled to any share, 
shall be bound by every document in respect of such share which previously to his name and address being entered 
in the Register, shall have been duly served on or sent to the person from whom he derives his title to the share. 

How notice to be signed

AUTHENTICATION OF DOCUMENTS

authorised officer of the Company and need not be under its seal. 

WINDING UP 

Winding up 

203. Subject to the provisions of the Act as to preferential payments, the assets of a Company shall, on its winding-up be 
applied in satisfaction of its liabilities pari-passu and, subject to such application, shall, unless the articles otherwise 
provide, be distributed among the members according to their rights and interests in the Company. 
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Division of assets of the Company in specie among members 

204. If the Company shall be wound up, whether voluntarily or otherwise, the liquidators may, with the sanction of a 
Special Resolution, divide among the contributories, in specie or kind, and part of the assets of the Company and 
may, with the like sanction, vest any part of the assets of the Company in trustees upon such trusts for the benefit of 
the contributories or any of them, as the liquidators with the like sanction shall think fit. In case any shares, to be 
divided as aforesaid involves a liability to calls or otherwise, any person entitled under such division to any of the 
said shares may, within ten days after the passing of the Special Resolution by notice in writing, direct the 
liquidators to sell his proportion and pay him the net proceeds, and the liquidators shall, if practicable, act 
accordingly. 

INDEMNITY AND RESPONSIBILITY 
Directors’ and others’ right to indemnity 

205. (a) Subject to the provisions of Section 197 of the Act every Director, Manager, Secretary and other officer or 

employee of the Company shall be indemnified by the Company against, and it shall be the duty of the 
Directors out of the funds of the Company to pay all costs, losses, and expenses (including travelling 
expenses) which Service of documents on the Company any such Director, officer or employee may incur 
or becomes liable to by reasonof any contract entered into or act or deed done by him or any other way in 
the dischargeof his duties, as such Director, officer or employee. 

(b) Subject as aforesaid, every Director, Manager, Secretary, or other officer/employee of the Company shall 
be indemnified against any liability, incurred by them or him in defending any proceeding whether civil or 
criminal in which judgement is given in their or his favour or in which he is acquitted or discharged or in 
connection with any application under Section 463 of the Act in which relief is given to him by the Court 
and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, it is hereby expressly declared that the Company 
shall pay and bear all fees and other expenses incurred or incurrable by or in respect of any Director for 
filing any return, paper or document with the Registrar of Companies, or complying with any of the 
provisions of the Act in respect of or by reason of his office as a Director or other officer of the Company. 

206. Subject to the provisions of Section 197 of the Act, no Director or other officer of the Company shall be liable for 
the acts, receipts, neglects or defaults of any other Director or officer, or for joining in any receipt or other act for 
conformity for any loss or expenses happening to the Company through insufficiency or deficiency of title to any 
property acquired by order of the Directors for and on behalf of the Company, or for the insufficiency or deficiency 
of title to any property acquired by order of the Directors for and on behalf of the Company or for the insufficiency 
or deficiency of any money invested, or for any loss or damages arising from the bankruptcy, insolvency or tortuous 
act of any person, company or corporation with whom any moneys, securities or effects shall be entrusted or 
deposited or for any loss occasioned by any error of judgement or oversight on his part of for any loss or damage or 
misfortune whatever, which shall happen in the execution of the duties of his office or in relation thereto unless the 
same happens through his own act or default. 

SECRECY CLAUSE 

207. (a) No member shall be entitled to visit or inspect the Company’s works without the permission of the 

Directors or Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer or Designated Officer or to require discovery 
of or any information respecting any details of the Company’s trading or any matter which is or may be in 
the nature of a trade secret, mystery of trade or secret process or which may relate to the conduct of the 
business of the Company and which, in the opinion of the Directors, will be inexpedient in the interests of 
the Company to communicate to the public. 

(b) Every Director, Managing Director, Manager, Secretary, Auditor, Trustee, Members of a Committee, 
Officers, Servant, Agent, Accountant or other person employed in the business of the Company, shall, if so 
required by the Directors before entering upon his duties, or at any time during his term of office sign a 
declaration pledging himself to observe strict secrecy respecting all transactions of the Company and the 
state of accounts and in matters relating thereto, and shall by such declaration pledge himself not to reveal 
any of the matters which may come to his knowledge in the discharge of duties except when required so to 
do by the Board of Directors or by any General Meeting or by a Court of Law or by the persons to whom 
such matters relate and except so far as may be necessary, in order to comply with any of the provisions 
contained in these Articles. 

AMENDMENT TO MEMORANDUM AND ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION 

208. (A) The Members shall vote all the Shares owned or held of record by such Members at any Annual or 

Extraordinary General Meeting of the Company in accordance with these Articles. 

(B) The Members shall not pass any resolution or take any decision which is contrary to any of the terms of 
these Articles. 
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(C) Any alteration to Memorandum and Articles of Assocation shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
section 13 or section 14 of the Act. 

REGISTERS, INSPECTION AND COPIES THEREOF 

(a) Any Director or Member or person can inspect the statutory registers maintained by the company, which 
may be available for inspection of such Director or Member or person under provisions of the act by the 
company, provided he gives fifteen days notice to the company about his intention to do so. 

(b) Any Director or Member or person can take copies of such registers of the company by paying Rs. 10 per 
page to the company. The company will take steps to provide the copies of registers to such person within 
Fifteen days of receipt of money. 

GENERAL AUTHORITY 


210. Wherever in the applicable provisions under the Act, it has been provided that, any Company shall have any right, 
authority or that such Company could carry out any transaction only if the Company is authorised by its Articles, 
this regulation hereby authorises and empowers the Company to have such right, privilege or authority and to carry 
out such transaction as have been permitted by the Act without there being any specific regulation or clause in that 
behalf in this articles.

Rules 

Chapter I 

BOARD 

Board of Directors to Control Operations of Exchange 

1) The Board of Directors of the Exchange, constituted in accordance with the provisions of the Articles of Association 
of the Exchange, may control, manage and regulate the operations of the Exchange and of the securities transactions 
executed by the trading members of the Exchange, subject to the provisions of Securities Laws, any 
directives/circulars/regulations madethereunder and the trading regulations which the SEBI, RBI / any Relevant 
Authority,may prescribe from time to time. 

Appointment of Directors on the Board of Exchange 

2) The Directors of the Exchange shall be appointed in accordance with the provisions of the Articles of Association of 
the Exchange as amended from time to time and in accordance with the regulations/circulars issued by the Relevant 
Authority from time to time. 

Power of the Board to Amend Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of Exchange 

3) Subject to the provisions of the Securities Laws, the Board is empowered to make and to amend the Rules, Bye- 
Laws and Regulations of the Exchange from time to time, for all or any of the matters relating to the conduct of 
business of the Exchange, the business and transactions between members inter-se and between members and 
persons who are not members and to control and regulate all such transactions and dealings and to do such acts 
and things which are necessary for the purposes of the running, managing and controlling the operations of the 
Exchange. 

Power of the Board to Make Regulations 

4) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, the Board is empowered to makeRegulations, for all or any of 
the following matters: 

a) Providing conditions for admission to membership of the Exchange; 

b) Conduct of business of the Exchange; 

c) Conduct of members in relation to their business operations for dealing/trading in securitiestransactions; 
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d) Penalties for disobedience or contravention of the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations of the 
Exchange or of general discipline to be maintained by the members of the Exchange, including expulsion 
or suspension of the members; 

e) Declaration of any member as a defaulter or suspension orexpulsion from membership of theExchange and 
consequences thereof; 

f) Conditions, levy for admission or subscription for admission or forcontinuation ofa membership of the 
Exchange; 

g) Charges payable by members for transactions in securities as may be laid down from time to time; 

h) Investigation of the financial condition, business conduct and dealings of the members; 

i) Appointment of Committee or Committees for any of the purposes of theoperation of the Exchange; 

j) Admission, continuance and discontinuance of various category(s) of market participants including 
remisier, authorized clerk, constituted attorney, authorized persons, etc. who may be associated with 
dealing in securities or the members of the Exchange. 

k) Such other matters in relation to the Exchange as may be prescribed under the provisions of the Articles of 
Association, Rules and Bye Laws or as may benecessary or expedient for the control, management,and 
regulations of the operations of the Exchange. 

Power of the Board to Delegate 

5) The Board is empowered to delegate, from time to time, to the Committee(s) orto the Managing Director of 
Exchange or to any person(s), such of the powers vested in it and upon such terms as they may think fit, to manage 
all or any of the affairs of the Exchange and fromtime to time, to revoke, withdraw, alter or vary all or any of such 
powers. 

Delegation of Power of the Board to Amend Regulations of Exchange 

6) The Board may, subject to such conditions and limitations, as it may deem fit, delegate such of its powers, except 
the power to make, amend, add to and rescind Rules and Bye-Laws to such person/s or committee(s), as it may deem 
fit and proper, with power to such person/committee to sub-delegate, all or any of the powers vested in it, upon such 
terms, conditions, limitations and to such extent as it may deem fit, to manage all or any of the affairs of the 
Exchange and to revoke, withdraw, alter or vary all or any of such powers. 

Board to Issue Directions 

7) The Board may issue or authorize any person to issue circulars, guidelines, norms, procedures, terms and conditions, 
directives, orders, notices, decisions, rulings and the like in respect of any or all such matters. 

Delegation of Power by the Board of Issuing Directions 

8) The Board shall have the authority to issue directives from time to time to any Committee/s or any other person or 
persons to whom any powers have been delegated by the Board. Such directives issued in exercise of this power, 
which may be of policy nature or may include directives to dispose off a particular matter or issue, shall be 
binding on the concerned Committee(s) or person(s). 

Code of Ethics 

9) The members of the Board and of such of theCommittees and such other person(s) as specified by SEBI/the 
Board/Ethics Committee shall adhere to the Code of Ethics as may be prescribed from time to time. 

Code of Conduct 

10) The members of the Board and such other person(s)/Committee(s) as specified by SEBEthe Board shall adhere to 
the Code of Conduct as prescribed from time to time. 

Chapter II 

COMMITTEE(S) 

Constitution 

1) The Board of Directors may constitute committees (“Committee/s”) from time to time for managing day to day 
affairs of the Exchange or for specific matter/purpose as prescribed by SEBI or otherwise. All such committees shall 
function/ operate in accordance with the provisions appearing in directives/circulars/regulations issued by SEBI/the 
Board from time to time and the Rules stated hereinafter or in accordance with the Articles of Association, Bye-laws 
of the Exchange. 

2) The Committee(s) appointed by the Board shall consist of such persons as may be specified by SEBE the Board 
from time to time. 
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3) The tenure of the members of a Committee shall be such as may be specified, in case of a Committee, by the 
Board,and in case of a sub-committee, by the Committee that constitutes such sub-committee. 

Powers of Committee 

4) The Board may delegate from time to time to the Committee(s) such of thepowers vested in it and upon such terms 
as it may think fit, to manage all or any of the affairs of the Exchange and from time to time, to revoke, withdraw, 
alter or vary all or any of such powers. 

5) The Committee(s) shall have such responsibilities and powers as may be delegated to it by the Board from time to 
time. 

6) A Committee so constituted may constitute, subject to the terms and conditions of its constitution, such sub¬ 
committees for such purposes as it may deem fit. The constitution, powers and responsibilities of such sub- 
committee(s) may be determined by the Committee which constitutes such sub-committee(s). 

7) The Committee may from time to time, authorise the Managing Director of the Exchange or such other person(s) to 
carry out such acts, deeds and functions in accordance with such provisions as may be laid down in this regard for 
fulfilling the responsibilities and discharging the powers delegated to it by the Board. 

Disqualification of member of the Committee 

8) No person shall be eligible to be a member of a Committee(s), if he suffers any disqualification as provided in the 
Articles of Association of the Exchange or as specified by the Board or SEBI, or if such person ceases to be a 
member of the Exchange. A member of the Committee shall, ipso facto, be deemed to have vacated the office, if he 
suffers any such disqualification, provided however that nothing done in good faith by such person in his capacity as 
a member of such Committee shall be rendered invalid merely because such act, deed, matter or thing may have 
been done by him subsequent to his disqualification but without knowledge of his disqualification. 

Meetings of the Committee 

9) A Committee may meet for dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate its meetings and proceedings as it 
thinks fit, and may determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. 

10) Subject to directives/regulations issued by SEBI, the quorum for a meeting of the Committee, shall be one-third of 
the total strength of the Committee, unless any higher quorum is specified by the appointing authority. If a fraction 
appears when determining the quorum such fraction shall be omitted. 

11) The Chairman of the Committee or any employee of the Exchange under the authority of the Chairman may at any 
time convene a meeting of such Committee. 

12) Decisions at any meeting of the Committees shall be taken by a majority of the members. Every member of the 
Committee shall have only one vote except that in the case of an equality of votes, the Chairman of the Committee 
who presides over the meeting shall have a second or casting vote. 

13) At all meetings of the Committee, the Chairman shall ordinarily preside and in his absence, the members of the 
Committee present may choose one from among themselves to be the Chairman of such meeting in accordance with 
the manner prescribed, if any, by SEBI/the Board. A member of the Committee shall disclose his/her interest in the 
business, if any, before the meeting and shall abstain from discussions, voting and decisions on the said matter. If 
the Chairman is interested in the business of the meeting, he shall abstain from chairing the meeting. 

14) No vote by proxy shall be allowed either on a show of hands or on a poll in respect of anymatter. 

Chairman 

15) The members of the Committee may elect a Chairman from amongst themselves, who shall be the chairman of the 
Committee in accordance with directives/regulations issued by SEBI, if any. 

16) The Chairman may assume and exercise all such powers and perform all such duties as may be delegated to him by 
the Committee from time to time. 

17) The Chairman, and in his absence, a person elected by the Committee, shall be entitled to exercise any or all of the 
powers exercisable by the Committee whenever he/it be of the opinion that immediate action is necessary, 
subject to such action being confirmed by the Committee. 

18) The Committee, at its meeting at which a quorum is present, shall be competent to exercise all or any of thepowers 
and discharge all such functions as are vested in or exercisable by such Committee. 

Chapter III 

TRADING MEMBERSHIP 

1) The rights, privileges, duties and responsibilities of a trading member shall be subject to and in accordance with all 
applicable laws. Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations of the Exchange.The trading membership right shall be non- 
transferable and/or non-assignable except as otherwise provided in the Rules. 
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2) Unless exempted by SEBI, any person seeking to act as a trading member of the Exchange shall, over and above 
complying with the requirements of the Exchange, shall also take permission from SEBI. 

Eligibility 

3) The following persons/entities shall be eligible to become trading members of the Exchange: 

a) a company incorporated under the companies Act, 1956 or the Companies Act, 2013, (read with any 
statutory modification or re-enactment thereof); 

b) Any other person/entity permitted by any Relevant Authority. 

4) No person/entity shall be admitted as a trading member of the Exchange if suchproposed member: 

a) is a company which has had a provisional liquidator or receiver orofficial liquidator appointed for itself 
under the provisions of the applicable law; 

b) has been adjudged bankrupt or a receiving order in bankruptcy has beenmade against such person/entity 
under any applicable law; 

c) such applicant has compounded with its creditors for less than full discharge of debts; 

d) has been at any time expelled or declared a defaulter by any other stockexchange; 

e) has been previously refused admission to membership unless a period of one year has elapsed since the date 

of rejection; 

f) incurs any disqualification under the provisions of the Securities Laws , which disentitles such 

person/entity from seeking membership of a stock exchange; 

g) has been restrained from accessing the securities market by the Regulators in the foreign jurisdiction. 

5) No person/entity shall be eligible to be admitted to the trading membership of the Exchange unless the person/entity 
satisfies: 

a) the requirements prescribed in that behalf under the applicable laws, rules, regulations, guidelines, 

directives and circulars issued by the relevant regulatory authority and 

b) such additional eligibility criteria as the Board or relevant authority may prescribe from time totime. 
Admission 

6) Any person/entity desirous of becoming a trading member shall apply to the Exchange for admission to the trading 
membership of the Exchange.The application of every applicant shall be dealt with by the relevant authority as it 
may deem fit. The relevant authority may either admit or reject such application at its discretion. 

7) The application for admission shall be made in such formats as may be specified by the relevantauthority from time 
to time. 

8) The application shall have to be submitted along with such fees, annual subscription fees, deposit/s andother sums in 
such form and in such manner as may be specified by the relevantauthority from time to time. 

9) The applicant shall have to furnish such declarations/undertakings/documents as may be specified from time totime 
by the relevant authority. 

10) The relevant authority shall also have the right to call upon the applicant to pay such fees or deposit, such additional 
security in cash or kind, to furnish any additional guarantee or to require depositof any building fund, 
computerisation fund, training fund or any other fund, feeas the relevant authority may prescribe from time to time. 

11) The relevant authority may admit the applicant to the trading membership of the Exchange provided the applicant 
satisfies the eligibility conditions and other procedures and requirements of admission. The relevant authority may at 
its absolutediscretion reject any application without communicating the reason thereof.In the event of transfer of 
trading membership from an existing trading member to another person/entity (whether already a member or not), as 
permitted under these rules, the prospective member shall be eligible to be admitted to the trading membership at the 
sole discretion of the relevant authority on such terms and conditions as it deems fit. Such prospective member shall 
satisfy all such conditions, procedures and requirements as may be prescribed by the relevant authority. 

12) If for any reason the application for trading membership is rejected, the application fee or admission fee, if any, or 
part thereof as may be decided by the relevant authority in its discretion, may be dealt with in such manner as the 
relevant authority deems fit including forfeiture thereof. 
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The relevant authority may at any time after admitting any trading member cancel the admission and expel a trading 
member ifsuch trading member has in or at the time of the application for admission to membership or during 
thecourse of the inquiry made by the relevant authority preceding the admission: 

a) made any willful misrepresentation; or 

b) suppressed any material information required of trading member as to its character and antecedents;or 

c) has directly or indirectly given false particulars or information or made afalse declaration. 

When a person/entity is admitted to the trading membership of the Exchange,intimation of the admission shall be 
sent to the applicant and to the SEBI. If the applicant admitted to the membership of the Exchange and after 
intimation of its admission is duly sent, does not comply with acts and procedures for exercising the privileges of 
membership asmay be prescribed by the relevant authority within a specified time period from the dateof despatch 
of the intimation of admission or such other period, the fee/deposits or such sums paid by the trading member shall 
be forfeited by the relevant authority in the manner prescribed from time to time. 

a) Every trading member of the Exchange shall, upon being admitted as a tradingmember of the Exchange be 
issued a certificate or entitlement slip or such document as the relevant authority may deem fit as proof of 
having been admitted to the benefits and privileges of the trading membership of the Exchange. The trading 
membership shall not be transferable except as provided hereunder. 

b) Subject to such terms and conditions as the relevant authority may prescribe fromtime to time and to the prior 
written approval of the relevant authority, transfer ofthe trading membership, may be effected as follows: 

i. by an amalgamation or merger of a trading member; 

ii. by takeover of a trading member; 

iii. by two or more trading members coming together to form a new company; 

iv.such other mode as may be permitted by the relevant authority. 

c) A trading member may not effect any change in its status or constitution, unless it has made an application 
seeking prior approval of the Exchange in such manner and with such fees as may be specified by the 
relevant authority and such approval has been accorded. 

Explanation 1: For the purpose of clause (c), the expression “change in status or constitution” shall include:- 

(i) amalgamation, demerger, consolidation or any other kind of corporate restructuring 
falling within the scope of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), Companies Act, 2013 
or the corresponding provision of any other law for the time being in force; 

(ii) change in its managing director, whole-time director or director; and 

(iii) any change in control over a trading member; 

(iv) any other change in relation to the trading members which may be specified by the relevant 

authority from time to time as amounting to a change in status or constitution 

Explanation 2: In a case falling under clause(iii) of Explanation 1, or in any other case including those 
stated in the Rules where the change in status or constitution requires prior approval of SEBI or other 
relevant authority, a trading member shall not carry out such change without obtaining such prior approval. 

Explanation 3:A trading member shall apply for prior approval under Explanation 2 by following such 
procedure as may be specified by SEBIor the relevant authority. 

d) The relevant authority may, while permitting the transfer, prescribe from time to time such transfer fee as it 
deems fit, in the following circumstances viz., 

i. amalgamation or merger of a trading member with a non-trading member company resulting in 
the change in controlling interest and/ or control of the trading member; 

ii. takeover of the trading member company by non-trading member(s) resulting in change in 
controlling interest and/ or control; and 

Explanation I 

For the purpose of sub-clauses (i) and (ii) above, the term ‘controlling interest’ and ‘change in 
control’ shall have such meaning as defined by SEBI from time to time. 

For the purpose of the clauses (b) to (d), the term ‘trading member’ shall to theextent applicable, include a 
shareholder of atrading member. 


14) 


15) 
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e) Without prejudice to any other provision of the Rules, the trading membership may be suspended, for such 
period as the relevant authority may deem fit, in the following circumstances: 

i. Upona shareholder holding at least 51% of shares in the capital of a trading member, in the 
opinion of the relevant authority, being rendered incompetent to carry on its business on account 
of any disability; 

ii. Upon the death ofa shareholder of a trading member, provided such shareholder is a majority 
shareholder in such trading member and during such period, the successor(s) of such shareholder, 
may nominate person(s) to take up the stake/ shares of such deceased individual shareholder; 

hi. Upon any deadlock in the management of a trading member, which, in the opinion of the relevant 

authority will affect the ability of such trading member to carry on its business. The trading 
member shall be entitled to make its representation before the relevant authority, before being 
suspended under this sub-clause, but the decision of the relevant authority shall be final. 

Explanation I 

For the purposes of this sub-clause, the term ‘Deadlock in the Management’ means a situation 
wherein there is a loss of confidence or disagreement among the directors/shareholders of a trading 
member, which, in the opinion of the relevant authority, will affect or is likely to affect the conduct 
of business by the trading member or an equality of vote at a meeting of the directors or 
shareholders of a trading member. 

f) Without prejudice to any other provision of the Rules, the trading membership maybe terminated by the 
relevant authority if an acceptable nomination or realignment, as the case may be, does not take place to the 
satisfaction of the relevant authority, within a period of six months from the date of occurrence of any of 
the above events. 

g) The nominee(s), successor(s), or such other persons, as the case may be, shall be entitled to make 
theirrepresentation before the relevant authority, before being terminated under clause (f) above. In this 
regard, the decision of the relevant authority shall be final. 

16) The membership right does not confer any ownership right in the Exchange and the same only constitute a personal 
privilege granted to a trading member by the Exchange. 

17) A trading member shall not transfer either by way of sale, gift or by any other mode whatsoever, assign, mortgage, 
pledge, hypothecate or charge its right of membership or any rights or privileges attached thereto and no such 
attempted transfer, assignment, mortgage, pledge, hypothecation or charge shall be effective as against the Exchange 
for any purpose, nor shall any right or interest in any trading membership other than the personal right or interest of 
a trading member therein be recognised by the Exchange. The relevant authority shall expel any trading member of 
the Exchange who acts or attempts to act in violation of the provisions of this Rule. 

Termination of Membership 

18) (a) Any trading member may cease to be a member, if one or more of the following occurs: 

(i) by expulsion in accordance with the provisions contained in the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations; 

(ii) by being declared a defaulter in accordance with the Rules, Bye Laws andRegulations of the Exchange; 

(hi) by winding up or dissolution in the case of a company or a body corporate; 

(iv) by withdrawal of permission granted by SEBI or as directed by SEBI; 

(v) byviolation of any applicable law or attracting any disqualification/s which warrants the cessation of the 
membership right. 

(b)Liability of Past Members 

A trading member who shall for any reason cease to be a trading member of the Exchange shall nevertheless remain 
liable for and shall pay to the Exchange all monies which at the time of its ceasing to be a trading member shall have 
been due by it to the Exchange or to the clearing corporation. 

Resignation 

19) (a) A trading member who intends to resign from the trading membership of the Exchange shall address to the 

Exchange a written notice to that effect whichshall be displayed on the trading system or on the website of the 
Exchange or at such places as the relevant authority deem appropriate. 

(b) Any member of the Exchange objecting to any such resignation shallcommunicate the grounds of its objection to the 
relevant authority by a letter within such period as may be specified by the relevant authority from time to time. 
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(c) The relevant authority may accept the resignation of a member either unconditionally or on such 
conditions as it may think fit or may refuse to accept such resignation and in particular may refuse to accept such 
resignation until it is satisfied that all the conditions including satisfaction of all outstanding transactions iscomplied 
with by such member. 

Claims against ceased Member 

20) (a)When a trading memberintends to transfer its trading membership right in favour of an another entity, all thedebts, 

liabilities, obligations and claims under the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations shall be paid and satisfied in full or the 
new entity undertakes to fulfill the liabilities/obligations of the trading member, as may be directed by the relevant 
authority. 

Failure to pay Charges 

21) Save as otherwise provided in the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange if a trading member fails to 
pay its annual subscription, fees, charges or other monies which may be due by it to the Exchange within such 
time as the relevant authority may prescribe from time to time after notice in writing has been served upon it by the 
Exchange, the trading member may be suspended by the relevant authority until it makes payment and if within a 
further period of fifteen days if it fails to make such payment, then such trading member may be expelled by the 
relevant authority. 

Criteria for Continuation of Admission 

22) The relevant authority shall from time to time prescribe conditions and requirements to be complied with by a 
trading member for being able to continue to trade on the Exchange which may, inter alia, include maintenance 
of a minimum net-worth, deposit including membership deposit and capital adequacy, renewal of certification, if 
any, payment of annual fees, otherfees, charges etc. The trading membership of any person/entity who/which fails to 
meet these requirements may be liable to be terminated. 

Additional conditions for Trading Member 

23) Apart from the conditions/requirements prescribed in the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations, a trading member shall 
comply with such additional conditions as may be prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time, including 
seeking prior permission of the relevant authority for change in name, memorandum and articles of association of 
the company, its capital and shareholding pattern of such trading member. 

If the trading member does not comply with and adhere to any order or direction or conditions imposed at the time of 
considering its application/request, the relevant authority shall take appropriate disciplinary proceedings against such 
trading member. 

Readmission of Defaulters 

24) A trading member’s right of membership shall lapse and vest with the Exchange immediately upon such member 
being declared a defaulter. The member who has been declared as a defaulter shall forfeit all its rights and privileges 
as a member of the Exchange, including any right to use of or any claim upon or any interest in any property or 
funds with the Exchange, if any. 

25) Subject to all applicable laws in force for the time being, a member declared as a defaulter may be re-admitted in 
accordance with such procedure and on such terms and conditions as the Exchange may prescribe from time to time, 
in its absolute discretion. 

Provided further that, in case, a defaulter is re-admitted, any proceedings/ actions/steps taken by the Exchange for 
declaring a member as a defaulter& during the period when it continued to remain a defaulter shall not be invalid 
and shall not be questioned or challenged by any party. 

26) The relevant authority may readmit only such defaulter who in its opinion: 

a) has paid up all dues to the Exchange, clearing corporation, SEBI,other trading members and constituents 
and such other dues and liabilities payable under the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations of the Exchange; 

b) has no bankruptcy proceedings against it in a court in India or abroad or has not been declared bankrupt by 
any court in India or abroad; 

c) had defaulted owing to the default of principals whom it might have reasonablyexpected to be good for 
their commitments; 

d) has not been guilty of bad faith or breach of the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulationsof the Exchange; 

e) has been irreproachable in its general conduct; 

f) meets all the eligibility criteria for admission as a Member. 
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Chapter -IV 

DISCIPLINARY PROCEEDINGS, PENALTIES, SUSPENSION AND EXPULSION 
Disciplinary Jurisdiction 

1) The relevant authority may expel or suspend and/or fine under censure and/or warnand/or withdraw any of the 
membership rights of a member if it be guilty of contravention, non-compliance, disobedience, disregard or evasion 
of any of the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations or of any resolutions, orders, notices, directions or decisions or 
rulings of the Exchange or the relevant authority or of any other Committee or officer of the Exchange authorised in 
that behalf or of any conduct, proceeding or method of business which the relevant authority in its absolute 
discretion deems dishonorable, disgraceful or unbecoming a member or inconsistent with just and equitable 
principles of trade or detrimental to the interests, good name or welfare of the Exchange or prejudicial or subversive 
to its objects and purposes. 

Penalty for Misconduct, Un-businesslike Conduct and Unprofessional Conduct 

2) In particular and without in any way limiting or prejudicing the generality of the provisions in Rule (1) above, a 
member shall be liable to expulsion or suspension or withdrawal of all or any of its membership rights and/or to 
payment of a fine and/or to be censured, reprimanded or warned for any misconduct, un-businesslike conduct or 
unprofessional conduct in the sense of the provision in that behalf contained herein. 

Misconduct 

3) A member shall be deemed guilty of misconduct for any of the following orsimilar acts or omissions namely: 

a) Fraud: If it is convicted of a criminal offence or commits fraud or a fraudulent act which in the opinion of 
the relevant authority renders it unfit to be a trading member; 

b) Violation: If it has violated provisions of any statute governing the activities, business and operations of the 
Exchange, members and securities business in general; 

c) Improper Conduct: If in the opinion of the relevant authority it is guilty of dishonorable or disgraceful or 
disorderly or improper conduct on the Exchange or of willfully obstructing the business of the Exchange; 

d) Breach of Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations: If it shields or assists or omits to report anymember whom it 
has known to have committed a breach or evasion of any Rule, Bye-law and Regulation or of any 
resolution, order, notice or direction thereunder of the relevant authority or of any Committee or officer or 
the Exchange authorized in that behalf; 

e) Failure to comply with Resolutions : If it contravenes or refuses or fails to comply with or abide by any 
resolution, order, notice, direction, decision or ruling of the relevant authority or of any Committee or 
officer of the Exchange or other person authorised in that behalf under the Rules, Bye Laws and 
Regulations; 

f) Failure to testify or give information : If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit to the relevant authority or 
to a Committee or an officer of the Exchangeauthorised in that behalf, such books, correspondence, 
documents and papers or any part thereof as may be required to be produced or to appeal and testify before 
or cause any of its attorneys, agents, authorised representatives or employees to appear and testify before 
the relevant authority or such Committee or officer of the Exchange or other person authorised in that 
behalf; 

g) Failure to submit Special Returns: If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit to therelevant authority within 
the time notified in that behalf special returns in such form as the relevant authority may from time to time 
prescribe together with such other information as the relevant authority may require whenever 
circumstances arise which in the opinion of the relevant authority make it desirable that such special returns 
or information should be furnished by any or all the members; 

h) Failure to submit Audited Accounts: If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit its audited accounts to the 
Exchange within such time as may be prescribed by the relevantauthority from time to time. 

i) Failure to compare or submit accounts with Defaulter: If it neglects or fails to compare its accounts with the 
Defaulter’sCommittee or to submit to it a statement of its accounts with a defaulter or a certificate that it 
has no such account or if it makes a false or misleading statement therein; 

j) False or misleading Returns : If it neglects or fails or refuses to submit or makesany false or misleading 
statement in its forms or returns required to besubmitted to the Exchange under the Rules, Bye Laws and 
Regulations; 

k) Vexatious complaints: If it or its agent/sub - broker/ remisier/ authorized person/legal 
representative/employee brings before the relevant authority or a committee, complaint or suit which in the 
opinion of the relevant authority/committee is frivolous, vexatious or malicious; 
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1) Failure to pay dues and fees: If it fails to pay its subscription, fees, or any other money which may be due 

by it or any fine or penalty imposed on it. 

Unbusinesslike Conduct 

4) A member shall be deemed guilty of unbusinesslike conduct for any of thefollowing or similar acts or omissions 

namely: 

a) Fictitious Name: If it transacts its own business or the business of its constituent in fictitious names; 

b) Fictitious Dealings: If it makes a fictitious transaction or gives an order for the purchase or sale of 

securities the execution which does not involve change ofownership or executes such an order with 
knowledge of its character; 

c) Circulation of rumours: If it, in any manner, circulates or causes to be circulated,any rumours; 

d) Prejudicial Business: If it makes or assists in making or with such knowledge is aparty to or assists in 

carrying out any plan or scheme for the making of anypurchases or sales or offers of purchase or sale of 
securities for the purpose ofupsetting the equilibrium of the market or bringing about a condition in 
whichprices will not fairly reflect market values; 

e) Market Manipulation and Rigging : If it, directly or indirectly, alone or with other persons/entities, effects 
series of transactions in any security to create actual or apparent active trading in such security or raising or 
depressing the prices of such security for the purpose of inducing purchase or sale of such security by 
others; 

f) Unwarrantable Business; If it engages in reckless or unwarrantable or unbusinesslike dealings 
in the market or effects purchases or sales for itsconstituent’s account or for any account in 
which it is directly or indirectly interested which purchases or sales are excessive in view of its 
constituent’s or its own means and financial resources or in view of the market for such security; 

g) Compromise: If it connives at a private failure of a member or accepts lessthan a full and bona fide money 
payment in settlement of a debt due by a member arising out of a transaction in securities; 

h) Failure to carry out transactions with constituents: If it fails in the opinion of the relevant authority to carry 
out its committed transactions with its constituents; 

Unprofessional Conduct 

5) A member shall be deemed guilty of unprofessional conduct for any of thefollowing or similar acts or omissions 

namely: 

a) Business in Securities in which dealings not permitted: If it enters into dealings insecurities in which 
dealings are not permitted; 

b) Business for defaulting constituent: If it deals or transacts business directly or indirectly or executes an 
order for a constituent who has within its knowledge failed to carry out engagements relating to securities 
and is in default to another member, unless such constituent shall have made a satisfactory 
arrangement with the member who is its creditor; 

c) Business for Insolvent: If without first obtaining the consent of the relevant authority it directly or 
indirectly is interested in or associated in business with or transacts any business with or for any 
individual/entity who/which has been bankrupt or insolvent even though such entity/individual shall have 
obtained its final discharge from an Insolvency Court; 

d) Business without permission when under suspension: If without the permission of the relevant authority it 
does business on its own account or on account of a principal with or through a member during the period it 
is required by the relevant authority to suspend business on the Exchange; 

e) Business for or with suspended, expelled and defaulter members : If without the special permission of the 
relevant authority it shares brokerage with or carries on business or makes any deal for or with any trading 
member who has been suspended, expelled or declared a defaulter; 

f) Business for employees of other members: If it transacts business directly or indirectly for or with or 
executes an order for an authorized representative or employee of another trading member without the 
written consent of such employing trading member; 

g) Business for Stock Exchange employees: If it makes a speculative transaction in which an employee of the 
Exchange is directly or indirectly interested; 

h) Advertisement: If it advertises for business purposes or issues regularly circular orother business 
communications to persons other than its own constituents, trading members of the Exchange, Banks and 
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Joint Stock Companies or publishes pamphlets, circular or any other literature or report or information 
relating to the stock markets without the prior written permission of the Exchange or in contravention of the 
advertisement code prescribed by the Exchange; 

i) Evasion of Margin Requirements: If it willfully evades or attempts to evade or assists in evading the margin 
requirements prescribed in these Bye Laws and Regulations; 

j) Brokerage Charge: If it willfully deviates from or evades or attempts to evade the Bye Laws and 
Regulations relating to charging and sharing of brokerage. 

k) Dealings with entities prohibited to buy or sell or deal in securities market: If it deals, directly or indirectly, 
in the course of its business with or transacts any business with or for any entity, which has been prohibited 
by SEBI to buy or sell or deal in the securities market. 

Member’s responsibility for Agents and Employees 

6) A member shall be fully responsible for the acts and omissions of its officials, attorneys, agents, authorised 
representatives and employees and if any such act or omission be held by the relevant authority to be one which if 
committed or omitted by the member would subject it to any of the penalties as provided in the Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations of the Exchange then such member shall be liable thereforto the same extent as if such act or omission 
had been done or omitted by itself. 

Suspension on failure to provide margin deposit and/or Capital Adequacy requirements 

7) The relevant authority shall require a member to suspend its business when it fails to provide or maintain the deposit 
and/or meet capital adequacy norms as provided in these Rules, Bye Laws, and Regulations and/or as prescribed by 
relevant authority.The suspension of business shall continue until the member furnishes the necessary deposits and/ 
or meets capital adequacy requirements. The relevant authority may expel a member acting in contravention of this 
provision. 

Suspension of Business 

8) The relevant authority may require a member to suspend its business in part orin whole: 

a) Prejudicial Business: When in the opinion of the relevant authority, themember conducts business in a 
manner prejudicial to the Exchange by making purchases or sales of securities or offers to purchase or sell 
securities for the purpose of upsetting equilibrium of the market or bringing about a condition of 
demoralisation in which prices will not fairly reflect market values, or 

b) Unwarrantable Business: When in the opinion of the relevant authority it engages in unwarrantable 
business or effects purchases or sales for its constituent’s account or for any account in which it is directly 
or indirectly interested which purchases or sales are excessive in view of its constituent’s or its own means 
and financial resources or in view of the market for such security, or 

c) Unsatisfactory Financial Condition: When in the opinion of the relevant authorityit is in such financial 
condition that it cannot be permitted to do business with safety to its creditors or the Exchange. 

Removal of Suspension 

9) The suspension of business under clause (8) above shall continue until the member has been allowed by the relevant 
authority to resume business on its paying such deposit or on its doing such act or providing such thing as the 
relevant authority may require. 

Penalty for Contravention 

10) A member who is required to suspend its business shall be expelled by the relevant authority if it acts in 
contravention of this provision. 

Members and others to testify and give information 

11) A member shall appear and testify before and cause its attorneys, agents, authorised representatives and employees 
to appear and testify before the relevant authority or before other committee(s) or an officer of the Exchange 
authorised in that behalf and shall produce before the relevant authority or before other Committee(s) or an officer 
of the Exchange authorised in that behalf, such books, correspondence, documents, papers and records or any part 
thereof which may be in its possession and which may be deemed relevant or material to any matter under inquiry or 
investigation. 

Permission necessary for Legal Representation 

12) No person shall have the right to be represented by professional counsel, attorney, advocate or other representative 
in any investigation or hearing before the relevant authority or any other Committee unless the relevant authority or 
other Committee so permits. 
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Explanation before suspension or expulsion 

13) A member shall be entitled to be summoned before the relevant authority andafforded an opportunity for 
explanation before being suspended or expelled but in allcases the findings of the relevant authority shall be final 
and conclusive. 


Temporary Suspension 


13 A) (a) 

(b) 

(c) 

(d) 


Notwithstanding what is contained in clause (13) herein above if in the opinion of the Managing 
Director/relevant authority, it is necessary to do so, he/it may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
temporarily suspend a member, pending completion of the proceedings for suspension under this chapter by 
the relevant authority, and no notice of hearing shall be required for such temporary suspension and such 
temporary suspension shall have the same consequences of suspension under this chapter. 

A notice to show cause shall be issued to the member within seven workingdays of such temporary 
suspension. 

Any such temporary suspension may be revoked at the discretion of the 
relevant authority, for reasons to be recorded in writing, if the relevant authority is satisfied that the 
circumstances leading to the formations of opinion of the relevant authority to effect temporary suspension, 
have ceased to exist or are satisfactorily resolved. 

A member aggrieved by the temporary suspension may appeal to such authority as may be specified, 
provided that such appeal shall not automatically suspend the temporary suspension unless otherwise 
directed by the relevant authority. 


Effect of suspension of registration by SEBI 

13B) Notwithstanding anything contained in Rules and Byelaws of the Exchange, if theregistration of a member is 
suspended by SEBI, such member shall ipso facto stand suspended from the membership for the period of 
suspension, so imposed by SEBI or till such suspension is in force. 


Imposition of Penalties 

14) The penalty of suspension, withdrawal of all or any of the membership rights, fine,censure or warning may be 
inflicted singly or conjointly by the relevant authority. 

Pre-determination of Penalties 


15) The relevant authority shall have the power to pre-determine the penalties, the period of anysuspension, the 
withdrawal of particular membership rights and the amount of any fine that would be imposed on contravention, 
non-compliance, disobedience, disregard or evasion of any Rules, Bye Laws or Regulation or of any resolution, 
order, notice, direction, decision or ruling thereunder of the Exchange, the relevant authority or of any other 
Committee or officer of the Exchange authorised in that behalf. 

Commutation 


16) Subject to the provision of the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange, circulars, notices and directive 
made under therein, the relevant authority in its discretion may in any case suspend a member in lieu of the penalty 
of expulsion or may withdraw all or any of the membership right or impose a fine in lieu of the penalty of 
suspension or expulsion and may direct that the guilty member be censured or warned or may reduce or remit any 
such penalty on such terms and conditions as it deems fair and equitable. 

Reconsideration/Review 


17) Subject to the provisions of the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange circulars, notices and directive 
made under therein, the relevant authority, on an appeal filed by the member concerned within period of 90 days 
from the date of communication of decision of the relevant authority to the member, may reconsider and may 
rescind, revoke or modify its decision withdrawing all or any of the membership right or fining, censuring or 
warning any member. In a like manner the relevant authority may rescind, revoke or modify its decision expelling or 
suspending any trading member within the said period. 

Failure to pay fines and penalties 

18) If a member fails to pay any fine or penalty imposed on it within such period asprescribed from time to time by the 
relevant authority after notice in writing has been served on it, such member may be suspended by the relevant 
authority until it makes payment. If such suspended member fails to make the payment within such further period as 
prescribed from time to time, thenit may be expelled by the relevant authority. 
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Consequence of Suspension 

19) The suspension of a member shall have the following consequences namely: 

a) Suspension of Membership Right: The suspended member shall during the terms of its suspension be 
deprived of and excluded from all the rights and privileges of membership including the right to attend or 
vote at any meeting, but it may be proceeded against by the relevant authority for any offence committed 
by it either before or after its suspension and the relevant authority shall not be debarred from taking 
cognizance of and adjudicating on or dealing with any claim made against it by other members; 

b) Rights of creditors unimpaired: The suspension shall not affect the rights of the members who are creditors 
of the suspended member; 

c) Fulfillment of Contracts: The suspended member shall be bound to fulfillcontracts outstanding at the time 
of its suspension; 

d) Further business prohibited: The suspended member shall not during the terms of its suspension make any 
trade or transact any business with or through a member or clear or settle trades; provided that it may with 
the permission of therelevant authority close with or through a member the transactions outstanding at the 
time of its suspension; 

e) Members not to deal with suspended members: No member shall transact business foror with or share 
brokerage with a suspended member during the terms of its suspension except with the previous permission 
of the relevant authority. 

Consequences of Expulsion 

20) The expulsion of a member shall have the following consequences namely: 

a) Membership Right forfeited: The expelled member shall forfeit to the Exchange its right of membership 
and all rights and privileges asa member of the Exchange including any right to nominate, to the use of or 
any claim upon or any interest in any property or funds with the Exchange and all of the above shall 
automatically vest in the Exchange. However, anyliability of any such member to the Exchange/clearing 
corporation or to any member or under the Rules, Byelaws and Regulations shall continue and remain 
unaffected by its expulsion; 

b) Office vacated: The expulsion shall create a vacancy in any office or position held by the expelled member; 

c) Rights of Creditors unimpaired: The expulsion shall not affect the rights of the members who are creditors 
of the expelled member; 

d) Fulfillment of Contracts: The expelled member shall be bound to fulfill transactions outstanding at the 
time of its expulsion and it may with the permission of the relevant authority close such outstanding 
transactions with or through a member; 

e) Members not to deal: No member shall transact business for orwith or share brokerage with the expelled 
member except with the previous permission of the relevant authority. 

f) Consequences of declaration of defaulter to follow: The provisions of Chapter XIV of the Byelaws 
pertaining to default shall become applicable to the member expelled from the Exchange as if such member 
has been declared a defaulter. 

Expulsion Rules to Apply 

21) When a member ceases to be a member under the provisions of the Rules, Bye Laws or Regulations otherwise than 

by default or resignation, he/it shall be treated asexpelled by the relevant authority and in that event all the 

provisions relating to expulsion contained in these Rules shall apply to such trading member in all respects. 

Suspension of Business 

22) a) The relevant authority shall require a member to suspend its business whenit fails to maintain or provide further 

security as prescribed in the Bye Laws and Regulations and the suspension shall continue until it pays the 
necessary amount by way of security. 

b) Penalty for Contravention: A member who is required to suspend itsbusiness under clause (a) shall be expelled 
by the relevant authority if it acts in contravention of the provisions of the Rules, Bye Laws and Regulations. 
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Forfeited or Lapsed Right of Membership 

23) When a right of membership is forfeited to or vest in the Exchange under any Rule, Bye-law or Regulation of the 
Exchange for the time being in force, it shall belong absolutely to the Exchange free of all rights, claims or interest 
of such member or any person claiming through such member and the relevant authority shall be entitled to deal 
with or dispose of such right of membership as it may think fit. 

Notice of Penalty and suspension of Business 

24) Notice shall be given to the member concerned and to the members in general by placing a notice on the 
system, of expulsion or suspension or default of or of the suspension of business by a member or of any other 
penalty imposed on it or on its attorneys, agents, authorised representatives or other employees. The relevant 
authority may in its absolute discretion and in such manner as it thinks fit notify or cause to be notified to the 
members or to the public that the person named in such notification has been expelled, suspended, penalised or 
declared a defaulter or has suspended its business or ceased to be a member. No action or other proceedings shall in 
any circumstances be maintainable by such person against the Exchange or the relevant authority or any officer or 
employee of the Exchange for the publication or circulation of such notification. 

25) The relevant authority for the purpose of this Chapter shall be the Disciplinary ActionCommittee as may be 
constituted by the Board from time to time in accordance with the directions and circulars issued by SEBI, if any. 

26) The Disciplinary Action Committee may delegate all or any of the following powers tothe Managing Director:- 

a) imposing monetary penalties, issuing warning or advise on/to members in terms of uniform scale or 
structure of penalties or other action, as specified by the Exchange through circulars issued to 
members; 

b) taking penal action against members including suspension or cancellation of membership arising out 
of directions issued by SEBI/ any other relevant authority; 

c) expulsion of members under the Rules and Bye-laws of the Exchange. 

Chapter V 
Miscellaneous 

1.1 Rules and Bye-laws made under SCRA 

These Rules, and Bye-laws made thereunder, are made under the provisions of the Securities Laws applicable to 
Exchange in the IFSC. 

1.2 Title 

These Rules, and the Bye-Laws and Regulations made pursuant hereto, shall collectively be referred to as “Rules, 
Bye-Laws and Regulations of the Exchange”. 

1.3 Jurisdiction 

Save and except as specifically provided otherwise, the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations shall be subject to the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Courts exercising jurisdiction over International Financial Services Centreirrespective 
of the location of the place of business of the members and clients in India or the place where the concerned 
transaction may have taken place. 

1.4 Other Laws and Regulations to Supplement 

The Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations shall be in addition to, and shall not prejudice the application of the provisions 
of the Securities and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) Guidelines, 2015, 
Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 (SCRA), the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1957 (SCRR), the 
Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992 (SEBI) andthe Rules and Regulations made there under, and the 
directions and/or circulars issued by Reserve Bank of India, SEBI or any other regulatory authority. 

1.5 Power to provide clarification: 

In case of any difficulty in implementing the provisions of these Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations, the 
Exchange/relevant authority has the power to provide clarification, if the circumstances demand and such 
clarification shall be final and binding all persons.

Bye-laws 
CHAPTER-1 
DEFINITIONS 

(1) “Board of Directors” or “Board” means Board of Directors of the Exchange; 

(2) “Bye-laws” means bye-laws of the Exchange for the time being in force and any amendments made thereto from 
time to time 

(3) “Clearing Corporation” means the India International Clearing Corporation (IFSC) Limited; 

(4) “Clearing Member” shall mean a person/entity who/which has been admitted as a member by the Clearing 
Corporationto clear or settle trades executed on the platform of the Exchange; 

(5) “Client” or “Constituent” shall mean and include a person/entity who has agreed to avail the services of the member 
of the Exchange in accordance with the applicable guidelines, instructions orcirculars issued by the SEBI from time 
to time; 

(6) “Committee/s" mean the committees formed by the Board of Directors of the Exchange in accordance with its bye¬ 
laws and rules ordecision of the relevant authority or as directed by SEBI from time to time; 

(7) “Contract” means a contract for or relating to the purchase or sale of any Security through the platform of the 
Exchange; and may also be called asa“transaction”, “dealing” or “bargain”; 

(8) “Deal” means, unless the context indicates otherwise, deals which are admitted to be traded on the platform of the 
Exchange and cleared and settled through the Clearing Corporation; 

(9) “Exchange” means the India International Exchange (IFSC) Limited; 

(10) “Guidelines” shall mean the Securities and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) 

Guidelines, 2015 in force from time to time; 

(11) “International Financial Service Centres” or “IFSC” shall mean the International Financial Service Centresor IFSC 

located at Gandhinagar, Gujarat; 

(12) “Issuer”shall mean a corporate body permitted to issue securities in accordance with the Guidelines and other 
applicable regulations, circulars in the IFSC; 

(13) “Market-Maker” means an entity permitted by the Exchange for market making in securities; 

(14) “Member/s” as the context may require, means either the Trading Member or the Clearing Member or both; 

(15) “Official List of Exchange securities” means the list of securities which are listed and/or permitted to be traded on 
the platform of Exchange; 

(16) “Security/ies” shall mean the securities that are permitted to be dealt within a stock exchange operating in IFSC in 
accordance with the guidelines; 

(17) “RBI” means the Reserve Bank of India; 

(18) “Regulations”, unless the context indicates otherwise, includes business rules, circulars, notices, code of conduct and 
such other regulations prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time inter alia, for the administration and 
operations of the Exchange; 

(19) “Relevant Authority” shall mean the Board, Securities and Exchange Board of India, Managing Director ofthe 

Exchange , clearing corporation, such other person or committee, as the context may admit or require, or any 

person/committee as may be specified by the Board from time to time; 

(20) “Rules”, unless the context indicates otherwise, means the rules framed by the Exchange from time to time in 
accordance with the provisions of the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 Securities and Exchange Board 
of India (International Financial Services Centres) Guidelines, 2015 or in accordance with the directions of 
Securities and Exchange Board of India from time to time; 

(21) “SEBI Act” shall mean the Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992 (Act No.l5 of 1992); 

(22) “SEBI” means the Securities and Exchange Board of India established under Section 3 of Securities and Exchange 

Board of India Act, 1992; 
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(23) “SCRA” mean the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 (Act No.42 of 1956); 

(24) “SCRR” mean the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1957; 

(25) “Securities Laws” includes the SCRA, SEBI Act, Depositories Act 1996, Companies Act 2013, such other Acts, 

Regulations and Rules framed thereunder and any statutory modification or re-enactment thereto, the circulars, 
notifications, directives, guidelines made or issued thereunder by Central Government or SEBI or any other 
concerned authority to facilitate and regulate the financial services relating to securities market in Special 
Economic Zone from time to time; 

(26) “SECC Regulations” means the Securities Contracts (Regulation) (Stock Exchanges and Clearing Corporations) 
Regulations, 2012; 

(27) “SEZ Act” means the Special Economic Zones Act, 2005; 

(28) “Settlement Guarantee Fund” means a fund established and maintained in accordance with the relevant provisions of 
the Bye-Laws of the Clearing Corporation; 

(29) “Trading system/platform of the Exchange” means a system which makes available to the trading members by 

whatever method, quotations of securities and disseminates information regarding trades effected, volumes, etc. and 
such other notifications as may be placed thereon; 

(30) “Trading Member” means any person/entity which is admitted as a member of the Exchange and the term “Trading 
Membership” shall be construed accordingly; 

(31) “Trading Segment” means the segment as may be specified by the Exchange from time to time; 

(32) Unless in the context it is explicitly stated otherwise, all words and expressions used in the Rules 
andRegulations but not defined, and defined in the following, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to 
them under the: 

a. The Securities Contract (Regulations) Act, 1956 and the Rules/Regulations made there-under 

b. The Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992 and the Regulations made there-under 

c. The Depositories Act, 1996 and the Regulations framed there under 

d. The Companies Act, 1956/the Companies Act, 2013 

e. Rules and the Byelawsof the Exchange 

f. Rules, Byelaws and/or the Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. 

In case a term is defined in more than one of the above, then such term will derive its meaning from the statute 
(along with the Rules, Bye-laws and/or Regulations) provided prior in the order above, unless it is explicitly stated 
otherwise. 

(33) Headings shall not affect the construction or interpretation of any Rule; 

(34) Words importing masculine gender shall include feminine gender and vice versa and neutral gender in the case of 
companies, corporations, firms, etc., unless the context otherwise requires. Any defined term herein may or may not 
be capitalized in the Rules Byelaws and the Regulations and shall not convey a different meaning merely by reason 
of non-capitalistion of such term, unless the context requires otherwise. 

CHAPTER II 

TRADING SEGMENTS 

(1) The Exchange may determine to have one or more trading segments as it may deem fit and proper from out of the 
trading segments in respect of which SEBI has granted its approval to the Exchange. 

(2) The securities which will be eligible for admission to different trading segments will be specified by the relevant 
authority from time to time. 

CHAPTER III 
COMMITTEE(S) 

(1) Committee(s) shall be appointed by the Board in accordance with the procedure laid down in the Rules and in the 
Articles of Association of the Exchange or as specified by SEBI. The role of each Committee shall be as determined 
by the Board or SEBI. 

(2) The Board may constitute Committee(s) for its trading segment which shall have such responsibility and power as 
delegated by the Board from time to time. 
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CHAPTER IV 
REGULATIONS 

(1) The Board or the relevant authority may prescribe Regulations from time to time for regulating the operations of the 

Exchange and/or its members. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of Bye law (1) above, the Board or the relevant authority may prescribe 

Regulations from time to time, inter alia, with respect to: 

(a) norms, procedures, terms and conditions to be complied with for inclusion of securities in the Official List 
of Exchange’ ssecurities; 

(b) fees payable by an Issuer for inclusion and continued inclusion in the Official List of Exchange’sSecurities; 

(c) norms, procedures, terms and conditions for admission to dealings, suspension of trading and delisting of 
the securities; 

(d) norms and procedures for admission of members, surrender of membership rights of members and 
continuance as members; 

(e) norms and procedures for approval of market- makers; 

(f) forms and conditions of contracts to be entered into, and the time, mode and manner for performance of 
contracts between trading members inter se or between trading members and their constituents; 

(g) determination from time to time, of fees, system usage charges, deposits, margins and other monies 
payableby members and by Issuers whose securities are admitted/to be admitted to dealings on the 
Exchange and the scale of brokerage chargeable by trading members; 

(h) prescription, from time to time, of capital adequacy and other norms which shall be required to be 
maintained by members; 

(i) supervision of the market and promulgation of such business rules/circulars and codes of conduct as it may 
deem fit; 

(j) maintenance of records and books of accounts by members as it may deem fit and records as required under 
applicable laws; 

(k) inspection of members and audit of records and books of accounts of members; 

(l) prescription, from time to time, and administration of penalties, fines and other consequences, including 
suspension/expulsion for defaults or violation of any requirements and codes of conduct and criteria for 
readmission, if any, promulgated hereunder; 

(m) disciplinary action/procedures against any member; 

(n) settlement of disputes, complaints, claims arising between members inter-se as well as between members 
and persons who are not trading members relating to any transaction in securities made on the 
Exchangeincluding settlement by arbitration or conciliation as allowed in the IFSC; 

(o) administration, maintenance and investment of the corpus of the fund(s) set up by the Exchange including 
Investor Protection Fund, to the extent permissible; 

(p) norms and procedures for settlement and clearing of deals, including establishment and functioning of 
clearing corporation or providing other arrangements for clearing and settlement; 

(q) norms, procedures, terms and conditions for registration and continuance of registration of members in 
securities borrowing and lending scheme; 

(r) norms and procedures in respect of, incidental or consequential to closing out of contracts, deals or 
transactions; 

(s) dissemination of information, announcements to be placed on the trading system or otherwise; 

(t) norms and procedure for admission, continuance and discontinuance of various category(s) of market 
participants such as remisier, authorized clerk, constituted attorney, authorized persons, etc; 

(u) any other matter as may be decided by the Board/relevant authority. 
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CHAPTER V 

DEALINGS IN SECURITIES 

Dealings Allowed 

(1) Dealings in securities shall be permitted on the Exchange as provided in these Bye Laws and Regulations and save 
as so provided, no other dealings shall be permitted. 

Admission of Securities to Dealings 

(2) (a) Admission to dealings in securities which are listed or permitted to be traded shall be in accordance with 

theprovisions prescribed by the Exchange in its Rules, Bye laws. Regulations or in accordance with such 
other requirements as may be specified by the relevant authorityin that behalf from time to time. 

(b) Admission of securities to listing on the Exchange shall be inaccordance with provisions prescribed in these 
Bye Laws or Regulations or in accordance with the requirements specified by the relevant authority from 
time to time in that behalf. 

(c) The relevant authority may admit from time to time securities which are listed or permitted to be traded on 
other stock exchange/s. 

Dealings in Securities Dealt on other Stock Exchanges 

(3) Without prejudice to the generality of Byelaw (2) above of this Chapter, the relevant authority may in its discretion 
and subject to such conditions as it may deem proper, permit dealings in any securities which are either listed or 
admitted to dealings on any other stock exchange or the dealings in which are regularly allowed on the other stock 
exchanges. 

Application for Admission to Listing 

(4) Application for admission of securities to listing on the Exchange shall be made to the Exchange in such manner 
along with requisite fees, if any, as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

The issuer shall be required to make an application for admission of securities to listing to the Exchange in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the relevant authority regardless that the securities previously issued by the issuer is 
already listed on the Exchange. 

Conditions and Requirements of Listing 

(5) The relevant authority may not grant admission to listing of the securities of an issuer unless it complies with the 
applicable laws (including the rules/regulations/ circulars/direction issued by SEBI/RBI from time to time), 
conditions and requirements prescribed in the Bye Laws and Regulations, the listing agreement, if any and such 
other conditions and requirements as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Subject to provisions of the applicable law, the relevant authority may waive or dispense with any of the listing 
requirements specified by the relevant authority or which the relevant authority is permitted under any law, rules, 
regulations, order, direction, circulars or notification issued by SEBI from time to time. 

Refusal of Admission to Listing 

(6) The relevant authority may, in its discretion, either approve (subject to such terms as it deems proper) the 
application for listing of securities on the Exchange, or defer the consideration and/or decision thereon (subject to 
such terms, conditions and compliances as the relevant authority may specify), or may altogether reject the 
application for listing of securities. 

Fees 

(7) Issuers desiring listing of securities on the Exchange shall pay such listing and such other fees and such other 
deposits as the relevant authority may from time to time determine. 

Dealings in Provisional Documents 

(8) The relevant authority may, in its discretion, permit dealings in Provisional Documents on such terms and conditions 
as it may deem fit. “Provisional Documents” for purposes of these Bye Laws and Regulations shall mean such 
documents as may be determined by the relevant authority from time to time in respect of an issuer whose securities 
are sought to be admitted to listing on the Exchange. 

Specific Deals 

(9) The relevant authority may permit specific deals to be made in the case of securities not admitted to listing on the 
Exchange or which for the time being are prohibited or suspended for dealings. 
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Prohibited Dealings 

(10) The relevant authority may suspend or prohibit dealings on the Exchange in any security or securities or any class or 
group of securities, for any cause or reason, as it may deem fit or in the interest of securities market and/or as 
directed by SEBI/RBECentral Government. 

Action for non-compliance with Listing Requirements. 

(11) (a) Suspension of Admission to Dealings on the Exchange. 

In the event of any issuer,whose securities are listed on the Exchange, not complying with the listing 
requirements as may be in force from time to time and/or any other conditions that the Exchange may specify 
from time to time the Exchange shall be entitled, without prejudice to any other rights and/or remedies that 
the Exchange may have against such company in law or under these Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations, to 
suspend at any time the admission to dealings on the Exchange granted to any security of such company for 
such period or periods as it may determine. At the expiration of the period of suspension the Exchange may 
revoke the suspension subject to such conditions as it deems fit. 

Without prejudice to above, the Exchange shall be entitled to take all such steps as are necessary to give effect 
to direction/order issued by SEBI against the companies whose securities are suspended from trading, on 
account of non-compliance with listing requirements. 

(b) Without prejudice to what is stated in Bye-law 11(a) above, every listed company shall comply with the 
condition of the Listing Agreement as prescribed by Exchange and/or SEBI from time to time and shall be 
liable to pay such fine(s) as may be prescribed by Exchange and/or SEBI from time to time for non- 
compliance of the Listing Agreement or any of the requirements dealing with listing. 

Withdrawal of Admission on Redemption or Conversion 

(12) The relevant authority may, if necessary, withdraw admission to listing and/or dealings granted to securities which 
are about to be exchanged or converted into other securities as a result of any scheme of re-organisation or 
reconstruction or which being redeemable or convertible securities are about to fall due for redemption or 
conversion. 

Withdrawal of Admission on Liquidation or Merger 

(13) If any issuer be placed in final or provisional liquidation or is about to be merged into or amalgamated with another 
entity, the relevant authority may withdraw the admission to listing and/or dealings on the Exchange granted to its 
securities. The relevant authority may accept such evidence as it deems sufficient on such liquidation, merger or 
amalgamation. Should the merger or amalgamation fail to take place or should an issuer placed in provisional 
liquidation be reinstated and an application be made for readmission of its securities on the Exchange, the relevant 
authority shall have the right of approving, refusing or deferring such application on such terms and conditions, as it 
may deem fit. 

Withdrawal of Admission on the Exchange 

(14) The relevant authority may, where deemed necessary, after giving an opportunity to the issuer, withdraw the 
admission to listing on the Exchange granted to its securities either for breach of, or non-compliance with the 
applicable laws (including the rules/regulations/circulars/direction issued by SEBI/RBI/relevant authority from time 
to time), conditions and requirements prescribed in the Bye Laws and Regulations, the listing agreement and such 
other requirements as may be prescribed by the Exchange from time to time. 

Readmission on the Exchange 

(15) The relevant authority in its discretion may readmit to listing on the Exchange the securities of an issuer whose 
admission had been previously withdrawn subject to conditions as may be prescribed by relevant authority. 

Admission to dealings based on differential norms. 

(16) Notwithstanding anything stated herein with regard to conditions for listing/dealing of Securities, the Exchange may 
admit to listing and permit dealing in such Securities and of such entities in such manner other than as prescribed 
herein provided the same is permitted by SEBI and is in accordance rules/regulation/ circulars/ directions issued by 
SEBEthe Exchange from time to time. 

CHAPTER VI 
TRADING MEMBERS 

Appointment and Fees 

(I) (a) The relevant authority may admit any person/entity as a trading member in accordance with the relevant 

laws and its Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations from time to time. 
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(b) The relevant authority may specify prerequisites, conditions, formats and procedures for application for 
admission, continuance, termination, re-admission, etc. of trading members. The relevant authority may, at 
its absolute discretion, refuse permission to any applicant to be appointed as a trading member. 

(c) The trading member shall pay such fees, security deposits and other monies as may be specified by the 
Board or the relevant authority from time to time, on admission as a trading member and for continued 
admission. The fees, security membership deposits, other deposits, other monies and any additional 
deposits paid, whether in the form of cash, fixed deposit receipts, bank guarantee, securities or otherwise, 
with the Exchange, by a trading member from time to time, shall be subject to a first and paramount lien for 
any sum due to the Exchange and all other claims against the trading member for due fulfillment of 
engagements, obligations and liabilities of trading members under the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations, 
including any obligation or liability arising out of or incidental to any dealings made on the Exchange. 
The Exchange shall be entitled to adjust or appropriate such fees, deposits and other monies for such dues 
and claims, notwithstanding any claim against the trading member under any other law or otherwise, 
without any reference to the trading member. 

(d) Trading members may trade in the securities either on their own account as principals or on behalf of their 
constituents unless otherwise specified by the relevant authority and subject to such conditions which the 
relevant authority may prescribe from time to time. 

(e) The relevant authority may create such categories of trading members from time to time as it may deem fit 
in accordance with the regulations/guidelines/circulars issued by SEBI, if any. 

Conditions for Admission 

(a) Trading members shall adhere to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange and shall comply 
with such operational parameters, rulings, notices, circulars, guidelines and instructions of the 
Exchange/relevant authority as may be applicable. 

(b) All contract notes issued by trading members for deals on the Exchange shall be in the manner specified by 
the Exchange from time to time. 

(c) Trading members shall comply with such requirements as may be specified by SEBI or as prescribed by the 
Exchange from time to time with regard to advertisements and issue of circulars in connection with their 
activities as trading members. 

(d) Trading members shall furnish declarations relating to such matters and in such forms as may be prescribed 
by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(e) Trading members shall furnish to the Exchange an Auditors' Certificate in such form and at such intervals 
certifying that the requirements specified/prescribed from time to time by Exchange pertaining to their 
operations have been complied with. 

(f) Trading members shall furnish such information and periodic returns pertaining to their operations as may 
be required by the Exchange from time to time. 

(g) Trading members shall furnish audited and/or unaudited financial or quantitative information and 
statements as may be required by the Exchange from time to time. 

(h) Trading members shall extend full co-operation and furnish such information and explanation as may be 
required for the purpose of any inspection or audit authorised by the relevant authority or other authorised 
official of the Exchange into or with regard to any trades, dealings, their settlement, accounting and/or 
other related matters. 

(i) A trading member shall not deal with sub-brokers who are not registered with SEBI nor allow operation of 
its trading terminal at any office other than its registered office, branch offices and the offices of its 
registered sub- brokers or such permitted places, in the manner prescribed by the Exchange. 

CHAPTER VII 

DEALINGS BY TRADING MEMBERS 


Jurisdiction 

(1) (a) Any deal entered into through the trading system of the Exchange or any proposal for buying or selling or 

any acceptance of any such proposal for buying and selling shall be deemed to have been entered/made at 
the computerized processing unit of the Exchange and the place of contracting as between the trading 
members shall be theinternational Financial Services Centre. In relation to any dispute/claims arising out 
of or in connection with or in relation to any dealing, the courts which exercise jurisdiction over the 
International Financial Services Centre shall have exclusive jurisdiction.

(b) The record of the Exchange as maintained by a central processing unit or a cluster of processing units or 
computer processing units, whether maintained in any register, magnetic storage units, electronic storage 
units, optical storage units or computer storage units or in any other manner shall constitute the agreed and 
authentic record in relation to any dealing entered into through the trading system. For the purposes of any 
dispute the record maintained by the Exchange in any of the above modes shall constitute valid evidence in 
any dispute or claim between the constituents and the trading members or between the members inter-se. 

Indemnity 

The Exchange shall not be liable for any unauthorized dealings done on the Exchange by any person. 

Trading Members Only Parties to Trades 

(a) The Exchange shall not recognise as parties to any deal any persons other than its own members, and 

(b)Every trading member is directly, solely and exclusively liable, in accordance with the Bye Laws, Rules 
and Regulations of the Exchange, to every other trading member with whom such trading member effects 
any deal on the Exchange for due fulfillment of the deal, whether such deal be on account of the trading 
member effecting it or on account of a constituent. 

All Dealings Subject to Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations 

All dealings in securities on the Exchange shall be deemed to be made subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and 

Regulations of the Exchange and the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations shall be a part of the terms and conditions of 

all such deals and the deals shall be subject to the exercise by the relevant authority of the powers with respect 

thereto vested in it by the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange. 

Inviolability of Trade 

(a) Subject to clause (b) below, all the dealings in securities on the Exchange, made subject to the Bye Laws, 
Rules and Regulations of the Exchange shall be inviolable and shall be cleared and settled in accordance 
therewithand the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Clearing Corporation. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a) above, the Board or the Managing Director or anyother 
person(s)/committee(s),as may be authorized by the Board of the Exchange may,suo moto or pursuant to a 
request received from its member annul the trade(s) or reset the price of the trade(s) to an appropriate price 
in accordance with regulations/circulars issued by the SEBI, RBI and the Exchange from time to time, 
provided it is satisfied that there exists a cogent and sufficient cause to do so and is in the interest of 
investors, market integrity and maintenance of price discovery mechanism. 

(c) The expression “sufficient cause” referred to in clause (b) above shall include erroneous orders, material 
mistake, fraud, manipulation orwilful misrepresentation. 

(d) For the purpose of determining the appropriate price as referred to in clause (b) above, various factors 
including previously traded price, price of the security during the given period, conduct of parties 
involved, etc., may be considered by the Exchange. 

(e) The decision of the Exchange to annul the trade(s) or reset the price of the trade(s) shall be final and 
binding on all the parties concerned, and the Exchange shall not be liable for any losses/liabilities arising 
out of such action(s). 

(f) Without prejudice to the decision taken with regard to annulment of trade(s) or resetting of price of 
trade(s), the Exchange shall also be entitled to take such other suitable disciplinary action(s) against the 
member under the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange. 

(g) The procedure to be followed for annulment of trade(s) or resetting of price of trade(s) shall be such as 
specified by the Exchange from time to time and everymember shall comply with the same including 
payment of prescribed fees. 

Deals by Representative trading members 

(a) A trading member may authorise another trading member to act as its representative for dealing in 
securities with the prior permission of the Exchange and on such terms and conditions as the relevant 
authority may prescribe from time to time. 

(b) Any deal done by a representative trading member shall be deemed to be a deal done by the employing 
trading member and all such deals shall also be subject to same terms and conditions as would be 
applicable to deals done by employing trading member. 

(c) The representative trading member and the employing trading member shall, at all times, comply with the 
conditions laid down by the relevant authority, failing which, the relevant authority may suspend or rescind 
the arrangement between the representative trading member and employing trading member. 
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Restriction on the trading members 

(7) A trading member shall become a constituent of another trading member of the Exchange only for trading on its own 
account after obtaining permission of the Exchange. The member cannot become a constituent of more than one 
trading member. 

CHAPTER VIII 

TRADING SYSTEM AND MARKET MAKERS 

Trading Parameters 

1) Dealing/trading on the trading segment of the Exchange shall take place in such manner as the relevant authority 
may from time to time specify. The relevant authority shall be entitled to determine all matters relating to trading on 
the Exchange. In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the aforesaid, in consonance with circulars, 
guidelines and parameters issued or specified by SEBI from time to time, the relevant authority shall specify the 
following parameters for dealing in securities:- 

(a) the tick size in which orders can be entered into the trading system; 

(b) exposure, trading and other limits in respect of any Member and the constituents; 

(c) price bands; 

(d) the regular/market lot size in which orders can be placed; 

(e) for maintenance of an order book, inter alia, specifying various conditions on the basis of which an order 
shall become eligible to be placed; 

(f) the maximum permissible open position; 

(g) the procedure to be followed for off-line entries (i.e. outside trading hours) and terms and conditions for 
placing such entries; 

(h) market making in securities; 

(i) parameters for alteration in the prices at which the trades are done or at which the orders are placed and to 

expunge the price of any trade/order; 

(j) limit of variation within a day or between days in bid and offer prices; 

(k) the types of trades permitted for a trading member and a security; 

(l) functional details of the trading system including the system design, users infrastructure, system operation; 

(m) reduce, extend or otherwise alter the time of any trading session or sessions on any particular day or 
otherwise; 

(n) other matters which may affect smooth operation of trading in securities keeping in mind larger interest of 
the securities market. 

Settlement of Trades/deals 

2) All trades executed by a trading member mayeither be cleared and settled by such trading member itself (if such 
trading member is also a clearing member) or through any other clearing member in accordance with the Rules, 
Bye-laws, Regulations and circulars/notices issued by SEBI/relevant authority and/or Clearing Corporation from 
time to time. 

Segregation of Trades 

3) Every member shall segregate trades/deals executed by it on its own account from that of its constituent in the 
manner provided in the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations or in such manner as SEBErelevant authority may 
prescribe. 

Order Management 

4) (i) Order Instructions:Trading Members shall ensure that instructions for placing an order is obtained from 

constituents prior to any order being placed on the Exchange and shall keep the relevant documents and 
records of the such instructions and of the completion or otherwise of the orders as per the Rules, Bye-laws 
and Regulations of Exchange and all other applicable laws. 

(ii) Entering of Unique Client Code: Every trading member shall, at the time of entering an order, enter in the 
trading system the unique client code as prescribed by SEBI/the relevant authority. 
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8 ) 
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(iii) Supply of Order Details: A trading member shall make available to its constituent the order number 
generated by the trading system and copies of the trade confirmation slip/modification slip/contract note, 
wherever applicable. 

(iv) Amendment or Cancellation of Orders: The relevant authority may from time to time specify the 
procedures and conditions for amendment or cancellation of orders. 

(v) Types of Orders: Subject to the restrictions, if any, specified by SEBI from time to time, the relevant 
authority shall be entitled to stipulate from time to time, the kind of orders that a trading member can place 
in the trading system and the order attributes thereof, which may include:- 

(a) Market order/limit order 

(b) Stop loss 

(c) Immediate or cancel 

(d) Good till day 

(e) Good till cancelled 

(f) Good till date 
Order Validation 

Orders entered into the trading system by trading members may be subject to various validation requirements as may 
be specified by SEBEthe Exchange from time to time including trading parameters, exposure limits and/or other 
restrictions. The orders that do not meet the validation requirements may not be accepted by the trading system. 

The trading member shall ensure that the systems (hardware or software) used by it for placing the orders with the 
trading system of the Exchange shall contain necessary requirements/checks/validations as prescribed by SEBI from 
time to time. 

The securities which will be eligible for market making, if at all, will be specified by the relevant authority from 
time to time. 

Registration of Market Makers 

(a) Trading members may apply to be market makers in any security eligible for market making. 

(b) Application for registration as a market maker shall be in such form and with such particulars as may be 
prescribed from time to time and such application may be accepted or deferred on such terms and 
conditions as the Exchange may deem fit or rejected, at the sole discretion of the Exchange. 

(c) A registered market maker shall comply with all the requirements as specified by the relevant authority 
from time to time. 

(d) A registered market maker may cease making a market in a particular security at any time in accordance 
with direction issued by the relevant authority. 

An obligation may be imposed on a trading member who acts as a market maker in certain securities, to take up 
additional market making in certain other securities as determined by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Suspension and Prohibition of Market Makers 

(a) The relevant authority may either restrict or prohibit a registered market maker from displaying on or 
entering quotations into the trading system or dealing in securities in which he is registered as a market 
maker if: 

(i) such market maker has been or is expelled or suspended or declared a defaulter from trading 
membership of the Exchange, or is unable to comply with the Exchange's Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations or whose registration is cancelled by the SEBI; 

(ii) such market maker has defaulted on any transaction effected in respect of securities; 

(iii) the market maker is in such financial or operating difficulties, that in the opinion of the relevant 
authority, such market maker ought not to be allowed to display on or enter quotations into the 
trading system of the Exchange having regard to the safety of investors, creditors or other trading 
members of the Exchange; 

(iv) where such market maker, in the view of the relevant authority, ceases to meet qualification 
requirements for registration as a market maker. 

(b) Any market maker which the relevant authority takes action against pursuant to Byelaw 9 (a) above shall be 

notified in writing of such action. Such a market maker shall be bound by and comply with the directions 
given by the relevant authority. 
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Operational Parameters for Market Makers 

10) The relevant authority may determine from time to time operational parameters for market makers which registered 
market makers shall adhere to. 

11) The operational parameters may, inter alia, include: 

(a) limit of spread between bid and offer rates for different securities, if found necessary; 

(b) fixation of market lots, odd lots and/or minimum number of securities to be offered to be bought or 
sold; 

(c) limit of variation within a day or between days in bid and offer prices; 

(d) the minimum stock of scrips which the trading member must maintain, below which he must intimate 
the relevant authority; 

(e) other matters which may affect smooth operation of trading in securities in which he acts as a market 
maker, keeping in view larger interest of the public. 

(f) The terms and conditions of incentives receivable by market makers. 

12) Without prejudice to the above subject however to such directions/circulars issued by SEBI from time to time, the 
Exchange may appoint such other categories of person(s)/entities for the purpose of providing market marking on 
such terms and conditions, as it may deem fit. 

CHAPTER IX 
MARGINS 

Margin Requirements 

1. (1) The relevant authority may from time to time prescribe requirements of margins including collection of 

margins and the members shall furnish such margin as a condition precedent as may be specified by the 
relevant authority. 

(2) Every member has a continuing obligation to maintain margins at such levels and during such periods as 
may be stipulated by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Form of Margin 

2. The margins to be provided by a member under the Bye Laws and Regulations shall be in cash or in any other form 
as may be specified by the relevant authority from time to time. The relevant authority may at its discretion accept 
fixed deposit receipts or bank guarantee of a bank(s) approved by the relevant authority or securities or such other 
form of security as a margin subject to such terms and conditions as the relevant authority may from time to time 
prescribe. Any margin deposited by a member with the Exchange or any substitute thereof shall be deemed to have 
been pledged and/or hypothecated and/or transferred, as the case may be, in favour of the Exchange for fulfillment 
of the obligations of the member. 

Quantum of Margin 

3. The member depositing margins in the form of securities shall always maintain the value thereof such that the same 
shall not be less than the required threshold as prescribed by the relevant authority. Any deficit in the quantum of 
margin shall be met by the member by providing any further or other security as may be approved by the relevant 
authority. 

Margin to be Held by the Exchange 

4. The margins shall be held by the Exchange and when they are in the forms of bank deposit receipts and securities, 
such receipts and securities may be transferred to such persons or to the name of a custodian or such other entity 
approved by the Exchange. All margin deposits shall be held by the Exchange and/or by the approved persons 
and/or by the approved custodian solely for and on account of the Exchange without any right whatsoever on the 
part of the depositing member or those otherwise having rights in respect thereof to call in question the decision of 
the Exchange in that behalf. 

Lien on Margins 

5. The Exchange shall have a first and paramount lien on the margins deposited by the members, including margins in 
the form of cash, bank deposit receipts, securities, bank guarantees or any other collateral or in any other form 
approved by the relevant authority and shall be entitled to utilize the same or any part thereof, for satisfaction of the 
obligations and liabilities of the members under the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations, in the manner provided by the 
Exchange/SEBI from time to time. 
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Utilisation for Failure to Meet Obligations 

6. In the event of a member failing to meet its obligations to the Exchange as provided in the Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations, the relevant authority shall be entitled to utilise the margins deposited by the member with the 
Exchange in any form for meeting the obligations of such member. 

Evasion of Margin Requirements Forbidden 

7. A member shall not directly or indirectly enter into any arrangement or adopt any method for the purpose of evading 
or assisting in the evasion of the margin requirements prescribed under the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations. 

Suspension on Failure to Pay Margin 

8. If a member fails to pay margin as required in the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations, the relevant authority may take 
such action against such member as it may deem fit including suspension. 

Sale of Margin Securities 

9. The Exchange shall be entitled to sell the securities over which it has a lien, on such terms and conditions and in 
such manner as the Exchange may deem fit and proper without any recourse to the member depositing such security 
as a margin. The person/entity acquiring such security from the Exchange shall be entitled to only such rights 
and/or privileges which the Exchange had at the time of sale of such security. Transfer of title to such securities by 
virtue of the Exchange exercising its right of lien shall be valid and effectual and the depositing member shall not be 
entitled to challenge the sale. 

The relevant authority shall be entitled to determine the types of margins, the mode of payment of margins, the form 
in which margin is to be deposited, the circumstances and manner in which margin should be withheld, utilized or released, 
the amount of margin, and all other matters relating to margin. The relevant authority shall also specify the exposure limits 
for the members as it may deem fit. 

Documentation in relation to Margin 

10. A member depositing margin under the provisions of these Bye Laws and Regulations shall execute such documents 
including a letter of declaration as the Exchange may prescribe and/or require from time to time. 

CHAPTER X 

TRANSACTIONS AND SETTLEMENTS 


Transactions 
Business Hours 


(1) The business hours for dealing in the securities on the Exchange shall be decided by the relevant authority from time 
to time. The relevant authority may also, from time to time, specify business hours for different types of deals such 
as “for spot”, and “odd lots”. 

(2) The relevant authority may declare a list of holidays in a calendar year. The relevant authority may from time to 
time alter or cancel any of the Exchange holidays fixed in accordance with these provisions. It may close the market 
on days other than or in addition to holidays as it may deem fit or as directed by SEBI/regulatory authority. 

(3) (a) Deals may be effected through order driven, quote driven or such other method as the Exchange may put in 

place for the trading segment from time to time. 

(b) Deals between trading members may be effected by electronic medium or computer network or such other 
medium as specified by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(c) Deals may be effected on spot, ready or on such other basis as may be specified by the relevant authority 
from time to time, subject to the applicable laws. 

Suspension on Failure to meet Trading Limits 

(4) A trading member failing to restrict dealings on the Exchange to its trading limits as provided in these Bye Laws and 
Regulations shall be required by the relevant authority to reduce dealings to within trading limits forthwith. The 
relevant authority at its discretion may suspend a trading member for violation of trading limits and the suspension 
shall continue until the relevant authority withdraws such suspension. 

Contract Notes 


(5) Contract Notes shall be issued within such period as may be specified by the relevant authority from time to time for 
deals effected with constituents or on behalf of constituents, and will contain such details as the relevant authority 
may specify from time to time. 

(6) Details of such deals as may be specified by the Exchange from time to time shall be informed to the Exchange. 
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Delivery of securities 

(7) Delivery of all securities, documents and papers and payments in respect of all deals shall be in such manner and 
such place(s) as may be prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(8) The relevant authority shall specify from time to time, the securities, documents and papers which, when delivered 
in prescribed manner, shall constitute good delivery. Where circumstances so warrant, the relevant authority may 
determine, for reasons to be recorded, whether or not a delivery constitutes a good delivery and such finding shall be 
binding on the parties concerned. Where the relevant authority determines that a delivery does not constitute a good 
delivery, the delivering party shall be required to substitute bad delivery with good delivery within such time period 
as may be specified. 

(9) The norms and procedures for delivery with respect to market lot, odd lot, minimum lot, part delivery, delivery of 
partly paid securities, etc. shall be as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(10) The requirements and procedures for determining disputed deliveries or defective deliveries, and measures, 
procedures and system of resolving the dispute or defect in deliveries or of consequences of such deliveries or the 
resolution shall, subject to these Bye Laws, be as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Clearing and Settlement 

(11) Clearing and Settlement of deals shall be effected by the members concerned by adopting and using such 
arrangements, systems, agencies or procedures as may be prescribed or specified by the Clearing Corporation from 
time to time. Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, to facilitate smooth operation of the clearing and 
settlement arrangement or system, the relevant authority may prescribe or specify from time to time adoption and 
use of custodial and depository services by the parties concerned, including the members and constituents. 

(12) The function of the clearing corporation may be performed either bylndia International Clearing Corporation (IFSC) 
Limited or by such other agency as may be specified by the Exchange from time to time which shall act as a central 
counterparty to all trades and shall provide full novation. 

Closing out 

(13) The relevant authority may from time to time close out any deals in securities made on the Exchange by buying in or 
selling out against a member as follows:- 

(a) in case of sale of securities on failure to complete the delivery on the due date; 

(b) in case of purchase of securities on failure to pay the amount due on the due date; and 

(c) in any other cases as the relevant authority may specify from time to time. 

And any loss, damage or shortfall sustained or suffered as a result of such closing out shall be payable by the 
member who failed to give due delivery or to pay the amount due. 

(14) Closing out of contracts or deals in securities and settlement of claims arising therefrom shall be in such manner 
within such time frame and subject to such conditions and procedures as may be prescribed from time to time by 
relevant authority. 

(15) Subject to the Bye-laws and Regulations prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time, any deal in 
securities made on the Exchange may be transferred from one member to another member under such 
circumstances as may be specified by relevant authority from time to time. 

Interest, dividend, rights and calls 

(16) The buying constituent shall be entitled to receive all vouchers, coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights 
and other privileges which may relate to securities bought cum voucher, cum coupons, cum dividends, cum cash 
bonus, cum bonus issues, cum rights, etc. The selling constituent shall be entitled to receive all vouchers, coupons, 
dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights and other privileges which may relate to securities sold ex voucher, ex 
coupons, ex dividends, ex cash bonus, ex bonus issues, ex rights, etc. 

(17) The manner, mode, information requirements, alterations, date and timing, etc., of adjustment with respect to 
vouchers, coupons, dividends, cash bonus, bonus issues, rights and other privileges between buying trading member 
and selling trading member shall be as prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. The trading members 
shall be responsible between themselves and to their constituents for effecting such adjustments. 

(18) In respect of a contract in securities which shall become or are exchangeable for new or other securities under a 
scheme of reconstruction or reorganisation, the selling constituent shall deliver to the buyer, as the relevant authority 
directs, either the securities contracted for or the equivalent in securities and/or cash and/or other property receivable 
under such scheme of reconstruction or reorganisation. 
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Brokerage on Dealings 

(19) Brokerage 

Trading members are entitled to charge brokerage upon the execution of all orders in respect of purchase or sale of 
securities at rates not exceeding the official scale, if any prescribed by the relevant authority from time to time. 

Brokerage on Calls 

(20) A trading member buying securities on which calls have been prepaid by the seller may charge brokerage on the 
purchase price with the amount of such call money being paid by the seller. 

Sharing of Brokerage 

(21) A trading member may not share brokerage with a person who - 

(a) is one for or with whom trading members are forbidden to do business under the Bye Laws, Rules and 
Regulations of the Exchange; 

(b) is a trading member of the Exchange oris an employee in the employment of another trading member; 

CHAPTER XI 

CLEARING AND SETTLEMENT OF DEALS 

(1) The Clearing Corporationshall clear and settle such deals as provided in the Rules, Bye-Laws, Regulations and 
circulars/notifications issued by SEBI/Clearing Corporation/Exchange and save as so provided, no other deals shall 
be cleared and settled. 

CHAPTER XII 

RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES OF TRADING MEMBERS AND CONSTITUENTS 
Relationship between Trading Member and Constituents 

(1) Without prejudice to any other law for the time being in force and subject to these Bye Laws, the mutual rights and 
obligations, inter se, between the trading member and its constituent shall be such as may be prescribed by SEBI/the 
Exchange from time to time. 

Association 

(2) A trading member shall not be entitled to trade on the Exchange unless there is a valid and subsisting agreement in 
accordance with a specified format between a trading member and a clearing member as may be specified by 
SEBI.Provided that this Bye-law shall not apply to a trading member who clears its own trades. 

Disassociation 

(3) When a trading member wants to disassociate itself from its clearing member, it shall intimate the Exchange of its 
desire to be disassociated from such clearing member. Simultaneously, the trading member may also apply for 
association with a new clearing member with whom it desires to be associated in the future. Such application for 
association shall be accompanied by a letter from the new clearing member accepting such association. A trading 
member shall not disassociate from a clearing member without the approval of the clearing member. The clearing 
member shall not unreasonably withhold such consent. The open positions of such trading member (whether on 
itsown account or on account of its constituents) may, in the discretion of the clearing member, be closed out or 
transferred subject to such requirements as may be imposed by the relevant authority. The date of disassociation 
shall be decided by the relevant authority. 

If a clearing member wants to disassociate itself from a trading member, it shall intimate the relevant authority of 
such disassociation. Upon such intimation: 

(i) the trading member shall not be entitled to trade on the Exchange until it has associated with another 
clearing member in the manner mentioned in these Bye-law; and 

(ii) the open positions of such trading member (whether on itsown account or on account of its constituents) 
may, in the discretion of the clearing member, be closed out or transferred. 

Even after such disassociation the clearing member shall continue to be liable to clear and settle all open positions 
and trades/deals of the trading member, which were entered into by the trading member prior to the date of such 
disassociation. 

All Contracts subject to Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations 

(4) All contracts relating to dealings permitted on the Exchange made by a trading member shall in all cases be deemed 
made subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange. The Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations shall 
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be a part of the terms and conditions of all such contracts and shall be subject to the exercise by the relevant 
authority of the powers with respect thereto vested in it by the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange. 
All dealings, transactions and contracts which are made subject to the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the 
Exchange shall be deemed to have been made and shall take effect as if such dealings, transactions and contracts 
were made, entered into and were to be performed in International Financial Service Centre. The parties to such 
dealings, transactions, contracts shall be deemed to have submitted to the exclusive jurisdiction of the Courts 
exercising jurisdiction over the International Financial Service Centre. 

Trading members not bound to accept Instructions and Orders 

(5) A trading member may not accept instructions or orders of constituents for purchase, sale, etc., of securities where 
circumstances appear to justify such action or on reasonable grounds. Where such refusal is made, the same may be 
immediately communicated to the constituent. The trading member shall also furnish the constituent the reasons for 
such refusal on a request being made by him/it. 

Margin 

(6) A trading member shall have the right to demand from its constituent the margin deposit he has to provide under 
these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations in respect of the business done by it for such constituent. A trading member 
shall also have the right to demand an initial margin in cash and/or securities from its constituent before executing 
an order and/or to stipulate that the constituent shall make a margin deposit or furnish additional margin as may be 
required by the trading member. The constituent shall, when from time to time called upon to do so, forthwith 
provide a margin deposit and/or furnish additional margin as required under these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations 
in respect of the business done for him by and/or as agreed between him and the trading member concerned. 

Constituent in Default

A trading member shall not transact business directly or indirectly or execute an order for a constituent who to its 
knowledge is in default to another trading member unless such constituent shall have made a satisfactory 
arrangement with the trading member who is its creditor. 

Closing-out of Constituent's Account 

(a) The trading member may close-out positions of a constituent under such circumstances as may be specified 
by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(b) When closing-out the account of a constituent a trading member may assume or take over such transactions 
to its own account as a principal at prices which are fair and justified by the condition of the market or it 
may close-out in the manner specified by the relevant authority and any expense incurred or any loss 
arising therefrom shall be borne by the constituent. The contract note in respect of such closing-out shall 
disclose whether the trading member is acting as a principal or on account of another constituent. 

(c) In case, a constituent becomes a bankrupt or is declared an insolvent or a winding up petition is admitted 
against a constituent or a provisional liquidator is appointed, then the member may close out positions of 
such constituent in the manner prescribed by the Exchange from time to time. 

Trading member not Liable to attend to Registration of Transfer 

A trading member shall not be deemed to be under any obligation to attend to the transfer of securities and the 
registration thereof in the name of the constituent. If it attends to such work in the ordinary course or at the request 
or desire or by the consent of the constituent, it shall be deemed to be the agent of the constituent in the matter and 
shall not be responsible for loss in transit or for the issuer's refusal to transfer nor be under any other liability or 
obligation other than that specifically imposed by these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations. The stamp duty, the 
transfer fees and other charges payable to the issuer, the fee for attending to the registration of securities and all 
incidental expenses, such as postage, incurred by the trading member shall be borne by the constituent. 

Registration of Securities when in name of trading member or Nominee 

(a) When the time available to the buying constituents of a trading member is less than thirty days to complete 
transfers and lodge the securities for registration before the closing of the transfer books and where the 
security is purchased cum interest, dividend, bonus or rights which the issuer may have announced or 
declared, subject to the consent of the constituent, the trading member may register the securities in its or 
its nominee's name and recover the transfer fee, stamp duty and other charges from the buying constituent. 

(b) The trading member shall give immediate intimation to the Exchange of the names of the constituents 
under Bye-law 10 (a) of this Chapter and the details of the transactions as may be specified by the relevant 
authority from time to time. The trading member shall also give immediate intimation thereof to the buying 
constituent and shall stand indemnified for the consequences of any delay in delivery caused by such 
action. 
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(c) The trading member shall be obliged to retransfer the security in the name of the buying constituent as soon 
as it has become ex interest, dividend, bonus or rights. 

Closing-out/ transfer by Constituent 

(11) If a trading member fails to complete the performance of a contract by delivery or payment in accordance with the 
provisions of these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations the constituent shall, after giving notice in writing to the 
trading member and Exchange, close-out such contract through any other trading member of the Exchange or make 
an application to the Exchange for transfer of contracts to another trading member as soon as possible and any loss 
or damages sustained as a result of such closing-out or transfer, as the case may be, shall be immediately payable by 
the defaulting trading member to the constituent. If closing-out or transfer be not effected as provided herein, the 
damages between the parties shall be determined on such basis as specified by the relevant authority from time to 
time and the constituent and the trading member shall forfeit all further right of recourse against each other. 

No Lien on Constituent's Securities 

(12) If a trading member is declared a defaulter after delivering securities on account of its constituent, the constituent 
may be entitled to claim and on offering proof considered satisfactory by the relevant authority, and in the absolute 
discretion of the relevant authority, receive from the Exchange accordingly as the relevant authority directs, either 
such securities or the value thereof subject to payment or deduction of the amount if any due by him/it to the 
defaulter. 

Complaint by Constituent 

(13) When a complaint has been lodged by a constituent with the relevant authority that any trading member has failed to 
implement its dealings, the relevant authority shall investigate the complaint and if it is satisfied that the complaint is 
justified it may take such disciplinary action as it deems fit. 

Death of Constituent 

(14) A member may forthwith or at the earliest practicable date close-out all open transactions on account of a 
constituent who has died and the balance due on such closing-out shall be payable on the ensuing due date of 
payment in respect of such contracts. 

Confidentiality of Constituent’s Details 

(15) The Exchange shall maintain the details of the constituent’s of the members in confidence and that it shall not 
disclose to any person / entity such details of the constituent as mentioned in the constituent registration form or any 
other information pertaining to the constituent except as required under the law or by any authority. 

CHAPTER XIII 

DEFAULT 

Declaration of Default 

(1) A member may be declared a defaulter by direction / circular / notification of the relevant authority if- 

(a) it is unable to fulfill its obligations; or 

(b) it admits or discloses its inability to fulfill or discharge its duties, obligations and liabilities; or 

(c) it fails or is unable to pay within the specified time the damages and the money difference due on a 

closing-out effected against it under these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations; or 

(d) it fails to pay any sum due to the Exchange or to submit or deliver to the Exchange on the due date, 
delivery and receive orders, statement of differences and securities, balance sheet and such other clearing 
forms and other statements as the relevant authority may from time to time prescribe; or 

(e) if it fails to pay or deliver to the Defaulters' Committee all monies, securities and other assets due to a 
member who has been declared a defaulter within such time of the declaration of default of such member 
as the relevant authority may direct; or 

(f) if it fails to pay, fulfill or discharge its duties, obligations and liabilities to itsclearing member, or 

(g) if it fails to abide by arbitration proceedings as made applicable to the IFSC 

Explanation: The relevant authority may suspend a member if it has reason to apprehend that a member is likely to 
commit any of the above mentioned acts or omissions. 
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Expulsion in Certain Cases 

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of the Rules and the foregoing, if a member is expelled by any other recognised 
stock exchange or clearing corporation or if the member’s registration certificate is cancelled by SEBI, the said 
member may be expelled from the Exchange after providing an opportunity of being heard to such member, unless 
SEBI directs otherwise from time to time. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Bye-law, the membership right of such member shall be forthwith 
suspended and the facility of such member shall be withdrawn immediately after the receipt of information of 
expulsion by any other stock exchange/clearing corporation or cancellation of registration certificate by SEBI. 

Suspension in Other Segment: 

(2A) If a member is suspended or required to suspend business on any segment(s) of the Exchange then immediately 
upon such declaration, the member may be suspended on all other segments of the Exchange. Notwithstanding the 
above, the relevant authority shall be entitled to take or permit such steps as are required in its opinion for 
transferring, settling, closing out, squaring off and/or otherwise dealing with outstanding positions and liabilities of 
the member or its constituents. 

Declaration of Default in all Segment(s) 

(2B) Where a member is declared a defaulter on a segment(s), it shall also be immediately declared defaulter on all other 
segment(s) in which it may hold membership right. 

Relevant Authority to Frame Procedures for Declaration of Default 

(2C) The relevant authority shall be entitled to specify appropriate provisions and procedures consistent with the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Regulations for and in connection with suspension of a member or declaration of a member as a 
defaulter and realisation of claims from the defaulter, its constituents or others and their respective assets. 

Declaration of Default by other Stock Exchanges 

(2D) A member shall immediately be liable to be declared a defaulter on all segments in which he/it is holding a 
membership right if itis declared a defaulter by any other recognised stock exchange or clearing corporation. 

Action against Associate in case of Declaration of Default 

(2E) On a member being declared a defaulter, the relevant authority may take appropriate action against the associates of 
such defaulter member. 

‘Definition of ‘Associate’ 

(2F) For the purpose of Bye-law 2E, the term “associate/s” shall have such meaning as may be defined by SEBI from 
time to time. 

Insolvent a Defaulter 

(3) Without prejudice to the rights of the relevant authority under Bye-law (1) of this Chapter, if a member has been 
adjudicated as an insolvent or it, being a company incorporated under the Companies Act or any other applicable 
law, has been ordered to be wound up by a Court of Law or a provisional liquidator has been appointed,it shall be 
declared a defaulter although he/it may not have defaulted on any of its obligations on the Exchange; provided 
however the time for preferring an appeal against such order under the applicable Acts, if any, has expired. 

Member's Duty to Inform 

(4) A member shall be bound to notify the relevant authority immediately if there be a failure by any member to 
discharge its liabilities in full. 

Compromise Forbidden 

(5) A member guilty of accepting from any member anything less than a full and bona fide money payment in 
settlement of a debt arising out of a transaction in securities may be suspended for such period as the relevant 
authority may determine. 

Notice of Declaration of Default 

(6) On a member being declared a defaulter a notice to that effect shall be placed on the Website of the Exchange and 
on such other place, as the relevant authority deem fits. 

Defaulter's Book and Documents 

(7) When a member has been declared a defaulter, the Defaulters' Committee shall take charge of all its books of 
accounts, documents, papers and vouchers to ascertain the state of its affairs and the defaulter shall hand over such 
books, documents, papers and vouchers to the Defaulters' Committee. 
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List of Debtors and Creditors 

(8) The defaulter shall file with the Defaulters' Committee within such time of the declaration of its default as the 
relevant authority may direct a written statement containing a complete list of its debtors and creditors and the sum 
owing by and to each. 

Defaulter to give Information 

(9) The defaulter shall submit to the Defaulters' Committee such statement of accounts,information and particulars of its 
affairs as the Defaulters' Committee may from time to time require and if so desired shall appear before the 
Committee at its meetings held in connection with its default. 

Inquiry 

(10) The Defaulters' Committee shall enter into an inquiry into the accounts and dealings of the defaulter in the market 
and shall report to the relevant authority anything improper, unbusinesslike or unbecoming of a member in 
connection therewith which may come to its knowledge. 

Vesting of assets in the Exchange 

(11) The Defaulters' Committee shall call in and realise the deposits in any form, margin money, other amounts lying to 
the credit of and securities deposited by the defaulter and recover all monies, securities and other assets due, payable 
or deliverable to the defaulter by any other member/constituent in respect of any transaction or dealing made subject 
to the Bye- laws. Rules and Regulations of the Exchange and/or all other assets/amounts/securities belonging to 
other parties which the Exchange may be entitled to realize and appropriate. All these assets shall vest ipso facto, on 
declaration of a member as a defaulter in the Exchange and the same shall be dealt with by the Exchange in the 
manner provided in these Bye-laws and/or as may be prescribed by SEBI from time to time. 

Payment to Defaulters' Committee 

(12) (a) All monies, securities and other assets due, payable or deliverable to the defaulter must be paid or delivered 

to the Defaulters' Committee within such time of the declaration of default as the relevant authority may 
direct. Any member violating this provision shall be declared a defaulter. 

Closing-out 

(13) (a) A member having open transactions with the defaulter shall close out such transactions on the Exchange 

after declaration of default. Such closing out shall be in such manner as may be prescribed by the relevant 
authority from time to time. Subject to the regulations in this regard prescribed by the relevant authority, 
when in the opinion of the relevant authority, circumstances so warrant, such closing out shall be deemed to 
have taken place in such manner as may be determined by the relevant authority or other authorised persons 
of the Exchange. 

(b) Differences arising from the above adjustments of closing out shall be claimed from the defaulter or paid to 
the Defaulters' Committee for the benefit of creditors of the defaulter. 

Provided that, if the relevant authority in its discretion deems fit, and subject to such terms and conditions 
as it may specify, all, some or any of the open positions/dealing of any constituent)s) of the member as may 
be decided by the relevant authority may, instead of being closed out, be transferred to any other member 
who agrees to accept such transfer. 

Claims against Defaulter 

(14) Within such time of the declaration of default as the relevant authority may direct every member carrying on 
business on the Exchange shall, as it may be required to do, either compare with the Defaulters' Committee its 
accounts with the defaulter duly adjusted and made up as provided in these Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations or 
furnish a statement of such accounts with the defaulter in such form or forms as the relevant authority may prescribe 
or render a certificate that it has no such account. 

Delay in comparison or submission of Accounts 

(15) Any member failing to compare its accounts or send a statement or certificate relating to a defaulter within the time 
prescribed shall be called upon to compare its accounts or send such statement or certificate within such further time 
as may be specified. 

Penalty for Failure to compare or submit Accounts 

(16) The relevant authority may fine, suspend or expel any member who fails to compare its accounts or submit a 
statement of its account with the defaulter or a certificate that he/it has no such account within the prescribed time. 
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Misleading Statement 

(17) The relevant authority may fine, suspend or expel a member if it is satisfied that any comparison statement or 
certificate relating to a defaulter sent by such member was false or misleading. 

Accounts of Defaulters' Committee 

(18) The Defaulters' Committee shall keep a separate account in respect of all monies, securities and other assets vested 
in the Defaulters’ Committee and shall defray therefrom all costs, charges and expenses incurred in or about the 
collection of such assets or in or about any proceedings it takes in connection with the default. 

Report 

(19) The Defaulters' Committee shall present a report to the relevant authority relating to the affairs of a defaulterand 
shall show the assets realised, the liabilities discharged and dividends given, within the prescribed period, if directed 
by the relevant authority. 

Inspection of Accounts 

(20) All accounts kept by the Defaulters' Committee in accordance with these Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations may be 
open to inspection by any creditor member. 

Scale of Charges/Fees/Costs 

(21) The charges/fees/costs to be paid to the Exchange on the assets collected shall be such sum as the relevant authority 
may from time to time prescribe. 

Application of Defaulters' Members’ Assets and Other Amounts: 

(22) (1) The relevant authority shall realise and apply all monies, rights and assets of the defaulter which have vested in 

or which have been received by the Exchange and all other assets and money of the defaulter including the 
money and securities receivable by him from any other member or Constituent, money and securities of the 
defaulter lying with the Exchange or credit balances lying in the Exchange, security deposits, any bank 
guarantees furnished on behalf of the defaulter, fixed deposit receipts discharged or assigned to or in favour of 
the Exchange, monies or contribution deposited with the Exchange by the defaulter, any security created or 
agreed to be created by the defaulter or any other person in favour of the Exchange and/or all other 
assets/amounts/securities belonging to other parties which the Exchange may be entitled to realize and 
appropriate for the obligations of the defaulter to the following purposes and in the following order of priority, 
viz: 

a) First - the payment of such subscriptions, debts, fines, fees, charges and other money as shall have 
been determined by the relevant authority to be due to the Exchange, or to Clearing Corporation or to 
Securities and Exchange Board of India, in the order of priority as mentioned hereinabove; 

b) Second- Dues to the extent of principle amount to other related members and constituents of the 
defaulter, the payments of which have been admitted by the relevant authority; Provided that if the 
amount is insufficient then the amounts shall be distributed pro rata amongst other members and the 
constituents of the defaulter. The other members shall in turn share the amounts so received with their 
constituents on a pro rata basis; 

Provided however that if any amount is payable by such member or constituent under the Rules, Bye¬ 
laws and Regulations, to the Exchange, then the relevant authority shall be entitled to set-off such 
amount /obligation payable by such member or constituent against the amount payable from the 
defaulters’ assets. 

c) Third - to reimburse and/or compensate the Investor Protection Fund for any payments made 
therefrom; 

d) Fourth - for clearing the dues of a clearing bank to the extent of the principle amount; if there are 
more than one clearing banks thenthe amounts, if any, shall be distributed amongst all clearing banks 
on a pro rata basis; 

e) Fifth - Surplus assets, if any, may be released to the defaulter in accordance with the decision taken 
by relevant authority; 

(2) Any amounts determined and payable on a pro-rata basis to the persons referred to under sub-clause (b) 
hereinabove, shall be distributed/ paid either by crediting its account with the Exchange or in such other 
manner as the relevant authority directs. If any amounts, determined on a pro-rata basis referred to in sub¬ 
clause (b) hereinabove, remain unclaimed for such period as may be determined by the relevant authority, the 
same shall be dealt with or disposed of by the relevant authority as it deems fit.If any person(s) referred to 
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under sub-clause (b) hereinabove, entitled to receive the amounts which have been determined on a pro-rata 
basis, be dead, all such amounts due to such person(s) shall be paid to his legal representative or heirs 

(23) The Defaulters' Committee shall not entertain any claim against a defaulter: 

(a) which arises out of a contract in securities dealings in which are not permitted or which are not made 
subject to or in accordance with Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange or in which the 
claimant has either not paid or colluded with the defaulter in evasion of margins ; 

(b) which arises out of a contract in respect of which comparison of accounts has not been made in the manner 
prescribed in these Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations or when there has been no comparison, if a contract 
note in respect of such contract has not been rendered as provided in these Bye-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations; 

(c) which arises from any arrangement for settlement of claims in lieu of bona fide money payment in full on 
the day when such claims become due; 

(d) which is in respect of a loan with or without security; 

(e) which is not filed with the Defaulters' Committee within such time of date of declaration of defaulter as 
may be prescribed by the relevant authority. 

Claims against Defaulting Representative Trading Member 

(24) The Defaulters' Committee may entertain the claim of a member against a defaulter in respect of loss incurred by it 
by reason of the failure of the constituents introduced by such defaulter to fulfill their obligations arising out of 
dealings which are permitted on the Exchange and made subject to the Bye Laws, Rules and Regulations of the 
Exchange provided the defaulter was duly registered as a representative trading member working with such creditor 
trading member. 

Claims of Defaulters' Committee 

(25) A claim of a defaulter whose estate is represented by the Defaulters' Committee against another defaulter shall not 
have any priority over the claims of other creditor members but shall rank with other claims. 

Assignment of Claims on Defaulter’s Estate 

(26) A member being a creditor of a defaulter shall not sell, assign or pledge its claim on the estate of such defaulter 
without the consent of the relevant authority. 

Proceedings against the defaulter and other Parties 

(27) (a) For the purpose of recovering any amount payable by the defaulter member, the Exchange, the Defaulters 

Committee,Investor Protection Fund or such other entity, as may be decided by the relevant authority shall 
be entitled to take such steps and proceedings (including but not limited to sale of any property or a portion 
thereof) as it or they may think fit either in the name of the Exchange or the defaulter or the creditors 
against the defaulter member, the defaulter Member's property or other parties and their properties/assets. 

(b) The defaulter as well as the creditors of the defaulter shall be deemed to have appointed such entitiesas 
referred to Bye law (27)(a)as their constituted attorney for the purpose of taking such proceedings. 

Payment of Defaulters' Committee 

(28) If any member takes any proceedings in a court of law against a defaulter whether during the period of its default or 
subsequent to its re-admission to enforce any claim against the defaulter's estate arising out of any transaction or 
dealing in the market made subject to the Bye-Laws, Rules and Regulations of the Exchange before it was declared 
a defaulter and obtains a decree and recovers any sum of money thereon, it shall pay such amount or any portion 
thereof as may be fixed by the relevant authority to the Defaulters' Committee for the benefit and on account of the 
creditor members having claims against such defaulter. 

(29) The Defaulters Committee for the purpose of this Chapter shall be a Committee as may be constituted by the Board 
of Directors from time to time. 

(30) Notwithstanding an 5 Thing to the contrary contained in this Chapter, where any securities are lodged for rectification 
of company objection arising out of signature difference or otherwise against a defaulter, the Exchange shall, after 
satisfying itself about the bonafides of the receiving members/ constituent of the receiving member, acquire the 
securities in its own name for the benefit of the receiving member/ constituent of the receiving member. The 
Exchange may upon payment of such charges as it may prescribe, sell or otherwise dispose of the securities so 
acquired or transfer the securities to the receiving member/ constituent of the receiving member, in full and final 
satisfaction of the claim; Provided that the Exchange shall be free to require such receiving member/ constituent of 
the receiving member to indemnify the Exchange in such form and manner as it may prescribe, as a condition 
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precedent; Provided further that payment made to the receiving member/ constituent of the receiving member shall 
discharge the claim completely and no further claim shall lie against the defaulter on any ground whatsoever. 

Clearing Member responsible for dues of Trading Members: 

(31) Notwithstanding that a trading member is suspended or declared a defaulter, the clearing member who has agreed to 
clear such trading member’s trades/contracts shall be liable to satisfy the obligations/liabilities of the defaulter 
trading member arising out of dealings/transactions done on the Exchange and or such other amounts as may be 
specified by the relevant authority. 

Charge on Defaulter's Member’s Assets: 

(32) For the purpose of satisfying the liabilities/obligations of a defaulter under the Rules, Bye-Laws and Regulations, 
the Exchange shall have a first charge on all assets and properties of the defaulter member, wherever situated and of 
whatsoever nature, as security for the repayment of such money /obligation and the payment of interest thereon. 

CHAPTER XIV 

INVESTOR PROTECTION FUND 

(1) The monies/amounts to be contributed by any person/entity to the Investor Protection Fund shall be such as may be 
determined by the relevant authority from time to time or as may be directed by SEBI from time to time. 

(2) The funds lying in the Investor Protection Fundof the Exchange shall solely and absolutely belong to the 
Exchangeand shall be dealt with by the Exchange in accordance with the circulars issued by SEBI from time to time; 

(3) In case of declaration of a member as a defaulter, the Exchange shall publish in all editions of at least one English 
national daily with wide circulation and in at least one regional language daily with wide circulation, a notice 
specifying a date not being less than 3 months after the said publication or such period as specified by SEBI, on or 
before which claims for compensation shall be made by an investor in relation to the defaulter specified in the 
notice. The notice shall contain such particulars as may be determined by the relevant authority from time to time. 

(4) A claim for compensation in respect of a default shall be made in writing to the Exchange on or before the date 
specified in the said notice and any claim which is not so made shall be barred unless the Exchange otherwise 
determines. The claims shall be processed as prescribed by Deafulter’s Committee and shall communicate its 
decision to the Exchange. 

CHAPTER XV 

SETTLEMENT GUARANTEE FUND 

(1) Settlement Guarantee Fund means a fund established and maintained by Clearing Corporation to guarantee the 
settlement of bonafidetrades executed on the platform of the Exchange in accordance with the framework laid down 
by SEBI. 

(2) The norms, procedures, terms and conditions governing the creation, maintenance and utilization of the Settlement 
Guarantee Fund shall be in accordance with the relevant provisions of the Bye-Laws of the Clearing Corporation. 

(3) The Exchange may contribute such amount to the Settlement Guarantee Fundas may be specified by the SEBI 
and/or as agreed between the Exchange and the Clearing Corporation. 

(4) The contribution made by the Exchange to the Settlement Guarantee Fund, shall be returnedback to the Exchange in 
the following eventualities: 

• Discontinuation of services of the Clearing Corporation 

• Discontinuation of a segment by the Exchange 

• Discontinuation of activities as a stock exchange 

• Any other situationswhich according to the Exchange, renders the arrangement between the Exchange and 
the Clearing Corporation unviable. 

CHAPTER XVI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

(1) The relevant authority shall be empowered to impose such restrictions on transactions in one or more securities 
admitted for listing and dealing on the Exchange or permitted to be traded on the Exchange as the relevant authority 
in its judgment deems advisable in the interest of maintaining a fair and orderly market in the securities or if it 
otherwise deems advisable in the public interest or for the protection of investors or as directed by SEBI. During the 
effectiveness of such restrictions, no trading member shall, for any account in which it has an interest or for the 
account of any constituent, engage in any transaction in contravention of such restrictions. 
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(2) Any failure to observe or comply with any requirement of any Bye-Law, Rules or Regulations or 
directions/orders/requirements of the relevant authority, may be dealt with by the relevant authority as a violation of 
such Bye-Law, Rules or Regulations. 

(3) The members have an obligation to inform the relevant authority and the Securities and Exchange Board of India 
about insider trading, information on takeover and other such information/practices as may be construed as being 
detrimental to the efficient operations of the Exchange and as may be required under any applicable law. 

(4) Save as otherwise specifically provided in the regulations prescribed by the relevant authority regarding clearing and 
settlement arrangement, in promoting, facilitating, assisting, regulating, managing and operating the Exchange, the 
Exchange should not be deemed to have incurred any liability, and accordingly no claim or recourse, in respect of, 
in relation to, any dealing in securities or any matter connected therewith shall lie against the Exchange or any 
authorised person(s) acting for the Exchange. 

(5) No claim, suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall lie against the Exchange or any authorised person(s) 
acting for the Exchange or relevant authority, in respect of an 5 Thing which is in good faith done or intended to be 
done in pursuance of any order or other binding directive issued to the Exchange under any law or delegated 
legislation for the time being in force. 

(6) All the records, correspondence, data, information, proceedings, minutes, decisions of the Exchange shall be 
confidential and the Exchange shall not be required to disclose the same to any party or person, save and except 
when called upon to do so by SEBI or by an under an order of any competent court/tribunal or any other competent 
authority. 

Power to provide clarification: 

(7) In case of any difficulty in implementing the provisions of Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations or in case of a conflict, 
the Exchange has the power to provide clarification, if the circumstances demand and such clarification shall be 
final and binding on all persons.

52. Subject to provisions of the Companies Act, 2013, to place, reserve, distribute, as dividend or bonus or to 
apply as the Company may from time to time determine any moneys received in payment of dividend or 
money arising from the sale of forfeited shares or any money received by way of premium on shares or 
debentures issued at a premium by the Company. 

53. To pay all costs, charges and expenses of and incidental to the promotion, formation, registration and 
establishment of the Company or which the Company shall consider being preliminary out of the funds of 
the Company and/ or make donations (by cash or other assets) to remunerate by allotment of fully or partly 
paid shares or by a call or option on shares, debentures, debenture-stocks or securities of this or any other 
company or in any other manner, whether out of the Company’s capital or profits to any person, firm, 
company assisting to place or guaranteeing the subscription of other security of the company in or about the 
formation or promotion of the Company or for any other reason which the company may think fit subject to 
the provisions of the Companies Act, 2013. 

54. To undertake the payment of all rent and the performance of all covenants, contracts, conditions and 
agreements contained in and reserved by any lease that may be granted or assigned to or acquired by the 
Company. 

55. To use trademarks, trade names or brand names for the business activities products and goods and adopt 
such means of making known the business and products in which the company is dealing as may seem 
expedient and in particular by advertising on radio, television, newspapers, magazines, periodicals, by 
circulars, by opening stalls and exhibition, by publication of books and periodicals, by distributing samples 
and by granting prizes, rewards and awards. 

56. To manage, sell, dispose off, let, mortgage, exchange, redeem, underlet, grant leases, licences, easements or 
turn to account or otherwise dispose off in any manner the whole of the undertaking or any properties 
(movable or immovable), assets, rights, and effects of the Company or any part thereof, on such terms and 
for such purposes and for such consideration as the Company may think fit and in particular for shares, 
debentures, or securities of any other company having objects altogether or in part similar to those of this 
Company and in the event of winding up of the Company to distribute among the members in specie or 
kind any properties or assets of the Company or any proceeds of sale or disposal of any properties of the 
Company, subject to the provisions of the Companies Act, 2013.

58. To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire and otherwise acquire and maintain any lands, buildings, 
and easements, or any immovable or movable property, patents, licenses, rights and privileges which the 
Company may think necessary or convenient for the purpose of its business and to pay for the same either 
in cash or in shares or securities and to sell, let, lease or under lease or otherwise dispose of or grant right 
over any movable or immovable property, rights and privileges belonging to the Company. 

59. To take part in the supervision or control of the business or operation of any company or undertaking doing 
similar or related business. 

60. To promote or join in the promotion of any company or companies including subsidiary companies (wholly 
owned or partly owned) for the purpose of acquiring all or any of the properties, rights and liabilities of the 
company or for any other purposes which may seem directly or indirectly calculated to benefit the 
Company or to promote or advance the interest of this Company and to underwrite shares and securities 
therein. 

61. To act as technical and management consultants in relation to all aspects of data processing, data 
processing systems, computer systems, application and system software, process control systems, 
computers and all the branches of computer science in India and abroad and further act as agents for Indian 
and International entities providing the equipment and services in the areas of management science and 
computer science and to buy, sell, import, export, hire, lease, install, maintain and use equipments and 
accessories, know-how and services, software and hardware related to all the aspects of management 
services and computer science. 

62. To cater, prepare, evolve, buy, sell, information technology solutions to any industry by providing, 
software, hardware, local area-wide area, connectively and networking, off shore information technology 
projects - consultancy, value added, reseller or software systems and solutions and consultancy, and to act 
as software developer, buyer, seller, exporter and importer. 

63. To establish and maintain division and to control and to regulate the working and administration of the 
Exchange or arrange or appoint agents thereof. 

64. To constitute any trust with a view to issue preferred and deferred or any other special stocks, securities 
certificates or other documents based on or representing any shares, stocks, securities certificates or other 
documents or other assets appropriated for the purpose of any such trust and to settle and regulate, and if 
required, to undertake and execute any such preferred, deferred or other special stocks, securities, 
certificates or documents. 

65. To use the distribution network and systems infrastructure of the Company, independently or in association 
with the members of the Exchange, or other intermediaries and to support agencies and institutions, to 
distribute various products and services, within the country and outside, for a fee or charge or otherwise, to 
further the objects of the Company and use its investment, reach and penetration most optimally. 

66. To invest the funds of the Company not immediately required in Government or Semi Government 
corporations, companies or firms. 

67. To pay a share in the profit of the company or commission to/with any other company, firm or person 
including the employees of the Company as may be thought fit for services rendered to the Company. 

68. To employ experts, to investigate and examine into the conditions prospects, value character and 
circumstances of any business concerns and undertaking and generally of any assets, concessions, 
properties and/or rights. 

69. To open establish, maintain and to discontinue in India or overseas any offices, branch offices, regional 
offices, trade centers, exhibition centers, liaison offices and to keep local or resident representative in any 
part of the world for the purpose of promoting the business of the company. 

70. To enter into arrangement for technical collaboration and/or other form of agreement including capital 
participation with a foreign or Indian company for the purpose of business of the Company and to pay or 
to receive for such technical assistance or collaborations, royalties or other fees in cash or by allotment of 
shares of the Company credited as paid up or issue of debentures or debentures stock, subject to the 
provisions of laws for the time being in force. 

71. To take part in the management, supervision and control of the contracts, rights, turnkey jobs, operations or 
business of any company or undertaking entitled to carry on the business which the Company is authorized 
to carry on. 
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72. To pay out of the funds of the Company all cost of printing and stationery, professional, lawyers or any 
other expert fees and expenses. 

73. To institute and to defend and suit, appeal, application for review or revision or any other application 
of any nature whatsoever, to take out executions, to enter into agreements of reference to arbitration and to 
enforce and where need be to contest any awards and for all such purpose to engage or retain counsels, 
attorneys and when necessary to remove them. 

74. To indemnify officers. Directors, promoters and servants of the Company against proceedings, costs, 
damages, claims and demands in respectof anything done or ordered to be done, for and in the interest of 
the Company or for any loss or damage or misfortune whatever happens in execution of duties of their 
offices or in relation thereto. 

75. To enter into or take up such activities directly or indirectly as may be permitted under the Law from time 
to time and as the Board of Directors deems fit and appropriate in the interest of the Company. 

76. To take or cause to take all such steps associated with or incidental to the objects of the Company and in 
the interest of the Company.

CONSTITUTION OF THE COMPANY 

1.1. The Regulations contained in Table “F’ in the First Schedule to the Companies Act, 2013 or in Schedules to any 
previous Companies Act shall not apply to the Company except in so far as they are embodied in the following 
Articles, which shall be the Regulations for the Management of the Company. 

1.2. The regulations for the management of the Company and for the observance of the Members thereof and their 
representatives, shall, subject to the exercise of any statutory powers of the Company with reference to the repeal or 
alteration of, or deletion of or addition to, its regulations by Resolution, as prescribed or permitted by the Companies 
Act, 2013, be such as are contained in these Articles. 

INTERPRETATION 

2. The marginal notes hereto shall not affect the construction hereof. In these presents, the following words and 
expressions shall have the following meanings unless excluded by the subject or context: 

(a) ‘The Act’ or ‘The Companies Act’ shall mean ‘The Companies Act, 2013’ its rules and any statutory 
modifications or reenactments thereof. 

(b) ‘The Board’ or ‘The Board of Directors’ means a meeting of the Directors of the Company duly called 
and constituted or as the case may be, the Directors assembled at a Board, or the requisite number of 
Directors entitled to pass a circular resolution in accordance with these Articles. 

(c) “Body corporate” or “corporation” means and includes a company incorporated outside India, and include 
a company, a corporation, a statutory company, a statutory body, an LLP, and such bodies that have 
separate legal existence but does not include— 

i. a co-operative society registered under any law relating to co-operative societies; and 

ii. any other body corporate (not being a company as defined in this Act), which the Central 
Government may, by notification, specify in this behalf; 
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(d) ‘Business Manual” shall mean and include such document which contains the framework prescribed by 
the Company for management, operation and administration of a stock exchange. 

(e) ‘Bye-laws’ means the Bye-laws of the Company. 

(f) ‘Chairman’ means the Chairman of the Board of Directors. 

(g) ‘Chief Executive Officer’ shall mean the Chief Executive Officer of the Company appointed by the Board 
of Directors under the provisions of these Articles. 

(h) ‘Committee’ shall include any committee constituted by the Board of Directors. 

(i) ‘The Company’ or ‘This Company’ or ‘The Exchange’ means INDIA INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE 
(IFSC) LIMITED. 

(j) ‘Control’ shall have the same meaning as is assigned to such term under clause (e) of sub-regulation (1) of 
Regulation (2) of the Securities and Exchange Board of India (Substantial Acquisition of Shares and 
Takeovers) Regulations, 2011, as may be from time to time amended, modified, consolidated or re¬ 
enacted. 

(k) ‘Designated Officer means an officer from a senior management of the Company, appointed for the 
purpose of enforcing compliance with regulatory requirements as required under Clause 9(2) of Securities 
and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) Guidelines, 2015. 

(l) ‘Directors’ means the Directors for the time being of the Company. 

(m) ‘Domestic Company’ means a company and includes a body corporate or corporation established under a 
Central or state legislation for the time being in force. 

(n) ‘Financial Year’ shall unless otherwise specified by the Board of Directors, mean the 12 month period 
ending on March 31st. 

(o) ‘First Directors’ shall have the meaning attributed to it in Article 937 of these Articles. 

(p) ‘Foreign jurisdiction’ menas a country, other than India whose securities market reglator is a signatory to 
International Organization of Securities Commission’s Multilateral Memorandum of Understanding 
(IOSCO’s MOU) or a signatory to bilateral Memorandum of Understanding with SEBI, and which is not 
identified in the public statement of Financial Action Task Force as: 

iii. a jurisdiction having a strategic Anti-money Laundering or combating the Financing of Terrorism 
deficiencies to which counter measures apply; or 

iv. a jurisdiction that has not made sufficient progress in addressing the deficiencies or has not 
committed to an action plan developed with the Financial Action Task Force to address the 
deficiencies. 

(q) ‘Guidelines’ shall mean Securities and Exchange Board of India (International Financial Services Centres) 
Guidelines, 2015 inforce from time to time. 

(r) ‘International Financial Service Centre’ or ‘IFSC’ shall have the same meaning as assigned to it in clause 
(q) of Section 2 of the Special Economic Zones Act, 2005. 

(s) “Key Managerial Personnel”, in relation to a company, means— 

(vi) the Chief Executive Officer or the managing director or the manager; 

(vii) the Company Secretary; 

(viii) the Whole-Time Director; 

(ix) the Chief Financial Officer; and 

(x) such other officer as may be prescribed. 

(t) ‘Managing director’ shall mean the Managing Directorof the Company appointed by the Board of 
Directors under the provisions of these Articles. 

(u) ‘Members’ means member of the Company holding a share or shares of any class. 

(v) ‘Month’ shall mean a calendar month. 

(w) ‘Office’ means the registered office for the time being of the Company. 

(x) ‘Paid-up’ shall include ‘credited as fully paid-up’. 

(y) ‘Person’ shall include any corporation as well as individual. 
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(z) ‘Proxy’ includes Attorney duly constituted under a Power of Attorney 

(aa) “Public Company” means a Company which - 

(a) is not a Private Company 

(b) has minimum Paid-up Share Capital of Rupees Five Lakhs or such higher Paid-up Share Capital, as 
may be prescribed. 

Provided that a Company which is a Subsidiary of a Company, not being a Private Company, shall be 
deemed to be Public Company for the purposes of this Act even where such Subsidiary Company continues 
to be a Private Company in its Articles. 

(bb) ‘Regulations’ means the Regulations of the Company. 

(cc) ‘The Register’ means the Register of Members to be kept pursuant to Section 88 of the Companies Act, 
2013. 

(dd) ‘Rules’ means the Rules of the Companyinforce from time to time. 

(ee) ‘RBI’ means Reserve Bank of India. 

(ff) ‘SCRA’ means the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956. 

(gg) ‘Seal’ means the seal of the Company for the time being. 

(hh) ‘SEBT means the Securities and Exchange Board of India eastablished under the SEBI Act. 

(ii) ‘SEBI Act’ means the the Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 1992. 

(jj) ‘SEZ Act’ means Special Economic Zone Act, 2005. 

(kk) ‘Shareholder’ means a person who holds any permissible equity shares or shares of the Company and 
where the context so admits, shall also include the holder(s) of any preference shares of the Company. 

(11) ‘Special Resolution’ means special resolution as defined under Section 114 in the Act. 

(mm) ‘SECC Regulations’ means Securities Contracts (Regulation) (Stock Exchanges and Clearing 
Corporations) Regulations, 2012. 

(nn) ‘Whole Time Director’ shall mean a whole time director of the Company appointed as a whole time 
director under the provisions of these Articles. 

(oo) ‘Working day’ means a day other than a Saturday or Sunday on which the offices of the Company in 
Mumbai are open for business. 

(pp) ‘Writing’ includes printing, lithograph, typewriting and any other usual substitutes for writing. 

(qq) ‘These presents’ or ‘Regulations’ shall mean these Articles of Association as now framed or altered from 

time to time and shall include the Memorandum where the context so requires. 

(rr) ‘Section’ or ‘Sec.’ means Section of the Act. 

(ss) Words importing the masculine gender shall include the feminine gender. 

(tt) Except where the context otherwise requires, words importing the singular shall include the plural and the 
words importing the plural shall include the singular. 

3. Except as provided by Section 67, no part of funds of the Company shall be employed in the purchase of the shares 
of the Company, and the Company shall not directly or indirectly and whether by shares, or loans, give, guarantee, 
the provision of security or otherwise any financial assistance for the purpose of or in connection with a purchase or 
subscription made or to be made by any person of or for any shares in the Company. 

Share Capital and Variation of Rights: 

4. The Authorized Share Capital of the Company shall be as prescribed in Clause V of the Memorandum of 
Association of the Company. 

5. (a) Subject to the provisions of the Guidelines, SEZ Act 2005and any other Act, Rules, Regulations, Bye-Laws, 

Circulars as may be applicable and these Articles, the shares in the capital of the Company for the time being 
(including any shares forming part of any increased capital of the Company) shall be under the control of the Board 
of Directors who may allot the same or any of them to such persons, in such proportion and on such terms and 
conditions and either at a premium or at par or at a discount (subject to compliance with the provisions of the Act) 
and at such terms as they may, from time to time, think fit and proper and with the sanction of the Company in 
General Meeting by a Special Resolution give to any person the option to call for or be allotted shares of any class 
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of the Company, either at par, at a premium or subject as aforesaid at a discount, such option being exercisable at 
such times and for such consideration as the Board of Directors thinks fit unless the Company in General Meeting, 
by a Special Resolution, otherwise decides. Any offer of further shares shall be deemed to include a right, 
exercisable by the person to whom the shares are offered, to renounce the shares offered to him in favour of any 
other person. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of the Act, any redeemable Preference Share, including Cumulative Convertible Preference 
Share may, with the sanction of an ordinary resolution be issued on the terms that they are, or at the option of the 
Company are liable to be redeemed or converted on such terms and in such manner as the Company, before the issue 
of the shares may, by special resolution, determine. 

6. The Company in General Meeting, by a Special Resolution, may determine that any share (whether forming part of 
the original capital or of any increased capital of the Company) shall be offered to such persons (whether members 
or holders of debentures of the Company or not), giving them the option to call or be allotted shares of any class of 
the Company either at a premium or at par or at a discount, (subject to compliance with the provisions of Section 53) 
such option being exercisable at such times and for such consideration as may be directed by a Special Resolution at 
a General Meeting of the Company or in General Meeting and may take any other provisions whatsoever for the 
issue, allotment or disposal of any shares. 

7. The Board of Directors may at any time increase the subscribed capital of the Company by issue of new shares out 
of the unissued part of the Share Capital in the original or subsequently created capital, but subject to provision 
under clause 10 (1) of the Guidelinesand subject to the following conditions namely; 

I. (a) Such further shares shall be offered to the persons who, at the date of the offer, are holder of the 

equity shares of the Company in proportion, as nearly as circumstances admit, to the capital paid 
up on those shares at that date. 

(b) The offer aforesaid shall be made by notice specifying the number of shares offered and limiting a 
time as prescribed in the Act, from the date of the offer within which the offer, if not accepted, 
will be deemed to have been declined. 

(c) The offer aforesaid shall be deemed to include a right exercisable by the person concerned to 
renounce the shares offered to him or any of them in favour of any other person and the notice 
referred to in clause (b) shall contain a statement of this right. 

(d) After the expiry of the time specified in the notice aforesaid, or in respect of earlier intimation 
from the person to whom such notice is given that he declines to accept the shares offered, the 
Board of Directors may dispose of them in such manner as it thinks most beneficial to the 
Company. 

II. The Directors may, with the sanction of the Company in General Meeting by means of a special resolution, 
offer and allot shares to any person at their discretion by following the provisions of Section 62 of the Act 
and other applicable provisions, if any. 

III. Nothing in this Article shall apply to the increase in the subscribed capital of the Company which has been 
approved by: 

(a) A Special Resolution passed by the Company in General Meeting before the issue of the 
debentures or the raising of the loans, and 

(b) The Central Government before the issue of the debentures or raising of the loans or is in 
conformity with the rules, if any, made by that Government in this behalf. 

8. (1) The rights attached to each class of shares (unless otherwise provided by the terms ofthe issue of the shares 
of the class) may, subject to the provisions of Section 48 of theAct, be varied with the consent in writing of 
the holders of not less than three fourths ofthe issued shares of that class or with the sanction of a Special 
Resolution passed at aGeneral Meeting of the holders of the shares of that class. 

(2) To every such separate General Meeting, the provisions of these Articles relating to General Meeting shall 
Mutatis Mutandis apply, but so that the necessary quorum shall be atleast two persons holding or 
representing by proxy one-tenth(one third as per table F of the Companies Act, 2013) of the issued shares 
of that class. 

Issue of further shares 

Subject to the provisions of the Act, the rights conferred upon the holders of the shares of any class issued with 
preferred or other rights or not, unless otherwise expressly provided for by the terms of the issue of shares of that 
class, be deemed to be varied by the creation of further shares ranking pari passu therewith. 


9. 
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Issue of Shares with differential voting rights 

10. The Company may issue shares with differential voting rights as may be permitted under the Law. 

Power to Pay Commission 

11. The Company may, at any time, pay a commission to any person for subscribing or agreeing to subscribe (whether 
absolutely or conditionally) for any share, debenture or debenture stock of the Company or procuring or agreeing to 
procure subscriptions (whether absolute or conditional) for shares, such commission in respect of shares shall be 
paid or payable out of the capital, the statutory conditions and requirements shall be observed and complied with and 
the amount or rate of commission shall not exceed five percent of the price at which the shares are issued and in the 
case of debentures, the rate of commission shall not exceed, two and half percent of the price at which the 
debentures are issued. The commission may be satisfied by the payment of cash or the allotment of fully or partly 
paid shares or partly in one way and partly in the other. The Company may also, on any issue of shares, pay such 
brokerage as may be lawful. 

Liability of Joint Holders of Shares 

12. The joint holders of a share or shares shall be severally as well as jointly liable for the payment of all installments 
and calls due in respect of such share or shares. 

Trust not recognised 

13. Save as otherwise provided by these Articles, the Company shall be entitled to treat the registered holder of any 
share as the absolute owner thereof and accordingly, the Company shall not, except as ordered by a Court of 
competent jurisdiction or as by a statute required, be bound to recognise any equitable, contingent, future or partial 
interest lien, pledge or charge in any share or (except only by these presents otherwise provided for) any other right 
in respect of any share except an absolute right to the entirety thereof in the registered holder. 

Issue other than for Cash 

14. (a) The Board of Directorsmay issue and allot shares in the capital of the Company as payment or part 

payment for any property sold or goods transferred or machinery or appliances supplied or for services 
rendered or to be rendered to the Company in or about the formation or promotion of the Company or the 
acquisition and or conduct of its business and shares may be so allotted as fully paid-up shares, and if so 
issued, shall be deemed to be fully paid-up shares. 

(b) As regards all allotments, from time to time made, the Board of Directors shall duly comply with Section39 
of the Act. 

Acceptance of Shares 

15. An application signed by or on behalf of the applicant for shares in the Company, followed by an allotment of any 
share therein, shall be acceptance of the shares within the meaning of these Articles; and every person who thus or 
otherwise accepts any share and whose name is on the Register shall, for the purpose of these Articles, be a 
shareholder. 


16. 


Member’s Right to Share Certificates 

(1) Every person whose name is entered as a member in the Register shall be entitled to receive without 

payment; 

(a) One certificate for all his shares; or 

(b) Share certificate shall be issued in marketable lots, where the share certificates are issued either for 
more or less than the marketable lots, sub-division/consolidation into marketable lots shall be done 
free of charge. 

(2) The Company shall, within two months after the allotment and within fifteen days after application for 
registration of the transfer of any share or debenture, complete and have it ready for delivery; the share 
certificates for all the shares and debentures so allotted or transferred unless the conditions of issue of the 
said shares otherwise provide. 

(3) Every certificate shall be under the seal and shall specify the shares to which it relates 
and the amount paid-up thereon. 

(4) The certificate of title to shares and duplicates thereof when necessary shall be issued under the seal of the 
Company and signed by two Directors and the Secretary or authorized official(s) of the Company. 
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One Certificate for Joint Holders 

17. In respect of any share or shares held jointly by several persons, the Company shall not be bound to issue more than 
one certificate for the same share or shares and the delivery of a certificate for the share or shares to one of several 
joint holders shall be sufficient delivery to all such holders. Subject as aforesaid, where more than one share is so 
held, the joint holders shall be entitled to apply jointly for the issue of several certificates in accordance with Article 
20 below. 

Renewal of Certificate 

18. If a certificate be worn out, defaced, destroyed, mutilated or torn or lost or if there is no further space on the back 
thereof for endorsement of transfer, it shall, if requested, be replaced by a new certificate without any fee, provided 
however that such new certificate shall not be given except upon delivery of the worn out or defaced or used up 
certificate, for the purpose of cancellation, or upon proof of destruction or loss, on such terms as to evidence, 
advertisement and indemnity and the payment of out of pocket expenses as the Board of Directors may require in the 
case of the certificate having been destroyed or lost. Any renewed certificate shall be marked as such in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act in force. 

19. For every certificate issued under the preceding Article, no fee shall be charged by the Company. 

Splitting and Consolidation of Share Certificate 

20. The shares of the Company will be split up/consolidated in the following circumstances: 

(i) At the request of the member/s for split up of shares in marketable lot. 

(ii) At the request of the member/s for consolidation of fraction shares into marketable lot. 

Directors may issue New Certificate(s) 

21. Where any share under the powers in that behalf herein contained are sold by the Directors and the certificate 
thereof has not been delivered up to the Company by the former holder of the said shares, the Directors may issue a 
new certificate for such shares distinguishing it in such manner as they think fit from the certificate not so delivered 
up. 

Person by whom installments are payable 

22. If, by the conditions of allotment of any share, the whole or part of the amount or issue price thereof shall be payable 
by instalments, every such instalment, shall, when due, be paid to the Company by the person who for the time 
being and from time to time shall be the registered holder of the share or his legal representative or representatives, 
if any. 

LIEN 

Company’s Lien on Shares 

23. The Company shall have first and paramount lien upon all shares other than fully paid-up shares registered in the 
name of any member, either or jointly with any other person, and upon the proceeds or sale thereof for all moneys 
called or payable at a fixed time in respect of such shares and such lien shall extend to all dividends from time to 
time declared in respect of such shares. But the Directors, at any time, may declare any share to be exempt, wholly 
or partially from the provisions of this Article. Unless otherwise agreed, the registration of transfer of shares shall 
operate as a waiver of the Company’s lien, if any, on such shares. 

As to enforcing Lien by Sale 

24. For the purpose of enforcing such lien, the Board of Directors may sell the shares subject thereto in such manner as 
it thinks fit, but no sale shall be made until the expiration of 14 days after a notice in writing stating and demanding 
payment of such amount in respect of which the lien exists has been given to the registered holders of the shares for 
the time being or to the person entitled to the shares by reason of the death of insolvency of the register holder. 

Authority to Transfer 

25. (a) To give effect to such sale, the Board of Directors may authorise any person to transfer the shares sold to 

the purchaser thereof and the purchaser shall be registered as the holder of the shares comprised in any such 
transfer. 

(b) The purchaser shall not be bound to see the application of the purchase money, nor shall his title to the 
shares be affected by any irregularity or invalidity in the proceedings relating to the sale. 

Application of Proceeds of Sale 

26. The net proceeds of any such sale shall be applied in or towards satisfaction of the said moneys due from the 
member and the balance, if any, shall be paid to him or the person, if any, entitled by transmission to the shares on 
the date of sale.

CALLS ON SHARES 


Calls 

27. Subject to the provisions of Section 49 of the Act, the Board of Directors may, from time to time, make such calls as 
it thinks fit upon the members in respect of all moneys unpaid on the shares held by them respectively and not by the 
conditions of allotment thereof made payable at fixed times, and the member shall pay the amount of every call so 
made on him to the person and at the time and place appointed by the Board of Directors. A call may be revoked or 
postponed at the discretion of the Board of Directors. 

When call deemed to have been made 

28. A call shall be deemed to have been made at the time when the resolution of the Directors authorising such call was 
passed. The Board of Directors making a call may by resolution determine that the call shall be deemed to be made 
on a date subsequent to the date of the resolution, and in the absence of such a provision, a call shall be deemed to 
have been made on the same date as that of the resolution of the Board of Directors making such calls. 

Length of Notice of Call 

29. Not less than thirty day’s notice of any call shall be given specifying the time and place of payment provided that 
before the time for payment of such call, the Directors may, by notice in writing to the members, extend the time for 
payment thereof. 

Sum payable in fixed instalments to be deemed calls 

30. If by the terms of issue of any share or otherwise, any amount is made payable at any fixed times, or by instalments 
at fixed time, whether on account of the share or by way of premium, every such amount or instalment shall be 
payable as if it were a call duly made by the Directors, on which due notice had been given, and all the provisions 
herein contained in respect of calls shall relate and apply to such amount or instalment accordingly. The joint 
holders of a share shall be jointly and severally liable to pay all calls in respect thereof. 

When interest on call or instalment payable 

31. If the sum payable in respect of any call or, instalment be not paid on or before the day appointed for payment 
thereof, the holder for the time being of the share in respect of which the call shall have been made or the instalment 
shall fall due, shall pay interest for the same at the rate of 12 percent per annum, from the day appointed for the 
payment thereof to the time of the actual payment or at such lower rate as the Directors may determine. The Board 
of Directors shall also be at liberty to waive payment of that interest wholly or in part. 

Sums payable at fixed times to be treated as calls 

32. The provisions of these Articles as to payment of interest shall apply in the case of non-payment of any such sum 
which by the terms of issue of a share, become payable at a fixed time, whether on account of the amount of the 
share or by way of premium, as if the same had become payable by virtue of a call duly made and notified. 

Payment of call in advance 

33. The Board of Directors, may, if it thinks fit, receive from any member willing to advance all of or any part of the 
moneys uncalled and unpaid upon any shares held by him and upon all or any part of the moneys so advanced may 
(until the same would, but for such advance become presently payable) pay interest at such rate as the Board of 
Directors may decide but shall not in respect of such advances confer a right to the dividend or participate in profits. 

Partial payment not to preclude forfeiture 

34. Neither a judgement nor a decree in favour of the Company for calls or other moneys due in respect of any share nor 
any part payment or satisfaction thereunder, nor the receipt by the Company of a portion of any money which shall 
from, time to time, be due from any member in respect of any share, either by way of principal or interest nor any 
indulgency granted by the Company in respect of the payment of any such money shall preclude the Company from 
thereafter proceeding to enforce a forfeiture of such shares as herein after provided. 

35. No member shall be entitled to receive any dividend or exercise any privilege as a member until he shall have paid 
all calls from the time being due and payable on every share held by him, whether alone or jointly with any person, 
together with interest and expenses if any. 

FORFEITURE OF SHARES 

If call or instalment not paid, notice may be given 

36. If a member fails to pay any call or instalment of a call on the day appointed for the payment not paid thereof, the 
Board of Directors may during such time as any part of such call or instalment remains unpaid serve a notice on him 
requiring payment of so much of the call or instalment as is unpaid, together with any interest, which may have 
accrued. The Board of Directors may accept in the name and for the benefit of the Company and upon such terms 
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and conditions as may be agreed upon, the surrender of any share liable to forfeiture and so far as the law permits of 
any other share. 

Evidentiary Proof and action by Company against shareholders 

37. On the trial or hearing of any action or suit brought by the Company against any shareholder or his representative to 
recover any debt or money claimed to be due to the Company in respect of his share, it shall be sufficient to prove 
that the name of the shareholder as defendant is or was, when the claim arose, on the Register of shareholders of the 
Company as a holder, or one of the holders of the number of shares in respect of which such claim is made, and that 
the amount claimed is not entered as paid in the books of the Company and it shall not be necessary to prove the 
appointment of the Directors who made any call nor that a quorum of Directors was present at the Board of 
Directorsat which any call was made nor that the meeting at which any call was made was duly convened or 
constituted nor any other matter whatsoever; but the proof of the matters aforesaid shall be conclusive evidence of 
the debt. 

Form of Notice 

38. The notice shall name a further day (not earlier than the expiration of fourteen days from the date of service of the 
notice), on or before which the payment required by the notice is to be made, and shall state that, in the event of 
non-payment on or before the day appointed, the shares in respect of which the call was made will be liable to be 
forfeited. 

If notice not complied with, shares may be forfeited 

39. If the requirements of any such notice as, aforementioned are not complied with, any share in respect of which the 
notice has been given may at any time thereafter, before the payment required by the notice has been made, be 
forfeited by a resolution of the Board of Directors to that effect. Such forfeiture shall include all dividends declared 
in respect of the forfeited shares and not actually paid before the forfeiture. 

Notice after forfeiture 

40. When any share shall have been so forfeited, notice of the resolution shall be given to the member in whose name it 
stood immediately prior to the forfeiture and an entry of the forfeiture shall not be in any manner invalidated by any 
omission or neglect to give such notice or to make such entry as aforesaid. 

Boards’ right to dispose of forfeited shares or cancellation of forfeiture 

41. A forfeited or surrendered share may be sold or otherwise disposed off on such terms and in such manner as the 
Board of Directors may think fit, and at any time before such a sale or disposal, the forfeiture may be cancelled on 
such terms as the Board of Directors may think fit. 

Liability after forfeiture 

42. A person whose shares have been forfeited shall cease to be a member in respect of the forfeited shares but shall, 
notwithstanding such forfeiture, remain liable to pay and shall forthwith pay the Company all moneys, which at the 
date of forfeiture is payable by him to the Company in respect of the share, whether such claim be barred by 
limitation on the date of the forfeiture or not, but his liability shall cease if and when the Company received payment 
in full of all such moneys due in respect of the shares. 

Effect of forfeiture 

43. The forfeiture of a share shall involve in the extinction of all interest in and also of all claims and demands against 
the Company in respect of the shares and all other rights incidental to the share, except only such of these rights as 
by these Articles are expressly saved. When any share shall have been so forfeited an entry of the forfeiture with the 
date thereof shall be made in the Register of Members. 

Evidence of forfeiture 

44. A duly verified declaration in writing that the declarant is a Director of the Company and that a share in the 
Company has been duly forfeited on a date stated in the declaration, shall be conclusive evidence of the facts therein 
stated as against all persons claiming to be entitled to the share, and that declaration and the receipt of the Company 
for the consideration, if any, given for the shares on the sale or disposal thereof, shall constitute a good title to the 
share and the person to whom the share is sold or disposed of shall be registered as the holder of the share and shall 
not be bound to see to the application of the purchase money (if any ) nor shall his title to the share be affected by 
any irregularity or invalidity in the proceedings in reference to the forfeiture, sale or disposal of the share. 

Non-payment of sums payable at fixed times 

45. The provisions of these regulations as to forfeiture shall apply in the case of non-payment of any sum which by 
terms of issue of a share, becomes payable at a fixed time, whether, on account of the amount of the share or by way 
of premium or otherwise as if the same had been payable by virtue of a call duly made and notified. 
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Validity of such sales 

46. Upon any sale after forfeiture or for enforcing a lien in purported exercise of the powers herein before given, the 
Directors may cause the purchaser’s name to be entered in the register in respect of the shares sold and may issue 
fresh certificate in the name of such a purchaser. The purchaser/transferee shall thereupon be registered as the holder 
of the share. The purchaser shall not be bound to see to the regularity of the proceedings, nor to the application of 
the purchase money and after his name has been entered in the register in respect of such shares, the validity of the 
sale shall not be impeached by any person and the remedy of any person aggrieved by the sale shall be in damages 
only and against the Company exclusively. 

TRANSFER AND TRANSMISSION OF SHARES 

Transfer 

47. (a) The instrument of transfer of any share in the Company shall be executed both by the transferor and the 

transferee and the transferor shall be deemed to remain holder of the shares until the name of the transferee 
is entered in the register of members in respect thereof. 

(b) The Board of Directors shall not register any transfer of shares unless a proper instrument of transfer duly 
stamped and executed by the transferor and the transferee has been delivered to the Company along with 
the certificate and such other evidence as the Company may require to prove the title of the transferor or his 
right to transfer the shares. 

Provided that where it is proved to the satisfaction of the Board of Directors that an instrument of transfer 
signed by the transferor and the transferee has been lost, the Company may, if the Board of Directors thinks 
fit, on an application on such terms in writing made by the transferee and bearing the stamp required for an 
instrument of transfer, register the transfer on such terms as to indemnity as the Board of Directors may 
think fit. 

(c) An application for the registration of the transfer of any share or shares may be made either by the 
transferor or the transferee, provided that where such application is made by the transferor, no registration 
shall, in the case of partly paid shares, be effected unless the Company gives notice of the application to the 
transferee. The Company shall, unless objection is made by the transferee within two weeks from the date 
of receipt of the notice, enter in the register the name of the transferee in the same manner and subject to 
the same conditions as if the application for registration was made by the transferee. 

(d) For the purpose of Sub-clause (c), notice to the transferee shall be deemed to have been duly given if 
dispatched by prepaid registered post to the transferee at the address given in the instrument of transfer and 
shall be delivered in the ordinary course of post. 

(e) Nothing in Sub-clause (d) shall prejudice any power of the Board of Directors to register as a shareholder 
any person to whom the right to any share has been transmitted by operation of law. 

(f) Notwithstanding an 5 Thing to the contrary contained in these Articles, the provisions of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) (Stock Exchange and Clearing Corporation) Regulation, 2012 (“SECC 
Regulations”) or any modification thereto, as the case may be, shall apply in respect of issue, acquisition 
and holding of equity shares of the Company. 

Form of Transfer 

48. Shares in the Company shall be transferred by an instrument in writing in such common form as specified in Section 
56 of the Act. 

Board’s right to refuse to register 

49. (a) The Board of Directors, may, at its absolute discretion and without assigning any reason, decline to 

register. 

(1) The transfer of any share, whether fully paid or not, to a person of whom they do not approve or 

(2) Any transfer or transmission of shares on which the Company has a lien - 

(i) Provided that registration of any transfer shall not be refused on the ground of the 
transferor being either alone or jointly with any other person or persons indebted to the 
Company on any account whatsoever except a lien on the shares. 

(ii) If the Board of Directors refuses to register any transfer or transmission of right, it shall, 
within fifteen days from the date of which the instrument or transfer of the intimation of 
such transmission was delivered to the Company, send notice of the refusal to the 
transferee and the transferor or to the person giving intimation of such transmission as the 
case may be.

(iii) In case of such refusal by the Board of Directors, the decision of the Board of Directors 
shall be subject to the right of appeal conferred by Section 58 of the Act. 

(iv) The provisions of this clause shall apply to transfers of stock also. 

(3) the transfer is being made otherwise than in accordance with relevant SEBI circulars and 
directives beside the provisions of the SECC Regulations or any modification thereto, as the case 
may be; 

Further right of Board of Directors to refuse to register 

(a) The Board of Directors may, at its discretion, decline to recognise or accept instrument of transfer of shares 
unless the instrument of transfer is in respect of only one class of shares. 

(b) No fee shall be charged by the Company for registration of transfers or for effecting transmission on shares 
on the death of any member or for registering any letters of probate, letters of administration and similar 
other documents. 

(c) Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-articles (b) and (c) of Article 47, the Board of Directors may 
not accept applications for sub-division or consolidation of shares into denominations of less than hundred 
(100) except when such a sub-division or consolidation is required to be made to comply with a statutory 
order or an order of a competent Court of Law or a request from a member to convert his holding of odd 
lots, subject however, to verification by the Company. 

(d) The Directors may not accept applications for transfer of less than 100 equity shares of the Company, 
provided however, that these restrictions shall not apply to: 

(i) Transfer of equity shares made in pursuance of a statutory order or an order of competent court of 
law. 

(ii) Transfer of the entire equity shares by an existing equity shareholder of the Company holding less 
than hundred (100) equity shares by a single transfer to joint names. 

(iii) Transfer of more than hundred (100) equity shares in favour of the same transferee under one or 
more transfer deeds, one or more of them relating to transfer of less than hundred (100) equity 
shares. 

(iv) Transfer of equity shares held by a member which are less than hundred (100) but which have 
been allotted to him by the Company as a result of Bonus and/or Rights shares or any shares 
resulting from Conversion of Debentures. 

(v) The Board of Directors be authorised not to accept applications for sub-division or consolidation 
of shares into denominations of less than hundred (100) except when such sub-division or 
consolidation is required to be made to comply with a statutory order of a Court of Law or a 
request from a member to convert his holding of odd lots of shares into transferable/marketable 
lots, subject, however, to verification by the Company. 

Provided that where a member is holding shares in lots higher than the transferable limit of trading 
and transfers in lots of transferable unit, the residual shares shall be permitted to stand in the name 
of such transferor not withstanding that the residual holding shall be below hundred (100). 

Rights to shares on death of a member for transmission 

(a) In the event of death of any one or more of several joint holders, the survivor, or survivors, alone shall be 
entitled to be recognised as having title to the shares. 

(b) In the event of death of any sole holder or of the death of last surviving holder, the executors or 
administrators of such holder or other person legally entitled to the shares shall be entitled to be recognised 
by the Company as having title to the shares of the deceased. 

Provided that on production of such evidence as to title and on such indemnity or other terms as the Board 
of Directors may deem sufficient, any person may be recognised as having title to the shares as heir or legal 
representative of the deceased shareholder. 

Provided further that if the deceased shareholder was a member of a Hindu Joint Family, the Board of 
Directors, on being satisfied to that effect and on being satisfied that the shares standing in his name in fact 
belonged to the joint family, may recognise the survivors of Karta thereof as having titles to the shares 
registered in the name of such member. 

Provided further that in any case, it shall be lawful for the Board of Directorsin its absolute discretion, to 
dispense with the production of probate or letters of administration or other legal representation upon such 
evidence and such terms as to indemnity or otherwise as the Board of Directors may deem just. 
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Rights and liabilities of person 

52. (1) Any person becoming entitled to a share in consequence of the death or insolvency of a member may, upon 

such evidence being produced as may from time to time be required by the Board of Directors and subject 
as herein, after provided elect either 

(a) to be registered himself as a holder of the share or 

(b) to make such transfer of the share as the deceased or insolvent member could have made. 

(2) The Board of Directors, shall, in either case, have the same right to decline or suspend registration as it 
would have had, if the deceased or insolvent member had transferred the share before his death or 
insolvency. 

Notice by such a person of his election 

53. (a) If the person so becoming entitled shall elect to be registered as holder of the shares himself, he shall 

deliver or send to the Company a notice in writing signed by him stating that he so elects. 

(b) If the person aforesaid shall elect to transfer the share, he shall testify his election by executing a transfer of 
the share. 

(c) All the limitations, restrictions and provisions of these regulations relating to the right to transfer and the 
registration of transfers of shares shall be applicable to any such notice or transfer as aforesaid as if the 
death or insolvency of the member had not occurred and the notice of transfer had been signed by that 
member. 

(d) A person becoming entitled to a share by reason of the death or insolvency of the holder shall be entitled to 
the same dividends and other advantages to which he would be entitled if he were the registered holder of 
the share, except that he shall not, before being registered as a member in respect of the share, be entitled in 
respect of it to exercise any right conferred by membership in relation to meetings of the Company. 

Provided that the Board of Directors may, at any time, give notice requiring any such person to elect either 
to be registered himself or to transfer the share, and if the notice is not complied with within ninety days, 
the Board of Directors may thereafter withhold payment of all dividends, bonuses or other monies payable 
in respect of the share, until the requirements of the notice have been complied with. 

No transfer to infant, etc. 

54. No transfer shall be made to an infant or a person of unsound mind. 

Endorsement of transfer and issue of certificate 

55. Every endorsement upon the certificate of any share in favour of any transferee shall be signed by the Secretary or 
by some person for the time being duly authorised by the Board of Directors in that behalf. 

Custody of transfer 

56. The instrument of transfer shall, after registration, remain in the custody of the Company. The Board of Directors 
may cause to be destroyed all transfer deeds lying with the Company for a period of ten years or more. 

57. Register of members 

(a) The Company shall keep a book to be called the Register of Members, and therein shall be entered the 
particulars of every transfer or transmission of any share and all other particulars of shares required by the 
Act to be entered in such Register. 

Closure of Register of memers 

(b) The Board of Directors may, after giving not less than seven days previous notice by advertisement in some 
newspapers circulating in the district in which the Registered Office of the Company is situated, close the 
Register of Members or the Register of Debenture Holders for any period or periods not exceeding in the 
aggregate forty-five days in each year but not exceeding thirty days at any one time. 

When instruments of transfer to be retained 

(c) All instruments of transfer which shall be registered shall be retained by the Company but any instrument 
of transfer which the Directors may decline to register shall be returned to the person depositing the same. 

Company’s right to register transfer by apparent legal owner 

58. The Company shall incur no liability or responsibility whatever in consequence of their registering or giving effect 
to any transfer of shares made or purporting to be made by any apparent legal owner thereof (as shown or appearing 
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in the Register of Members) to the prejudice of persons having or claiming any equitable right, title or interest to or 
in the same shares not withstanding that the Company may have had notice of such equitable right or title or interest 
prohibiting registration of such transfer and may have entered such notice referred thereto in any book of the 
Company and the Company shall not be bound by or required to regard or attend to or give effect to any notice 
which may be given to it of any equitable right, title or interest or be under any liability whatsoever for refusing or 
neglecting so to do, though it may have been entered or referred to in the books of the Company; but the Company 
shall nevertheless be at liberty to have regard and to attend to any such notice and give effect thereto, if the Board of 
Directors shall so think fit. 

Suspension of registration of transfer 

59. On giving not less than seven days’ previous notice in accordance with Section 91of the Act and rules made 
thereunder, the registration of transfers may be suspended at such times and for such period as the Board of 
Directors may from time to time determine. 

Provided that such registration shall not be suspended for more than thirty days at any one time or for more than 
forty-five days in the aggregate in any year. 

ALTERATION OF CAPITAL 

Alteration and consolidation, sub-division and cancellation of shares 

60. (a) The Company may, from time to time, in accordance with the provisions of the Act, alter by Ordinary 

Resolution, the conditions of the Memorandum of Association as follows: 

(1) increase its share capital by such amount as it thinks expedient by issuing newshares; 

(2) consolidate and divide all or any of its share capital into shares of larger amountthan its existing 
shares; 

(3) convert all or any of its fully paid-up shares into stock, and reconvert that stock intofully paid-up 
shares of the denomination; 

(4) Sub-divide its shares, or any of them, into shares of smaller amount than is fixed b54he 
Memorandum, so however, that in the sub-division on the proportion betweenthe amount paid and 
the amount, if any, unpaid, on each reduced share shall be thesame as it was in the case of the 
shares from which the reduced share is derived. 

(5) (i) Cancel shares which, at the date of passing of the resolution in that behalf, have not been 

taken or agreed to be taken by any person, and diminish the amount of its share capital by 
the amount of the shares so cancelled. 

(ii) The resolution whereby any share is sub-divided may determined that, as between the 
holder of the shares resulting from such sub-division, one or more such shares shall have 
some preference or special advantage as regards dividend, capital or otherwise over or as 
compared with the others. 

(6) Classify and reclassify its share capital from the shares on one class into shares of other class or 
classes and to attach thereto respectively such preferential, deferred, qualified or other special 
rights, privileges, conditions or restrictions and to vary, modify or abrogate any such rights, 
privileges, conditions or restrictions in such manner as may for the time being be permitted under 
legislative provisions for the time being in force in that behalf. 

Reduction of capital, etc. by Company 

61. The Company may, by Special Resolution, reduce in any manner with and subject to any incident authorised and 
consent as required by law: 

(a) its Share Capital 

(b) any Capital Redemption Reserve Account, or 

(c) any Share Premium Account 

SURRENDER OF SHARES 


62. 


Surrender of Shares 

The Directors may, subject to the provisions of the Act, accept the surrender of any share by way of compromise of 
any question as to the holder being properly registered in respect thereof. 
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MODIFICATION OF RIGHTS 

Power of modify shares 

63. The rights and privileges attached to each class of shares may be modified, commuted, affected, abrogated in the 
manner provided in Section 48 of the Act. 

SET OFF OF MONEY DUE TO SHAREHOLDERS 

Set-off of moneys due to shareholders 

64. Any money due from the Company to a shareholder may, without the consent of such shareholder, be applied by the 
Company in or towards payment of any money due from him, either alone or jointly with any other person, to the 
Company in respect of calls. 

CONVERSION OF SHARES INTO STOCK 

Conversion of shares 

65. The Company may, by Ordinary Resolution, convert all or any fully paid share(s) of any denomination into stock 
and vice versa. 

Transfer of stock 

66. The holders of stock may transfer the same or any part thereof in the same manner as, and subject to the same 
regulations, under which, the shares from which the stock arose might before the conversion have been transferred, 
or as near thereto as circumstances admit; provided that the Board of Directors may, from time to time, fix the 
minimum amount of stock transferable, so, however, that such minimum shall not exceed the nominal amount of the 
shares from which the stock arose. 

Right of stockholders 

67. The holders of the stock shall, according to the amount of the stock held by them, have the same rights, privileges 
and advantages as regards dividends, voting at meetings of the Company and other matters, as if they held the shares 
from which the stock arose, but no such privilege or advantage (except participation in the dividends and profits of 
the Company and its assets on winding up) shall be conferred by an amount of stock which would not, if existing in 
shares, have conferred that privilege or advantage. 

Applicability of regulations to stock and stockholders 

68. Such of the regulations contained in these presents, other than those relating to share warrants as are applicable to 
paid-up shares shall apply to stock and the words shares and shareholder in these presents shall include stock and 
stockholder respectively. 

DEMATERIALISATION OF SECURITIES 

69. (a) Definitions 

For the purpose of this Article: 

(i) ‘Beneficial Owner’ means a person or persons whose name is recorded as such with a 
depository; 

(ii) ‘Depository’ means a as defined in Clause (e) of Sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Depositories 
Act, 1996and 

(iii) ‘Securities’ means means the securities as defined in clause (h) of Section 2 of the SCRA. 

(b) Dematerialization of securities 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Articles, the Company shall be entitled to dematerialise or 
rematerialise its securities and to offer securities in a dematerialised form pursuant to the Depositories Act, 
1996 and the rules framed thereunder, if any. 

(c) Options for investors 

Every person subscribing to securities offered by the Company shall have the option to receive security 
certificates or to hold the securities with a depository as mandated under the Law. Such a person, who is the 
beneficial owner of the securities, can at any time opt out of a depository, if permitted by law, in respect of 
any security in the manner provided by the Depositories Act and the Company shall, in the manner and 
within the time prescribed, issue to the beneficial owner the required certificates of securities. If a person 
opts to hold his security with a depository, the Company shall intimate such depository the details of 
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allotment of the security, and on receipt of the information, the depository shall enter in its record the name 
of the allottee as the beneficial owner of the security. 

(d) Securities in depositories to be in fungible form 

All securities held by a depository shall be dematerialised and be in fungible form. Nothing contained in 
Sections 89 and 186 of the Act shall apply to a depository in respect of the securities held by it on behalf of 
the beneficial owners. 

(e) Rights of depositories and beneficial owners 

(i) Notwithstanding an 5 Thing to the contrary contained in the Act or these Articles, a depository shall 
be deemed to be the registered owner for the purposes of effecting transfer of ownership of 
security on behalf of the beneficial owner. 

(ii) Save as otherwise provided in (a) above, the depository, as the registered owner of the securities, 
shall not have any voting rights or any other rights in respect of the securities held by it. 

(iii) Every person holding securities of the Company and whose name is entered as the beneficial 
owner in the records of the depository shall be deemed to be a member of the Company. The 
beneficial owner of the securities shall be entitled to all the rights and benefits and be subject to all 
the liabilities in respect of his securities which are held by a depository. 

(f) Service of documents 

Notwithstanding an 5 Thing in the Act or these Articles to the contrary, where securities are held in a 
depository, the records of the beneficial ownership may be served by such depository on the Company by 
means of electronic mode or by delivery of floppies or discs. 

(g) Transfer of securities 

Nothing contained in Section 56 of the Act or these Articles shall apply to transfer ofsecurities effected by 
a transferor and transferee both of whom are entered as beneficial owners in the records of a depository. 

(h) Allotment of securities dealt with in a depository 

Notwithstanding anything in the Act or these Articles, where securities are dealt with in a depository, the 
Company shall intimate the details thereof to the depository immediately on allotment of such securities. 

(i) Distinctive numbers of securities held in a depository 

Nothing contained in the Act or these Articles regarding the necessity of having distinctive numbers of 
securities issued by the Company shall apply to securities held in a depository. 

(j) Register and Index of Beneficial owners 

The Register and Index of Beneficial Owners, maintained by a depository under the Depositories Act, 
1996, shall be deemed to be the Register and Index of Members and 

Securities Holders for the purposes of these Articles. 

(k) Company to recognize the rights of registered holders as also the beneficial owners in the records of the 
depository 

Save as herein otherwise provided, the Company shall be entitled to treat the person whose name appears 
on the Register of Members as the holder of any share, as also the beneficial owner of the shares in records 
of the depository as the absolute owner thereof as regards receipt of dividends or bonus or services of 
notices and all or any other matters connected with the Company, and accordingly, the Company shall not, 
except as ordered by a Court of competent jurisdiction or as by law required, be bound to recognize any 
benami trust or equity or equitable, contingent or other claim to or interest in such share on the part of any 
other person, whether or not it shall have express or implied notice thereof. 

GENERAL MEETINGS 


Annual General Meeting 

70. The Company shall in each year hold in addition to the other meetings a general meeting which shall be styled as its 
Annual General Meeting at intervals and in accordance with the applicable provisions of Law. 

71. (1) Extraordinary General Meeting 

All general meetings other than Annual General Meeting shall be called Extraordinary General Meeting. 
Extraordinary General Meetings may be held either at the Registered Office of the Company or at such convenient

(2) Right to summon Extraordinary General Meeting 

The Chairman may, whenever they think fit, and shall if so directed by the Board of Directors, convene an 
Extraordinary General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined. 

72. Extraordinary Meeting by requisition 

(a) The Board of Directors shall, on the requisition of such number of members of the Company as is specified 
below, proceed duly to call an Extraordinary General Meeting of the Companyand comply with the 
provisions of the Act in regard to meetings on requisition. 

(b) The requisition shall set out matters for the consideration of which the meeting is to be called, shall be 
signed by the requisitionists and shall be deposited at the Registered Office of the Company or sent to the 
Company by Registered Post addressed to the Company at its Registered Office. 

(c) The requisition may consist of several documents in like forms, each signed by one or more requisitionists. 

(d) The number of members entitled to requisition a meeting in regard to any matter shall be such number of 
them as hold, on the date of the deposit of the requisition, not less than 1/10* of such of the paid-up capital 
of the Company as at the date carries the right of the voting in regard to the matter set out in the requisition. 

(e) If the Board of Directors does not, within 21 days from the date of receipt of deposit of the requisition with 
regard to any matter, proceed duly to call a meeting for the consideration of these matters on a date not later 
than 45 days from the date of deposit of the requisition, the meeting may be called by the requisitionists 
themselves or such of the requisitionists, as represent either majority in the value of the paid-up share 
capital held by them or of not less than one tenth of such paid-up capital of the Company as is referred to in 
Sub-clause (d) above, whichever is less. 

Length of notice for calling meeting 

73. A General Meeting of the Company may be called by giving not less than twenty one days notice in writing, 
provided that a General Meeting may be called after giving shorter notice if consent thereto is accorded by the 
members holding not less than 95 per cent of the part of the paid- up share capital which gives the right to vote on 
the matters to be considered at the meeting. 

Provided that where any member of the Company is entitled to vote only on some resolution or resolutions to be 
moved at a meeting and not on the others, those members, shall be taken into account for purpose of this clause in 
respect of the former resolution or resolutions and not in respect of the latter. 

Accidental omission to give notice not to invalidate meeting 

74. The accidental omission is to give notice of any meeting to or the non-receipt of any such notice by any of the 
members shall not invalidate the proceedings of any resolution passed at such meeting. 

Special business and statement to be annexed 

75. All business shall be deemed special that is transacted at an Extraordinary General Meeting and also that is 
transacted at an Annual General Meeting with the exception of declaration of a dividend, the consideration of 
financial statements and the reports of the Directors and Auditors thereon, the election of the Directors in the place 
of those retiring, and the appointment of and the fixing of the remuneration of Auditors. Where any item of business 
to be transacted at the meeting is deemed to be special as aforesaid, there shall be annexed to the notice of the 
meeting a statement setting out all material facts concerning each such item of business including in particular the 
nature of the concern or interest, if any, therein, of every Director and the Manager, if any, every other Key 
Managerial Personnel and the relatives of Directors, Manager and other Key Managerial Personnel. Where any item 
of business consists of the according of approval to any document by the meeting, the time and place where the 
document can be inspected shall be specified in the statement aforesaid. 

Where any item of special business to be transacted at a meeting of the company relates to or affects any other 
company, the extent of shareholding interest in that other company of every promoter, director, manager, if any, and 
of every other key managerial personnel of the first mentioned company shall, if the extent of such shareholding is 
not less than two per cent of the paid-up share capital of that company, also be set out in the statement. 

Quorum 

76. The quorum requirements for General Meetings shall be as under and no business shall betransacted at any General 
Meeting unless the requisite quorum is present when the meetingproceeds to business: 

Number of members up to 1000 5 members personally present 

Number of members 1000 - 5000 15 members personally present 

Number of members more than 5000 30 members personally present 
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If quorum not present, when meeting to be dissolved and when to be adjourned 

77. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the meeting, the quorum is not present, the meeting, if called upon 
the requisition of members, shall be dissolved; in any other case, it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next 
week and at the same time and place or to such other day and to be at such other time and place as the Board of 
Directors may determine and if at the adjourned meeting the quorum is not present within half an hour from the time 
appointed for the meeting, the members present shall be the quorum. 

Chairman of General Meeting 

78. The Chairman of the Board of Directors shall preside at every General Meeting of the Company and if he is not 
present within 15 minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, or if he is unwilling to act as Chairman 
of the Board of Directors shall preside over the General Meeting of the Company. 

When Chairman is absent 

79. If there is no such Chairman, or if at any General Meeting, the Chairman is not present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the meeting or if they are unwilling to take the chair, the members present shall 
choose one of their members to be the Chairman on show of hands. 

Adjournment of meeting 

80. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present and shall, if so directed by the 
meeting, adjourn that meeting from time to time from place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any 
adjourned meeting other than the business left unfinished at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. 

When a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given as in the case of 
an original meeting. Save as aforesaid, it shall not be necessary to give any notice of adjournment or of the business 
to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 

Questions at General Meeting how decided 

81. At a General Meeting, a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of hands/result of 
electronic voting as per the provisions of Section 107 and 108, unless a poll is (before or on the declaration of the 
result of the show of hands/ electronic voting) demanded in accordance with the provisions of Section 109. Unless a 
poll is so demanded, a declaration by the Chairman that a resolution has, on a show of hands/ electronic voting, been 
carried unanimously or by a particular majority or lost and an entry to that effect in the book of the proceedings of 
the Company shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of the votes 
recorded in favour of or against that resolution. 

Casting vote 

82. In the case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall, whether on a show of hands, or electronically or on a poll, as 
the case may be, have a casting vote in addition to the vote or votes to which he may be entitled as a member. 

Taking of poll 

83. If a poll is duly demanded in accordance with the provisions of Section 109, it shall be taken in such manner as the 
Chairman, subject to the provisions of Section 109 of the Act, may direct, and the results of the poll shall be deemed 
to be the decision of the meeting on the resolution on which the poll was taken. 

In what cases poll taken without adjournment 

84. A poll demanded on the election of Chairman or on a question of adjournment shall be taken forthwith. Where a poll 
is demanded on any other question, adjournment shall be taken at such time not being later than forty-eight hours 
from the time which demand was made, as the Chairman may direct. 

Business may proceed notwithstanding demand for poll 

85. A demand for a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any business other than that 
on which a poll has been demanded; the demand for a poll may be withdrawn at any time by the person or persons 
who made the demand. 

Votes 

86. (a) Every member of the Company holding Equity Share(s), shall have a right to vote in respect of such capital 

on every resolution placed before the Company. On a show of hands, every such member present shall have 
one vote and shall be entitled to vote in person or by proxy and his voting right on a poll or on e-voting 
shall be in proportion to his share of the paid-up Equity Capital of the Company. 

(b) Every member holding any Preference Share shall in respect of such shares have a right to vote only on 
resolutions which directly affect the rights attached to the Preference Shares and subject as aforesaid, every

such member shall in respect of such capital be entitled to vote in person or by proxy, if the dividend due 
on such preference shares or any part of such dividend has remained unpaid in respect of an aggregate 
period of not less than two years preceding the date of the meeting. Such dividend shall be deemed to be 
due on Preference Shares in respect of any period, whether a dividend has been declared by the Company 
for such period or not, on the day immediately following such period. 

(c) Whenever the holder of a Preference Share has a right to vote on any resolution in accordance with the 
provisions of this article, his voting rights on a poll shall be in the same proportion as the capital paid-up in 
respect of such Preference Shares bear to the total equity paid-up capital of the Company. 

Joint holders 

In the case of joint holders, the vote of the first named of such joint holders who tender a vote, whether in person or 
by proxy, shall be accepted to the exclusion of the votes of the other joint holders. 

Member of unsound mind 

A member of unsound mind, or in respect of whom an order has been made by any Court having jurisdiction in 
lunacy, may vote, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, by his committee or other legal guardian, and any such 
committee or guardian may, on a poll vote by proxy. 

No member entitled to vote while call due to Company 

No member shall be entitled to vote at a General Meeting unless all calls or other sums presently payable by him in 
respect of shares in the Company have been paid. 

Proxies permitted on polls 

On a poll, votes may be given either personally or by proxy provided that no Company shall vote by proxy as long 
as resolution of its Directors in accordance with provisions of Section 113 of the Act is in force. 

Instrument of proxy 

(a) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointed or of the attorney 
duly authorised in writing, or if the appointer is a Corporation, either under the common seal or under the 
hand of an officer or attorney so authorised. Any person may act as a proxy whether he is a member or not. 

(b) A body corporate (whether a company within the meaning of this Act or not) may: 

(1) If it is a member of the Company by resolution of its Board of Directors or other governing body, 
authorise such persons as it thinks fit to act as its representatives at any meeting of the Company, 
or at any meeting of any class of members of the Company; 

(2) If it is a creditor (including a holder of debentures) of the Company, by resolution of its Directors 
or other governing body, authorise such person as it thinks fit to act as its representative at any 
meeting of any creditors of the Company held in pursuance of this Act or of any rules made 
thereunder, or in pursuance of the provisions contained in any debenture or trust deed, as the case 
may be. 

(c) A person authorised by resolution as aforesaid shall be entitled to exercise the same rights and powers 
(including the right to vote by proxy) on behalf of the body corporate which he represents, as if he were 
personally the member, creditor or debenture holder. 

Instrument of proxy to be deposited at the office 

The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority, if any, under which it is signed or a 
notary certified copy of that power of authority shall be deposited at the Registered Office of the Company not less 
than forty-eight hours before the time for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in 
the instrument proposed to vote, or, in the case of a poll, not less than twenty-four hours before the time appointed 
for the taking of the poll; and in default, the instrument of proxy shall not be treated as valid. 

Validity of vote by proxy 

A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid not withstanding the previous 
death of the appointer, or revocation of the proxy, or transfer of the share in respect of which the vote is given 
provided no intimation in writing of the death, revocation or transfer shall have been received at the Registered 
Office of the Company before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

Form of Proxy 

Any instrument appointing a proxy may be a two way proxy form to enable the shareholders to vote for or against 
any resolution at their discretion. The instrument of proxy shall be in the prescribed form as given in Form MGT-11. 
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Custody of the instrument 

95. If any such instrument of appointment be confined to the object of appointing a proxy or substitute for voting at 
meeting of the Company it shall remain permanenetly or for such time as the Director may determine, in the custody 
of the Company, and if embracing other objects a copy thereof, examined with the original, shall be delivered to the 
Company to remain in custody of the Company. 

Time for objections to votes 

96. No objection shall be made to the validity of any vote except at the meeting or poll at which such vote shall be 
tendered, and every vote whether given personally or by proxy not disallowed at such meeting or poll, shall be 
deemed valid for all purposes of such meeting or poll whatsoever. 

DIRECTORS 

Number of Directors 

97. Unless otherwise determined by a General Meeting, the number of Directors shall not be less than 3 and not more 
than 15. 

The First Directors of the Company are:

98. Subject to the provisions of the Act as may be applicable, the Board of Directors may appoint any person as a 
Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer to perform such functions as the Board of Diretcors may decide 
from time to time.

(4) he is convicted by a Court of any offence whether involving moral turpitude or otherwiseand is sentenced 
in respect thereof to imprisonment for not less than six months and aperiod of five years has not elapsed 
from the date of expiry of the sentence; 

(5) he fails to pay any call in respect of shares of the Company held by him, whether alone orjointly with 
others, within six months from the last date fixed for the payment of the call;

(i) A chief executive officer, manager, company secretary or chief financial officer may be appointed 
by the Board of Directors for such term, at such remuneration and upon such conditions as it may 
thinks fit; and any chief executive officer, manager, company secretary or chief financial officer so 
appointed may be removed by means of resolution of the Board of Directors;

Director or with any company or partnership of or in which any Director shall be a member or otherwise 
interested be avoided nor shall any Director so contracting or being such member or so interested be liable 
to account to the Company for any profit realised by such contract or arrangement by reason only of such 
Director holding that office or of the fiduciary relation thereby established but the nature of the interest 
must be disclosed by the Director at the meeting of the Board of Directors at which the contract or 
arrangements is determined or if the interest then exists in any other case, at the first meeting of the Board 
of Directors after the acquisition of the interest. 
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Provided nevertheless that no Director shall vote as a Director in respect of any contract or arrangement in 
which he is so interested as aforesaid or take part in the proceedings thereat and he shall not be counted for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether there is quorum of Directors present. This provision shall not apply to 
any contract by or on behalf of the Company to indemnify the Directors or any of them against any loss 
they may suffer by becoming or being sureties for the Company.

109. Except as otherwise provided by these Articles and subject to the provisions of the Act, all the Directors of the 
Company shall have in all matters equal rights and privileges, and be subject to equal obligations and duties in 
respect of the affairs of the Company. 

Directors to comply with Section 184 of the Act 

110. Notwithstanding an 3 dhing contained in these presents, any Director contracting with the Company shall comply with 
the provisions of Section 184 of the Act. 

Directors power of contract with Company 

111. Subject to the limitations prescribed in the Act, the Directors shall be entitled to contract with the Company and no 
Director shall be disqualified by having contracted with the Company as aforesaid. 

ROTATION OF DIRECTORS 

Rotation and retirement of Directors 

112. At every Annual Aeeting, one-third of the Directors shall retire by rotation in accordance with provisions of Section 
152 of the Act. 

Retiring Directors eligible for re-election 

113. A retiring Director shall be eligible for re-election and the Company at the General Meeting at which a Director 
retires in the manner aforesaid may fill up vacated office by electing a person thereto. 

Which Directors to retire 

114. The Directors to retire in every year shall be those who have been longest in office since their last election, but as 
between persons who become Directors on the same day, those to retire shall, unless they otherwise agree among 
themselves, be determined by lot. 

Retiring Directors to remain in office till successors are appointed 

115. Subject to Section 152 of the Act, if at any meeting at which an election of Directors ought to take place, the place 
of the vacating or deceased Directors is not filled up and the meeting has not expressly resolved not to fill up or 
appoint the vacancy, the meeting shall stand adjourned till the same day in the next week at the same time and place, 
or if that day is a national holiday, till the next succeeding day which is not a holiday at the same time, place, and if 
at the adjourned meeting the place of vacating Directors is not filled up and the meeting has also not expressly 
resolved not to fill up the vacancy, then the vacating Directors or such of them as have not had their places filled up 
shall be deemed to have been reappointed at the adjourned meeting. 

Power of General Meeting to increase or reduce number of Directors 

116. Subject to the provisions of Sections 149, 151 and 152 of the Act, the Company in General Meeting may increase or 
reduce the number of Directors subject to the limits set out in Article 97 and may also determine in what rotation the 
increased or reduced number is to retire. 

Power to remove Directors by ordinary resolution 

117. Subject to provisions of Section 169 of the Act the Company, by Ordinary Resolution, may at any time remove any 
Director before the expiry of his period of office, and may by Ordinary Resolution appoint another person in his 
place. The person so appointed shall hold office until the date upto which his predecessor would have held office if 
he had not been removed as aforementioned. A Director so removed from office shall not be re-appointed as a 
Director by the Board of Directors. Special Notice shall be required of any resolution to remove a Director under 
this Article, or to appoint somebody instead of the Director at the meeting at which he is removed. 

Rights of persons other than retiring Directors to stand for Directorships 

118. Subject to the provisions of Section 160 of the Act, a person not being a retiring Director shall be eligible for 
appointment to the office of a Director at any general meeting if he or some other member intending to propose him 
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as a Director has not less than fourteen days before the meeting, left at the office of the Company a notice in writing 
under his hand signifying his candidature for the office of the Director, or the intention of such member to propose 
him as a candidate for that office, as the case may be “along with a deposit of such sum as may be prescribed by the 
Act or the Central Government from time to time which shall be refunded to such person or as the case may be, to 
such member, if the person succeeds in getting elected as a Director or gets more than 25% of total valid votes cast 
either on show of hands or electronically or on poll on such resolution”. 

Register of Directors and KMP and their shareholding 

119. The Company shall keep at its Registered Office a register containing the addresses and occupation and the other 
particulars as required by Section 170 of the Act of its Directors and Key Managerial Personnel and shall send to the 
Registrar of Companies returns as required by the Act. 

Business to be carried on 

120. The business of the Company shall be carried on by the Board of Directors. 

Meeting of the Board 

121. The Board of Directors may meet for the despatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate its meetings, as it 
thinks fit, provided that of the Board of Directors shall hold at least four meetings every year in such a manner that 
not more than one hundred and twenty days shall intervene betweem two consecutives meetings of the Board of 
Directors. 

Director may summon meeting 

122. A Director may at any time request the Secretary to convene a meeting of the Directors and seven days notice of 
meeting of directors shall be given to every director and such notice shall be sent by hand delivery or by post or by 
electronic means. 

Question how decided 

123. (a) Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act, a meeting of the Directors for the time being at which a 

quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all or any of the authorities, powers and discretions by or 
under the regulations of the Company for the time being vested in or exercisable by the Directors generally 
and all questions arising at any meeting of the Board of Directors shall be decided by a majority of the 
Board of Directors. 

(b) In case of an equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote in addition to his vote as a 
Director. 

Right of continuing Directors when there is no quorum 

124. The continuing Directors may act notwithstanding any vacancy in the Board of Directors, but if and as long as their 
number if reduced below three, the continuing Directors or Director may act for the purpose of increasing the 
number of Directors to three or for summoning a General Meeting of the Company and for no other purpose. 

125. Quorum 

The quorum for a meeting of the Board of Directors shall be one third of its total strength (any fraction contained in 
that onethird being rounded off as one) or two Directors whichever is higher; provided that where at any time the 
number of interested Directors is equal to or exceeds two-thirds of the total strength, the number of the remaining 
Directors, that is to say, the number of Directors who are not interested and present at the meeting being not less 
than two shall be the quorum during such time. The total strength of the Board of Directors shall mean the number 
of Directors actually holding office as Directors on the date of the resolution or meeting, that is to say, the total 
strength of the Board of Directors after deducting therefrom the number of Directors, if any, whose places are vacant 
at the time. 

Election of Chairman to the Board of Directors 

126. If no person has been appointed as Chairman under Article 102 (a) or if at any meeting, the Chairman of the Board 
of Directors is not present within fifteen minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, the Directors 
present may choose one of their members to be the Chairman of the meeting. 

127. Power to appoint Committees and to delegate 
Power to appoint Committees 

(a) The Board of Directors may, from time to time, and at any time and in compliance with provisions of the 
Act and listing agreement constitute one or more Committees of the Board of Directors consisting of such 
member or members of its body, as the Board of Directors may think fit. 
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Delegation of powers 

(b) Subject to the provisions of Section 179 of the Act, the Board of Directors may delegate from time to time 
and at any time to any Committee so appointed all or any of the powers, authorities and discretions for the 
time being vested in the Board of Directors and such delegation may be made on such terms and subject to 
such conditions as the Board of Directors may think fit and subject to provisions of the act and listing 
agreement. 

(c) The Board of Directors may from, time to time, revoke, add to or vary any powers, authorities and 
discretions so delegated subject to provisions of the act and listing agreement. 

Proceedings of Committee 

128. The meeting and proceedings of any such Committee consisting of two or more members shall be governed by the 
provisions contained herein for regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Directors so far as the same are 
applicable thereto, and not superseded by any regulations made by the Directors under the preceeding Article. 

Election of Chairman of the Committee 

129. (a) The Chairman or the Vice Chairman shall be the Chairman of its meetings, if either is not available or if at 

any meeting either is not present within five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting, the 
members present may choose one of their number to be Chairman of the meeting. 

(b) The quorum of a Committee may be fixed by the Board of Directors and until so fixed, if the Committee is 
of a single member or two members, the quorum shall be one and if more than two members, it shall be 
two. 

Question how determined 

130. (a) A Committee may meet and adjourn as it thinks proper. 

(b) Questions arising at any meeting of a Committee shall be determined by the sole member of the Committee 
or by a majority of votes of the members present as the case may be and in case of an equality of votes, the 
Chairman shall have a second or casting vote in addition to his vote as a member of the Committee. 

Acts done by Board of Directors or Committee valid, notwithstanding defective appointment, etc. 

131. All acts done by the Board of Directors or a Committee thereof, or by any person acting as a Director shall not be 
deemed to be invalid, not withstanding that it was subsequently discovered that there was some defect in the 
appointment of any of such Directors, or that any of them was disqualified or had terminated by virtue of any 
provision contained in this Act or in the Articles of the Company, and be as valid as if every such Director and such 
person had been duly appointed and was qualified to be a Director. 

Resolution by circulation 

132. Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act, a resolution in writing circulated in draft together with necessary 
papers, if any, to all the Directors, or members of the Committee in India (not being less in number than the quorum 
fixed for the meeting of the Board of Directorsor the Committee as the case may) at their addresses registered with 
the Company in India and has been approved by a majority of such of the Directors or members as are entitled to 
vote on the resolution shall be valid and effectual as if it had been a resolution duly passed at a meeting of the Board 
of Directors or Committee duly convened and held. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF DIRECTORS 

General Powers of Company vested in Directors 

133. The business of the Company shall be managed by the Directors who may exercise all such powers and do all such 
acts and things as the Company is authorized to exercise and do such acts and things , as provided under the Act or 
any statutory modification thereof for the time being in force, or by these Articles or in any regulations not 
inconsistent therewith and duly made thereunder, including regulations made by the Company in the General 
Meeting; but no regulation made by the Company in General Meeting, shall invalidate any prior act of the Directors 
which would have been valid if that regulation had not been made. 

Attorney of the Company 

134. The Board of Directors may appoint at any time and from time to time by a power of attorney under the Company’s 
seal, any person to be the Attorney of the Company for such purposes and with such powers, authorities and 
discretions not exceeding those vested in or exercisable by the Board of Directors under these Articles and for such 
period and subject to such conditions as the Board of Directors may from time to time think fit and any such 
appointment, may, if the Board of Directors thinks fit, be made in favour of the members, or any of the members of 
any firm or company, or the members. Directors, nominees or managers of any firm or company or otherwise in 
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135.

favour of anybody or persons whether nominated directly or indirectly by the Board of Directors and any such 
power of attorney may contain such provisions for the protection or convenience of persons dealing with such 
attorney as the Board of Directors may think fit. 

Power to authorise subdelegation 

The Board of Directors may authorise any such delegate or attorney as aforesaid to sub-delegate all or any of the 
powers and authorities for the time being vested in him. 

Directors’ duty to comply with the provisions of the Act 

The Board of Directors shall duly comply with the provisions of the Act and in particular with the provisions in 
regard to the registration of the particulars of mortgages and charges affecting the property of the Company or 
created by it, and keep a register of the Directors, and send to the Registrar an annual list of members and a 
summary of particulars relating thereto, and notice of any consolidation or increase of share capital and copies of 
special resolutions, and such other resolutions and agreements required to be filed under Section 117 of the Act and 
a copy of the Register of Directors and notifications of any change therein. 

Special power of Directors 

In furtherance of and without prejudice to the general powers conferred by or implied in Article 133 and other 
powers conferred by these Articles, and subject to the provisions of Sections 179 and 180 of the Act, that may 
become applicable, it is hereby expressly declared that it shall be lawful for the Directors to carry out all or any of 
the objects set forth in the Memorandum of Association and to the following things. 

(a) To acquire and dispose of property and rights 

To purchase or otherwise acquire for the Company any property, rights or privileges which the Company is 
authorised to acquire at such price and generally on such terms and conditions as they think fit and to sell, 
let, exchange, or otherwise dispose of the property, privileges and undertakings of the Company upon such 
terms and conditions and for such consideration as they may think fit. 

(b) To pay for property in debentures, etc 

At their discretion to pay for any property, rights and privileges acquired by or services rendered to the 
Company, either wholly or partially, in cash or in shares, bonds, debentures or other securities of the 
Company and any such shares may be issued either as fully paid-up or with such amount credited as paid- 
up, the sum as may be either specifically charged upon all or any part of the property of the Company and 
its uncalled capital or not so charged. 

(c) To secure contracts by mortgages 

To secure the fulfillment of any contracts or agreements entered into by the Company by mortgage or 
charge of all or any of the property of the Company and its uncalled capital for the time being or in such 
other manner as they think fit. 

(d) To appoint officers, etc. 

To appoint and at their discretion remove, or suspend such agents, secretaries, officers, clerks and servants 
for permanent, temporary or special services as they may from time to time think fit and to determine their 
powers and duties and fix their powers and duties and fix their salaries or emoluments and to the required 
security in such instances and to such amount as they think fit. 

(e) Legal proceedings 

To institute, conduct, defend, compound or abandon any legal proceedings by or against the Company or its 
officers or otherwise concerning the affairs of the Company and also to compound and allow time for 
payments or satisfaction of any dues and of any claims or demands by or against the Company. 

(f) To refer to arbitration 

To refer to, any claims or demands by or against the Company to arbitration and observe and perform the 
awards 


(g) To give receipt 

To make and give receipts, releases and other discharges for money payable to the Company and of the 
claims and demands of the Company. 

(h) To act in matters of bankrupts and insolvents 

To act on behalf of the Company in all matters relating to bankrupts and insolvents. 
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(i) To give security by way of indemnity 

To execute in the name and on behalf of the Company in favour of any Director or other person who may 
incur or be about to incur any personal liability for the benefit of the Company such mortgages of the 
Company’s property (present and future) as they think fit and any such mortgage may contain a power of 
sale and such other powers, covenants and provisions as shall be agreed upon. 

(j) To give commission 

To give any person employed by the Company a commission on the profits of any particular business or 
transaction or a share in the general profits of the Company. 

(k) To make contracts etc. 

To enter into all such negotiations and contracts and rescind and vary all such contracts and execute and do 
all such acts, deeds and things in the name and on behalf of the Company as they consider expedient for or 
in relation to any of the matters aforesaid or otherwise for the purposes of the Company. 

(l) To set aside profits for provided fund 

Before recommending any dividends, to set-aside portions of the profits of the Company to form a fund to 
provide for such pensions, gratuities or compensations; or to create any provident fund or benefit fund in 
such or any other manner as the Directors may deem fit and as applicable. 

(m) To make and alter rules 

To make and alter rules and regulations concerning the time and manner of payments of the contributions 
of the employees and the Company respectively to any such fund and accrual, employment, suspension and 
forfeiture of the benefits of the said fund and the application and disposal thereof and otherwise in relation 
to the working and management of the said fund as the Directors shall from time to time think fit and as 
applicable. 

(n) To make business manual 

To make/amend the business manual for the management, operation and administration of the Company. 

(o) General 

And generally, at their absolute discretion, to do and perform every act and thing which they may consider 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of carrying on the business of the Company, excepting such acts and 
things as by Memorandum of Association of the Company or by these presents may stand prohibited. 

Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer 

(a) Subject to the provisions of Section 196,197, 2(94), 203 of the Act, the following provisions shall apply. 

(b) The Board of Directors may appoint or re-appoint one of their body, to be the Managing Director and Chief 
Executive Officer of the Company for such period not exceeding 5 years as it may deem fit, subject to such 
approval of the Central Government as may be necessary in that behalf. 

(c) The remuneration payable to a Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer shall be determined by the 
Board of Directors subject to the sanction of the Company in General Meeting and of the Central 
Government, if required. 

(d) The Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer, may exercise all the powers and perform all the duties 
that may be empowered to exercise or required to perform under the Act or by these presents or by any 
Resolution of the Board of Directors and subject also to such restrictions or conditions as the Board of 
Directors may from time to time impose. 

(e) The Board of Directors may at any time and from time to time designate Managing Director and Chief 
Executive Officer by such other designation as it deems fit. 

(f) Subject to the supervision, control and directions of the Board of Directors, the Managing Director and 
Chief Execuitve Officer shall have the management of the whole of the business of the Company and of all 
its affairs and shall exercise all powers and perform all duties and in relation to the management of the 
affairs, except such powers and such duties as are required by Law or by these presents to be exercised or 
done by the Company in General Meeting or by the Board of Directors and also subject to such conditions 
and restrictions imposed by the Act or by these presents or by the Board of Directors. Without prejudice to 
the generality of the foregoing, the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer shall exercise all 
powers set out in Article 140 above except those which are by law or by these presents or by any resolution 
of the Board of Directors required to be exercised by the Board of Directors or by the Company in General 
Meeting.

Whole-time Director 

140. (1) Subject to the provisions of the Act and subject to the approval of the Central Government, if any, required 

in that behalf, the Board of Directors may appoint one or more of its body, as Whole time Director or 
Whole time Directors on such designation and on such terms and conditions as it may deem fit. The Whole¬ 
time Directors shall perform such duties and exercise such powers as the Board of Directors may from time 
to time determine which shall exercise all such powers and perform all such duties subject to the control, 
supervision and directions of the Board of Directors and subject thereto the supervision and directions of 
the Managing Director. The remuneration payable to the Whole-time Directors shall be determined by the 
Company in General Meeting, subject to the approval of the Central Government, if any, required in that 
behalf. 

(2) A Whole-time Director shall (subject to the provisions of any contract between him and the Company) be 
subject to the same provisions as to resignation and removal as the other Directors, and he shall, ipso facto 
and immediately, cease to be Whole-time Director, if he ceases to hold the Office of Director from any 
cause except where he retires by rotation in accordance with the Articles at an Annual General Meeting and 
is re-elected as a Director at that Meeting. 

Secretary 

141. The Board of Directors shall have power to appoint a Secretary a person fit in its opinion for the said office, for such 
period and on such terms and conditions as regards remuneration and otherwise as it may determine. The Secretary 
shall have such powers and duties as may, from time to time, be delegated or entrusted to him by the Board of 
Directors. 

Powers as to commencement of business 

142. Subject to the provisions of the Act, any branch or kind of business which by the Memorandum of Association of 
the Company or these presents is expressly or by implication authorised to be undertaken by the Company, may be 
undertaken by the Board of Directors at such time or times as it shallthink fit and further may be suffered by it to be 
in abeyance whether such branch or kind ofbusiness may have been actually commenced or not so long as the Board 
of Directors may deem itexpedient not to commence or proceed with such branch or kind of business. 

Delegation of power 

143. Subject to Section 179 the Board of Diectors may delegate all or any of its powers to any Director, jointly or 
severally or to any one Director at its discretion or to the Managing of Director and Chief Executive Officer. 

BORROWING 


Borrowing Powers 

144. (a) The Board of Directors may, from time to time, raise any money or any moneys or sums of money for the 

purpose of the Company; provided that the moneys to be borrowed together with the moneys already 
borrowed by the Company (apart from temporary loans obtained from the Company’s bankers in the 
ordinary course of business) shall not, without the sanction of the Company at a General Meeting, exceed 
the aggregate of the paid-up capital of the Company and its free reserves, that is to say, reserves not set- 
apart for any specific purpose and in particular but subject to the provisions of Section 179 of the Act, the 
Board of Directors may, from time to time, at its discretion raise or borrow or secure the payment of any 
such sum or sums of money for the purpose of the Company, by the issue of debentures to members, 
perpetual or otherwise including debentures convertible into shares of this or any other company or 
perpetual annuities in security of any such money so borrowed, raised or received, mortgage, pledge or 
charge, the whole or any part of the property, assets, or revenue of the Company, present or future, 
including its uncalled capital by special assignment or otherwise or transfer or convey the same absolutely 
or entrust and give the lenders powers of sale and other powers as may be expedient and purchase, redeem 
or pay off any such security. 

Provided that every resolution passed by the Company in General Meeting in relation to the exercise of the 
power to borrow as stated above shall specify the total amount upto which moneys may be borrowed by the 
Board of Directors, provided that subject to the provisions of clause next above, the Board of Directors 
may, from time to time, at its discretion, raise or borrow or secure the repayment of any sum or sums of 
money for the purpose of the Company as such time and in such manner and upon such terms and 
conditions in all respects as it thinks fit and in particular, by promissory notes or by opening current 
accounts, or by receiving deposits and advances, with or without security or by the issue of bonds, 
perpetual or redeemable debentures or debenture stock of the Company charged upon all or any part of the 
property of the Company (both present and future) including its uncalled capital for the time being or by 
mortgaging or charging or pledging any land, building, bond or other property and security of the Company 
or by such other means as them may seem expedient. 
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Assignment of debentures 

Such debentures, debenture stock, bonds or other securities may be made assignable, free from any equities between 
the Company and the person to whom the same may be issued. 

Terms of debenture issue 

(a) Any such debenture, debenture stock, bond or other security may be issued at a discount, premium or 
otherwise, and with any special privilege as the redemption, surrender, drawing, allotment of shares of the 
Company, or otherwise, provided that debentures with the right to allotment or conversion into shares shall 
not be issued except with the sanction of the Company in General Meeting. 

(b) Any trust deed for securing of any debenture or debenture stock and or any mortgage deed and/or other 
bond for securing payment of moneys borrowed by or due by the Company and/or any contract or any 
agreement made by the Company with any person, firm, body corporate. Government or authority who 
may render or agree to render any financial assistance to the Company by way of loans advanced or by 
guaranteeing of any loan borrowed or other obligations of the Company or by subscription to the share 
capital of the Company or provide assistance in any other manner may provide for the appointment from 
time to time, by any such mortgagee, lender, trustee of or holders of debentures or contracting party as 
aforesaid, of one or more persons to be a Director or Directors of the Company. Such trust deed, mortgage 
deed, bond or contract may provide that the person appointing a Director as aforesaid may, from time to 
time, remove any Director so appointed by him and appoint any other person in his place and provide for 
filling up of any casual vacancy created by such person vacating office as such Director. Such power shall 
determine and terminate on the discharge or repayment of the respective mortgage, loan or debt or 
debenture or on the termination of such contract and any person so appointed as Director under mortgage or 
bond or debenture trust deed or under such contract shall cease to hold office as such Director on the 
discharge of the same. Such appointment and provision in such document as aforesaid shall be valid and 
effective as if contained in these presents. 

(c) The Director or Directors so appointed by or under a mortgage deed or other bond or contract as aforesaid 
shall be called a Mortgage Director or Mortgage Directors and the Director if appointed as aforesaid under 
the provisions of a debenture trust deed shall be called “Debenture Director”. The words “Mortgage” or 
“Debenture Director” shall mean the Mortgage Director for the time being in office. The Mortgage Director 
or Debenture Director shall not be required to hold any qualification shares and shall not be liable to retire 
by rotation or to be removed from office by the Company. Such mortgage deed or bond or trust deed or 
contract may contain such auxiliary provision as may be arranged between the Company and mortgagee 
lender, the trustee or contracting party, as the case may be, and all such provisions shall have effect 
notwithstanding any of the other provisions herein contained but subject to the provisions of the Act. 

(d) The Directors appointed as Mortgage Director or Debenture Director or Corporate Directorunder the 
Article shall be deemed to be ex-officio Directors. 

(e) The total number of ex-officio Directors, if any, so appointed under this Article together with the other ex- 
officio Directors, if any, appointment under any other provisions of these presents shall not at any time 
exceed one-third of the whole number of Directors for the time being. 

Charge on uncalled capital 

Any uncalled capital of the Company may be included in or charged by mortgage or other security. 

Subsequent assignees of uncalled capital 

Where any uncalled capital of the Company is charged, all persons taking any subsequent charge thereon shall take 
the same subject such prior charge, and shall not be entitled, by notice to the shareholder or otherwise, to obtain 
priority over such prior charge. 

Charge in favour of Director of indemnity 

If the Directors or any of them or any other person shall become personally liable for the payment of any sum 
primarily due from the Company, the Board of Directors may execute or cause to be executed any mortgage, charge 
or security over or affecting the whole or any part of the assets of the Company by way of indemnity to secure the 
Directors or other person so becoming liable as aforesaid from any loss in respect of such liability. 

Powers to be exercised by Board of Directors only at meeting 

(a) Subject to the provisions of section 179 of the Act, the Board of Directors shall exercise the following 
powers on behalf of the Company and the said power shall be exercised only by resolution passed at the 
meetings of the Board of Directors. 

i. to make calls on shareholders in respect of money unpaid on their shares; 

ii. to authorise buy-back of securities under section 68;

iii. to issue securities, including debentures, whether in or outside India; 

iv. to borrow monies; 

V. to invest the funds of the company; 

vi. to grant loans or give guarantee or provide security in respect of loans; 

vii. to approve financial statement and the Board of Director’s report; 

viii. to diversify the business of the company, as and when applicable under framework and business 
manual of the Company; 

ix. to approve amalgamation, merger or reconstruction; 

X. to take over a company or acquire a controlling or substantial stake in another company; 

xi. to make political contributions; 

xii. to appoint or remove key managerial personnel (KMP); 

xiii. to take note of appointment(s) or removal(s) of one level below the Key Management Personnel; 

xiv. to appoint internal auditors and secretarial auditor; 

xv. such other business as may be prescribed by the Act/Guidelines/Articles of the Company. 

(b) The Board of Directors may by a meeting delegate to any Committee of the Board of Directors or to the 
Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer the powers specified in Article 150. 

(c) Every resolution delegating the power set out in Sub-clause v shall specify the total amount outstanding at 
any one time up to which moneys may be borrowed by the said delegate. 

(d) Every resolution delegating the power referred to in Sub-clause vi shall specify the total amount upto which 
the funds may be invested and the nature of investments which may be made by the delegate. 

(e) Every resolution delegating the power referred to in Sub-clause vii above shall specify the total amount 
upto which loans may be made by the delegate, the purposes for which the loans may be made, and the 
maximum amount of loans that may be made for each such purpose in individual cases. 

Register of mortgage to be kept 

151. The Directors shall cause a proper register and charge creation documents to be kept in accordance with the 
provisions of section 85 of the Act, for all mortgages and charges specifically affecting the property of the Company 
and shall duly comply with the requirements of the said Act, in regard to the registration of mortgages and charges 
specifically affecting the property of the Company and shall duly comply with the requirements of the said Act, in 
regard to the registration of mortgages and charges therein specified and otherwise and shall also duly comply with 
the requirements of the said Act as to keeping a copy of every instrument creating any mortgage or charge by the 
Company at the office. 

Register of holders of debentures 

152. Every register of holders of debentures of the Company may be closed for any period not exceeding on the whole 
forty five days in any year, and not exceeding thirty days at any one time. Subject as the aforesaid, every such 
register shall be open to the inspection of registered holders of any such debenture and of any member but the 
Company may in General Meeting impose any reasonable restriction so that at least two hours in every day, when 
such register is open, are appointed for inspection. 

Inspection of copies of and Register of Mortgages 

153. The Company shall comply with the provisions of the Act,, as to allow inspection of copies kept at the Registered 
Office in pursuance of the said Act, and as to allowing inspection of the Register of charges to be kept at the office 
in pursuance of the said Act. 

Supplying copies of register of holder of debentures 

154. The Company shall comply with the provisions of the Act,, as to supplying copies of any register of holders of 
debentures or any trust deed for securing any issue of debentures. 

Right of holders of debentures as to Financial Statements 

155. Holders of debentures and any person from whom the Company has accepted any sum of money by way of deposit, 
shall on demand, be entitled to be furnished, free of cost, or for such sum as may be prescribed by the Government 
from time to time, with a copy of the Financial Statements of the Company and other reports attached or appended 
thereto. 
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Minutes 

156. (a) The Company shall comply with the requirements of Section 118 of the Act, in respect of the keeping of 

the minutes of all proceedings of every General Meeting and every meeting of the Board of Directors or 
any Committee of the Board of Directors. 

(b) The Chairman of the meeting shall exclude at his absolute discretion such of the matters as are or could 
reasonably be regarded as defamatory of any person irrelevant or immaterial to the proceedings or 
detrimental to the interests of the Company. 

Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer’s power to be exercised severally 

157. All the powers conferred on the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer by these presents, or otherwise 
may, subject to any directions to the contrary by the Board of Directors, be exercised by any of them severally. 

MANAGER 

Manager 

158. Subject to the provisions of the Act, the Directors may appoint any person as Manager for such term not exceeding 
five years at a time at such remuneration and upon such conditions as they may think fit and any Manager so 
appointed may be removed by the Board of Directors. 

COMMON SEAL 

Common Seal 

159. The Board of Directors shall provide a common seal of the Company and shall have power from time to time to 
destroy the same and substitute a new seal in lieu thereof. The common seal shall be kept at the Registered Office of 
the Company and committed to the custody of the Directors. 

Affixture of Common Seal 

160. The seal shall not be affixed to any instrument except by the authority of a resolution of the Board of Directors or 
Committee and unless the Board of Director otherwise determines, every deed or other instrument to which the seal 
is required to be affixed shall, unless the same is executed by a duly constituted attorney for the Company, be signed 
by one Director and the Secretary in whose presence the seal shall have been affixed or such other person as may, 
from time to time, be authorised by the Board of Director and provided nevertheless that any instrument bearing the 
seal of the Company issued for valuable consideration shall be binding on the Company notwithstanding any 
irregularity touching the authority to issue the same provided also the counter signature of the Chairman , which 
shall be sealed in the presence of any one Director and signed by him on behalf of the Company. 

DIVIDENDS AND RESERVES 

Rights to Dividend 

161. The profits of the Company, subject to any special rights relating thereto created or authorized to be created by these 
presents and subject to the provisions of these presents as to the Reserve Fund, shall be divisible among the Equity 
Shareholders in accordance with the provisions of Chapter VIII of Companies Act 2013. 

Declaration of Dividends 

162. The Company in General Meeting may declare dividends but no dividend shall exceed the amount recommended by 
the Board of Directors. 

What to be deemed net profits 

163. The decision of the Directors as to the amount of the net profits of the Company shall be conclusive. 

Interim Dividend 

164. Subject to the provisions of section 123,the Board of Directors may from time to time pay to the members such 
interim dividends as appear to it to be justified by the profits of the Company. 

Dividends to be paid out of profits only 

165. No dividend shall be payable except out of the profits of the year or any other undistributed profits except as 
provided by Section 123 of the Act. 

Reserve Funds 

166. (a) The Board of Directors may, before recommending any dividends, set aside out of the profits of the 

Company such sums as it thinks proper as a reserve or reserves which shall, at the discretion of the Board 
of Directors, be applicable for any purpose to which the profits of the Company may be properly applied.

167. (a) Subject to the rights of persons, if any, entitled to share with special rights as to dividends, all dividends 

shall be declared and paid according to the amounts paid or credited as paid on the shares in respect 
whereof the dividend is paid. 

(b) No amount paid or credited as paid on a share in advance of calls shall be treated for the purposes of these 
regulations as paid on the share. 

(c) All dividends shall be apportioned and paid proportionately to the amounts paid or credited as paid on the 
shares during any portion or portions of the period in respect of which the dividend is paid but if any share 
is issued on terms providing that it shall rank for dividends as from a particular date, such shares shall rank 
for dividend accordingly. 

Deduction of arrears 

168. The Board of Directors may deduct from any dividend payable to any member all sums of money, if any, presently 
payable by him to the Company on account of calls in relation to the shares of the Company or otherwise. 

Adjustment of dividend against call 

169. Any General Meeting declaring a dividend or bonus may make a call on the members of such amounts as the 
meeting fixes, but so that the call on each member shall not exceed the dividend payable to him and so that the call 
be made payable at the same time as the dividend and the dividend may, if so arranged between the Company and 
themselves, be set off against the call. 

Payment by cheque or warrant 

170. (a) Any dividend, interest or other moneys payable in cash in respect of shares may be paid by cheque or 

warrant sent through post directly to the registered address of the holder or, in the case of joint holders, to 
the registered address of that one of the joint holders who is first named in the Register of Members or to 
such person and to such address of the holder as the joint holders may in writing direct. 

(b) Every such cheque or warrant shall be made payable to the order of the person to whom it is sent. 

(c) Every dividend or warrant or cheque shall be posted within thirty days from the date of declaration of the 
dividends. 

Retention in certain cases 

171. The Directors may retain the dividends payable upon shares in respect of which any person is under the transmission 
clause entitled to become a member in respect thereof or shall duly transfer the same. 

Receipt of joint holders 

(A) Where any instrument of transfer of shares has been delivered to the Company for registration on holders, 
the Transfer of such shares and the same has not been registered by the Company, it shall, and 
notwithstanding anything contained in any other provision of the Act: 

(a) Transfer the dividend in relation to such shares to the Special Account referred to in Sections 123

(c) Any one of two of the joint holders of a share may give effectual receipt forany dividend, bonus, 
or other money payable in respect of such share. 

Notice of Dividends 

172. Notice of any dividend that may have been declared shall be given to the person entitled to share therein in the 
manner mentioned in the Act. 
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Dividend not to bear interest 

173. No dividend shall bear interest against the Company. 

Unclaimed Dividend 

174. No unclaimed dividends shall be forfeited. Unclaimed dividends shall be dealt with in accordance to the provisions 

of Sections 123 and 124 of the Act. 

Transfer of share not to pass prior Dividend 

175. Any transfer of shares shall not pass the right to any dividend declared thereon before the registration of the transfer. 

CAPITALISATION OF PROFITS 

Capitalisation of Profits 

176. (a) The Company in General Meeting, may on the recommendation of the Board of Directors, resolve: 

(1) that the whole or any part of any amount standing to the credit of the Share Premium Account or 
the Capital Redemption Reserve Fund or any money, investment or other asset forming part of the 
undivided profits, including profits or surplus moneys arising from the realisation and (where 
permitted by law) from the appreciation in value of any Capital assets of the Company standing to 
the credit of the General Reserve, Reserve or any Reserve Fund or any amounts standing to the 
credit of the Profit and Loss Account or any other fund of the Company or in the hands of the 
Company and available for the distribution as dividend capitalised; and 

(2) that such sum be accordingly set free for distribution in the manner specified in Sub-clause (2) 
amongst the members who would have been entitled thereto if distributed by way of dividend and 
in the same proportion. 

(b) The sum aforesaid shall not be paid in cash but shall be applied, subject to the provisions contained in 

Subclause (3) either in or towards: 

(1) paying up any amount for the time being unpaid on any share held by such members respectively; 

(2) paying up in full unissued shares of the Company to be allotted and distributed and credited as 
fully paid-up to and amongst such members in the proportion aforesaid; or 

(3) partly in the way specified in Sub-clause (i) and partly in that specified in Sub-clause (ii). 

(c) A share premium account and a capital redemption reserve account may for the purpose of this regulation 

be applied only in the paying up of unissued shares to be issued to members of the Company as fully paid 

bonus shares. 

(d) The Board of Directors shall give effect to resolutions passed by the Company in pursuance of this Article. 

Powers of Directors for declaration of Bonus 

177. (a) Whenever such a resolution as aforesaid shall have been passed, the Board of Directors shall: 

(1) make all appropriations and applications of the undivided profits resolved to be capitalised thereby 
and all allotments and issue or fully paid shares if any; and 

(2) generally do all acts and things required to give effect thereto. 

(b) The Board of Directors shall have full power: 

(1) to make such provision by the issue of fractional certificates or by payments in cash or otherwise 
as it thinks fit in the case of shares becoming distributable in fractions and also; 

(2) to authorise any person to enter on behalf of all the members entitled thereto into an agreement 
with the Company providing for the allotment to them respectively credited as fully paid-up of any 
further shares to which they may be entitled upon such capitalisation, or (as the case may require) 
for the payment by the Company on their behalf, by the application thereto of their respective 
proportions of the profits resolved to be capitalised of the amounts or any part of the amounts 
remaining unpaid on the existing shares. 

(uu) Any agreement made under such authority shall be effective and binding on all such members 

ACCOUNTS 

Books of account to be kept 

178. (1) The Board of directors shall cause proper books of accounts to be kept in respect of all sums of money 

received and expanded by the Company and the matters in respect of which such receipts and expenditure 
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take place, of all sales and purchases of goods by the Company, and of the assets and liabilities of the 
Company. 

(2) All the aforesaid books shall give a fair and true view of the affairs of the Company or of its branch as the 
case may be, with respect to the matters aforesaid, and explain in transactions. 

(3) The books of accounts shall be open to inspection by any Director during business hours. 

Where books of account to be kept 

179. The books of account shall be kept at the Registered Office or at such other place as the Board of Directors thinks 
fit.

Inspection by members 

The Board of Directors shall, from time to time, determine whether and to what extent and at what time and under 
what conditions or regulations the accounts and books and documents of the Company or any of them shall be open 
to the inspection of the members and no member (not being a Director) shall have any right of inspection any 
account or book or document of the Company except as conferred by statute or authorised by the Board of Directors 
or by a resolution of the Company in General Meeting. 

Statement of account to be furnished to General Meeting 

The Board of Directors shall lay before every Annual General Meeting, financial statements made up as at the end 
of the financial year which shall be a date which shall not precede the day of the meeting by more than six months or 
such extension of time as shall have been granted by the Registrar under the provisions of the Act. 

Financial Statements 

Subject to the provisions of Section 129 and 133 of the Act, every financial statements of the Company shall be in 
the forms set out in Parts I and II respectively of Schedule III of the Act, or as near thereto as circumstances admit. 

Authentication of Financial Statements 

(a) Subject to Section 134 of the Act, every financial statements of the Company shall be signed on behalf of 
the Board of Directors by not less than two Directors. 

(b) The financial statements shall be approved by the Board of Directors before they are signed on behalf of 
the Board of Directors in accordance with the provisions of this Article and before they are submitted to the 
Auditors for their report thereon. 

Auditors Report to be annexed 

The Auditor’s Report shall be attached to the financial statements. 

Board of Director’s Report to be attached to Financial Statements 

(a) Every financial statement laid before the Company in General Meeting shall have attached to it a report by 
the Board of Directors with respect to the state of the Company’s affairs, the amounts, if any, which it 
proposes to carry to any reserve either in such Balance Sheet or in a subsequent Balance Sheet and the 
amount, if any, which it recommends to be paid by way of dividend. 

(b) The report shall, so far as it is material for the appreciation of the state of the Company’s affairs by its 
members and will not in the Board of Directors’s opinion be harmful to its business or that of any of its 
subsidiaries, deal with any change which has occurred during the financial year in the nature of the 
Company’s business or that of the Company’s subsidiaries and generally in the classes of business in which 
the Company has an interest and material changes and commitments, if any, affecting the financial position 
of the Company which has occurred between the end of the financial year of the Company to which the 
Balance Sheet relates and the date of the report. 

(c) The Board of Directors shall also give the fullest information and explanation in its report or in case falling 
under the provision of Section 134 of the Act in an addendum to that Report on every reservation, 
qualification or adverse remark contained in the Auditor’s Report. 

(d) The Board of Director’s Report and addendum, if any, thereto shall be signed by its Chairman if he is 
authorised in that behalf by the Board of Directors; and where he is not authorised, shall be signed by such 
number of Directors as is required to sign the Financial Statements of the Company under Article 183. 

(e) The Board shall have the right to charge any person not being a Director with the duty of seeing that the 
provisions of Sub-clauses (a) to (e) of this Article are complied with. 

Right of member to copies of Financial Statements 

The Company shall comply with the requirements of Section 136 of the Act.

Annual Returns 

187. The Company shall make the requisite annual return in accordance with Section 92 of the Act. 

AUDIT 


Accounts to be audited 


188. 


(a) Every Financial Statement shall be audited by one or more Auditors to be appointed as hereinafter 
mentioned. 

(b) Subject to provisions of the Act, the Company at the Annual General Meeting shall appoint an Auditor or 
Firm of Auditors to hold office from the conclusion of that meeting until the conclusion of the fifth Annual 
General Meeting and shall, within seven days of the appointment, give intimation thereof to every Auditor 
so appointed unless he is a retiring Auditor. 

(c) At every Annual General Meeting, reappointment of such auditor shall be ratified by the shareholders. 

(d) Where at an Annual General Meeting no Auditors are appointed or reappointed, the Central Government 
may appoint a person to fill the vacancy. 

(e) The Company shall, within seven days of the Central Government’s power under Sub-Clause (d) becoming 
exercisable, give notice of that fact to the Government. 

(f) (1) The first Auditor or Auditors of the Company shall be appointed by the Board of Directors within 

one month of the date of registration of the Company and the Auditor or Auditors so appointed 
shall hold office until the conclusion of the first Annual General Meeting. 

Provided that the Company may at a General Meeting remove any such Auditor or all or any of 
such Auditors and appoint in his or their places any other person or persons who have been 
nominated for appointment by any such member of the Company and of whose nomination notice 
has been given to the members of the Company, not less than 14 days before the date of the 
meeting; and 

(2) If the Board of Directors fails to exercise its power under this Sub-clause, the Company in General 
Meeting may appoint the first Auditor or Auditors. 

(g) The Board of Directors may fill any casual vacancy in the office of an Auditor, but while any such vacancy 
continues, the remaining Auditor or Auditors, if any, may act, but where such a vacancy is caused by the 
resignation of an Auditor, the vacancy shall only be filled by the Company in General Meeting. 

(h) A person other than a retiring Auditor, shall not be capable of being appointed at an Annual General 
Meeting unless Special Notice of a resolution for appointment of that person to the office of Auditor has 
been given by a member to the Company not less than fourteen days before the meeting in accordance with 
Section 115 of the Act and the Company shall send a copy of any such notice to the retiring Auditor and 
shall give notice thereof to the members in accordance with Section 190 of the Act and all other provisions 
of Section 140 of the Act shall apply in the matter. The provisions of this Sub-clause shall also apply to a 
resolution that retiring Auditor shall be reappointed. 

(i) The persons qualified for appointment as Auditors shall be only those referred to in Section 141 of the Act. 

(j) Subject to the provisions of Section 146 of the Act, the Auditor of the company shall attend general 
meetings of the company. 

Audit of Branch Offices 


189. The Company shall comply with the provisions of Section 143 of the Act in relation to the audit of the accounts of 
Branch Offices of the Company. 

Remuneration of Auditors 


190. The remuneration of the Auditors shall be fixed by the Company in General Meeting except that the remuneration of 
any Auditor appointed to fill and casual vacancy may be fixed by the Board of Directors. 

Rights and duties of Auditors 

191. (a) Every Auditor of the Company shall have a right of access at all times to the books of accounts and 

vouchers of the Company and shall be entitled to require from the Directors and officers of the Company 
such information and explanations as may be necessary for the performance of his duties as Auditor. 
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(b) All notices of, and other communications relating to any General Meeting of a Company which any 
member of the Company is entitled to have sent to him shall also be forwarded to the Auditor, and the 
Auditor shall be entitled to attend any General Meeting and to be heard at any General Meeting which he 
attends on any part of the business which concerns him as Auditor. 

(c) The Auditor shall make a report to the members of the Company on the accounts examined by him and on 
Financial statements and on every other document declared by this Act to be part of or annexed to the 
Financial statements, which are laid before the Company in General Meeting during his tenure of office, 
and the report shall state whether, in his opinion and to the best of his information and according to 
explanations given to him, the said accounts give the information required by this Act in the manner so 
required and give a true and fair view: 

(1) in the case of the Balance Sheet, of the state of affairs as at the end of the financial year and 

(2) in the case of the Statement of Profit and Loss, of the profit or loss for its financial year. 

(d) The Auditor’s Report shall also state: 

(a) whether he has sought and obtained all the information and explanations which to the best of his 
knowledge and belief were necessary for the purpose of his audit and if not, the details thereof and 
the effect of such information on the financial statements; 

(b) whether, in his opinion, proper books of account as required by law have been kept by the 
company so far as appears from his examination of those books and proper returns adequate for 
the purposes of his audit have been received from branches not visited by him; 

(c) whether the report on the accounts of any branch office of the company audited under sub-section 
(8) of Section 143 of the Act by a person other than the company’s auditor has been sent to him 
under the proviso to that sub-section and the manner in which he has dealt with it in preparing his 
report; 

(d) whether the company’s balance sheet and profit and loss account dealt with in the report are in 
agreement with the books of account and returns; 

(e) whether, in his opinion, the financial statements comply with the accounting standards; 

(f) the observations or comments of the auditors on financial transactions or matters which have any 
adverse effect on the functioning of the company; 

(g) whether any director is disqualified from being appointed as a director under subsection (2) of 
section 164 of the Act; 

(h) any qualification, reservation or adverse remark relating to the maintenance of accounts and other 
matters connected therewith; 

(i) whether the company has adequate internal financial controls system in place and the operating 
effectiveness of such controls; 

(j) whether the company has disclosed the impact, if any, of pending litigations on its financial 
position in its financial statement; 

(k) whether the company has made provision, as required under any law or accounting standards, for 
material foreseeable losses, if any, on long term contracts including derivative contracts; 

(l) whether there has been any delay in transferring amounts, required to be transferred, to the 
Investor Education and Protection Fund by the company. 

(e) Where any of the matters referred to in Clauses (i) and (ii) of Sub-section (2) of Section 143 of the Act or 
in Clauses (a), (b) and (c) of Sub-section (3) of Section 143 of the Act or Sub-clause (4) (a) and (b) and (c) 
hereof is answered in the negative or with a qualification, the Auditor’s Report shall state the reason for 
such answer. 

(f) The Auditor’s Report shall be read before the Company in General Meeting and shall be open to inspection 
by any member of the Company. 

Accounts whether audited and approved to be conclusive 

192. Every account of the Company when audited and approved by a General Meeting shall be conclusive except as 
regards any error discovered therein within three months next after the approval thereof. Whenever any such error is 
discovered within that period, the accounts shall forthwith be corrected, and henceforth be conclusive.

Service of documents on the Company 

A document may be served on the Company or any officer thereof by sending it to the Company or officer at the 
Registered Office of the Company by Registered Post, or by leaving it at the Registered Office or in electronic mode 
in accordance with the provisions of the act. 

How documents to be served to members 

(a) A document (which expression for this purpose shall be deemed to included and shall include any 
summons, notice, requisition, process, order judgement or any other document in relation to or the winding 
up of the Company) may be served personally or by sending it by post to him to his registered address or in 
electronic mode in accordance with the provisions of the act., or (if he has no registered address in India) to 
the address, if any, within India supplied by him to the Company for the giving of notices to him. 

(b) All notices shall, with respect to any registered shares to which persons are entitled jointly, be given to 
whichever of such persons is named first in the Register, and notice so given shall be sufficient notice to all 
the holders of such shares. 

(c) Where a document is sent by post: 

(ii) service thereof shall be deemed to be effected by properly addressing prepaying and posting a 
letter containing the notice, provided that where a member has intimated to the Company in 
advance that documents should be sent to him under a Certificate of Posting or by Registered Post 
with or without acknowledgment due and has deposited with the Company a sum sufficient to 
defray the expenses of doing so, service of the documents shall not be deemed to be effected 
unless it is sent in the manner intimated by the member, and such service shall be deemed to have 
been effected;

Service on members having no registered address in India 

If a member has no registered address in India and has not supplied to the Company an address within India for the 
giving of notices to him, a document advertised in a newspaper circulating in the neighbourhood of the Registered 
Office of the Company shall be deemed to be duly served on him on the day on which the advertisement appears. 
Service on persons acquiring shares on death or insolvency of members

Notice valid though member deceased 

Any notice of document delivered or sent by post or left at the registered address of any member in pursuance of 
these presents shall, notwithstanding that such member by then deceased and whether or not the Company has notice 
of his decease, be deemed to have been duly served in respect of any registered share whether held solely or jointly 
with other persons by such member until some other person be registered in his stead as the holder or joint holder 
thereof and such service shall for all purposes of these presents be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or 
document on his or on her heirs, executors or administrators, and all other persons, if any, jointly interested with him 
or her in any such share. 

Persons entitled to Notice of General Meeting 

Subject to the provisions of Section 101 the Act and these Articles, notice of General Meeting shall be given to; 

(a) every member of the company, legal representative of any deceased member or the assignee of an insolvent 
member; 

(b) the auditor or auditors of the company; and 

(c) every director of the company. 

Any accidental omission to give notice to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any member or other person 
who is entitled to such notice for any meeting shall not invalidate the proceedings of the meeting. 
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Advertisement 

200. (a) Subject to the provisions of the Act, any document required to be served on or sent to the members, or any 

of them by the Company and not expressly provided for by these presents, shall be deemed to be duly 
served or sent if advertised in a newspaper circulating in the district where the Registered Office of the 
Company is situated. 

(b) Every person who by operation of law, transfer or other means whatsoever shall become entitled to any 
share shall be bound by every notice in respect of such share which previously to his name and address 
being entered in the Register shall be duly given to the person from whom he derived his title to such share 
or stock. 

Transference, etc. bound by prior notices 

201. Every person, who by the operation of law, transfer, or other means whatsoever, shall become entitled to any share, 
shall be bound by every document in respect of such share which previously to his name and address being entered 
in the Register, shall have been duly served on or sent to the person from whom he derives his title to the share. 

How notice to be signed 

202. Any notice to be given by the Company shall be signed by the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer or by 
such Director or officer as the Directors may appoint. The signature to any notice to be given by the Company may 
be written or printed or lithographed. 

AUTHENTICATION OF DOCUMENTS 
Authentication of document and proceeding 

203. Save as otherwise expressly provided in the Act or these Articles, a document or proceeding requiring authentication 
by the Company may be signed by a Director, or the Managing Director and Chief Executive Officer or an 
authorised officer of the Company and need not be under its seal. 

WINDING UP 

Winding up 

204. Subject to the provisions of the Act as to preferential payments, the assets of a Company shall, on its winding-up be 
applied in satisfaction of its liabilities pari-passu and, subject to such application, shall, unless the articles otherwise 
provide, be distributed among the members according to their rights and interests in the Company. 

Division of assets of the Company in specie among members 

205. If the Company shall be wound up, whether voluntarily or otherwise, the liquidators may, with the sanction of a 
Special Resolution, divide among the contributories, in specie or kind, and part of the assets of the Company and 
may, with the like sanction, vest any part of the assets of the Company in trustees upon such trusts for the benefit of 
the contributories or any of them, as the liquidators with the like sanction shall think fit. In case any shares, to be 
divided as aforesaid involves a liability to calls or otherwise, any person entitled under such division to any of the 
said shares may, within ten days after the passing of the Special Resolution by notice in writing, direct the 
liquidators to sell his proportion and pay him the net proceeds, and the liquidators shall, if practicable, act 
accordingly. 

INDEMNITY AND RESPONSIBILITY 
Directors’ and others’ right to indemnity 

206. (a) Subject to the provisions of Section 197 of the Act every Director, Manager, Secretary and other officer or 

employee of the Company shall be indemnified by the Company against, and it shall be the duty of the 
Directors out of the funds of the Company to pay all costs, losses, and expenses (including travelling 
expenses) which Service of documents on the Company any such Director, officer or employee may incur 
or becomes liable to by reasonof any contract entered into or act or deed done by him or any other way in 
the dischargeof his duties, as such Director, officer or employee. 

(b) Subject as aforesaid, every Director, Manager, Secretary, or other officer/employee of the Company shall 
be indemnified against any liability, incurred by them or him in defending any proceeding whether civil or 
criminal in which judgement is given in their or his favour or in which he is acquitted or discharged or in 
connection with any application under Section 463 of the Act in which relief is given to him by the Court 
and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing, it is hereby expressly declared that the Company 
shall pay and bear all fees and other expenses incurred or incurrable by or in respect of any Director for 
filing any return, paper or document with the Registrar of Companies, or complying with any of the 
provisions of the Act in respect of or by reason of his office as a Director or other officer of the Company. 

207. Subject to the provisions of Section 197 of the Act, no Director or other officer of the Company shall be liable for 
the acts, receipts, neglects or defaults of any other Director or officer, or for joining in any receipt or other act for 
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conformity for any loss or expenses happening to the Company through insufficiency or deficiency of title to any 
property acquired by order of the Directors for and on behalf of the Company, or for the insufficiency or deficiency 
of title to any property acquired by order of the Directors for and on behalf of the Company or for the insufficiency 
or deficiency of any money invested, or for any loss or damages arising from the bankruptcy, insolvency or tortuous 
act of any person, company or corporation with whom any moneys, securities or effects shall be entrusted or 
deposited or for any loss occasioned by any error of judgement or oversight on his part of for any loss or damage or 
misfortune whatever, which shall happen in the execution of the duties of his office or in relation thereto unless the 
same happens through his own act or default. 

SECRECY CLAUSE 

(a) No member shall be entitled to visit or inspect the Company’s works without the permission of the 
Directors or Managing Director and Chief Executive Officeror Designated Officer or to require discovery 
of or any information respecting any details of the Company’s trading or any matter which is or may be in 
the nature of a trade secret, mystery of trade or secret process or which may relate to the conduct of the 
business of the Company and which, in the opinion of the Directors, will be inexpedient in the interests of 
the Company to communicate to the public. 

(b) Every Director, Managing Director, Manager, Secretary, Auditor, Trustee, Members of a Committee, 
Officers, Servant, Agent, Accountant or other person employed in the business of the Company, shall, if so 
required by the Directors before entering upon his duties, or at any time during his term of office sign a 
declaration pledging himself to observe strict secrecy respecting all transactions of the Company and the 
state of accounts and in matters relating thereto, and shall by such declaration pledge himself not to reveal 
any of the matters which may come to his knowledge in the discharge of duties except when required so to 
do by the Board of Directors or by any General Meeting or by a Court of Law or by the persons to whom 
such matters relate and except so far as may be necessary, in order to comply with any of the provisions 
contained in these Articles. 

AMENDMENT TO MEMORANDUM AND ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION 

(A) The Members shall vote all the Shares owned or held of record by such Members at any Annual or 
Extraordinary General Meeting of the Company in accordance with these Articles. 

(B) The Members shall not pass any resolution or take any decision which is contrary to any of the terms of 
these Articles. 

(C) Any alteration to Memorandum and Articles of Assocation shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
section 13 or section 14 of the Act. 

REGISTERS, INSPECTION AND COPIES THEREOF 

(a) Any Director or Member or person can inspect the statutory registers maintained by the company, which 
may be available for inspection of such Director or Member or person under provisions of the act by the 
company, provided he gives fifteen days notice to the company about his intention to do so. 

(b) Any Director or Member or person can take copies of such registers of the company by paying Rs. 10 per 
page to the company. The company will take steps to provide the copies of registers to such person within 
Fifteen days of receipt of money. 

GENERAL AUTHORITY 

Wherever in the applicable provisions under the Act, it has been provided that, any Company shall have any right, 
authority or that such Company could carry out any transaction only if the Company is authorised by its Articles, 
this regulation hereby authorises and empowers the Company to have such right, privilege or authority and to carry 
out such transaction as have been permitted by the Act without there being any specific regulation or clause in that 
behalf in this articles.
